Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The anticipations and disappointments of the past year 
were many, and occurred with an alternating regular- 
ity from which there seemed no respite. 


Calendar Year 1992 began with the agonizing budget 
process, and the all too familiar problem of too many 
needs for too few dollars. Level funded once again, 
without available capital to fund needed equipment, 
with absolute uncertainty of State aid, and with over- 
ride prospects dim at best, Town departments were 
forced to reduce personnel, services, or both. The out- 
look at the new year was indeed bleak and worrisome. 
Subsequent defeat of most override questions provided 
that the townspeople were willing to do with less and 
that the overall economic downturn was indeed being 
felt by many. In spite of the reductions, Town em- 
ployees performed in an exemplary manner and are 
deserving of our praise for their dedication. They 
struggled together to make things work. 


Late spring revealed plans for the much heralded tra- 
verse of the Cape Cod Canal by the Tall Ships. In- 
formed of this only a few weeks before the event, the 
Town made hasty but ever so efficient plans to deal 
with the thousands of spectators we all knew would 
flock here to view this historic sight. But the captains 
of these ships had other ideas, they chose instead to 
sail the open seas to Boston. Bitterly disappointed at 
this loss of a perceived bonanza, the Town also pro- 
vided conclusively that many people working together 
for the benefit of all can overcome the most seemingly 
impossible task. 


A festive and prideful summer day, the day of the 
Boardwalk dedication dawned clear and bright. All 
day townspeople came and went at will to walk the 
newly restored landmark and read the messages 
thereon, to relax and enjoy the sun, to entertain and be 
entertained, to eat and drink with friends and neigh- 
bors, to sing the praises of the dedicated workers who 
had labored so long and hard. Again, people working 
together for the common good had surmounted the 
most enormous of challenges. 


The August Special Town Meeting brought forth the 
first step to the fulfillment of our goal to achieve a 
more balanced growth within our Town, a commit- 
ment set forth in our 1991 report. Heartened by your 
positive response and encouragement to this intent, 
zoning changes that would allow warehousing a possi- 
ble COSTCO wholesale warehouse within the indus- 
trial area were submitted for your approval. Your 
overwhelming vote of support affirmed that economic 


development should be an integral part of the resolu- 
tion of our financial deficiencies, and should be pur- 
sued. Thus, we now restate our commitment to seek- 
ing a more equitable balance between the residential, 
commercial, and industrial growth, and that we will 
do so with the welfare of the people and environment 
ever uppermost in our minds. To assist in the pursuit 
of obtaining these goals, the Special Town Meeting 
also voted to create the position of Director of Plan- 
ning and Development. Working together, we have an 
achievable goal. 


Winter brought storms that once again took their toll 
on our shoreline and beachfront homes. We sympa- 
thize with all who lost so much, and we eagerly await 
the installation of the sand berm which may afford 
some protection for all in the future. Special mention 
must be made here of the many hours of outstanding 
assistance given so willingly by the many Town de- 
partments and boards who worked together for the 
benefit of those in need. 


Winter also marked the departure of Town Adminis- 
trator Chris Whelan. The Town is in debt to Chris for 
the long and caring hours he spent in overseeing the 
daily business of our Town. His obvious dedication to, 
and love of Sandwich, will preset a very real chal- 
lenge to his successor. We miss him, and we wish him 
and his family only the very best in Concord, and 
wherever else his future may ultimately take him. In 
the interim, Town business is in the very capable 
hands of the Assistant Town Administrator, George 
Dunham. “Bud”, Kathy, and Phyllis, and all Town 
Hall staff are doing yeomen duty, and doing it very 
well during this time of transition. Their cooperative 
efforts are genuinely and deeply appreciated. 


A ray of sun also broke through the clouds of winter. 
We learned that step raises may be included in FY 
1994 budgets, and that there may once again be “free 
cash” available for appropriation. This has not been the 
case for several years. Small though the cash amount 
may be, it gives cautious hope that 1992 has taken with 
it the last of the financial decline of the past few years. | 
We certainly are not yet in the position to rebuild, 
without overrides, all that has been lost. But we can 
hope that the next year will at least allow us to plan for 
what we hope will be a slow and steady recovery. In 
the meantime, we say a heartfelt thank you to all who, 
with so little, have together done so much to protect 
and preserve the quality of life in Sandwich.

Report of the 
BYLAW REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Bylaw Review Committee (BRC) is pleased to 
submit this, our fourth annual report. During 1992, the 
BRC focused primarily on rewriting two major By- 
laws: the Animal Control Bylaw, Article 23 and the 
Sign Code Bylaw, Article 20. Many meetings and 
hours went into the texts as presented in the Warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting in May. In addition, 
public hearings were held on each of these Bylaw re- 
visions and input from the public was instrumental in 
forging the final drafts. 


The new Animal Control Bylaw was passed by the 
Annual Town Meeting and was approved by the At- 
torney General. It differs from the previous Bylaw in 
several material aspects: (1) It provides for the Board 
of Selectmen to issue rules and regulations, fees and 
fines relative to the provisions and enforcement of the 
Bylaw. The Selectmen adopted such rules and regula- 
tions in November 1992. (2) It provides for signifi- 
cantly expanded violation provisions. (3) It removes 
the Town from the County Dog Fund. Therefore, all 
revenues generated from licensing and penalties will 
be retained in the Town’s General Fund. (4) It re- 
quires all cats to be rabies inoculated and licensed. (5) 
It provides for the Town Clerk to issue dog and cat 
licenses on a staggered basis for one, two or three 
year periods to coincide with the animals’ inoculation 
period. 


The Sign Code Bylaw, which would have given the 
Selectmen the authority to issue rules and regulations, 
fees and fines, was defeated by the Annual Town 
Meeting. 


In addition, revisions to Articles 1, 3 and 6 of the 
Town’s Bylaws were considered and passed by the 
Special Town Meeting held August 24, 1992. 


Revisions to Articles 3 and 6 consisted primarily of 
language syntax and wording changes. The amend- 
ment to Article 1, proposed by the Selectmen, 
changed the closing date of the Warrant for the An- 
nual Town Meeting from March 15 to March 1 of 
each year. 


The BRC is currently progressing in the final task of 
its stated mission; that of codifying (indexing) the By- 
laws to make them more accessible and more organ- 
ized to the general public. We expect to have this 
completed in time for the May 1993 Annual Town 
Meeting. 


In August, the Committee completed its annual reorgani- 
zation of officers. Elected were: Chairman, Steven Mar- 
shall; Vice-Chairman, Robert Boon; Clerk, Hallie Hunt 
and Assistant Clerk, Barbara Walling. The Committee, 
with regret, accepted the resignation of Daniel 
O’Connell. During his three years with the Committee, 
Dan was a major guiding force, tireless and dedicated. 
We wish him well. We, in turn, welcomed the addition 
of Robert Boon, former Chairman of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, whose vision four years ago created the BRC. 


Suzanne Bryden, Chairman of the BRC during 
1991/1992 elected not to continue in that capacity. 
She continues to serve on the Committee in the role of 
an alternate member. I, personally, would like to ex- 
press my gratitude to Suzanne for her success in com- 
pleting the Animal Control Bylaw, for her hard work, 
dedication and her organizational efforts during her 
year as Chairman of the Committee. 


Finally, on behalf of the Committee, I also wish to ex- 
press our appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, to the 
Town Administrator’s Office, to the former Town Ad- 
ministrator, Chris Whelan, who we will miss and wish 
the best to in his new job in the Town of Concord, to the 
Town Clerk and her staff, and to all other Town Boards 
and Committees whose assistance and input we have 
sought and whose cooperation we have been afforded. 


And to the members of the Town’s citizenry who have 
appeared at our meetings to provide their input and com- 
ments, we thank you. After all, participation in the demo- 
cratic process is what it’s all about. This is your govern- 
ment. This is your Town. These are your Bylaws.

Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY ASSEMBLY 
OF DELEGATES 


On November 6, 1990, 15 Delegates, one from each 
of the County’s towns, were elected to serve during 
the second session of the Barnstable County Assembly 
of Delegates, the first county legislative body in the 
history of Massachusetts. The 15 Delegates were 
sworn into office on January 2, 1991 for a two year 
term. On January 2, 1991, the Assembly elected a 
Speaker, Susan V. Walker, Delegate from Sandwich; a 
Deputy Speaker, Cynthia Cole, Delegate from Barn- 
stable; and a Clerk, Diane C. Thompson, from 
Falmouth. On December 31, 1992 the Assembly of 
Delegates completed its second 2 year session since 
being established by the Charter voted in 1988. 


The Assembly of Delegates holds regular meetings at 
4:00 p.m. on the first and third Wednesday of each 
month. Special meetings of the Assembly are sched- 
uled as necessary. During 1992, the Assembly estab- 
lished eight standing committees and several ad hoc 
committees. Many committee meetings occur each 
month to conduct public hearings on proposed ordi- 
nances, to deliberate and refine legislative proposals, 
to formulate legislative initiatives and to deal with the 
many critical environmental, economic and commu- 
nity issues affecting Barnstable County. All meetings 
are conducted in accordance with the Open Meeting 
Law. 


As the County’s law-making body, the Assembly’s 
work takes the form of ordinances and resolutions 
which may be initiated by Delegates, Assembly com- 
mittees, the Board of County Commissioners or by an 


initiative petition. The Assembly appropriates the | 


County’s annual operating and capital budgets and 
supplements. During 1992 the Assembly adopted sev- 
enteen ordinances which included the Fiscal Year 
1993 Barnstable County operating budget. Many of 
the ordinances dealt with supplemental appropriations 
to the FY ’93 operating budget. The supplemental ap- 
propriations were the result, in many cases, of County 
employees’ diligent pursuit of grant money. 


The Barnstable County Administrative Code was 
amended twice to create the Barnstable County 
HOME Consortium Advisory Council and the Cape 
Cod Economic Development Council. 


The HOME Consortium Advisory Council consists of 
a representative of each of the fifteen towns and the 
creation of the Council makes Barnstable County eli- 
gible for federal funds for affordable housing. 


The Cape Cod Economic Development Council has 
twenty-four members and the membership consists of 
representatives from both the private and public sec- 
tors. The Council was established because of concerns 
regarding the instability of Barnstable County’s em- 
ployment rate, as well as negative business percep- 
tions of the area and the loss of one thousand manu- 
facturing jobs between 1988 and 1990 in Barnstable 
County. 


The Assembly was asked to consider abolishing the 
Barnstable County Hospital but through the concerned 
efforts of many, the Assembly voted to keep the Barn- 
stable County Hospital open providing the extremely 
fine care and service so important to residents within 
Barnstable County. 


The Assembly of Delegates approved an ordinance 
that authorized the purchase of equipment for use 
within the Department of Health, Human Services and 
the Environment and to make renovations and im- 
provements to the laboratory facilities in the Superior 
Courthouse. With the new equipment and improve- 
ments, the County Health Department will purchase 
an Atamok Absorption Spectrometer with Graphite 
Furnace that will enable the County to test water 
within the parameters of the new Water Quality Act. 
Under the new Water Quality Act the equipment must 
be sensitive enough to detect 15 parts per billion (ppb) 
rather than the previously required 50 ppb. The Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
provided this test in the past, however, due to 
cutbacks in the State this service is no longer avail- 
able. 


The Assembly of Delegates, through adopted resolu- 
tions, continued its involvement with the MWRA Bos- 
ton Outfall Tunnel, requested information from the 
Department of Public Health on the Upper Cape Can- 
cer Incidence Study, and encouraged the Office of the 
District Attorney, the Attorney General of the Com- 
monwealth, federal law enforcement agencies and the 
Courts to prosecute hate crime cases to the fullest ex- 
tent of the law. _ 


Committees dealt with the on-going questions relating 
to the clean-up and restoration programs at the Massa- 
chusetts Military Reservation (MMR) and had numer- 
ous discussions with staff at the MMR that may lead 
to a holistic approach for environmental review at the 
Base. 
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In addition to its Assembly committees, Delegates 
also serve on other Barnstable County committees: 
Bays Legal Fund Board of Trustees, Barnstable 
County Technical Advisory Dredge Committee, 
Coastal Resources Committee, Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act Compliance Team, Hospital Review 
Committee, Energy Task Force and Economic Devel- 
opment Council. The Sandwich Delegate served on 
the Natural Resources Committee, the Upper Cape 
Cancer Incidence Study Committee and the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act Compliance Team. 


On November 3, 1992, 15 Delegates were elected to 
serve during the third session of the Barnstable 
County Assembly of Delegates. Eight Delegates re- 
turned to serve on the Assembly and seven new Dele- 
gates were elected. Delegates George D. Bryant 
(Province town), Joan Condit (Yarmouth), Mary C. 
Smith (Orleans) and Susan V. Walker (Sandwich) will 
serve for their third consecutive session of the Assem- 
bly of Delegates.

Report of the 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 


This past year was a very busy and productive one for 
the Cape Cod Commission. The Commission contin- 
ued to pursue its charge of protecting, preserving and 
enhancing Cape Cod’s unique values. With much pub- 
lic input, the Commission adopted a Regional Policy 
Plan to guide future development on Cape Cod and 
received approval of the Plan from Barnstable 
County’s Assembly of Delegates. As required by stat- 
ute, the Commission continued its review of Develop- 
ments of Regional Impact and provided assistance to 
communities interested in creating Districts of Critical 
Planning Concern. This year’s report will focus on: 
Regional Planning, Affordable Housing, Economic 
Development, Regulatory Review and Transportation. 


Regional Planning 


Immediately upon adoption of the Regional Policy 
Plan, staff began implementation of the Plan by initi- 
ating the local planning process, completing the Local 
Comprehensive Plan Guidelines and incorporating the 
Plan into the development review process. The pri- 
mary focus of the program this ‘year was local plan- 


ning assistance. Sandwich, Yarmouth, Truro, 
Mashpee, Falmouth, Barnstable, Brewster, Bourne, 
Harwich, Eastham and Welfleet were given commit- 
ments for over $266,000 to develop local plans. Staff 
actively participated with the local planning commit- 
tees of these towns to develop their planning pro- 
grams, requests for proposals and the selection of con- 
sultants. 


Affordable Housing Program 


The Commission’s affordable housing program played 
a leading role in creating the Barnstable County 
HOME Consortium. Fourteen towns approved articles 
at town meeting authorizing participation in the Con- 
sortium, which would lead to the establishment of a 
17 member Barnstable County HOME Consortium 
Advisory Council. It is anticipated that the County, 
with the council’s assistance, will respond to the 
state’s request for proposals for up to $1 million in 
HOME funds in 1993. 


The Commission also played a leading role in the es- 
tablishment of the Soft Second First Time 
Homeownership Program in Barnstable County. Four 
banks have committed $2.5 million in home mort- 
gages during the start-up period. Additionally, the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Communities and Development 
awarded the county a reservation of $160,000 for this 
program. The county award was the second highest 
awarded by the state. The program targets households 
whose annual income does not exceed $33,800 and 
also places an emphasis on purchase of existing units. 


Economic Development Program 


The economic development program followed up on 
its marine science industry study conducted with Har- 
vard University’s Kennedy School of Government by 
holding a public forum on the study. Meetings were 
then held with five marine science companies regard- 
ing the development of a program to meet their expan- 
sion needs. A Kennedy School graduate student also 
completed an environmental business survey of 20 
businesses to determine their needs and develop poli- 
cies encouraging this sector on Cape Cod. 


In the area of tourism, the Commission completed 
work with its “Sense of Place” tourism study group, 
preparing a Cape Cod Heritage Attractions Map and 
Starting to organize a Heritage Tourism Week for 
Spring, 1993. 


The program was involved in a study group leading to 
the establishment of the Cape Cod Economic Devel- 
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opment Council. It provided ongoing technical assis- 
tance in organizing the Lower Cape Community De- 
velopment Corporation and identifying economic de- 
velopment issues and projects for the seven participat- 
ing towns. It helped organize and served as board 
member for the Cape Cod Center for the Environment 
and a Sustainable Economy, planning public forums 
on environmental business and environmental tourism. 


Regulatory Program 


The Commission reviewed 36 applications for devel- 
opment proposals including 15 Developments of Re- 
gional Impact (DRI) applications, 7 Hardship Exemp- 
tions, 7 DRI Exemptions, 3 Jurisdictional Determina- 
tions, and 4 modifications to previously approved pro- 
jects. In addition, staff provided numerous informal 
jurisdictional determinations for applicants and munic- 
ipal officials. Development proposals included shop- 
ping plazas, hotels, churches, outdoor recreation facili- 
ties, industrial projects, piers and revetments, residen- 
tial subdivisions, residential condominiums and alter- 
ations to historic structures. 


Transportation Program 


This year brought two important changes to the trans- 
portation planning process on Cape Cod. First, the In- 
termodal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act (IS 
TEA) changed the transportation planning process na- 
tionwide by placing a greater emphasis on regional 
planning as well as by requiring a “systems-wide” ap- 
proach to planning that considers all modes of trans- 
portation, not just the automobile. Secondly, Cape 
Cod was recognized as an urban area based on the 
1990 census. This brought about new requirements for 
the Commission’s transportation planning program as 
well as new opportunities. 


The Commission’s transportation program is well po- 
sitioned to take advantage of these new opportunities. 
The Regional Policy Plan is fully consistent with 
ISTEA, stressing a systems-wide approach to plan- 
ning. This has placed transportation planning on Cape 
Cod near the forefront of regional planning in the 
state.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar Year 1992 saw continuing success in the As- 
sessing Department, in the face of many difficult is- 
sues and challenges. 


There were changes within the departmental staff. As- 
sistant Assessor Dawn Mosher-Belcher resigned in 
July, to relocate to Texas. The department wishes to 
thank Dawn for the high quality and energy she em- 
ployed in her time here, and wish her and her family 
all the best in the future. Bruce Anderson was hired to 
replace Mrs. Mosher-Belcher in September. 


The major undertaking in 1992 was the successful 
completion of the Fiscal 1993 revaluation. State law 
requires complete revaluation of property every third 
year. This project was completed entirely in-house, at 
a cost roughly 1/3 of costs charged by outside revalua- 
tion firms. 


The Fiscal 1993 revaluation was based on 1991 calen- 
dar year sales. Overall values dropped on an aver- 
age of 11-12% from the Fiscal 1992 values. The 
issue of fair market value, in the face of continuing 
bank and other foreclosure activity, continues to be 
clouded. The department is committed to maintain a 
diligent approach to separate fact from fiction in re- 
gard to full and fair cash value. A“trend update” is 
planned for Fiscal 1994, which will utilize 1992 cal- 
endar year sales. 


As of the writing of this report, the thirty day abate- 
ment filing period for Fiscal 1993 is near completion, 
with roughly 325 abatement applications on file. The 
appraisal department will review all applications for 
action by the Board during March and April. 


All accounts were converted to the new mapping iden- 
tifications for Fiscal 1993. Reference to the old map- 
ping identifications will be maintained for the next 
several years. Also, the department was able to ex- 
pand its service to the public with the installation of a 
computer terminal at the counter, allowing greater ac- 
cess to public information in a faster time frame. 


Since 1989, all annual and daily clerical and appraisal 
functions have been conducted in-house. Even more 
tasks once conducted by state agencies, such as pro- 
duction of motor vehicle excise commitments, are 
now done in the department. This has all been accom- 
plished in spite of a budget that remains at the same 
level as five years ago. As always, the Board remains 
confident in the ability of the department to serve its 
community in an efficient manner. 


The Board wishes to express their appreciation to the 
staff of the Assessing Department. Even under diffi- 
cult conditions, they maintain a high quality of work; 
and a high level of commitment to the Town and to 
the department which is commendable.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee is comprised of nine volun- 
teers appointed by the Town Moderator for a one year 
term, meeting on a monthly schedule during the sum- 


mer and fall and on a weekly schedule during the win- 
ter and spring to review new budgets for Annual 
Town Meeting approval. 


With no signs of economic improvement, the Finance 
Committee requested level funded budgets be prepared 
for “Fiscal Year 1993”. This resulted in three straight 
years of level funding or less for Town budgets. 


During budget hearings, the additional needs of all 
Town departments to provide level services were dis- 
cussed along with capital equipment requests which 
needed to be addressed. 


Some equipment needs were recommended to the 
Annual Town Meeting to be funded from the Stabi- 
lization Fund such as police cruisers and police 
communication equipment, fire department commu- 
nication equipment and general office equipment for 
administrative departments. The use of funds from 
the Stabilization Fund has now brought the fund 
down to a dangerously low level and any further use 
should be limited to circumstances requiring ex- 
traordinary expenditures. 


Recognizing that level funding and limited use of the 
Stabilization Fund did not provide for the needs of the 
Town, an override of Proposition 2 1/2 was proposed 
by the Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen. It 
was decided to present this override attempt in menu 
format ballot questions. 


Ten questions were presented to the townspeople 
ranging from a School budget override of 
$1,306,447.00 down to the purchase of a new Chief’s 
car for the Fire Department of $17,300.00. The other 
ballot questions were money for the Upper Cape Re- 
gional Schools, a new street sweeper for the Town, 
increased funding for Police and Fire Department ser- 
vices, a request for Director of Planning and Develop- 
ment, funding for social service agencies, an increase 
in Library funding permitting it to open longer hours, 
and finally the purchase of a new ladder pumper truck 
for the Fire Department. 


With over 50% of the voters coming out to vote, two 
of the ballot questions passed: the funding of addi- 
tional Library hours and the employment of a new 
EMT for the Fire Department. Some of the other 
questions were defeated by a wide margin while oth- 
ers were decided by very close margins. 


In July, the School system received news from the 
State that new education funds were available which 
allowed the School system to restore some of the lost 
programs that had resulted from level funding budget- 
ing over the last few years. 


As we approach the budget process for “Fiscal Year 
1994,” the Town continues to have needs that have to 
be addressed, such as wastewater treatment, capping 
of the landfill, and a continued aging of the fire equip- 
ment along with overall building maintenance and 
proper fire and police coverage. The education levels 
will probably be maintained by the passage of an Edu- 
cation Reform Bill on Beacon Hill. 


With a turnover of five (5) new Finance Committee 
members for “Fiscal Year 1994,” I am sure the bud- 
gets will receive the same diligent attention they have 
in the past. Hopefully, the Town will have confidence 
in any recommendations that may be forthcoming, be- 
cause I am sure that the best interests of the Town are 
utmost in our minds. 


Finally, the Committee would like to extend its recog- 
nition and appreciation to those members who did not 
seek reappointment this year. Former Chairman Susan 
James and Vice Chairman Brian Wallace, Richard 
Baldwin, Kevin Ducie and Patricia Beal. Their experi- 
ence and dedication to solving the fiscal matters in 
Sandwich will be surely missed.

HAZARDOUS MATERIALS - shall mean any prod- 
uct or waste or combination of substances which, be- 
cause of quantity, concentration, or physical or chemi- 
cal, or infectious, or radioactive characteristics may 
reasonably pose, in the determination of the enforcing 
authority, a substantial present or potential hazard to 
human health, safety or welfare, or the environment 
when improperly treated, stored, transported, used or 
disposed of, or otherwise managed; any substance 
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which may create a special hazard in the event of 
spill, leak, fire, or exposure; and all substances 
deemed to be hazardous waste as defined in MGL 
Chapter 21C Section 2 and the Hazardous Waste Reg- 
ulations promulgated thereunder by Massachusetts De- 
partment of Environment Protection (DEP) at 310C 
CMR 30.010 in amounts in excess of that normally 
used in household maintenance; or other materials 
which are listed as toxic, hazardous or a priority pol- 
lutant by the United States Environment Protection 
Agency. 


HISTORICAL HIGH GROUND WATER LEVEL 
- shall mean the highest ground water elevation that is 
likely to occur at a given location, based on calcula- 
tions according to the High Ground water methodol- 
ogy specified in U.S.G.S. Water Resource Investiga- 
tions 83-4112 by Frimpter et.al. and any subsequent 
revisions. 


IMPERVIOUS SURFACE - shall mean any material 
on the ground that does not allow surface water to 
penetrate into the soil. 


LOAM - shall mean a fertile, friable, natural topsoil 
typical of the locality, without admixture of subsoil, 
refuse or other foreign materials, and as further de- 
fined by the Barnstable County Extension Service. 


PROCESS WASTEWATER - shall mean 
wastewaters disposed of on site other than sanitary 
wastewater. 


RECHARGE AREA - shall mean the area encom- 
passing land and water surface through which precipi- 
tation enters the groundwater body, and from which 
groundwater flows naturally or is drawn by pumping 
into a water well. 


SURFACE WATER LEVEL - shall be determined 
as provided for under Section 3610 of this Zoning 
Bylaw. 


5030. USE REGULATIONS 

Prohibited Uses. Within the Water Resource District 
the following uses are prohibited and allowable out- | 
side the Water Resource District only by special per- 
mit except where otherwise prohibited under other 
sections of Zoning Bylaws.

i. Chemical or bacteriological laboratories; 
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Any activity or occupations that generate, treat, 
store or dispose of hazardous waste which is sub- 
ject to MGL Chapter 21C and 310 CMR 30.00, in- 
cluding without limitation, solid waste, hazardous 
waste, leachable waste, chemical waste, radioactive 
waste, and waste oil, except for waste oil retention 
facilities required by MGL Chapter 21, Section 41a 
that meet the standards set forth in 310 CMR 22.22 
(2) (a) 4. Storage of household quantities may be 
allowed only by special permit. 


. Industrial or commercial uses which dispose pro- 


cess liquids on site. 


. Storage of sodium chloride, calcium chloride, 


chemically treated abrasives or other chemicals 
used for the removal of snow and ice on roads, or 
the stockpiling and disposal of snow and ice con- 
taining sodium chloride, calcium chloride, chemi- 
cally treated abrasives or other chemicals used for 
removal from highways and streets located outside 
the Water Resource District. 


Storage of pesticides, as defined in MGL Chapter 
132B, Section 2, unless such storage is within a 
building or structure with an impermeable cover 
and liner that, pursuant to a special permit, the 
Board of Appeals and the Board of Health find so 
designed as to prevent an accidental release onto or 
below the land surface, or the storage of commer- 
cial fertilizer and soil conditions, as defined in 
MGL Chapter 128, section 64, except in a structure 
with an impermeable cover and liner which, pursu- 
ant to a special permit, the Board of Appeals and 
Board of Health find so designed as to prevent an 
accidental release onto or below the land surface; 


. Any wastewater treatment plants except those that 


discharge outside the Water Resource District. A 
hydrogeologic evaluation shall be required if 
wastewater flows exceed 2000 gpd; 


Animal feedlots; 
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Stockpiling of animal manures, except in a struc- 
ture with an impermeable cover and liner; 


. Storage of septage or sewage sludge except in a 


structure with an impermeable cover and liner 
which, pursuant to a special permit, the Board of 
Appeals and Board of Health find so designated as 
to prevent an accidental release onto or below the 
land surface; 


. Any other use which involves as a principal activity 


the manufacture, use, transportation, or disposal of 
toxic or hazardous materials. 


5040. PERFORMANCE STANDARDS 

To preserve the natural land surface providing high 
quality recharge to the groundwater, to limit sewage 
and septage flow and fertilizer application to amounts 
which will be diluted adequately by natural recharge, 
to prevent the formation of plumes of contamination 
in the groundwater system, and to prevent the dis- 
charge or leakage of toxic or hazardous substances 
into the groundwater, all uses shall meet the following 
performance standards; 


a. 


The concentration of nitrate resulting from 
wastewater disposal and from fertilizer application, 
when diluted by rainwater recharge on the lot shall 
not exceed 5 parts per million (ppm). 


. For all uses combined, wastewater flow disposed 


on site shall not exceed 20,000 gallons per day. All 
cultivated lawns shall have a loam base of six 
inches (6"). 


. All toxic or hazardous materials shall be stored in 


product tight containers protected from corrosion, 
accidental damage or vandalism and shall be used 
and handled in such a way as to prevent spillage 
into the ground or surface water. Spill containment 
will be provided for all storage. A produce inven- 
tory shall be maintained and reconciled with pur- 
chase, use, sales and disposal records at sufficient 
intervals to detect product loss. 


. No toxic or hazardous materials shall be present in 


wastes disposed on site. Wastes composed in part 
or entirely of toxic or hazardous materials shall be 
retained in product tight containers for removal and 
disposal by a licensed scavenger service or as di- 
rected by the Board of Health. 


. With the exception of the 5 parts per million (ppm) 


nitrate limit as stated in Section 5040 (a), contami- 
nant levels in groundwater resulting from disposal 
of process wastes from operations other than per- 
sonal hygiene and food for residents, patrons and 
employees, or from wastewater treatment and dis- 
posal systems greater than 10,000 gallons per day 
capacity shall not exceed those levels specified in 
tables C and E of the “Drinking Water Regulations 


of Massachusetts” (DEQE June 15, 1977), after al- 
lowing for dilution by natural recharge on the 
premises. 


f. All runoff from impervious surfaces shall be re- 
charged on the site by diversion to areas covered 
with vegetation for surface infiltration to the extent 
possible. Dry wells shall be used only where other 
methods are infeasible, and shall be proceeded by 
oil, grease and sediment traps, and absorbent pil- 
lows to facilitate removal of contaminants. Any 
system for allowing surface water runoff to 
recharge groundwater should be designed and 
maintained so as not to decrease groundwater qual- 
ity. 

Except for excavations for the construction of 
building foundations, for the installation of utility 
works or for the laying out of roads, the removal of 
soil, loam, sand, gravel or any other mineral sub- 
stances will be limited to a depth of ten (10) feet 
above the historical high ground and surface water 
level.

and solicited donations providing however, that the 
County shall bring all findings and cost estimates to a 
future Town Meeting for a further and binding vote 
before entering into any contracts that may have a fi- 
nancial impact on the Town of Sandwich, or take any 
action relative thereto. (This article is non-binding.)

Oyster Hill Drive 


Any city or town which accepts the provisions of this 
section is hereby empowered to enact bylaws and or- 
dinances relative to the regulation of dogs. Except as 
hereinafter provided in clauses (a), (b), and (c), and 
notwithstanding any contrary provision of sections one 
hundred and thirty-seven to one hundred and seventy- 
four D, inclusive, relating to the regulation of dogs or 
any special law relating to the regulation of dogs, such 
bylaws and ordinances may relate to, but not be lim- 
ited to dog licensing, establishing dog fees, disposition 
of fees, appointment of dog officers, kennel licensing 
and regulations, procedures for the investigation of 
and reimbursement for damages caused by dogs, re- 
straining of dogs and establishing penalties for a 
breach thereof. No such bylaw or ordinance shall be 
inconsistent with the provisions of this chapter relating 
to (a) the turning over a sale of animals to any busi- 
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ness or institution licensed or registered as a research 
facility or animal dealer, as provided in section one 
hundred and fifty-one; (b) the minimum confinement 
period of dogs as provided in section one hundred and 
fifty-one A; and (c) the methods of execution, as pro- 
vided in said section one hundred and fifty-one A. 


In any city or town which accepts this section, all 
money received from licenses or recovered as fines 
under any bylaw or ordinance enacted pursuant to the 
provisions of this section, shall be paid into the trea- 
sury of said town or city and shall not thereafter be 
paid over to the town or city treasurer to the county in 
which said town or city is located. 


Any and all functions related to the regulation of dogs 
pursuant to section one hundred and thirty-seven to 
one hundred and seventy-four D, inclusive, which 
would otherwise be performed by the county, by the 
county commissioner or otherwise, shall not be per- 
formed by the county on behalf of any city or town 
which is not a member of the county dog fund. 


Any and all costs which would otherwise be paid out 
of the county dog fund shall not be paid by the county 
to any city or town which is not a member of the 
county dog fund, or to any city or town which accepts 
this section and such cities and towns shall thereupon 
be responsible for all costs and expenses related to the 
regulation of dogs. 


VOTED -

ARTICLE 63.-To see if the Town will vote to re- 
place the existing Town Bylaw, Article 23 - Dogs, 
with the following, or take any action relative thereto: 


ARTICLE 23 - Animal Control 


Section 1 Purpose 

The purpose of animal control is to encourage the safe 
and humane treatment of animals and the maintenance 
of a safe environment for humans. Ultimately, it is 
the individuals’ responsibility to properly care for 
his/her animal(s) and to respect the rights of others. 


Section 2 Selectmen’s Authority 

The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing 
after providing seven (7) days notice of such hearing 
to make or amend rules, regulations, fees and fines 
relative to the enforcement of the Town of Sandwich 


Animal Control Bylaw and Mass. General Law as 
stated in Chapter 140, 272, and 129. 


Such rules, regulations, fees and fines shall be pub- 
lished by the Selectmen as soon as practicable follow- 
ing the hearing and take effect seven (7) days follow- 
ing publication. 


Section 3 Enforcement and Penalties 

The Animal Control Officer and Town Clerk shall 
jointly have jurisdiction to enforce the Animal Control 
Bylaw and its rules and regulations under the author- 
ity of the Board of Selectmen. 

Violations of this Bylaw, including its Rules and Reg- 
ulations, may result in issuance of a noncriminal cita- 
tion in accordance with Chapter 40, Section 21D of 
Mass. General Laws. 


Failure to contest and/or pay any citation in a timely 
manner may result in criminal prosecution with conse- 
quent penalties as outlined in the Town of Sandwich 
Animal Control Rules and Regulations. 


Section 4 Cruelty & Negligence 

It shall be unlawful to abuse any animal; deprive it of 
food, drink, shelter, a sanitary environment, or protec- 
tion from the weather; or otherwise inflict cruelty as 
set forth in Chapter 272, Section 77 of Mass. General 
Laws. 


Section 5 Animal Health and Welfare 

It shall be unlawful for the owner, keeper, or person 
responsible for any animal to fail to observe Mass. 
General Laws, Dept. of Public Health regulations, or 
local Board of Health and Zoning regulations pertain- 
ing to the health and welfare of said animals and the 
community. 


Section 6 Restraint of Dogs 

It shall be unlawful for the owner, keeper, or person 
responsible for any dog to permit it to be at large 
upon premises other than those where it is lawfully 
kept, except with the permission of the landowner. 
The presence of a dog at large upon premises other 
than those of its owner or keeper shall be prima. facie 
evidence that the required permission was not ob- 
tained. 


Section 7 Dogs on Beaches 

It shall be unlawful for the owner, keeper, or person 
responsible for any dog to permit it to be on any pub- 
lic beach between May 15th and September 15th. 


Section 8 Rabies and Innoculation of Dogs 

It shall be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any 
dog more than six months old to fail to innoculate it 
against rabies. Dogs must also be revaccinated period- 
ically in accordance with rules and regulations 
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adopted and promulgated by the Mass. Dept. of Public 
Health. 


Section 9 Licensing of Dogs 

It shall be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any 
dog more than six months old to fail to obtain a dog 
license and keep it securely affixed to the dog with a 
collar or harness at all times. 

It shall be unlawful to own or keep more than three 
(3) dogs on a single premises unless a kennel permit 
has also been obtained from the Selectmen subject to 
Town of Sandwich Animal Control Rules and Regula- 
tions. 


Section 10 Howling/Barking Nuisance 

It shall be unlawful for the owner, keeper, or person 
responsible for a dog to permit such dog to disrupt 
another person’s right to peace or privacy by making a 
loud and/or continuous noise which is plainly audible 
off the owner’s or keeper’s premises. The provisions 
of Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 
157, shall be applicable to dogs exhibiting such 
behaviour, as if said section was fully set forth herein. 


Section 11 Vicious/Threatening Dogs 

It shall be unlawful for the owner, keeper, or person 
responsible for a dog exhibiting vicious, dangerous or 
potentially dangerous behavior, to fail to safeguard 
humans or other animals from this dog. The provis- 
ions of Mass. General Laws, Chapter 140, Section 
157, shall be applicable to dogs exhibiting such be- 
havior, as if said section was fully set forth herein. 


Section 12 Animal Bites 

All animal bites, regardless of severity, shall be re- 
ported to the Animal Inspector within 24 hours of the 
incident by any medical attendant, the victim, and/or 
the owner, keeper or person responsible for the ani- 
mal. 


Section 13 Quarantine of Animals 

It shall be unlawful for the owner, keeper, or person 
responsible for an animal which has bitten or 
scratched and broken the skin of a person to fail to 
comply with a quarantine order issued by the Town of 
Sandwich Animal Inspector. 


Section 14 Retrieval and Impoundment 

The owner, keeper, or person responsible for any ani- 
mal retrieved and impounded by the Sandwich Animal 
Control Dept. shall be responsible for all costs and 
fees associated therewith. 


Section 15 Property Damage Reimbursement 
The owner of livestock or fowl which has been in- 
jured or killed by unknown dog(s) may be eligible for 
reimbursement of the loss provided specific require- 
ments have been met as set forth in the Town of 
Sandwich Animal Control Rules and Regulations. 


Section 16 Owner Responsibility for Rescues 
The owner, keeper, or person responsible for any ani- 
mal injured or killed by a motor vehicle shall be re- 
sponsible for the cost of all rescue response, emer- 
gency care, treatment, or disposal of said animal. 


Section 17 Severability 

If any section or provision of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed invalid, the validity or enforcement of any 
other section or provision of this Bylaw shall not be 
affected. 


Section 18 Enactment 

This Bylaw shall become effective upon approval of 
the Attorney General and after the Selectmen have 
promulgated rules, regulations, fees and fines within 
45 days of approval of this Bylaw by the Attorney 
General. 


VOTED - 

That the Town replace the existing Article 23 of 
the Sandwich Town Bylaws “Dogs” with a new 
Article 23, “Animal Control”, as described and 
printed in the Warrant under Article 63,,. 


It was voted to continue Town Meeting by 
2/3rds majority vote. 


ARTICLE 52. -To see if the Town will vote to 
amend Article 23 of the Sandwich Town Bylaws to 
add a section: 


CAT RABIES INOCULATION AND LICENSING 
It shall be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any cat 
more than six months old to fail to inoculate it against 
rabies. Cats must also be re-vaccinated periodically in 
accordance with procedures approved by the Mass. 
Dept. of Public Health. 

Each cat must be licensed in accordance with rules 
and regulations adopted by the Board, or take any ac- 
tion relative thereto:

ARTICLE 64.- To see if the Town will vote to re- 
place the existing Town Bylaw, Article 20, Sign Code 
Bylaw, with following, or take any action relative 
thereto: 
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ARTICLE 20 Sign Code 


Section 1 Purpose 

The purpose of this Bylaw is to provide for the rea- 
sonable regulation and control of the erection and 
maintenance of signs and advertising devices within 
the Town, to the end that the appearance and character 
of the town may be preserved and enhanced while al- 
lowing for and facilitating the promotion, recognition, 
and advertising of lawful enterprise without unduly re- 
stricting such enterprise. 

This Bylaw is adopted under Chapter 93, Section 29 
of the Mass. General Laws. 


Section 2 Objective 

The objective of the Sign Code Bylaw, and the rules 
and regulations adopted pursuant to it, is to protect 
public safety, health and welfare; to promote tourism, 
trade and economic development; to preserve the aes- 
thetic nature of the town and its property values; and 
to promote traffic safety. 


Section 3 Selectmen’s Authority 

The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing 
after providing 7 days notice prior to said hearing, to 
make or amend rules, regulations, fees and fines rela- 
tive to the enforcement of this Bylaw. 

In making or amending such, the Selectmen shall take 
into consideration, among other things, the interests of 
lawful enterprise as well as the preservation of the 
character of the Town and the region. 


Such rules, regulations, fees and fines shall be pub- 
lished by the Selectmen as soon as practicable follow- 
ing the hearing and shall take effect seven days fol- 
lowing publication. 


Section 4 Sign Definition 

A sign shall be defined as any device designed to in- 
form or attract the attention of persons not on the 
premises on which the device is located. 

For purposes of this Bylaw and its related rules and 
regulations, signs shall be classified as permanent or 
temporary. 


Temporary signs shall include, but not be limited to: 
legal notices or informational signs required by gov- 
ernmental bodies; signs inside display windows; signs 
for charitable, religious or political causes; for sale or 
for rent signs; banners and/or flags; construction signs. 


The Board of Selectmen shall promulgate rules and 
regulations for the display of all temporary signs, in- 
cluding, but not limited to: the size specifications, du- 
ration and manner of display, and construction. 


The Board of Selectmen shall promulgate rules and 
regulations for the display of all permanent signs, in- 
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cluding but not limited to: the type, size specifications, 
materials, height, number, manner of construction, 
maintenance, fees and prohibition. In addition, the Se- 
lectmen shall promulgate rules and regulations for the 
display of flags and insignias of governmental bodies 
and signs affixed to standard gasoline pumps for the 
display of name, type and price of gasoline. 


Section 5 Administration 

This Bylaw and its related rules and regulations shall 
be administered by the office of the Building Inspec- 
tor, for which a fee shall be charged according to the 
fee schedule adopted by the Board of Selectmen. 

No sign permit shall be issued except in conformity 
with this Bylaw and its related rules and regulations. 
Signs located within the Old Kings Highway Historic 
District must also receive a Certificate of Appropriate- 
ness or an exemption from the Sandwich Historic 
District Committee. 


No sign or permit shall be valid until the sign, as in- 
stalled, has been inspected and approved by the Build- 
ing Inspector. 


Section 6 Enforcement 

The Building Inspector, or his designee, shall take 
measures, as required, to enforce this Bylaw, includ- 
ing issuing any necessary “Stop Work” Orders and/or 
issuing noncriminal citations in accordance with 
Chapter 40, Section 21D of the Mass. General Laws. 


Section 7 Violations 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
Bylaw or its related rules and regulations shall be 
fined in an amount according to the fine schedule 
adopted by the Board of Selectmen. Each day that a 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section 8 Appeals 

Any person seeking special permits or variances from 
the provisions of this Bylaw or its rules and regula- 
tions may appeal or apply to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals (ZBA) in accordance with Chapter 40A, Section 
17 of the Mass. General Laws, as amended. 


Section 9 PreExisting Signs 

All existing signs for which a permit has been ob- 
tained from the Town shall be “Grandfather Pro- 
tected“, including nonconforming “Permitted” signs. 
When such signs are replaced, however, a new permit 
shall be required. 


Section 10 Severability 

If any section or provision of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed invalid, the validity or enforcement of any 
other section or provision of this Bylaw shall not be 
affected. 
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Section 11 Enactment Date 

This Bylaw shall become effective upon approval of 
the Attorney General of the Commonwealth and after 
the Selectmen have promulgated rules, regulations, 
fees and fines. The Board of Selectmen shall adopt 
such initial rules, regulations, fees and fines within 45 
days of approval of this Bylaw by the Attorney Gen- 
eral.

That the Town replace the exerting Article 20 of 
the Sandwich Town Bylaws “Sign Code Bylaw” 
with new Article 20 as described and printed in 
the warrant under Article 64.

August 24, 1992 


The Special Town Meeting was called to order at 7:50 
P.M. by Moderator Garry Blank after ascertaining the 
quorum requirement of 200.

ARTICLE 1. - To see if the Town will vote to trans- 
fer and appropriate from available funds a sum of 
$81,387.50, to be expended under the direction of the 
School Committee, for the purpose of paying the FY 
93 principal and interest payments for the Tecogen 
energy conservation project installed at Sandwich 
High School, and further, to transfer the sum of 
$146,405.32 into the Stabilization Fund, or take any 
action relative thereto. 


A motion was made and seconded to amend Article 1 
to read that the Town transfer and appropriate from 
Surplus Revenue, $146,405.32 into the Stabilization 
Fund. This was a hand vote 408 YES 160 - NO. 


Motion made and seconded to amend that the sum of 
seventy-nine thousand, five hundred dollars 
($79,500.00) be taken from the amount of the main 
motion amount of $146,405.32 Stabilization Fund 
transfer and set aside for the repayment of all users’ 
fees paid by parents, students, and student club trea- 
suries of the Sandwich Public Schools during the 
school year beginning in September of 1991 and end- 
ing in June of 1992.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission conducted twenty four 
(24) regular bimonthly meetings during the year. 
Fourteen (14) additional meetings were held to evalu- 
ate special projects, deal with regulatory matters and 
draft policies, regulations and submission guidelines 
for the Town Wetlands Bylaw. The Commission 
sponsored three (3) informational public hearings for 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). The 
regulatory workload increased dramatically through 
the year, largely due to the October 1991 Northeaster. 
Fifty seven (57) Request for Determinations and sev- 
enty six (76) Notices of Intent or Requests to Amend 
were reviewed by the Conservation Officer and Com- 
mission members. The Commission staff issued 
twenty six (26) storm emergency certifications and six 
(6) operational emergency certifications 


Bruce McCue of Sandwich, a member very familiar 
with the real estate of Sandwich, resigned from the 
Commission in 1992. Peter Hanlon of East Sandwich, 
an Associate member will be recommended by the 
members to fill the vacant position. Lance Lambros, 
of East Sandwich one of the Board’s first Associate 
members acquiesced his position to become a member 
of the Sandwich Finance Committee. The Commission 
is presently interviewing candidates for the remaining 


vacant positions. 


The Associate members of the Sandwich Conservation 
Commission became voting alternates in March. This 


change will assist the Board in sustaining the maxi- 
mum number of participants for each hearing and ac- 
cord each applicant an objective review. 


The final step in the renovation of the anadromous 
(herring) fish ladder at Town Hall Square was com- 
pleted in December. The ladder was refurbished 
through a cooperative effort between the Town of 
Sandwich and the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries (DMF) utilizing the skill of their fishway 
construction crew. It is hoped that the restoration com- 
bined with enhanced stocking efforts and future reno- 
vation of the fish ladder from Upper Shawme Pond to 
Lower Shawme Pond will restore the traditional ale- 
wife and blue back herring migration through Mill 
Creek and into the Shawme Ponds. 


Extensive damage from the October 1991 Northeaster 
especially in the area east of the Old Harbor Entrance, 
obligated major reconstruction of a number of struc- 
tures and most dune walk over structures through the 
year. Extensive damage to the primary dune along 
Springhill and East Sandwich Beaches initiated an as- 
sessment by the Corps of Engineers to recommend to 
the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA), the Massachusetts Emergency Management 
Agency (MEMA), and the Town of Sandwich con- 
struction of an expansive sacrificial dune along 8000 
linear feet of Cape Cod Bay. The 1992 Annual Town 
Meeting authorized the Selectmen to borrow the local 
share of project, approximately 12.5% of the total cost 
and collect the funds from the effected property own- 
ers through the betterment process. In September, 
eighty- four (84) percent of the owners agreed to the 
betterment. Project planning and transect surveys 
began in November by the Town’s engineer Vautrinot 
and Webby of Duxbury. Project commencement is ex- 
pected during March and culmination in April of 
1993: 


The second catastrophic Northeaster to beset Sand- 
wich in recent memory struck on December 11-12, 
1992, 13 days and 13 months after the 1991 ravaging. 
The damage sustained during this storm was akin to 
that precipitated by the Halloween Storm of 1991. 
Two dwellings along Salt Marsh Road were under- 
mined by the above normal tides and winds causing 
them to collapse onto the beach. Clean up and damage 
assessment will again extend into the following year. 


Conservation Lands maintenance activities are per- 
formed by the able crews of the Sandwich 
Parks/Grounds Department. During the past year, 
much of their time was dedicated to cleaning storm 
debris from the properties and trails. The Sandwich 
Highway Department under the supervision of the Su- 
perintendent of Public Works, assisted with materials, 
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equipment and manpower on some larger projects. 
The Commission members and Officer greatly appre- 
ciate both Department’s support. 


Assistance with some smaller tasks was received from 
volunteer groups. Blueberry Patch volunteers were or- 
ganized in the Fall to assist the Commission in with 
long needed pruning at this once commercially pro- 
ductive patch. More intensive maintenance is planned 
for the coming year. The Commission would like to 
thank the Thorton Burgess Society CAT team, Cub 
Scout Pack 47, the Landscape Advisory Council, The 
Sandwich Water District, The Town of Barnstable 
Natural Resources Department, Mr. Peter Watts, Mr. 
Frank Caruso, Mr. Richard Merrow, Ms. Ruth 
Switzwer, Mr. and Mrs. K. Buckland, Mr. and Mrs. G. 
Hoyt, Mr. and Mrs. J. Dashuta, Linda and Tom Ginn 
for their help. 


Two water guzzlers were installed in the Maple 
Swamp Conservation Lands by Eagle Scout Michael 
Grosweler. These devices are used in many areas to 
provide a steady source of water, in dry areas, for nu- 
merous wildlife species. 


Wild Turkeys have been sighted in many locations 
around Sandwich. The birds are frequently sighted 
when the males (toms) gobbling activity peaks, during 
the months of April and May, the traditional mating 
season. Information is available, to interested persons, 
through the Conservation Department. We request that 
sightings of these birds or sightings of other unique 
species of animals or birds be reported to the Conser- 
vation Department office. 


The Commission will support, as it has in past years, 
the acquisition of special properties or their develop- 
ment rights through gifts, tax title lands, purchases or 
restrictions which will aid in maintaining wildlife hab- 
itat, wildlife corridors, protecting endangered species, 
their habitat and providing protection for the sole 
source aquifer. The Conservation Department and 
Commission will work with the Assessing Department 
to develop an equitable Conservation Restriction Pro- | 
gram to protect distinctive properties and lighten the 
financial burden for their owners.

The focus in 1992 continued to be on making the ma- 
rina a safer and a more pleasant place to visit. The 
year started with the rebuilding of the 26-year-old B- 
Dock, a project which was completed on schedule and 
within budget. New styrofoam was installed to refloat 
E-Dock and I-Dock finger piers correcting some origi- 
nal design flaws that were present at installation in 
1986. 


A commercial fishing vessel hit the fuel dock in the 
summer making it necessary to shut down the fuel 
dock for a weekend. Repair work was completed and 
when the equipment was inspected it was necessary to 
install new fuel dispensers. At that time, more safety 
shut offs were installed and additional instructional 
safety signs were posted. 


In the spring, preparation for the visit of the Tall 
Ships began and continued until they arrived. In July, 
three Tall Ships arrived and automobile and foot traf- 
fic was tremendous. Fortunately, the weather co-oper- 
ated and an estimated 750,000 persons visited the ma- 
rina. 


Additional informational pedestals describing vessels, 
sea life, and the way different fishing vessels work 
were installed around the marina last summer. 


The marina staff was very busy this year updating 
rules, regulations, and rates. The updated information 
was discussed during two open meetings with the 
townspeople and the Selectmen. The waiting list for 
marina slips was also updated and posted at the Town 
Hall, the Town Hall Annex, and the Marina. 


A relentless nor’easter battered the marina in Decem- 
ber. The computers were removed to higher ground. 
Records and equipment were raised on cinder blocks 
to prevent damage by rising tidal waters in the office 
building. This is a well-practiced operation. Electricity 
to all docks was turned off and fuel lines on the gas 
dock were shut down. All the docks were closed as a 
precautionary measure. A 65-foot commercial fishing 
vessel chaffed its dock lines and broke free from its 
slip. The marina staff retrieved the boat and pulled it 
in place by hand. A catastrophe was avoided with the 
help of the Coast Guard. 


Following the same pattern as 1991, Marina revenues 
again were down five percent. This was due to a drop 
in transient boat traffic and the early closing of the 
Blue Fin Tuna fishing season. The season normally 
runs in this area from the end of August through Oc- 
tober. This past year, the season closed early because 
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the allowed catch was reduced and the quota was met 
during the first week of September. 


Revenue collected at the marina, as always is in a re- 
volving account and is reinvested into repairs, im- 
provements, maintenance, salaries, health care and re- 
tirement benefits. 


The year closed with preparations for the replacement 
of the storm-damaged A-Dock. The specifications 
have been acquired and the bid process is underway. 


The marina is making plans to build a new office and 
rest room facility in the fall of 1994. The building will 
be located on land, to avoid water damage and to pro- 
vide desperately needed space. The staff is aggres- 
sively recruiting federal monies and corporate dona- 
tions for the project. David Sampson, the Superinten- 
dent Director of the Upper Cape Regional Technical 
High School, has indicated that there is a good possi- 
bility that the construction will be done for free by 
students in the carpentry class. 


The accomplishments of the past year would not have 
been possible without the guidance of the Army Corps 
of Engineers, the Waterways Committee and the con- 
tinued support of the Selectmen. Assistant Harbor 
Master Greg Fayne and the marina staff: David 
Whearty, Jason Keene, Nancy Hopkins, Brenda 
Manley and Anne Arnold also provided hard work, 
guidance, and support.

Report of the 
SOLID WASTE AND WASTEWATER 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


In February 1992, the SWWAC received DEP’s writ- 
ten comments on both the Wastewater Facilities Plan 
Update (W&S, revised March 1990) and the Report 
on Limited Sewering Area 2 (SWWAC February 
1991). These documents were submitted to DEP for 
review in March 1991. In response, members of 
SWWAC, the Town Engineer and Executive Secretary 
met with DEP representatives to clarify issues about 
which DEP requested further study. These issues in- 
cluded: 


1. Population Projections 
2. Waste water and Septage Generation 


3. Sludge Disposal 


Sewer needs area 
Site Evaluation 


Technical feasibility of treatment alterna- 
tives 


7. Cost analysis of collection and treatment 
alternatives 


In view of the significant additional effort and ex- 
pense which would be required to address these is- 
sues, and the pressing need to replace the septage la- 
goons with a treatment technology acceptable to the 
DEP, the SWWAC focused its efforts on evaluating 
short and long range alternatives for septage treat- 
ment. An ongoing evaluation of septage treatment at 
the Massachusetts Military Reservation (MMR) was 
of particular interest. 


In a draft report (W&S July 1992), sponsored jointly 
between Sandwich and Mashpee, W&S indicated that 
septage treatment at the MMR can be accomplished 
by adding septage pretreatment facilities to the 
wastewater treatment plant now in design for the 
MMR. Cost estimates indicate a substantial savings to 
the participating communities assuming that the Fed- 
eral Government constructs the wastewater treatment 
plant and pays a share of O&M costs commensurate 
with its demand on the combined treatment facility. 


Responding to this report in August, members of the 
Regional Wastewater Committee requested that Se- 
lectmen initiate negotiations with the National Guard 
Bureau which would assure that the design for the 
MMR wastewater treatment facility allows for addi- 
tion of septage pretreatment, and that negotiations for 
a formal operating agreement be commenced. 


During August and September SWWAC members 
Gmeiner, Merrow, and Thulin compiled a detailed 
cost analysis of septage and wastewater treatment op- 
tions. In cooperation with Peter Tancredi, Town Engi- 
neer, contact was made with commercial septage haul- 
ers, Eastern Massachusetts treatment facilities which 
would accept septage, and proponents of alternative 
treatment systems including Solar Aquatics and Mo- 
bile Septage Dewatering systems. A summary of costs 
associated with each option was reviewed by 
SWWAC and submitted to Selectmen. 


In September, SWWAC recommended to Selectmen 
that Sandwich pursue a cooperative agreement with 
Mashpee and the National Guard Bureau to operate a 
regional treatment facility. The National Guard Bu- 
reau has indicated by letter its interest in pursuing 
such an agreement and has instructed its design con- 
tractor to begin consideration adding septage treatment 
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to the project scope. Draft contracts have been pre- 
pared to define the lease and operating agreement for 
the regional facility. 


Recent actions by the State Attorney General will ap- 
parently force the immediate closure of the Town’s 
Septage Lagoons. Because a septage treatment facility 
cannot be on line at the MMR for two to three years, 
the Town is faced with designating an approved sept- 
age treatment facility to receive septage. Selectmen 
have appointed a sub-committee to identify interim 
septage treatment alternatives and negotiate the neces- 
sary contracts, including long term arrangements for 
disposal at the MMR. 


Largely through the efforts of Peter Tancredi, Sand- 


wich has obtained permission to dispose of tight tank _ 


wastewater at the underutilized treatment plants at the 
Oak Ridge and Forestdale schools. Processing tight 
tank wastewater at the school treatment plants will not 
only moderate the cost to owners of tight tanks but 
will help stabilize the treatment process. 


The SWWAC expects to meet as required in 1993 to 
monitor wastewater treatment issues including resolu- 
tion of DEP’s concerns with septic systems in the 
Town Center area. SWWAC will also be monitoring 
Town compliance with State mandated solid waste re- 
cycling quotas.

Report of the 
ARCHIVES AND HISTORICAL 
CENTER 


Funding for the Archives was reinstated in the 1992- 
93 budget, allowing for the office to be staffed one 
day a week. The office is open on Wednesdays from 
9:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m., and by special appointment on 
other working days. By the end of 1992, the consider- 
able backlog of correspondence and cataloging was 
completed. 


The collections of the Archives are available for those 
researching the history of Sandwich and families who 


lived in Sandwich. There is a reference library with 
the major focus being titles related to Sandwich and 
the Cape Cod area. In addition to town records and 
archival collections, files are also maintained on sub- 
jects relating to general history of Sandwich — politi- 
cal, social and economic. There are also family files 
on families that lived in Sandwich from its founding 
to the present. The Historical Commission inventory 
of assets is housed in the Archives office in the Town 
Hall Annex. This collection contains a folder for each 
asset in the inventory, including the majority of the 
houses in Sandwich built prior to 1900, and historic 
sites and structures. This collection is available to 
those interested in the history of a house in Sandwich. 


The Archives received donations during 1992 from 
Natalie Norris, Russell A. Lovell, Jr., John P. Lowrey, 
Barbara Young, Marise Fawcell, Barbara Gill, Betty 
Foster, Carolyn Crowell, Margaret Pola, and the Sand- 
wich Public Library. 


Mr. Russell A. Lovell, Jr. has continued to work on 
the vital records project with the New England His- 
toric Genealogical Society, with the projected publica- 
tion by the Society within the next two years. 


Permission to publish, on a one-time basis, has been 
given to Frank Barrow, a descendant of Benjamin Per- 
cival, of the diary kept by Percival from 1777-1817. 
This diary, from the collection of the Archives, con- 
tains important information about the life in the years 
around the Revolution in Sandwich.

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


The gates to the Mill opened on May 23. Despite a 
slow economy and cool weather, attendance and sales 
were up significantly over last year. The Mill had 
7,021 paid admissions which provided $12,601 in re- 
ceipts. 17,526 pounds of cornmeal were ground which 
brought in $15,201 in sales. The total revenue for the 
Mill was $28,098 compared to $19,487 in 1991. 


Each year friends of the Mill return from near and far 
to say hello and replenish their supply of cornmeal. 
Among the many visitors were 30 members of the In- 
ternational Molinological Society representing several 
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countries from Europe, the United Kingdom, Australia 
and Japan. Our distinguished visitors were exploring 
the sites of grist mills and wind mills on Cape Cod. I 
learned there is a strong bond among millers no matter 
where they are from and that their language is univer- 
sal. It was a grand visit as there was much to compare 
and talk about. 


One of our visitors this summer was a teacher of pro- 
fessional chefs in France and in the United States. 
After trying our cornmeal, our visiting chef created 
for the mill her own special recipes for cornmeal 
scones using blueberries or cranberries and a new rec- 
ipe for palenta. Another visitor from New York sent 
us her recipe for cornmeal cookies made with choco- 
late or raisins. It seems we could have a cookbook in 
the making. The Great New England Food Guide, 
which is a directory for culinary resources, has also 
found our cornmeal to be worthy of comment. 


The area around the Mill has always been a favorite 
location for artists. and photographers. During the 
summer a Tennessee television production company 
featured the Dexter Grist Mill as part of its travel doc- 
umentary entitled Explaining America which was 
aired in October. 


Activities on Shawme Pond are increasing. The battles 
of the swans have become more frequent as the swan 
population continues to grow, and the herring run con- 
tinues to be under reconstruction. 


The season quickly came to a close on Columbus 
Day. The success of the Mill is principally due to a 
fine staff who were enthusiastic about their work, 
demonstrated a certain pride in being a member of the 
Town, and greeted the visitors to the Mill with genu- 
ine hospitality.

Report of the 
HOXIE HOUSE 


This was a busy year for the Hoxie House. The season 
started with the marking of the house by the Society 
of Colonial Dames of the XVIIth Century. A cere- 
mony was held in June when a plaque was placed in 
the house which honors the Rev. John Smith who 
built the house about 1675. 


The number of visitors to the house increased this 
year. Visitors came from all over the United States 


and Canada. Because of the favorable exchange rate, 
we had an increased number of visitors from England 
and Scotland this year. We were visited by people 
from a number of European countries: Germany, the 
Netherlands, Austria, Finland, France and Germany to 
name a few. Those who came from the greatest dis- 
tance were from Japan and Australia. 


During the season donations were accepted for a spe- 
cial project, the restoration of the seventeenth century 
loom. Sufficient funds were collected and in the 
spring the work will be done and a functional loom 
will be on display in the 1993 season. 


For the first time, the Hoxie House was open for 
“Christmas in Sandwich”, with an open house the first 
two Sundays in December. The attendance for the few 
hours it was open rivaled some of the better days in 
the summer. It may be that the smell of our roaring 
fires brought people in from the cold. It is hoped that 
this will become an annual event. 


Christie Lowrance, one of the guides at the Hoxie 
House, has published a history of the house and its 
people. It is available for sale at the house. This is a 
much needed addition, allowing visitors to take with 
them information about the house more detailed than 
that in the guided tour. 


The staff always enjoys the visits by members of the 
third grades and by the social studies class in the ju- 
nior high at the Wing School. Remember residents of 
Sandwich are admitted free to the Hoxie House, come 
and visit at any time we are open. .

Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my Annual 
Report for 1992: 


1992 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police Depart- 
ment with a total of 6,164 complaints investigated. 


Serious crime increased to 609 offenses in 1992 com- 
pared with 544 in 1991. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious prob- 
lems decreased to 169 from 192 in 1991. Two hun- 
dred thirty-nine larcenies were investigated, down 
from 246 in 1991. There were no rapes investigated in 
1992, two in 1991. Two hundred and one cases of ma- 
licious destruction, a continuing problem, were inves- 
tigated, up from 185 in 1991. 


Other criminal investigations included assault 39 
down from 80 in 1991, and auto theft 20 down from 
36, in 1991. Thirty one drug violations were investi- 
gated along with eight arsons. The remaining com- 
plaints were of less serious criminal or service nature. 


Of the 6,164 complaints, Sandwich village accounted 
for 1,842, South Sandwich 2,692 (including 
Forestdale), East Sandwich 1,630. 


Two thousand eight hundred sixteen complaints were 
received between 8 PM and 4 PM, 2,276 were re- 
corded between 4 PM and 12 M, and 1,072 between 
12 M and 8 AM. 


July was our: busiest month with 688 complaints fol- 
lowed by August 665, June 643, September 563, Oc- 
tober 533, May 524, December 499, November 432, 
January 429, April 412, March 395, and February 381. 


Wednesday was the busiest day in 1992 with 968 
complaints, followed by Friday 930, Saturday 919, 
Thursday 884, Monday 855, Tuesday 833, and Sunday 
with 775. 


A total of 325 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1992, down from 444 in 1991. One 
hundred fifty-six inebriated persons were taken into 
protective custody and later released or transported to 
a detoxification center. 


One thousand four hundred fourteen motor vehicle ci- 
tations were issued, which required either court action 
or were written warnings. 


Five hundred fifteen motor vehicle accidents were in- 
vestigated, up from 365 in 1991. There was one fatal 


motor vehicle accident investigated in 1992, none in 
1991. 


In service complaints, officers investigated 411 citizen 
reports of suspicious persons, vehicles and incidents, 
responded to 603 requests to see a police officer, an- 
swered 877 burglar and holdup alarms, and served 
343 summons and restraining orders. Fifty four homes 
and businesses were found open by officers during se- 
curity checks. 


Assistance rendered numbered 1,058, 588 to the Fire 
Department and Ambulance, 157 to other law enforce- 
ment agencies and town departments, 16 to mentally 
disturbed persons, 97 to disabled motorists, four es- 
corts, 52 civil matters, and 144 dog and conservation 
calls were handled by the police. 


One hundred thirty-seven Firearms ID Cards were is- 
sued, along with 130 Pistol Permits 


$44,607.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer 
from the sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports 
sold to attorneys, and insurance companies, rentals on 
the police alarm board, alarm service fees, parking vi- 
olations, and court fines. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen and other 
Town Departments and Boards, other Law Enforce- 
ment agencies, and, of course, my own officers, for 
the assistance and cooperation they have shown me 
during the year.

There is an increase in several of the areas over last 
year. Of interest is the 3.57% increase in the percent- 
age of calls in the Forestdale/South Sandwich area of 
town. Combined with the East Sandwich section of 
the community they total 52.02% of the responses. 
These areas are also the furthest from our duty per- 
sonnel. This is why our average response time average 
is at 10 minutes. 


Calls for structure fires were up from 57 to 71 with an 
increase from $323,842.00 to $377,300.00 in losses. 


Vehicle fires were up from 21 to 38 with an increase 
from $42,175.00 to $116,877.00 in losses. 


Of all fires, 12 were arson related with an additional 
13 of suspicious nature. Arson and suspicious nature 
fires resulted in an increase in losses from $9,860.00 
to $53,072.00. 


Automatic alarms resulting from system malfunctions 
were down from 111 to 104. Many of these were one 
call per location. Owners and/or occupants are becom- 
ing aware that it is cheaper to maintain their systems 
than to pay emergency response fees to the Town for 
system malfunctions. 


Ambulance runs down from 1,246 to 1,216. 


Motor vehicle accidents resulted in 110 patients being 
transported to area hospitals. 


Hazardous Material responses up from 46 to 112. 


Flammable liquid or gas leaks responded to prevent 
fire or explosion 41. 


Mutual aid received from neighboring communities 
down from 47 to 43. 


Mutual aid given to neighboring communities up from 
44 to 66. 


In addition to the emergency calls listed above, the 
Fire Department provided 470 public assistance calls 
including: checking on residents living alone, safety 
checks of homes, assistance with medical equipment, 
fire prevention lectures, etc. This number is up by 40 
over last year. Blood pressures taken (separate from 
ambulance calls): 752 


Six instructors conducted 14 CPR classes for the pub- 
lic providing training for 100 persons. These members 
deserve a special thanks as they do this on a voluntary 
basis. 


Total emergency calls for 1992 were 1,959 a decrease 
of 7.5 % over last year’s total of 2,118. However, last 
year we experienced Hurricane Bob on August 20, 
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1991 resulting in 150 incidents in a seven (7) day pe- 
riod. Accounting for the hurricane related calls, the 
department had an increase of 4.57% each of the last 
two years, for a total increase of 9.14%. 


Operation Sail provided a chance to test the ability of 
the Town departments to cooperatively meet the chal- 
lenge of a planned influx of sightseers. Personnel re- 
ceived 240 requests for assistance related to this occa- 
sion, most of them being information, directions, etc. 
During this time 22 emergencies were handled. 


The December 12, 1992 storm generated 25 calls for 
emergency help and 20 calls for assistance in the af- 
termath. Most responses dealt with water removal, 
downed wires, etc.

Oil Burner Applications: 153 and 146 Permits Issued. 


Fire Alarm Residential Applications: 474 and 365 Per- 
mits Issued.

Total Inspections: 582 Residential and 60 Commer- 
cial. 


Fire prevention and code enforcement are very impor- 
tant to any community. Fire prevention saves lives and 
property, reduces economic impact due to lost use of a 
property, and maintains services. Assistance is desper- 
ately needed in this area. Proper inspection of resi- 
dences and business locations is severely compro- 
mised when duty officers are interrupted by emer- 
gency calls, leaving the inspections partially or com- 
pletely unfinished. In the best interest of the Town, I 
am therefore asking for the appointment of a fire pre- 
vention officer. 


May Town Meeting approved the replacement of a 
Firefighter paramedic position. This is greatly appreci- 
ated and will help us to serve you. Attracting and 
maintaining qualified personnel is very important to 
service delivery. Fire Department personnel provide a 
special service in that they are ambulance attendants 


as well as firefighters, several of whom are paramed- 
ics. 


In the past, the Fire Department was able to maintain 
four response personnel at the beginning of each shift. 
With a lack of funds for recall and coverage, we are 
down to 3 members at the beginning of each shift 
26% of the time. This lack of coverage gets consider- 
ably worse when you count the number of times that 
personnel, both career and call, are unable to respond 
for station coverage, leaving only one or two members 
able to respond to a fire or ambulance call. This situa- 
tion must be addressed if we are to provide reasonable 
service levels. We are still experiencing unrealistic re- 
sponse time to over half of the community. I have 
proposed several methods of meeting this need. Hope- 
fully the first step in meeting these needs can be taken 
this year. 


I strongly endorse the reconsideration of the purchase 
of a ladder/engine for the Town of Sandwich. Much 
of the Fire Department’s equipment is over 20 years 
old and showing its age. Repair costs are constantly 
rising and the safety of the residents and the personnel 
responding is in question. It is imperative that this 
community provide funds for an orderly replacement 
and rebuilding of the Fire Department’s vehicles. Both 
a ladder and a pumper have been placed out of service 
due to metal fatigue and safety issues. The Town’s 
heavy rescue truck is also beginning to show signs of 
age and wear. The Fire Department is losing its ability 
to provide reasonable safety to the community. Con- 
tinued loss of our capabilities will result in the taxpay- 
ers paying a higher overall cost for fire insurance. The 
higher cost of fire insurance would be greater than the 
cost of better protection. 


I urge one and all to see that their smoke detectors are 
properly installed and working. This department will 
provide whatever assistance it can to see that all 
homes have smoke detectors. Sandwich experienced a 
25% increase in reported house fires in 1992. State- 
wide, 86% of lives lost to fire were in single family 
homes. In many cases the smoke alarms were not 
working. Smoke detectors can and do save lives. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other 
Town boards, departments, and committees, the citi- 
zens and organizations of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue 
Departments and especially the members of the Sand- 
wich Fire Department and their families for their sup- 
port and cooperation through out the year.

Below is a break down of the activities of the Forest 
Warden’s department. 


Seasonal burning permits issued 1,070. 
Daily burning permits issued up from 1,694 to 2,211.

Burning without a permit up from 24 to 28. 


Burning permits out of control that required a fire de- 
partment response 20. 


Investigation of odor of smoke 30. 


Woodland, brush, and grass fires down from 63 to 38. 


(Approximate acreage burned same 14) 


Dollars lost in damage to forest and exposures down 
from $7,330.00 to $2,220.00. 


The three brush breakers operated by the Fire Depart- 
ment and the Forest Warden are all very old and 
showing signs of wear. If we are to control and stop 
forest fires, this equipment must be replaced. These 
truck chassis were built in 1953, 1965, and 1967. 
Parts for these vehicles are becoming very difficult to 
obtain. 


Those residents that wish to take advantage of the 
burning season, that runs from January 15 through the 
end of April, must do so with care. Wind and fuel 
conditions can cause small brush piles to easily get 
out of control and endanger lives and property. Per- 
mits are required in Massachusetts for any open aif 
fire and may be obtained at the Fire Department. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other 
Town boards, departments, and committees, the citi- 
zens and organizations of Sandwich, other Fire De- 
partments and especially the members of the Sand- 
wich Fire Department and their families for their sup- 
port and cooperation throughout the year.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The past year was a busy and successful one for the 
Board of Health. As summarized below, the revenues 
obtained from Board of Health related activities were 
up substantially in 1992, with the total being much 
higher than expenditures. Late in 1992, Larry Harring- 
ton joined the Board, and his experience as a health 
professional, as well as in the Town’s government, is 
a welcome addition. A number of key issues were ad- 
dressed by the Board this year. The Board worked 
with the businesses in Town so that the smoking regu- 
lation could be fully implemented by the end of the 
year. The cooperation of the business community has 
been excellent and is much appreciated. On a number 
of occasions, the Board met with officials from Canal 
Electric, DEP, Bourne, as well as members of the 
public, concerning various power plant related con- 
cerns. These meetings resulted in the removal of the 
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controversial ash pile, and improvements in the com- 
bustion processes within the plant. These efforts are 
continuing. Throughout the year, the Board worked 
closely with the Conservation Commission in an effort 
to assist those that were affected by the powerful Hal- 
loween northeaster. These efforts will continue during 
1993 as a result of the recent storm, which was also 
very damaging. Board of Health personnel, in cooper- 
ation with the Water District and others, closely moni- 
tored the ongoing pollution issues at the military res- 
ervation, and regularly attended the many associated 
meetings. Work also was performed, in cooperation 
with the SWACC committee and Engineering Depart- 
ment, concerning the wastewater disposal options for 
the Town. The Board wishes to recognize the efforts 
of its agent, Herbert “Red” Hamlen, and its secretary, 
Katherine Walter, and thank them for the same. The 
Board of Health looks forward to a healthy and pro- 
ductive 1993 for Sandwich and its residents, and to 
the spirit of cooperation which it wholeheartedly sup- 
ports.

For me, it makes re- 
turning your pet (because it can be identified by tag 
number) and tracking rabies vaccinations much easier.

Report of the 
CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


The Civil Defense Department was very active in 
1992 planning a move to the new Emergency Opera- 
tions Center, signing a contract with the American 
Red Cross for operation of our shelters, recruiting res- 
idents of Sandwich to be trained in shelter manage- 
ment and damage assessment and participation in Op- 
eration Tall Ships. 


On my appointment in May 1992, the first task was to 
move the Emergency Operation Center out of the Fire 
Department, which is located in the flood zone, to an- 
other location. Thanks to the Sandwich School De- 
partment, we are now located at the Community 
School offices at the High School. Much work re- 
mains to be done such as electrical, telephone and 
purchase of equipment which is all in progress. This 
building is located on high ground away from the 
flood zone and is on the opposite end of Town in case 
of an evacuation of the down town area due to hazard- 
ous material spills. 


The American Red Cross contacted the Town of 
Sandwich and offered to pick up the cost of sheltering 
people in times of emergencies. They would also train 
volunteers to operate the shelters and perform damage 
assessment to personal property. Because the Red 
Cross is not funded and relies on donations, it was 
necessary to enter into a contract with them for dis- 
bursement of funds. The Town of Sandwich was 
obliged to recruit volunteers from the Town to be 
trained. At this point I must say it was overwhelming 
to see the number of townspeople who stepped for- 
ward to offer their help and be trained. My thanks also 
to the Sandwich Board of Realtors whose members 
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offered to be trained in damage assessment to property 
which is needed by state and federal agencies to deter- 
mine disaster relief funding. 


The Communications Staff of Civil Defense provided 
communications during Operation Tall Ships in July 
to those departments that were not in direct radio con- 
tact. These dedicated people also monitor the Civil 
Defense Network at predetermined times and relay 
messages to the Director. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen, Police and 
Fire Departments, Public Works Department, School 
Department, Town Administrator, Town Hall Staff, 
other boards and especially the Civil Defense Com- 
mittee for their assistance during the year.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS 


The purpose for a combined Public Works Depart- 
ment is to insure cooperation, avoid duplication, and 
to efficiently provide services to the public. Sandwich 
has accomplished this; and no one project exemplifies 
this as well as the expansion of the Town’s sidewalk 
network. 


Throughout each phase of the project, crews of all 
three divisions — highway, parks, sanitation and con- 
tractors must cooperate, communicate, and coordinate 
their activities. An example of this: contractors strip 
loam from the shoulders of the road to prepare for 
placement of the sub-base; highway crews haul the 
loam to the composting areas of the landfill where 
sanitation staff screen out roots, rocks, etc. and blend 
the loam with compost they have produced and 
screened from leaf and yard waste; upon completion 
of paving, the loam is loaded by sanitation staff onto 
Town and contractors trucks and placed on the new 
shoulders of the road by a contractors grade-all; a 
combination of park and highway staff then spread, 
grade, lime, roll and seed these shoulders. This is just 
one portion of this project, however, all division are 
actively involved in development of the sidewalk fa- 
cility. By working in concert, these projects were 
completed on time, cost effectively, and with little in- 
convenience to abutters and the traveling public. 


In nearly every phase of our operation, this type of 
cooperation is necessary and required — snow and ice 
control, emergency response, hurricane clean-up, 
equipment maintenance, and administration. 


Sidewalks were constructed on Route 130 to connect 
subdivisions to the Forestdale School; on Tupper 
Road and Town Neck Road to connect Town Neck to 
the Wing School. 


Future sidewalk projects include Charles Street, Route 
6A, Quaker Meetinghouse Road, Cotuit Road, and 
Route 130. 


During this decade, it will be necessary for the Town 
to bond for the reconstruction and resurfacing of road- 
ways. Annual budget dollars will not allow for this at 
present, however, a five year bond may be of great 
assistance in preventing future problems and increased 
expenses. 


Paving projects included resurfacing of Greenville 
Drive, Bramblebush Drive and reconstruction and 
paving of Country Club Road. 
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A major drainage project involved the reconstruction . 
and paving of a portion of Deer Hollow Road, as well. 
as installation of drainage basins. 


Grove Street, Spring Hill Road, and Nye Road were 
stone sealed. This process includes leveling of the 
road with bituminous concrete, and placement of 3/8” 
stone together with liquid asphalt. The process insures 
the structural integrity of the road and leaves the ap- 
pearance of a country road. 


Routine maintenance of roadways continues to occupy 
a large portion of the department’s time including, 
small paving and patching, roadside mowing, sign 
maintenance, crackfilling, litter control, catch basin 
cleaning, line painting, and storm response. 


The call for snow and ice control was the lowest in 
years, and once again it was not necessary to transfer 
funds from the reserve account to accomplish this 
work. Although this is again a blessing given the 
Town’s fiscal woes, we must not forget that the ten- 
year average expense is twice what we appropriate 
each year. Keep your fingers crossed. 


Future projects include: drainage, tree work, paving of 
Great Hill Road, and installation of a drainage reten- 
tion basin to intercept an existing pipe directing storm 
water into Spectacle Pond. 


Closure and capping of the Sanitary Landfill will be 
the largest Public Works capital improvement project 
of this decade. Although this comes at great expense, 
arresting the spread of its plume must be a top priority 
for this Town. 


Closure of the Septage Lagoons will take place during 
this year. This facility, located off Gully Lane, has 
been under order by the Department of Environmental 
Protection to close for nearly a decade, and we anx- 
iously await its closure. Once closed, septage will be 
hauled to a nearby septage treatment facility in an- 
other town. 


We will continue to expand our use of private contrac- 
tors to accomplish many Public Works functions. This 
use increases our productivity, better defines our ac- 
tual costs, helps to speed the completion of projects, 
and stimulates the private sector. In order for this to 
be effective, it is essential that each division of Public 
Works have a core staff which is versatile and capable 
of rapid response to an ever increasing array of tasks. 


I would like to thank the Engineering Department for 
their assistance. In all levels of projects and routine 
work, their support is invaluable. 


Thank you to the entire department, as well as the 
other Town departments for helping to “row the boat 
in the same direction.”

PARKS, BUILDINGS, AND 
GROUNDS DIVISION 


As Foreman of the Parks, Buildings, and Grounds Di- 
vision, I hereby submit my annual Town Report. 


This year the Parks, Buildings, and Grounds Depart- 
ment had a full-time crew of three with a part-time 
_ seasonal staff of eight college students. This enabled 
us to provide the Town with a high level of mainte- 
nance for all grounds. 


During 1992, this Department had a productive and 
very busy year. We started out the season by assisting 
in the demolition and reconstruction of the Town En- 
gineering office; accomplished roadside brushing and 
chipping of many of the Town roads along with debris 
and litter pickup. This department assisted the Depart- 
ment of Public Works with the sanding and plowing 
of ice and snow on all Town ways, as well as the 
clearing and sanding of all Town buildings and side- 
walks. 


“Hurricane Bob” clean up continued throughout the 
year with the roadside pruning of dangerous hangers 
and deadwood. All conservation land, trails and roads 
were opened up from damage by “Bob” and will be 
brushed back early in 1993. 


During the spring, we were responsible for the 
cleanup and restoration of all parks, grounds and cem- 
eteries as well as planting, watering and maintenance 
of more than a dozen annual flower beds located 
throughout the Town. All four comfort stations were 
repainted and repaired in preparation of the summer 
season. All fresh and salt water beaches were also 
cleaned and groomed along with the setting of buoys, 
floats, lifeguard chairs, and safety signs for the Town 
Recreation Department. 


Summer was the busiest time for the Parks Depart- 
ment. All parks, cemeteries, and grounds were mowed 
and maintained on a bi- to tri-monthly basis; Town 
Hall and Town Neck Beach Comfort Stations were 
cleaned and sanitized on a daily basis and the Sanita- 
tion Department was assisted by providing manpower 
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for their summer rubbish route. Other duties included 
minor maintenance and repair of all buildings along 
with the installation of air conditioners; blueberry 
patch area was brushed and pruned prior to the sum- 
mer picking season; School Grounds’ Department was 
assisted with the grooming and maintenance of the 
Town’s Little League fields; and the Town Band’s 
equipment was set up and taken down during each of 
its free concerts held at the Wing School Gazebo. 


The Parks Department provided manpower at the Ad- 
visory Landscape Council’s annual plant sale; assisted 
with the maintenance and planting of trees for its Me- 
morial Tree Program; and provided assistance with 
many projects such as the Rhododendron planting on 
Route 130 and Cotuit Road and brushing several sites 
for their Daffodil Planting Program. 


During the year, the Parks Department assisted numer- 
ous departments, groups, and organizations with the 
set up of voting booths for elections at the four pre- 
cincts; helped the Council on Aging with the set up of 
various programs and events along with the pick-up 
and delivery of government subsidized food; assisted 
the Nursing Department with set up of the Human 
Services Building for their many Flu Clinics and in 
the delivery of various nursing equipment to citizens 
of Sandwich. The Parks Department also helped the 
Recreation Department with many duties which in- 
cluded providing manpower for the Fourth of July ac- 
tivities along with litter pick up afterwards and made 
sure all beaches were safe and ready for their summer 
activities. The Parks Department assisted the Sand- 
wich Youth Task Force at their many summer beach 
parties; provided manpower to assist the Town in the 
parking of cars, closing of roads and crowd control 
during the Tall Ship Passage in July, helped the 
Boardwalk Restoration Group by providing materials 
and equipment for their project, and provided parking 
attendants at both the Town Neck Beach and Ryder 
Beach areas during the summer weekends. 


We also assisted the Highway Department in the 
brushing, cutting, chipping, loaming, and seeding of 
the new sidewalk areas located throughout the Town 
and provided assistance with construction of the new 
lower parking lot area at the Human Services Building 
by planting more than 40 shrubs and shade trees. 


I would like to thank all Town Departments for their 
assistance and cooperation and also Merilyn Myers 
andDeborah Wilson for their help and advise through- 
out the year.

Report of the 
TREE WARDEN 


I hereby submit my twelfth report as Tree Warden. 


The entire year was spent cleaning up after “Hurricane 
Bob.” Hanging limbs, piles of brush, structurally dam- 
aged trees, and living hazard trees have been removed 
throughout Sandwich. 


In spite of the intensity and magnitude of the damage 
caused by “Bob”, it is remarkable to observe how the 
impact of the storm has been erased by human efforts 
in combination with natures own. There is a lesson to 
be learned by this. Our forests, natural and man made 
urban forests are extremely resilient, however, we 
must be cautious not to overly impact upon these 
areas for it is then that they lose this ability to snap 
back. An example of this can be seen in the effect of 
acid rain on our northern forests at higher elevations, 
unable to withstand this pressure, these forests are in 
rapid decline. Our Cape Cod Forests live on soils of 
low fertility and are greatly susceptible to people pres- 
sures. 


Our planting efforts following the hurricane clean-up 
continued through the summer and until weather 
stopped work in soil in December. With spring will 
come continued planting efforts focused on hurricane 
replacements. 


I am proud to report that the Town received a Mass 
Releaf Grant of 5,000 dollars to plant shade trees 
along Merchants Road. This area is devoid of trees 
and will be greatly improved by this project. 


Our Arbor Day Programs will continue this spring, 
having been delayed by our efforts in the spring to 
remove hazards remaining from the hurricane. 


The Advisory Landscape Council continues to bolster 
through its continuing efforts the towns tree planting 
and beautification efforts. The Memorial and Honor 
Tree Programs, specific projects such as the Cotuit 
Road and Route 130 Rhododendron planting, and fi- 
nancial support for flower gardens help to make Sand- 
wich Cape Cods most beautiful town, and have in- 
spired the efforts of other town organizations. 


The Gypsy Moth has not returned, however, home- 
owners are advised to monitor their yards, and report 
any findings to my office as soon as possible. 


Special thanks to the Advisory Landscape Council, the 
State’s Department of Environmental Management, 
and to the residents for their individual tree planting 
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efforts, and of course to the Parks staff for a continu- 
ing job well done.

Report of the 
TOWN ENGINEER 


This is my third report as Town Engineer for the 
Town of Sandwich. 


Continuing from the end of last year, renovation at the 
Town barn for the Engineering Department and the 


Planning Board to share a common space were com- 
pleted. 


Also continuing from last year, contract documents for 


building the footbridge over Mill Creek were com- 
pleted, advertised, and awarded. The Town success- 
fully had a bid protest set aside, and the construction 


was completed on time and within budget. We hope 


the “test” for the footbridge was the northeaster in De- 
cember 1992 because it came out of it unscathed. 


Street takings as approved by the Board of Selectmen 
and by Annual and Special Town Meetings were pre- 
pared. They included all or part of: Anchor Drive, 
Haley’s Way, Jeanne’s Way, Lighthouse Lane, Main 
Sail Drive and Yacht Lane. 


This department has continued to work with the Solid 
Waste and Wastewater Advisory Committee on a re- 
gional solution for septage treatment as authorized by 
Town Meeting. To that end, Sandwich and Mashpee’s 
engineering consultant completed a report concluding 
that it is feasible to pretreat septage on the Massachu- 
setts Military Reservation (MMR) and complete the 
treatment and disposal by using the new treatment 
plant that the MMR will build. The committee, largely 
through the efforts of Dave Thulin and Dick Merrow, 
calculated the costs for the MMR and other treatment 
options and presented them to the Selectmen. The 
work to select the best alternative will continue into 
1993. 


The Engineering Department attended, as required, the 
meetings and hearing of all Town boards and commit- 
tees and commented, as requested by them, on plans 
and applications submitted to them. Specifically, we 
assisted the School Building Committee and its con- 
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sultant with the construction of drainage work at the 
Ridge and Forestdale schools. We also assisted the se- 
lection committee for the consultant to develop the 
Local Comprehensive Plan. We also assisted the Vil- 
lage Parking Committee. We assisted the Selectmen, 
Planning Board and Tree Warden in designing and 
permitting a more acceptable intersection at Harlow 
and Boardley Road. We prepared, on the Town’s be- 
half, the necessary permits to extend the boardwalk 
and to erect three informational signs to assist tourists. 
As in the past, we performed construction inspections 
in several subdivision. To comply with current state 
requirements, we designed and submitted plans to the 
DEP to connect all floor drains in the Town barn ga- 
rage to a holding tank. In accordance with Town 
Meeting authorization, we produced the documents 
necessary to award an easement on Willow Street. We 
have been overseeing the ongoing reconstruction of 
the fish ladder at the Grist Mill by state employees. 
Work should be completed in 1993. 


I wish to thank my staff, Christine Leonard and Alan 
MacKay, as well as all the Town officials, citizens, 
etc., for making my third year a successful and re- 
warding one.

e Preschool (Kindergarten) 


The Sandwich Health Association has contracted with 
Franey Medical Laboratory for a Phlebotomist to visit 
the Nursing Department monthly to do the different 
lab procedures for the clinic recipients. 


The Barnstable County Extension Department has 
provided a trained volunteer to come and instruct the 
clinic recipients in the necessity of adhering to a 
healthy diet, how to read food labels, how to recog- 
nize the safe levels of sodium, cholesterol, fat and cal- 
ories we consume. 


A new service has been made available to the resi- 
dents of Sandwich. The Cape Cod W.I.C. (Women, 
Infants and Children) program now conducts services 
the 3rd Wednesday of each month at the Nursing De- 
partment at 270 Quaker Meetinghouse Road. 


The Nursing Department and the Council on Aging 
and the Outreach Worker continue to coordinate infor- 
mation and services to improve the quality of life for 
the seniors of Sandwich. 


Again, there have been changes in the staff at the 
Nursing Department. Jo Ann Gagner, our clerk/secre- 
tary has taken a full time position. Colette Sullivan 
has replaced her and Phyllis McMorrow, a senior aid, 
has retired. Good luck to Jo Ann and Phyllis. 


Donations of durable medical equipment continue to 
be made available to the residents to be used in the 
sick room. 


The staff extends thanks to all the Town departments 
that have given their support and assistance through 
1992.

Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The purpose of the Sandwich Council on Aging is to 
act as a community resource and advocate to create 
and promote opportunities for the optimum in health, 
independence and well-being for elders in Sandwich. 


The goal of the Council on Aging is to identify the 
needs of the elder population and provide facilities, 
programs and services to meet these needs directly or 
through coordination with other agencies. 


During 1992, the staffing decisions for the Council on 
Aging were completed. In June, Janet Timmons was 
appointed as Director. In July, Ann Garnett joined us 
as Secretary and Elaine Emery was hired as our first 
Outreach Worker. Janice Skillings was assigned to the 
Sandwich Council on Aging by the Elder Services Se- 
nior Aide Program. 


During the interim period, we were assisted on a tem- 
porary part-time basis by Collette Sullivan and also 
JoAnn Gagner. We appreciate their sincere efforts and 
hard work. 


Our volunteers continue to be a valuable asset. With- 
out them the following programs would not be possi- 
ble: 


Transportation for grocery shopping on Thursdays and 
Fridays to Purity Supreme and to banks and drug 
stores. Twice a month the van brings seniors to vari- 
ous malls. Also, rides to medical appointments are 
made possible thanks to our volunteers. 


Surplus Food Distribution is manned by volunteers 
who pack and distribute these products to all qualified 
Sandwich residents. 


Our monthly Newsletter is addressed and collated en- 
tirely by volunteers. We mail approximately 1,982 
newsletters monthly which is made possible due to the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our news- 
letter each month. 


The Nutrition Program is administered by Elder Ser- 
vices of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior 
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Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver 
Meals on Wheels and help prepare and set up for the 
congregate meal program four days a week at the Se- 
nior Canter. 


Our Outreach Programs such as Friendly Visitor Pro- 
gram and Telephone Reassurance Calls continue and 
will expand under the direction of our Outreach 
Worker. 


Two annual events are made possible because of our 
volunteers. The first is the Christmas Giving Fair—a 
major fund raiser and this year chaired by Patricia 
Alty and Elizabeth Pender-Cloutier. Our thanks to the 
many volunteers who gave countless hours and items 
to this event. The second event is the Annual New 
Year’s Day Breakfast. Gregg and Joan Haworth coor- 
dinate this event each year and together with the vol- 
unteers who set up, cook, serve and the merchants 
who donate items, work long hours to make it a suc- 
cess each year. 


Our front desk volunteers serve as our afternoon re- 
ceptionists who answer the telephone, greet visitors 
and many times make it possible for our office to re- 
main open to the public. 


In fiscal Year 1992, our volunteers gave 4,995 hours 
valued at $37,934. Our volunteers are indeed assets 
not only to the Council on Aging, but to the Town. 


Since July 1, 1992, we have been keeping statistics on 
the number and types of telephone calls we receive as 
well as the number of participants at our programs and 
activities each month. For the period July 1 through 
December 31, 1992, duplicated participants numbered 
2,067 at various programs and activities. Telephone 
calls received number 2,559 for such items as 271 
calls for general information, 508 calls for transporta- 
tion, 63 calls for fuel assistance and weatherization 
concerns, surplus food/Food Pantry calls number 45, 
60 calls were received concerning health screening in- 
formation, health insurance information calls number 
25 and led to the start of a new program for insurance 
counselling — SHINE (Serving the Health Informa- 
tion Needs of Elders). 


Financial support comes from many sources. Through 
a grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs., 
our Outreach Worker is funded for 10 hours a week. 
The Senior Aide Program, administered through Elder 
Services, enables us to have a receptionist for 20 
hours per week at no cost to the Town. The Town 
budget funds the salaries of the full-time Director and 
30 hour/wk. secretary. AARP administers the federally 
funded program that provides income tax preparation 
scheduled at our office. The Town of Sandwich 


through Town Meeting also funds Elder Law Project 
which enables seniors to receive free legal counsel- 
ling. 


Two organizations continue to provide support and as- 
sistance: The Senior Citizens Club of Sandwich pro- 
vides social activities the second Monday each month 
at the American Legion Hall, as well as help at our 
Christmas Giving Fair. The Friends of Sandwich Se- 
niors continue to financially assist seniors with a fi- 
nancial crisis through the Council on Aging, as well 
as provide financial support for the Council on Aging 
for its own financial emergencies. We value these or- 
ganizations and their supporters. 


We continue to work closely with other Town depart- 
ments, especially the Nursing Department and Recre- 
ation Department. The employees of the Parks Depart- 
ment never seem to let us down. We continue to com- 
municate concerns and needs with the Police and Fire 
Departments. 


Eleven members comprise the policy making board of 
the Council on Aging. The Board would like to thank 
the other Town departments, civic organizations and 
local business establishments in Sandwich for their 
continued support that is so important to our senior 
citizens.

The Community Thanksgiving Dinner is held at the 
Human Services Building each year. Thanks to coor- 
dinators Jan Richards and Ed McLean, this year’s din- 
ner was attended by an increased number of people of 
all ages. 


Work was completed on the lower parking lot this 
year which greatly eases the parking situation at the 
building. The front entrance was closed in 1992 and 
all cars must enter via the Oak Ridge School drive- 
way. 


All the departments housed at the Human Services 
Building thank Paul O’Connell, our custodian, for all 
of his hard work and for going “above and beyond” 
the call of duty. He continues to add a welcoming 
touch to the entrance of the building through his sea- 
sonal window box treatments and wreaths for the front 
doors.

Report of the 
SANDWICH YOUTH TASK FORCE 


1992 — another busy and successful year for the 
Sandwich Youth Task Force. Dick England and Mike 
Miller, after several years at the helm, passed the chair 
to Cheryl Craig and Maryclaire Mulcahy.

The Youth Center continues to offer ongoing activities 
and programs for our youth. The “kids” worked ardu- 
ously to raise the money to cover monthly expenses. 
Countless donations have come forth and our commu- 
nity has responded favorably to the challenge offered 
by the Together We Can Forum. 


Jeanette Rodenbaugh organized the seventh and eighth 
grade parents. In September, a wonderful workshop

- Report of the 
‘HOUSING AUTHORITY 


| The Sandwich Housing Authority is a Town agency 


which receives its funding from the state and federal 
governments. The commissioners are elected at Town 
elections in May and one of the five commissioners is 
appointed by the Governor. 


The Housing Authority’s mandate, according to the 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 121B, is to de- 
velop, maintain and manage low-income housing units 
for persons and families who fall within the following 
income admission limits: 


1 Person $20,216 
2 Persons ; 

3 Persons 25,992 
4 Persons 28,880 
5 Persons 30,685 
6 Persons 32,490 


These are net income figures. There is an asset limit 
of $15,000 per family. 


Since May of 1989, when I came on board as the 
Sandwich Housing Authority Executive Director, 
much progress has been made towards the goal of 
building elderly and special needs units for the Town 
of Sandwich. Due to the commitment of the commis- 
sioners, our architect, Tony Ferragamo, and our attor- 
ney, Brian Garner, as well as Town officials, we have 
been progressing with the drawings with input from 
the Department of Mental Health, the Department of 
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Mental Retardation and the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs. This is an exciting project consisting of 52 
units with four different programs on one site. This is 
possibly one of the largest projects in the state that is 
progressing towards construction. We are hopeful that 
we will be in a position to go out for bid sometime 
this spring. 


At this time, we are still awaiting word on the status 
of our Farmer’s Home 515 Application for 24 family 
units. It is currently under review at the Farmer’s 
Home Administration. 


Sandwich is part of the LHA Transitional Demonstra- 
tion Program funded by the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services which brings services to 
help troubled families maintain their tenancies. This is 
a three-year demonstration program, with New York, 
New Jersey and Massachusetts (specifically the Bos- 
ton area and the Cape area), being the only areas in 
the country to be funded. We hope to show that, if 
services are given to troubled families for a specified 
period of time (1 year to 18 months), these families 
can then maintain housing on their own. We are all 
excited on Cape Cod as our service network seems to 
be having the most success with families in transition. 


Sandwich Housing was also successful in receiving 
three housing vouchers from HUD under the Section 8 
Voucher Program because of our Family Self-suffi- 
ciently application. Dennis and Sandwich were the 
only housing authorities on Cape Cod to receive this 
funding. This is a direct result of the Program Coordi- 
nating Committee which was established by the Den- 
nis Housing Authority to formulate an action plan that 
will give services to families to help them leave the 
program within a five year period. 


I thank all the Commissioners for their outstanding 
cooperation and support in all of our endeavors this 
past year and look forward to working with them in 
the new year as our dreams for Elderly and Special 
Needs Housing in the Town of Sandwich move closer 
to reality. I would also like to thank the Sandwich Se- 
lectmen, the former Sandwich Executive Secretary, 
Chris Whelan, and all of the other Town agencies who 
have realized the importance of low-income housing 
for Sandwich residents. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority office is located at 
167 Center Street, South Dennis, MA 02660.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


During the third year of our K-8 educational model, 
the efficacy of this choice for grade configuration in 
schools became even more apparent. School climate, 
test scores, academic honors from outside agencies, 
and grants for innovative programs all attest to the su- 
periority of Sandwich schools. 


September of 1992 brought the welcomed restoration 
of Art, Music, Physical Education, and Library classes 
as well as the return of the full school day. The entire 
school community voiced approval of the re-establish- 
ment of comprehensive education in the K-8 schools. 
The two exceptions to this educational restructuring 
are Home Economics and Industrial Arts classes for 
grades seven and eight. These programs have not been 
restored. 


With populations continuing to increase, space for ac- 
ademic classes will become a problem in the foresee- 
able future. At present, we are able to comfortably ac- 
commodate our student population. 


Our schools have been fortunate in obtaining outside 
programs which extend curricula, largely through the 
energy and resources of parents. We have had excel- 
lent dramatic events, a continuing Odyssey of the 
Mind program, a talent show and Drama club offer- 
ings. Teachers have devoted a great deal of personal 
time to Curriculum Fairs, promotion activities for 
grade eight, Adopt-A-Grandparent at grade four, fund 
raising for worthwhile ecological and community 
causes, and other very worthwhile programs. 


With the restoration of foreign language at grade 
seven, we have been able to bring language experi- 
ences to primary grade students. Other cross graded 
programs have successfully placed older students as 
educational mentors for younger children within the 
school family . 


Our hope for the upcoming year is to continue our 
established pattern of striving for excellence in educa- 
tion, and recognition of the extraordinary value of 
each student within our schools. 


This past year the High School made extensive prepa- 
ration for its Accreditation review. The review took 
place November 1, 2, and 3, 1992. The NEASC sent a 
committee of 15 professionals to evaluate and assess 
the degree to which we meet the standards for mem- 
bership. These standards are: Philosophy, Curriculum 
and Instruction, Student Services, Educational Media, 
Administration, Faculty and Staff, School Facilities, 
Community Support and Involvement, School Climate 
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and Assessment of Educational Progress. The 
commission’s report is available at each school, the 
town library and the town hall. 


At this writing we have not received the results of the 
Visitation review. 


As we begin another budget session, we are awaiting 
word from the State regarding a new educational re- 
form bill, which will provide badly needed dollars for 
our schools, if passed. In the meantime, the efforts of 
our entire staff are highly commendable. Although we 
must take each year in stride, the Sandwich schools 
remain the finest on Cape Cod.

Report of the 
SANDWICH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich School Committee has had a very busy 
year during 1992. 


As the year began, the Committee was struggling to 
put together a budget that reflected the needs of the 
School Department. As a result of that budget process, 
an override of proposition 2 1/2 was attempted and it 
ended in failure at the annual election. 


The School Department then made plans to continue 
the cuts in programs and in the school day. During the 
month of August, the State notified the Town that 
they were forwarding a large infusion of money for 
use by the School Department. 


With the opening of school coming upon us, the Com- 
mittee scrambled to restore as many programs as pos- 
sible and restore the start and end times that had been 
previously altered. With the additional State aid, the 
Committee was able to restore approximately 63 per- 
cent of what had been cut in the previous three years, 
as well as lower user fees system wide. 


In June, Mr. John Pierce, Principal of the High 
School, announced his resignation. Mr. Pierce had ac- 
cepted a position in the State of Vermont. Mr. Russell 
Norton was appointed Acting Principal, and, after a 
vigorous screening process, he was selected to be the 
Sandwich High School Principal. 


Much of the Committee’s attention was also drawn to 
the November visit of the High School Accreditation 
Committee. The committee realized that a weak point 


at the High School was curriculum coordination. Due 
to budget cuts, the system was lacking in a system- 
wide curriculum director. 


As expected, the visiting evaluation team made re- 
peated references to the system’s lack of overall cur- 
riculum coordination. With some State aid money, the 
search for a curriculum director was in progress as the 
year drew to a close. 


Dr. Nicholson announced his plans to retire in January 
1994. At the close of the year, the Committee was in 
the preliminary stages of a Superintendent’s search. 


The Committee plans to continue its commitment to 
educational excellence. The Committee takes pride in 
all the employees of the School Department. We 
would like to thank the parents and citizens of Sand- 
wich for all their support this past year. 


The Committee would also like to thank the other 
Town Committees and Departments for their assis- 
tance and guidance, and a special thank you to our 
students for continuing to remind us what we are 
about.

SCHOOL ENTRANCE 


Kindergarten: 


Any child resident of Sandwich may attend Kinder- 
garten provided he/she has reached the age of five 
years on or before September first of the year of en- 
trance. ' 


The State Laws require that all children seven years of 
age and over, who are physically and mentally able, 
attend school. 


Birth Certificate: 


A birth certificate is required for all children entering 
either Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 


Medical requirements for school entrance are immu- 
nizations, according to the General Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: 


The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause 
every child in the public schools to be separately and 
carefully examined by a physician duly registered in 
Massachustts within six months before entrance to 
school or during the first year after entrance and at 
intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


NO SCHOOL 


Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. On days when transportation by bus is im- 
possible, school will not be in session. Notice will be 
broadcast over radio stations WQRC, WOCB, WCIB, 
WCOD, WBZ, and WHDH beginning at 7:00 a.m. In 
addition, there will be signals from the fire stations at 
7:00 a.m. and 8:00 a.m. as follows: four signals from 
the East Sandwich and Forestdale Stations and the 
Sandwich Station will sound 2 pause 2 signal four 
times. In the event that it becomes necessary to close 
school before the regular dismissal time due to power 
failure, severe weather conditions, etc., the above 
radio stations will broadcast this information at 12:00 
noon.

Report of the 


SANDWICH COMMUNITY SCHOOL 


Since last year’s Town Meeting, much has happened 
within the Community School. First and foremost, 
FY-92 was a very good year for the Community 
School. We are finally at a point where I can say that 
we are on a solid financial footing. Starting FY-93 
with approximately $80,000 in the revolving account, 
has enabled us to plan for a stable, long term future 
for the Community School. As we head toward the 
year 2000 however, we still face several challenges 
which are: 


1) To continue to enhance existing programs. 
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2) To position ourselves such that we can 
take advantage of a changing market place 
for life-long learning and enrichment. 

3) To remain financially self sufficient so 

that we can fund capital improvements as 

the need arises - such as the pool filter. 

Work on this project is tentatively sched- 

uled to begin in August of 1993 at an an- 

ticipated cost of approximately $33,000. 


To find a permanent home for the Child 
Care Center now being housed in the por- 
table classrooms behind the Wing School. 
By the year 2,000 this building will be al- 
most 15 years old and will probably be 
fast approaching the end of it’s useful life. 
Another scenario could find the school 
population at a point where the portables 
could be needed for classroom space. Yet 
still another scenario could be that we are 
forced to vacate the portables because of 
historic district concerns. In any case, the 
Community School must begin now to 
formulate a strategy on how to deal with 
either occurrence. There are over 250 
families in town who are depending on 
our ability to meet this challenge. 
In 1987, the Community School budget was approxi- 
mately $250,000. By the end of FY-93, the Commu- 
) nity School will do approximately $1,000,000 in busi- 
ness with projections for FY-94 slightly higher still. 
Up until April of last year, we were processing this 
volume of business with the same accounting system 
_we used back in 1987. In April, however, the Commu- 
nity School installed a new computer system which 
helps to ensure the financial accountability of our op- 
eration. The new system allows for instantaneous 
posting of all registrations as well as a daily reconcili- 
ation of all transactions. Information on any program 
or account can be retrieved within minutes by access- 
ing the new system. Such information is accurate and 
up to the minute. To further help ensure financial ac- 
countability, we are conducting an internal reconcilia- 
tion of our books versus the town books on our ac- 
count through FY-93. In FY-94 there are monies bud- 
geted for an outside, independent audit of our books. 
The purpose of this audit is: 


1) To certify our internal reconciliation with 
the Town. 

To check our internal accounting system 
and procedures.

3) To make recommendations on improving 
our system and procedures. 

As of this writing, (January 1993), the Community 
School is having another solid year financially, projec- 
tions at this point range from $10,000 to $30,000 in 
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anticipated operating surplus for FY-93. Our success 
in large part has been due to the performance of our 
three largest programs; the Child Care Center, with 
Jan Soumas as coordinator accounts for 40% of our 
revenue; the Pool, with Joan Nagle as coordinator, ac- 
counts for another 15%, and the Adult Education Pro- 
gram which is coordinated by the Community School 
Office accounts for another 15% of our revenues. As 
you can see, combined, these three programs account 
for 70% of our business and most of our operating 
surplus. 


I would like to extend my sincere appreciation to the 
Following groups and individuals: The Citizens of 
Sandwich who continue to support our programs; The 
central office staff of the Community School includ- 
ing Carolyn Buckland, Head Secretary, Susan 
Vigliano, Bookkeeper, Marcia McCluskey, Reception- 
ist, Kathryn Lopes, Evening Secretary, and Susan 
Perry, Saturday Morning Secretary. Without these five 
individuals any success we may have achieved would 
not have been possible. When you call the Community 
School or when you stop by the Community School 
Office, you probably deal with one of these individu- 
als. They process over 10,000 registrations per year, 
plus building schedules and answer the phone. The 
Community School is very fortunate to have such out- 
standing people as these as its representative to you 
our customers. Thanks also to the Sandwich School 
Committee chaired by James Foley, the Sandwich 
Public School Teachers and Administrators. The 
Sandwich Community School Executive Council 
chaired by Marsha Kirrane who has been on the 
Council through good times as well as not so good. 
She is truly committed to the success of the Commu- 
nity School and has logged hundreds of hours of vol- 
unteer time at meetings and events to back up that 
commitment. The Board of Selectman currently 
chaired by Diane Tucker, who back in 1990 allowed 
the Community School to use the portables as a Child 
Care Center. 


And finally to Dr. Joseph Nicholson, Superintendent 
of Schools, who went on record as supporting the no- 
tion of a Child Care Center back in 1989, and sup- 
ported the Community School’s plan to use the porta- 
bles as a Child Care Center. He was also supportive of 
the Community School when we were not so finan- 
cially stable. At the time, each one of these positions 
was not always popular. Nonetheless, Dr. Nicholson 
supported the Community School and I am most 
grateful for his support then and now. I wish him all 
the best upon his scheduled retirement come January 
of 1994. 


At the Community School, we are committed to pro- 
viding opportunities for life-long learning and enrich- 


ment to the Citizens of Sandwich. As we move toward 
the next century, I look forward to this challenge and 
pledge to do all that I can to build upon our recent 
good fortune.

High School enrollment, as of October 1, 1991 con- 
sisted of seventy-five (75) students from Bourne, one 
hundred twenty-six (126) from Falmouth, eight (8) 
from Marion, fifty-five (55) from Sandwich, and one 
hundred eighty-nine (189) from Wareham. An addi- 
tional thirty (30) students were enrolled in the Li- 
censed Practical Nursing Program; one (1) student 
was tuitioned from the Town of Mashpee and ten (10) 
students were tuitioned from the Town of Plymouth. 
Adult tuitioned students, specialized afternoon and 
evening occupational programs and summer programs 
are additional to these enrollments. 
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The school served as a disaster center for Hurricane 
Bob and provided shelter and assistance for over 600 
people. Wind and water damage to the building to- 
talled approximately $152,000, all covered by insur- 
ance except for a small deductible amount. 


Improvements this year included the replacement of a 
6,000 gallon underground gasoline tank, and the up- 
grading of ballasts and lighting through an energy 
conservation grant. Hurricane damage, including re- 
moval and replacement of the gymnasium floor, gym- 
nasium roof and windows, has been repaired. Air 
Filtration equipment has been added to the Marine 
Services Shop and a 20 station computer room has 
been established through Federal Grant Funding. We 
continue to aggressively pursue competitive grant 
funding and have been successful in securing funding 
for Drop-out Prevention, Drug & Alcohol Prevention 
and a variety of other programs which provide educa- 
tional services to high school students and adults.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


To say that 1993 was a busy and interesting year is to 
understate the case. 


We continue to have too many needs and too few dol- 
lars, level funding and no override as well as uncer- 
tainty of State aid, but, as usual, Town employees per- 
formed in the same dedicated fashion as they have in 
the past. . 


In February, we hired a new Town Planner, Marie 
Blaney, who has become a major player in our team 
effort to plan our entry into the twenty-first century. 
Marie has been a valuable asset to all of the regula- 
tory boards, as well as the Economic Development 
Committee. 


On the night of April 15, 1993, after a lengthy recruit- 
ment and interviewing process, we decided to promote 
George “Bud” Dunham from Acting Town Adminis- 
trator to his current position of Town Administrator. 
Bud has shown this Board that the choice was a good 
one. 


There was little time to sit back and relax since we 
immediately launched a search for his successor as 
Assistant Town Administrator. In September we hired 
Burke LaClair as the Assistant Town Administrator 
and in a few short months, Burke has proven that our 
recruiting efforts are attracting above average talent. 


After more than three years of meetings that consisted 
of consulting with every Board and any individual who 
cared to be heard, the Bylaw Review Committee sub- 
mitted its recommendations to Town Meeting, and we 
now have an updated and codified set of Town By- 
laws. 


We formed a Municipal Building Needs Committee 
to assess our future requirements and to then develop 
some form of priority and timetable to meet these 
needs. 


Boardwalk Days and the Daffodil Festival were a great 
success and will be a part of future plans for Sand- 
wich. Both Committees deserve credit for their hard 
work in providing fun and beauty, as well as setting a 
standard for next year. 


Many hard decisions were made, not the least of which, 
was an out-of-Court settlement of the P.A. Landers’ 


appeal. 


We completed negotiations with the Spaulding Reha- 
bilitation Hospital and the permit process should go 
forward in 1994. 


COSTCO has its application before the Cape Cod 
Commission and the outcome of those hearings should 
be known in 1994. 


The Marina continues to be upgraded and 1994 should 
see approval of a new building to house the 
Harbormaster and his staff, as well as new rest room 
facilities. 


There is an ongoing negotiation process to purchase 
land in the Golden Triangle for municipal, recreational 
and commercial purposes and this process should be 
completed in early 1994. 


There are a host of issues confronting the Town in the 
coming years. Various forms of State Aid, i.e. to edu- 
cation, are still not completely clear. Voter apathy and 
the continued concern to get and keep a quorum at 
both the Annual and Special Town Meetings is an on- 
going problem. In these difficult economic times, it 
is essential that the Town’s residents inform themselves 
concerning Town affairs, that they communicate their 
concerns to Town officials, and that they participate 
in the governing process. Working together toward 
common goals, we are confident that Sandwich has 
the will and determination to succeed in maintaining 
our status as a vibrant and healthy Cape Cod commu- 
nity.

Report of the 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Nineteen ninety three was a very busy and productive 
year for the Town of Sandwich with several signifi- 
cant issues being addressed. The 1993 Annual Town 
Meeting and corresponding election brought forth sup- 
port and approval of two major public works projects 
- capping the Town landfill and the design and con- 
struction of a regional septage treatment facility at the 
Massachusetts Military Reservation. The approval of 
the landfill closure and regional septage facility should 
address two of Sandwich’s biggest environmental and 
public works infrastructure dilemmas for the next sev- 
eral decades. 


It is anticipated the preliminary site assessment and 
capping plan for the $2 million landfill project will be 
completed by the end of 1994 with actual capping 
commencing in 1995. Sandwich is one of a handfull 
of municipalities in the commonwealth that has re- 
ceived bond authorization to cap its former landfill. 
When completed, the Town hopes the facility will be 
able to be used by future generations for passive rec- 
reation activities. 


Sandwich is also fortunate to have received bond au- 
thorization up to $6.5 million to design and construct 
a regional septage treatment facility on the Massachu- 
setts Military Reservation. This facility will be con- 
nected to the Military Reservation’s wastewater treat- 
ment plant and serve the towns of Sandwich and 
Mashpee. Discussions have commenced between the 
communities to work out an intermunicipal agreement 
and proposals have been solicited from design con- 
sultants for planning the facility. It is expected the 
septage treatment plant will open in the Fall of 1996. 
In the meantime, Sandwich septage pump-outs are 
being transported to the Town of Yarmouth’s treatment 
plant since the Town’s septage lagoons were success- 
fully closed in May 1993. 


Funding was also received through a favorable over- 
ride vote to open and staff the Forestdale Fire Station. 
This approval enabled the Fire Department to cut 
emergency response times in half to much of 
Forestdale and South Sandwich. The rewards of this 
expanded service have already been realized in the 
enhanced success rate of emergency responses from 
the Forestdale Station. Authorization was also received 


to purchase a new rescue/pumper vehicle which should 
arrive in Sandwich in the Fall of 1994. 


Town Meeting also approved the purchase of an of- 
fice building on Jan Sebastian Drive which will even- 
tually house all of the Inspections staff, Conservation 
Commission, Board of Health, Board of Appeals, 
Town Engineer and the Director of Planning and De- 
velopment. The Engineering and Planning Depart- 
ments moved into the building in October with the 
other departments expected to join them in 1994. This 
office building should assist residents in streamlining 
the permit and development review process and en- 
able applicants to access all relevant departments in 
one building. 


In December 1993, the Town was notified by the U.S. 
Department of Justice that it had been awarded a 
$375,000 grant over the next three years for the Po- 
lice Department to hire five additional patrol officers 
which will greatly assist in the implementation of com- 
munity oriented policing. Sandwich was one of only 
72 communities in the United States, and one of two 
in Massachusetts, to receive funding through the Po- 
lice Hiring Supplement Program. The additional staff 
is expected to be hired in the Spring of 1994 and will 
make a marked difference in the amount of services 
the Police Department will be able to provide resi- 
dents of Sandwich. It is hoped this interaction will 
assist in garnering support for fully funding the posi- 
tions when the grant expires in 1997. 


Finally, I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen 
for showing the confidence and support in appointing 
me and giving me the opportunity to serve a commu- 
nity I care about so deeply. The assistance and coop- 
eration provided by the Town’s department heads, staff 
and volunteers have enabled us to accomplish many 
worthwhile tasks during the past year and will allow 
us to address the difficult issues we will encounter in 
the future.

Report of the 
BYLAW REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Bylaw Review Committee (BRC) is pleased to 
submit this, our fifth and final report. During early 
1993, we intentionally put other tasks and issues aside 
and resolved to complete the renumbering and reor- 
ganization of the Town’s bylaws. At the May 3, 1993 
Annual Town Meeting, the reorganizing and renum- 


bering format was approved by the voters under Ar- 
ticle 57 of the Warrant. 


During the four and a half years of research, review, 
discussions, meetings, drafts and redrafts, the BRC 
attempted to tackle some difficult issues. Not only did 
we review existing bylaws for purpose, clarity and 
relevance, we also wrote several new bylaws, includ- 
ing the Public Records and Open Meeting Bylaw, the 
Recall of Elected Officials Bylaw and the Organiza- 
tion of Boards, Committees and Commissions Bylaw. 
The purpose of these were to strengthen public ac- 
countability. We deleted bylaws or sections of bylaws 
which were duplicative of Mass. General Law; we 
updated language and syntax; we rewrote the Animal 
Control Bylaw, which gave added responsibility to the 
Town’s Animal Control Officer, and we removed the 
Town from the auspices of the County Dog Fund rela- 
tive to the collection of dog licensing and fines; and, 
we were one of the first Towns in the Commonwealth 
to require rabies inoculations and licensing for cats. 


However great our success, we had one major failure. 
We tried repeatedly to offer versions of a revised Sign 
Code Bylaw to Town Meeting and were not success- 
ful in having this approved. We feel strongly that the 
Board of Selectmen should continue our work in this 
area. We also feel that the Selectmen should examine 
the fine structures of our bylaws and perhaps increase 
these fines. We also have felt all along that the bylaw 
which forms the Finance Committee and outlines its 
duties and responsibilities needs to be re-examined. It 
does not seem practical to have an outside committee 
responsible for “preparing” the Town’s budget. The 
role of the Finance Committee should be “to review 
and to recommend or not recommend” while the role 
of the Town’s executive board should be to prepare 
the budget. We have also felt strongly that a Capital 
Outlay Committee should be formed, separate and 
apart from the Finance Committee, but with Finance 
Committee involvement. 


Finally, we wish to express our gratitude to the Town 
and to the Selectmen who appointed us for the oppor- 
tunity to learn much about how our government oper- 
ates and for the opportunity to contribute something 
to the Town. As has been typical throughout the years 
of our work, the cooperation from the Town 
Administrator’s Office and the Town Clerk’s Office 
has been exceptional. We thank all those department 
heads, elected officials and members of the public who 


attended our meetings and guided us and assisted us 
in our efforts. 


For anyone who has seen a copy of the new bylaws, 
you will note that our bylaws are no longer referred to 
as “Articles” and “Sections,” but rather as “Chapters, 
Sections and Parts.” 


With this report, our final “Chapter” has been written, 
but bylaws are ongoing. They will continue to be cre- 
ated, deleted and amended as circumstances and com- 
munity needs dictate. At some point in the Town’s fu- 
ture, another Bylaw Review Committee will most as- 
suredly be formed, and we hope that any new group 
will afford themselves of our research documents 
which will be placed in the Town’s Archives.

Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


On Tuesday, November 3, 1992, 15 Delegates were 
elected to serve during the third session of the 
Barnstable County Assembly of Delegates. The ses- 
sion runs from January 1993 through December 31, 
1994. Eight Delegates returned to serve on the As- 
sembly and seven new Delegates were elected. Del- 
egates George D. Bryant (Provincetown), Joan Condit 
(Yarmouth), Mary C. Smith (Orleans) and Susan V. 
Walker (Sandwich) will serve for their third consecu- 
tive session of the Assembly of Delegates. Linda S. 
Burt (Eastham), Roland J. Dupont (Bourne), Mark N. 
Peters (Truro) and Julia C. Taylor (Falmouth) will 
serve for their second consecutive session. Delegates 
elected for their first term: Virginia H. Doan 
(Chatham), Martin J. Flynn (Barnstable), Alan Platt 
(Wellfleet), Richard A. Schinkowitch (Dennis), Donald 
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J. Shellenberger (Brewster), Joseph R. Tamsky 
(Harwich), and R. Gregory Taylor (Mashpee). 


The Assembly of Delegates, being the legislative 
branch of County Government, received in January 
the County Commissioner’s proposed budget for fis- 
cal year 1994. At the direction of the Speaker, Roland 
J. Dupont, and the Chair of the Finance Committee, 
Mary C. Smith, each committee of the Assembly par- 
ticipated in the review of the budget as it related to 
committees’ specific charges. The committees re- 
viewed the effectiveness of each program being oper- 
ated within Barnstable County and also examined fu- 
ture needs of specific departments. 


The Standing Committee on Finance coordinated the 
review of the budget by each committee. The Chair of 
the Finance Committee, Mary C. Smith, brings many 
years experience in public finance to the Assembly of 
Delegates and serves as Chair of the Finance Com- 
mittee for her third term. The Finance Committee re- 
mains active throughout each year as new programs 
are developed and supplemental budgets are required. 
The committee suggested to the County Commission- 
ers that an office to oversee, review and implement 
grants is necessary and the development of such an 
office is forthcoming. The committee continued work- 
ing with the County Commissioners towards estab- 
lishing mechanisms for determining the effectiveness 
of existing programs within Barnstable County. 


The Standing Committee on Economic Affairs met 
with representatives from the Cape Cod Commission 
and the Cape Cod Economic Development Council. 
They discussed current programs and how each entity 
anticipated proceeding in the future. The committee 
looked to see if the Cape Cod Commission and the 
Council are duplicating efforts and found that the over- 
lapping that does occur is intelligent coordination. The 
Assembly is represented on the Cape Cod Economic 
Development Council by the Delegate from Yarmouth, 
Joan Condit, who is actively involved with the 
Council’s work while keeping the Assembly informed 
of its progress. The Committee recognized the impor- 
tance of the Chapter 90 bond issue for fiscal year 1994 
and 1995 and that it should be given prime impor- 
tance in the budget process. As requested by the Stand- 
ing Committee on Economic Affairs, the Assembly of 
Delegates adopted Resolution 93-10 which supported 
the priority of economic and long term physical infra- 
structure improvements. The Resolution also requested 


full support on the continued direction of fifteen per- 
cent of the gas tax revenues to the local municipalities 
that are responsible for 26,396 miles of the 
Commonwealth’s 29,685 miles of road. Transporta- 
tion planning is an important issue to the committee 
and it recognizes that steps must be taken to move 
people and goods around Cape Cod more efficiently 
and comfortably. 


The Standing Committee on Natural Resources con- 
tinued its work with officials from the Massachusetts 
Military Reservation and the need for an environmen- 
tal review that takes into account the cumulative ef- 
fects of all pollutants at the Base. The committee in- 
vited representatives from the state and federal del- 
egation to a meeting on base issues which resulted in 
the requirement that the cumulative base wide envi- 
ronmental assessment take place within twenty-two 
months. Where much of the land at the Massachusetts 
Military Reservation is owned by the Commonwealth, 
a meeting with Governor Weld is being scheduled. In 
addition to involving federal, state and local officials, 
the committee also included the Association for the 
Preservation of Cape Cod and other grass roots orga- 
nizations. Susan V. Walker, Chair of the committee, 
also directs the committee’s active role on other im- 
portant environmental issues in Barnstable County 
such as the spraying of herbicides by Bay Colony 
Railroad and its Vegetation Management Plan, amend- 
ments to Title 5 regulations, the installation of under- 
ground cable by Nantucket Electric, and unanswered 
questions regarding the Upper Cape Cancer Incidence 
Study by the Department of Public Health. 


The Standing Committee on Regional Services re- 
cently adopted an ordinance whereby Barnstable 
County will establish a regional hazardous waste pro- 
gram. The committee is looking at continued coordi- 
nation of town collections, education programs on the 
use of household hazardous waste and establishing lim- 
ited shelf labeling laws. The Assembly of Delegates 
by Resolution 93-8 directed the County Commission- 
ers to establish such a program as the majority of towns 
within Barnstable County have clearly voiced the need 
for such a program. The Chair of the Committee, Linda 
S. Burt, also represents the County on a committee to 
establish a County Dredge and follows this progress 
as the reality of a county dredge draws nearer. 


The Standing Committee on Health and Human Ser- 
vices is actively involved with the work being per- 
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formed by the newly created Human Services Depart- 
ment in Barnstable County. Formerly a part of the 
Health and the Environmental Department, the need 
for Human Services as a separate program was clearly 
established. While minimally staffed and funded, the 
Department provides the major effort of coordinating 
human services Cape wide. The committee members 
attend many of the meetings scheduled by the 
Barnstable County Health and Human Services Advi- 
sory Council. They-also continue to monitor the Hu- 
man Services’ programs with B.J. Weiss, Human Ser- 
vices Coordinator, and have continued to address the 
need for an established data base that will help ac- 
complish the goals of this department. During the bud- 
get process, the Health and Human Services commit- 
tee, chaired by Martin J. Flynn from Barnstable, re- 
viewed the services being provided by the County 
Health and Environmental Department. The services 
in that department are vital to established needs of 
towns within Barnstable County. Such programs as 
Underground Storage Tanks, Lead Paint Inspections, 
Hazardous Materials, Surface Water Monitoring, Com- 
munity Education Assistance, Health Agents Training, 
Landfill and Municipal monitoring, Drinking Water 
Supply and Analysis require continuous review, in- 
spection and evaluation. 


The Assembly of Delegates recently returned to the 
Cape Cod Commission proposed amendments to an 
ordinance which would have modified the criteria and 
thresholds for Developments of Regional Impact 
(DRI’s). The Standing Committee on the Regional 
Policy Plan recommended that the proposed amend- 
ments be returned to the Commission due to concerns 
it had about changes that needed further clarification. 
The committee questioned what the actual effects of 
the proposed changes would be to the community. The 
committee then met with the Regulatory Committee 
of the Cape Cod Commission and staff so that the DRI 
thresholds affecting the residents of Cape Cod are clear 
and within the intent of the Cape Cod Commission 
Act. This process will continue through 1994. 


An Ad Hoc Committee to Initiate State Legislation 
was established and met with the Board of County 
Commissioners on a regular basis. A list of existing 
County programs and initiatives was prepared and the 
committee discussed how Barnstable County might 
keep revenues from the Registry of Deeds which are 
now submitted to the State. The resurrection of a bill 


that would establish a land bank was discussed and 
also why the Land Bank Bill previously failed. Vari- 
ous models of state options for county take-over and 
how it would affect Barnstable County’s budget were 
prepared by the Director of Finance and reviewed by 
the committee. 


The Assembly of Delegates holds regular meetings on 
the first and third Wednesday of each month at 4:00 
p-m. in the Chamber of the Assembly of Delegates, 
First District Courthouse, Barnstable, MA. A 
Delegate’s vote is weighted based on the 1990 U.S. 
Decennial Census with Barnstable having the largest 
vote of 21.94%, Truro having the smallest vote of 
0.84%, Sandwich having a vote of 8.30%.

Report of the 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 


This past year has been another busy one for the Cape 
Cod Commission (CCC). Decisions were reached on 
a total of 19 Developments of Regional Impact (DRI); 
some involved lengthy review due to the complexity 
of the project, others were dispensed with very quickly. 
In all, 5 DRI were approved, 4 were denied, 3 DRI 
exemptions were approved and 1 was denied, 4 hard- 
ships exemptions were denied, and 2 projects were 
settled through litigation. Although none of these are 
located in Sandwich, the CCC is presently in various 
stages of review with several important developments 
in our town that will have a lot to do with what Sand- 
wich looks like in the future. These include the Costco 
Wholesale Warehouse; Spaulding Rehabilitation Hos- 
pital; 2 Daniel Striar projects, Popple Bottom Subdi- 
vision and Round Hill; and the Sandwich Stump 
Dump. 


No project in memory has polarized the town the way 
Costco has in terms of what it means to Sandwich’s 
future. Supporters point to the need for commercial 
development to improve the tax base, the new jobs 
that will be provided, cheaper prices for goods, devel- 
opment of one of the most unsightly places in town. 
Opponents emphasize the negative changes that the 
project will bring to the town’s character, particularly 
the added traffic and changes to the road network as 
well as the threat to your groundwater supply. 
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As the Town Report is printed, Costco has completed 
its obligations under the Massachusetts Environmen- 
tal Policy Act by providing all necessary information 
to evaluate project impacts. Costco will now go 
through a DRI review by the CCC including at least 
one public hearing. By the time you read this we will 
know whether the Commission approved or denied 
the project. If approved, it must also be reviewed by 
the Sandwich Zoning Board of Appeals which will 
focus on local issues. 


Since passage of the Cape Cod Commission Act four 
years ago most people associate the CCC with regula- 
tory activity only. In reality, the CCC is making much 
progress in several other key areas including trans- 
portation planning and economic development. 


Route 6A is one of Cape Cod’s very special features 
as anyone who has ever driven it, bicycled on it or 
walked alongside knows. The roadway recalls a time 
when the Cape was rural and more scenic, and the 
lives of the people were far different. In appreciation 
of this, Route 6A was named one of the 10 most out- 
standing scenic byways in America this past year by 
Scenic America, a national scenic preservation orga- 
nization. A major reason for this designation was the 
work of the CCC in initiating a corridor management 
plan for Route 6A. This effort is funded under the 
Scenic Byways Program of the Intermodal Surface 
Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991 in cooperation 
with the Massachusetts Highway Department (MHD). 


The primary goal is to develop a strategy to maintain 
safety and traffic flow while preserving historic and 
scenic character. Of course, this is particularly impor- 
tant to Sandwich because so much of our town’s iden- 
tity is linked to 6A. It is especially relevant now as 
MHD conducts a resurfacing project for 6A in Sand- 
wich that is considering such things as curb cuts, guard- 
rails, fencing, road width, etc., all features that define 
this special road. The transportation staff is working 
closely with the town and MHD to ensure that any 
construction that is undertaken will be consistent with 
the goals of the corridor management plan. 


The CCC is also active in economic development even 
though critics of the Commission refuse to believe it. 
The economic development program is involved in 
research planning, policy making, and implementa- 
tion of economic development programs consistent 
with its “balanced and sustainable” economic devel- 


opment strategy. The CCC integrates economic de- 
velopment into all aspects of its planning, ensuring 
that transportation, land use, water resources, afford- 
able housing, and waste management take into account 
the economic development needs of Cape Cod. 


The CCC’s strategy focuses on strengthening off-sea- 
son tourism and retirement and encouraging clean, 
light industry in designated growth centers. Since a 
protected environment is critical to the Cape’s eco- 
nomic development, this strategy relies on skillful 
planning and providing appropriate infrastructure. The 
program concentrates on planning, research, public 
information, and promotion of specifically designated 
programs such as Heritage Tourism.

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Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 1993 in the Assessing Department saw 
a continuation of the arduous yet successful transition 
into a modern model for assessing and appraisal op- 
erations for the 90s. 


There were changes within the department staff. Mrs. 
Estelle Duncan retired in September after a long ca- 
reer with both the Assessing and Selectmen’s Depart- 
ments. The department wishes to thank Estelle for the 
many positive qualities she brought to the job during 
her tenure, and wishes her all the best. Mrs. Judy 
Rumul was hired to replace Mrs. Duncan in Decem- 
ber. 


The major undertaking in 1993 was the successful 
completion of the Fiscal 1994 trend update. State law 
requires complete revaluation of property every third 
year. However, the department has made a commit- 
ment to track market developments on an annual ba- 
sis and make adjustments that will keep the Town’s 
valuation consistent with its valuation date. The fiscal 
1994 update was based on 1992 calendar year sales. 
Overall values dropped on an average of 3-4% from 
the fiscal 1993 values. Another “trend update” is 
planned for fiscal 1995, which will utilize 1993 cal- 
endar year sales. 


The thirty day abatement filing period for fiscal 1994 
ended with 312 abatement applications on file. This 
represents nearly a sixty percent decrease in filings 
from the prior year. The appraisal section of the de- 
partment will review all applications for action by the 
Board during February and March. 


Since 1989, all annual and daily clerical and appraisal 
functions have been conducted in-house. With the 
addition of a newer, more powerful printer, the de- 
partment is now in the process of printing its own “field 
cards,” which are a listing of the appraisal, assessment 
and legal elements of each property located in Town. 
This year also saw the successful completion of new 
water betterment implementation for Lakefield Farms. 
All of these new projects were accomplishments while 
maintaining a budget that remains at the same level as 
six years ago. As always, the Board remains confi- 
dent in the ability of the department to serve its com- 
munity in an efficient manner. 
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The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the 
staff of the Assessing Department. Under various con- 
ditions, they maintain a high quality of work and high 
level of commitment to the Town and to the depart- 
ment, which is second to none.

Report of the 

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee during the year continued to 
address the problems that the Town faces in funding 
the needs of its townspeople. Meeting on a weekly 
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schedule during budget hearings, the nine member 
committee listened to department heads review what 
they thought were the most critical needs of their de- 
partments. 


With the fiscal restraints of Proposition 2 1/2 still in 
effect, the instructions to all departments were to level 
fund all operational budgets and to allow increases in 
personnel budgets in line with contractual agreements. 


During the budget hearings, it became apparent that 
projected revenue from the state and town would not 
be enough and that a shortfall would exist. Some of 
the overwhelming needs of the Town were mandated 
by the state, with orders to close down our septage 
lagoons, to close and cap the landfill, and the legisla- 
tion dealing with educational reform. In addition to 
these needs, the Fire Department requested funding 
for additional manpower to open the Forestdale Sta- 
tion, make building improvements, and purchase a new 
rescue/fire truck. 


In preparation of the Town budget, a few of the many 
needed items were planned for with Town Meeting 
approval, such as repairs to the roofs at the Town Hall, 
Town Garage, and the High School Gymnasium. New 
vehicles for the Fire Chief, Animal Control Officer 
and Conservation Agent were also recommended. 


During budget hearings a unique opportunity presented 
itself to help relieve the overcrowded conditions of 
different Town offices and the ability to put all related 
departments such as building, health, planning, engi- 
neering, and conservation together in one location. The 
Board of Selectmen along with the Finance Commit- 
tee negotiated the purchase of a building on Jan 
Sebastian Drive in the industrial park that was in fore- 
closure for a very attractive price. The purchase of the 
building, along with additional funds for its renova- 
tion, were approved at a special town meeting on May 
3, 1993, just before the regular town meeting the same 
evening. 


Recognizing that level funding and limited use of the 
Stabilization Fund did not provide for the needs of the 
Town, an override of Proposition 2 1/2 was again pro- 
posed by the Finance Committee and Board of Se- 
lectmen. It was decided to present this override at- 
tempt in menu form as ballot questions. 


Five questions were presented to the townspeople re- 
garding Town funding for: 


1. Construction of a Regional Septage Treatment Plant 
- $6.5 million 


2. Capping the Sandwich Landfill - $2.0 million 


3. Fire Department Personnel to open the Forestdale 
Station - $281,213.00 


4. Renovations to the Forestdale Station - $29,600.00 


5. Purchase of a new Rescue/Engine truck - 
$200,000.00 


All of the override questions were successful, and the 
Forestdale Station is in operation at this time. The other 
projects are presently going through final review and 
over the next few years we should see the results of 
this vote. 


The Education Reform Bill was passed by the State 
Legislature during the summer, and Sandwich was 
slightly below the required funding level. An addi- 
tional $132,995.00 will be funded from Chapter 70 
State Aid, which is considerably less than what some 
other Cape Cod towns have to appropriate. The re- 
quirements of education reform will certainly impact 
future budget requirements for the Sandwich educa- 
tional system. 


As the year came to a close, the Town of Sandwich 
received a three year grant to fund five additional po- 
lice officers at a 75% to 25% ratio with the Town re- 
ceiving $125,000 each year. Over the next three years 
this will help us address the continuing problem of 
providing adequate funding for the protection of our 
townspeople. 


As we approach the budget process for Fiscal Year 
1995, the Town continues to have needs that have to 
be addressed, such as municipal building needs, a still 
growing population, continued updating of fire depart- 
ment equipment, permanent long term solutions for 
police protection, and the maintenance of our current 
infrastructure. 


The Finance Committee will continue to do its utmost 
to assure the citizens of Sandwich that all departmen- 
tal budgets are as streamlined and cost effective as 
possible.

Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


1993 unfolded as a year that was productive and event- 
ful for the Planning Board. A full time Director of Plan- 
ning and Development, Marie L. Blaney, began work- 
ing with us and another excellent addition to the staff 
was Jan Hagberg, who has joined us as clerk. We have 
moved into the new office space at 16 Jan Sebastian 
Drive in the Industrial Park and we have moved ahead 
with the Local Comprehensive Plan Subdivision. Ac- 
tivity has been limited to submission of revisions, lot 
releases and extension of growth control covenants. 


With Marie Blaney’s expert help we can offer a much 
smoother process to those who make submissions to 
the board and to those who require our help in other 
ways. The Local Comprehensive Planning process has 
also greatly benefited from Marie’s work. Her coordi- 
nation of public input, background research and pro- 
fessional planning expertise has move the plan along 
to its near complete draft form. 


In any given year, the part of our work that deals with 
the ongoing planning effort may be the most difficult 
for the Planing Board. This year has been no excep- 
tion. As the group whose charge it is to define the fu- 
ture and then plan for it, our perspective on the present 
becomes affected by this peek into the years ahead. 


There are critical land use issues to be dealt with in 
Sandwich. With the prospect of another era of land 
being valued as the prime commodity in the market- 
place of Cape Cod; with the emerging picture that our 
resources are clearly and absolutely limited in terms 
of what our tax rate can fund, how much drinking water 
we can protect and supply, how much waste our ground 
water can absorb, how much traffic our roads can bear, 
how much emergency services we can provide, how 
many schools we can build for our children, and how 
much equitably priced housing we can provide for our 
residents; the major question that must be answered is 
- what quality of life will we choose for Sandwich 
residents now and in the future? 


The issue that appears most critical is that the town, 
residents and officials alike, build consensus about a 
governmental philosophy that allows us to prepare for 
tomorrow, as well as deal with today and to then in- 
corporate this vision into all decision making and 
policy making. This needs to be accomplished soon 
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in order to allow prudent management of our resources 
to ensure their availability as we grow - and grow we 
will. 


We need not be daunted by this task. An excellent start- 
ing place is the Local Comprehensive Plan, but it is 
necessary to continually address the tasks being out- 
lined in the LCP. We have the resources, the talent, 
the motivated people and the tools to prepare for our 
future. We simply must sit down together eagerly and 
often, put personal issues aside and bring to the table 
a forthright effort. Then and only then will we be able 
to work through these complex issues to prepare the 
way to a safe and sound future for Sandwich.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission conducted twenty four 
(24) bi-monthly meetings during the year. The major- 
ity of public hearings were held at these meetings and 
regulatory issues were reviewed. Eighteen (18) addi- 
tional meetings were conducted to formulate policies, 
regulations and submission guidelines for the Town 
Wetlands Bylaw, as well as to deal with business mat- 
ters, and evaluate special projects. The Commission 
sponsored a number of public meetings and hearings 
for Federal and State agencies. A number of educa- 
tional seminars and workshops were attended by Com- 
mission members and its staff. Fifty seven (57) Re- 
quests for Determination and forty one (41) Notices 
of Intent, Requests to Amend or Requests for Exten- 
sions were reviewed by the Conservation Officer and 
Commission members. Many of the Notices of Intent 
were filed in response to the anticipated restrictive 
changes to Title V of the sanitary code, or to winter 
storm damage. Ten (10) storm emergency certifica- 
tions and two (2) operational emergency certifications 
were issued. 


Severe erosion in the December 1992 Northeaster 
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caused the Corps of Engineers and the Town’s con- 
sulting engineer, Vautrinot & Webby, to initiate a sec- 
ond survey and assessment of the affected areas. In 
addition, the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA), the Massachusetts Emergency Management 
Agency (MEMA), the Corps of Engineers, Vautrinot 
& Webby, and Town officials reevaluated the construc- 
tion of the sacrificial dune proposed early in 1992. All 
partied agreed to the necessity of providing protec- 
tion to affected structures from less potent but more 
frequent storms by constructing a “sand berm” along 
the project limits. After receiving all necessary approv- 
als, construction of the extensive (approximately 7600 
feet) sacrificial dune commenced and was completed 
during the month of May. Approximately 39,000 yards 
of sand was placed by the successful bidder Hyannis 
Sand and Gravel of Hyannis, Massachusetts. The lo- 
cal share of 12.5% will be borne by the affected prop- 
erty owners, through the betterment process. 


For a third consecutive year, high astronomical tides 
combined with strong Northeast winds caused dam- 
age along the Sandwich coast during the Fall of this 
year. This climatic event occurred during the same 
week as the previous year’s Northeaster. While most 
of the coast of Sandwich weathered flood waters, 
Springhill and East Sandwich beaches, once again, 
experienced the more serious erosion. The recently 
constructed “sacrificial dune” performed as designed, 
protecting dwelling structures along the project lim- 
its. While the structure of the berm has changed, the 
sand remains in the barrier beach system. 


With the completion of the refurbishment of the 
anadromous (herring) fish ladder at Town Hall Square, 
and the return of only a small number of juvenile fish 
to date, the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisher- 
ies (DMF) began monitoring fish passage through the 
ladder during the Spring and Fall. It appears that the 
renovation of the fish ladder at Upper Shawme Pond 
is essential to completely restore this historic and tra- 
ditional alewife and blue back herring resource. 


The construction of a parking and access area for the 
Boyden Farm Conservation Lands on Cotuit Road was 
completed largely by the Sandwich Water District with 
the assistance of the Sandwich Park and Highway 
Departments. The official opening is planned for the 
Spring of 1994. 


Conservation Lands maintenance activities continue 


with the much appreciated assistance of the Sandwich 
Parks/Grounds Department. Much of their work in- 
volved cutting and cleaning trails, and maintaining the 
parking areas, the bathhouse facility, and surrounding 
grounds at Ryder. The Sandwich Highway Depart- 
ment, under the supervision of the Superintendent of 
Public Works, assisted with materials, equipment and 
manpower on some of the larger projects. The Com- 
mission members and Officer greatly appreciate both 
Departments support. 


Assistance with other projects was received from vol- 
unteer groups such as: Cub Scout Pack 47, the Land- 
scape Advisory Council, Thorton Burgess Society CAT 
team, Mr. Peter Watts, Mr. Paul Bousfield, Mr. Frank 
Caruso, Mr. Richard Merrow, and Linda and Tom Ginn 
for their help with the Ryder Conservation Lands. 


In June, the Sandwich Conservation Commission was 
chosen as a recipient of a charitable donation from the 
William P. Whartin Trust. This Trust supports projects 
that directly promote the study, conservation and ap- 
preciation of nature. The funds will be used to both 
conduct and ecological assessment of and to improve 
through diversification, wildlife habitat in the Maple 
Swamp Conservation Lands. 


Peter Hanlon of East Sandwich, a member familiar 
with environmental law enforcement and familiar with 
agricultural practices, resigned from the Commission. 
He was an asset to the Commission and staff and will 
be sorely missed. Jack Oser of South Sandwich, was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. The Commission is pres- 
ently looking for qualified individuals to fill the re- 
maining vacant slot as well as filling all three associ- 
ate member posts. 


The Commission will support, as it has in past years, 
the acquisition of special properties or their develop- 
ment rights through gifts, tax title lands, purchases or 
restrictions which will aid in maintaining wildlife habi- 
tat, wildlife corridors, protecting endangered species, 
their habitat and providing protection for the sole 
source aquifer. The Conservation Department and 
Commission will work with the Assessing Department 
to develop an equitable Conservation Restriction Pro- 
gram to protect distinctive properties and lighten the 
financial burden for their owners.

Report of the 
HARBOR MASTER/MARINA 


In 1993 the emphasis at the Sandwich Marina contin- 
ued to be on safety and aesthetics. The staff continued 
to work to make the marina a safer and more attrac- 
tive place for the townspeople and the tourists who 
enjoy its facilities. According to the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers, 709,986 persons visited the marina dur- 
ing the 1993 season. 


The 27-year-old A-Dock was rebuilt, completed within 
budget and on schedule; and, a loading dock with an 
electric winch was established on the south side of the 
boat ramp dock; a wave barrier was built with recycled 
pilings to reduce wave action on E-Dock; one-inch 
chain donated by the Woods Hole Coast Guard was 
used to surround the marina on old pilings for a nauti- 
cal appearance; H-Dock was re-floated and new 
styrofoam was installed to correct some original de- 
sign flaws that were present during its installation in 
1986; new fuel hoses and pumps were installed on the 
gas dock to safeguard the fragile environment of Sand- 
wich; a 50-foot flagpole salvaged from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers and refinished by the staff will be 
erected in the spring of 1994; and a new 21-foot pa- 
trol boat and trailer were purchased for the Harbor 
Master. 


A comprehensive set of rules and regulations for the 
marina and its commercial fleet was implemented, with 
the support of the Board of Selectmen and the guid- 
ance of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. Two other 
issues being addressed by the Selectmen and the Army 
Corps of Engineers are charter fishing and establish- 
ing a loading area on the bulkhead of the Cape Cod 
Canal for commercial fisherman. 


In 1993, lobstermen landed 917,642 pounds of lob- 
ster. This was the third largest catch in the State of 
Massachusetts, and indicates how truly valuable the 
commercial fleet is to the Town’s economy. 


Improved communication between the Army Corps 
of Engineers and the Board of Selectmen is reflected 


in the overall operation and appearance of the marina. 
Working as a balanced partnership has truly proven to 
be in the best interest of the residents of Sandwich. 


Despite the economic downswing experienced for the 
past two years by the marina and throughout New 
England, the Sandwich Marina continues to be a profit 
making enterprise. Revenue increased by 12 percent 
in 1993. This is due in part to the marina staff’s ability 
to recognize and to meet the various needs of the rec- 
reational boaters and the commercial fishermen who 
use the facilities. The extension of the “Blue Fin Tuna” 
fishing season also was an important factor. 


A grant from the Massachusetts Executive Office of 
Economic Affairs funded a comprehensive marina area 
development plan. The consulting firm of Cecil & 
Rizvi, Inc. was appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
in April to prepare the plan, which was completed June 
30th. One of the many recommendations was that a 
new restroom/office facility be built directly across 
from the existing marina office on land presently 
owned by the Town. 


Construction of that new restroom/office facility will 
be the next major project for the marina. The plan was 
supported by the recreational boaters, the Economic 
Development Marina Sub-Committee, the Municipal 
Building Needs Committee, the commercial fishermen 
and the staff. I have asked the Selectmen to consider 
transferring that acre of land directly across from the 
existing office on Ed Moffitt Drive to the Army Corps 
of Engineers. It is mandated in the Town’s lease agree- 
ment with the Corps that funds generated by the ma- 
rina must be used only for the improvement and the 
expenses of the marina on property owned by the Army 
Corps of Engineers. If all the criteria are met, this 
project will be completed in two phases: construction 
of the much needed restroom/shower facility, followed 
by the marina office and meeting room space. 


Another possibility for the remaining 21 acres of 
Town- owned land is the establishment of the Marine 
Mammal Research Center. Dr. Joseph Geraci, a ma- 
rine biologist and a professor of pathology at the 
Ontario Veterinary College at the University of Guelph 
in Canada, is the contact person for this project. I be- 
lieve the center would be a valuable asset to the Town, 
as it would provide Sandwich with national and world- 
wide recognition as a leader in the field of marine 
mammal research. 
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Through the initiative of Representative Tom Cahir, a 
number of public meetings with Com Electric were 
held concerning the fallout and other problems gener- 
ated from the Canal’s electric smokestack. Plant man- 
ager Robert Fife, also the director of production ser- 
vices, and public relations director Mike O’ Malley 
worked to ensure that all the concerns of the plant’s 
neighbors were addressed. The meetings greatly im- 
proved the relationship between residents, boat own- 
ers and Com Electric. 


The accomplishments of the past year would not have 
been possible without the guidance of the Economic 
Development Marina sub-committee, the continued 
support of the Selectmen and Town Administrator Bud 
Dunham, and Assistant Harbor Master Greg Fayne. 
Staff members David Whearty, Jason Keene, Nancy 
Hopkins, Brenda Manley and Anne Arnold, also have 
contributed greatly to the success of the marina.

Report of the 
SOLID WASTE AND WASTEWATER 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


During 1993, the Solid Waste and Wastewater Advi- 
sory Committee concentrated its efforts on securing 
funding and providing for implementation of the pro- 
posed Massachusetts Military Reservation regional 
septage treatment facility. The Committee has prepared 
draft intermunicipal, lease and operating agreements 
to define the relationship between Sandwich, Mashpee, 
and the National Guard for construction and opera- 
tion of the proposed facility. 


SWWAC also assisted in preparation of materials and 
presentations leading to Town Meeting approval of a 
6.5 million dollar bond issue for construction of the 
septage treatment facility. 


With the aid of Representative Tom Cahir, the 
SWWAC has reached agreement with the Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) for the comple- 
tion of the 201 Facilities Plan. Completion of the Plan 
will retain the Town’s eligibility for low interest State 
funding for construction of the septage treatment fa- 
cility at the Military Reservation. Completion of the 
201 Facilities plan is a joint effort funded by both Sand- 


wich and Mashpee. The draft report prepared by 
Weston and Sampson is currently under review by both 
towns. 


In May, 1993, the Town closed its septage lagoons in 
accordance with a State mandate. An agreement with 
the Town of Yarmouth to accept septage at the 
Yarmouth/Dennis septage treatment facility is in place 
to provide a temporary septage disposal site. It is ex- 
pected that this agreement will continue until the 
septage treatment facility at the Military Reservation 
is constructed. 


Current projections call for conclusion of 
intermunicipal and lease agreements and completion 
of the 201 Facilities Plan and selection of the septage 
treatment facility design consultant by May 1994. The 
septage treatment facility will be designed to work in 
conjunction with the new wastewater treatment facil- 
ity being constructed at the Military Reservation. Con- 
struction of both facilities is scheduled to be completed 
by September 1996. 


A committee composed of Sandwich, Mashpee, and 
Military representatives will select the design consult- 
ant and oversee the construction of the septage treat- 
ment facility. With the completion of the 201 Facili- 
ties Plan, the SWWAC expects to assume a role of 
monitoring both funding and construction scheduling.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF PLANNING AND 
DEVELOPMENT 


My first year as Director of Planning and Develop- 
ment for the Town of Sandwich has been a busy one. 
There are a vast amount of regulatory agencies at the 
Federal, State and local level that are intricately in- 
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volved in the planning and development process. It 
has taken a while to become familiar with these im- 
portant players as well as acquiring a good working 
relationship with them. It has been particularly inter- 
esting witnessing the rather large role that the regional 
planning agency, the Cape Cod Commission, has 
played and will continue to play in shaping the future 
of Sandwich and Cape Cod. 


Planning activities at the town level are in full swing. 
Through the grant that was awarded the Town by the 
Executive Office of Economic Affairs, the Marina Area 
Development Plan was completed last July. This plan’s 
contents will be incorporated into the Local Compre- 
hensive Plan (LCP). The Local Planning Committee 
is striving for completion of the LCP and eventual 
acceptance by Town Meeting in 1995. Although a lot 
of work has been done, there’s still a lot left to do. We 
will continue to have public meetings in which any- 
one is invited to participate. 


Last spring, on behalf of the Town and the Marina 
Subcommittee of the Economic Development Com- 
mittee, we submitted a proposal to locate the proposed 
Woods Hole Oceanographic “Ocean Science and Tech- 
nology Discovery Center” here in Sandwich at two 
possible locations. Although the plan was subsequently 
dropped by WHOI for financial reasons, we were one 
of six Cape communities chosen (out of forty-five sites 
proposed) to make a presentation before institution 
consultants. 


Planning Board activities as far as new subdivision 
submittals is down, however, their bi-monthly meet- 
ing agendas continue to be full with submissions of 
revisions, lot releases, development schedule requests, 
zoning bylaw changes, etc. 


Sandwich is a busy community. The building cap of 
170 new homes was met in 1993. In addition, the Re- 
gional Hospital of Cape and Islands and Costco, two 
major projects proposed in Town, are currently going 
through the Cape Cod Commission review process. 
The Town-owned land near the marina as well as the 
land owned by Daniel Striar in the Ridge District are 
other likely locations for future development propos- 
als. 


Grant applications will continue to be submitted on 
the Town’s behalf for various planning projects around 
the community. With the Town of Mashpee, we have 
submitted two grants to the Cape Cod Commission. 


By the end of March we will know if we have been 
successful. 


We also moved in October to 16 Jan Sebastian Drive 
in the Industrial Park. We are very happy to be here. 


Thanks to all Town departments for their help this past 
year. A special thanks to the Sandwich Engineering 
Department and Jan Hagberg, Principal Clerk for the 
Planning and Development Office, for their assistance 
and support.

Report of the 
TOWN MILLER 


Before Thomas Dexter built his mill, colonial settlers 
from Sandwich would journey to Plymouth for corn- 
meal. 


This past summer the farthest request we received for 
cornmeal came from Hawaii. The letter read: 


“A friend gave me some of your cornmeal which I 
have enjoyed very much. I am now out of it and would 
like to order some .. . Can I get it here in Hawaii? Do 
you have an outlet in Honolulu?” 


What say ye, Mr. Dexter? Would you have imagined 
this request in 1654? 


The season began on May 22. Cornmeal sold well. 
14,378 pounds were ground over the summer. 


During July and August an internationally known en- 
gineering company called upon us to give them guided 
tours of the mill. Their visits were particularly inter- 
esting for their conversations with people from so 
many different countries around the world. 


September traditionally has become the time when stu- 
dents from the three Sandwich elementary schools take 
field trips to the mill. Their enthusiastic interest in 
things that are very old was infectious. They learned 
stories about colonial life in Sandwich, watched the 
simple wooden gears and machinery in operation, and 
asked lots of questions. Finally, before leaving, ev- 
eryone got a chance to taste our freshly ground corn- 
meal. 


By the end of the season, 5,678 visitors had paid ad- 
mission and countless numbers of town residents had 
returned to the mill to check on the swans and the 
turtles and to buy some cornmeal. 


Columbus Day came quickly. The last of the corn- 
meal was sold and the water wheel came to a stop to 
end another season.

Report of the

Many 
commented that although they lived in Sandwich, this 
was their first visit to the house. Perhaps this is a good 
place to remind all residents that admission to the 
Hoxie House is free to them.

When they come in with friends during the 
summer, we are pleased to find that they remember 
what they were told in their short visit, and often help 
to conduct the tour.

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Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


1993 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police De- 
partment with a total of 6,516 complaints investigated. 
Serious crime increased to 635 offenses in 1993, com- 
pared with 609 in 1992. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious prob- 
lems, decreased to 154 from 169 in 1992. Two hun- 
dred seven larcenies were investigated, down from 239 
in 1992. There were two rapes investigated in 1993, 
none in 1992. One hundred seventy two cases of ma- 
licious destruction, a continuing problem, were inves- 
tigated, down from 201 in 1992. 


Other criminal investigations included assault 41 up 
from 39 in 1992, and auto theft 23 up from 20, in 1992. 
Sixteen drug violations were investigated along with 
one arson. The remaining complaints were of less se- 
rious criminal or service nature. 


Of the 6,516 complaints, Sandwich village accounted 
for 2,027, South Sandwich 2,763 (including 
Forestdale), and East Sandwich 1,688. 


Two thousand eight hundred nine complaints were re- 
ceived between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m.; 2,491 were recorded 
between 4 p.m. and 12 midnight; and 1,216 between 
12 midnight and 8 a.m. 


August was our busiest month with 739 complaints 
followed by July 725, June and September 598 each, 
May 544, December 525, March and October 500 
each, April 473, November 450, January 437, and 
February 427. 


Friday was the busiest day in 1993 with 1,008 com- 
plaints, followed by Saturday 997, Monday 955, 
Wednesday 943, Tuesday 911, Thursday 877, and 
Sunday with 825. 


A total of 327 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1993, up from 325 in 1992. One hun- 
dred thirty-eight inebriated persons were taken into 
protective custody and later released or transported to 
a detoxification center. 


One thousand seven hundred seventy motor vehicle 
citations were issued, which required either court ac- 
tion or were written warnings. Five hundred fifty-five 
motor vehicle accidents were investigated, up from 
515 in 1992. There were no fatal motor vehicle acci- 
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dents investigated in 1993, one in 1992. 


In service complaints, officers investigated 485 citi- 
zen reports of suspicious persons, vehicles and inci- 
dents, responded to 645 requests to see a police of- 
ficer, answered 923 burglar and holdup alarms, and 
served 292 summons and restraining orders. Forty- 
seven homes and businesses were found open by of- 
ficers during security checks. 


Assistance rendered numbered 1,006; 533 to the Fire 
Department and Ambulance; 167 to other law enforce- 
ment agencies and town departments; 19 to mentally 
disturbed persons; 97 to disabled motorists; one es- 
cort; 68 civil matters; and 121 animal related calls were 
handled by the police. 


$30,624.00 was turned over to the Town Treasurer 
from the sale of gun licenses; copies of police reports 
sold to attorneys and insurance companies; rentals on 
the police alarm board; alarms service fees; parking 
violations; and court fines. One hundred one Firearms 
ID Cards were issued, along with 147 Pistol Permits. 


Late in 1993 the Town of Sandwich Police Depart- 
ment received a $375,000 Police Supplemental Hir- 
ing Grant from the U.S. Department of Justice. Five 
additional police officers will be added to the depart- 
ment effective April 1, 1994, adding one additional 
officer to each shift 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance 
Committee, and other Town Departments and Boards, 
other Law Enforcement agencies, and, of course, my 
own officers for the assistance and cooperation they 
have shown me during the year.

There is an increase in most of the areas over last year. 
Of interest is the 18.7% increase in the percentage of 
ambulance calls in the Forestdale and South Sandwich 
areas of town. The East Sandwich section of the com- 
munity had a 12.9% increase in the total number of 
responses. 


Calls for structure fires were down from 71 to 52. How- 
ever, there was an increase from $377,300 to $482,020 
in losses. 


Vehicle fires were down from 38 to 22 with a decrease 
in losses from $116,877 to $25,350. 


Of all fires, 18 were arson related, with a correspond- 
ing dollar loss of $14,450. 


Automatic alarms resulting from system malfunctions 
were up from 104 to 116. Most of these were one call 
per location. 


Ambulance runs were up from 1,216 to 1,343; a 
10.44% increase. 


Motor vehicle accidents resulted in 135 responses. 


Hazardous material responses were up from 112 to 
136. 


Flammable liquid or gas leaks responded to prevent 
fire and/or explosion 42. 


Mutual aid received from neighboring communities 
87. 


Mutual aid given to neighboring communities 54. 


The Fire Department responded to 2,162 emergency 
calls in 1993, an increase of 10.4% over last year’s 
total of 1,959. In addition to the emergency calls listed 
above, the Fire Department provided 546 public as- 
sistance calls including: checking on residents living 
alone, safety checks of homes, assistance with medi- 
cal equipment, fire prevention lectures, giving direc- 
tions or information, etc. This number is up by 40 over 
last year.

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Seven instructors conducted 22 CPR classes for 176 
persons. These members deserve a special thanks as 
they do this on a voluntary basis.

Safety through proper fire prevention practices is very 
important to all communities. Review of properties 
relative to safety issues can reduce loss of lives and 
property, reduce economic impact due to lost use of a 
property, and maintain services. Nationally, over half 
of all businesses that are destroyed by fire either are 
not rebuilt or go out of business within two years. 
Assistance is desperately needed in this area. Proper 
inspection of residences and business locations is se- 
verely compromised when duty officers are interrupted 
by emergency calls, leaving the inspections uncom- 
pleted. In the best interest of the town, I am, there- 
fore, asking for the appointment of a fire prevention 
officer within the Fire Department. 


Thanks to the support of the town’s residents, the Fire 
Department is beginning to make progress in its goal 
to provide reasonable emergency response capabili- 
ties to the entire community. 


The May Town Meeting approved the funds needed 
to open Station #3 in Forestdale. With the assistance 
of the department personnel, renovations and repairs 
were done almost completely in house. Without the 
help and commitment of our personnel and the assis- 
tance of local merchants in providing needed materi- 
als, the work would have been limited to very minor 
areas. A special thanks is owed to all the many mer- 
chants who were supportive, ranging from outright 
donations to reduced pricing. | 


The opening of this station has enabled us to house an 
advanced life support ambulance with an EMT and a 


Paramedic at the station. Having two members with 
an ambulance at this station has greatly reduced our 
response times to homes and businesses in that area 
for both fire and ambulance calls. Previously the av- 
erage response time in this area of town was over 10 
minutes. Since the opening of the Forestdale station 
the average response time has been reduced to 6 min- 
utes or less. It further provides a much needed back 
up for the headquarters station for those incidents re- 
quiring additional personnel or equipment. Hopefully, 
it will not be too long before the East Sandwich sta- 
tion can be opened. A request has been made in the 
FY95 budget to work towards the assignment of per- 
sonnel at Station #2 in East Sandwich. This will be a 
long process depending on the ability of the town to 
hire personnel. This will allow similar service to be 
provided uniformly to all of the town’s residents. 


Recently two of our members were accepted by the 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) to 
become part of an Urban Search and Rescue Team. 
They have undergone many hours of training on their 
own to prepare for this. Additionally, five other mem- 
bers are trying to put together a dive team that will 
work in conjunction with other departments in the re- 
gion. This will allow us to provide a needed service at 
a minimal cost. 


There are many buildings, homes included, within the 
town that are out of reach of our ground ladders. A 
ladder truck would provide our personnel with a safe 
and secure platform on which to work. Without an 
aerial device suppression, rescue, ventilation, and other 
tasks are much more risky and in some cases not pos- 
sible. This community needs to provide funds for an 
orderly replacement of the older Fire Department’s 
vehicles including its ladder truck, brush breakers, 
rescue boat, etc. Without maintenance and improve- 
ment of our capabilities, we will all pay higher over- 
all costs not the least of which is higher premiums for 
fire insurance. 


Properly installed and maintained smoke detectors, 
reasonable house cleaning, and the adherence to rec- 
ommended safe practices are the keys to a safe home 
or business. This department will provide whatever 
assistance it can to see that all homes have operating 
smoke detectors. 


Hopefully, within the coming year we will have En- 
hanced 9-1-1 in operation. For this to work, all struc- 


tures must have the correct street number clearly af- 
fixed to them. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other 
town boards, departments, and committees, the citi- 
zens and organizations of Sandwich, other Fire/Res- 
cue Departments and especially the members of the 
Sandwich Fire Department and their families for their 
support and cooperation throughout the year.

Sandwich still has a considerable amount of undevel- 
oped land that can threaten homes when involved in a 
wildfire. Additionally, Otis Air Base’s impact area adds 
considerable potential to the possibility of a large wild- 
fire exposing itself to Sandwich. Cape Cod is second 
only to Southern California in its rate of fire spread. 
This are has a long history of some very large fires 
consuming several hundred acres at a time. With the 
build up of homes and other structures, we stand to 
lose a lot more than trees, etc. from a fast moving fire. 


The Fire Department responded to several brush and 
forest fires this year that could have easily gotten out 
of control had we not been able to place all of our 
equipment into operation. The chassis for the brush 
trucks were built in 1953, 1965, and 1967. I am con- 
cerned that these units will not last a great deal longer. 


Parts are very difficult to obtain for these vehicles. 


Those residents who wish to take advantage of the 
burning season, which runs from January 15 through 
the end of April, must do so with care. Wind and fuel 
conditions can cause small brush piles to easily get 
out of control and endanger lives and property. Per- 
mits are required in Massachusetts for any open air 
fire and may be obtained at the Fire Department. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other 
town boards, departments and committees, the citi- 
zens and organizations of Sandwich, other Fire De- 
partments and especially the members of the Sand- 
wich Fire Department and their families for their sup- 
port an cooperation throughout the year.

Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Sandwich Board of Health is an elected Town 
Board whereby each board member is committed to 
protect and promote the health and safety of the towns- 
people. As chairwoman of the Board, it has been a 
learning experience to try to understand the scope and 
content of the Board’s duties as authorized under the 
Commonwealth’s General Laws, the Sanitary Code, 
the Environmental Code and other relevant laws and 
regulations. 


Just a sampling of recent activities and issues that the 
Board of Health has addressed this past year are as 
follows: 


Adoption of an amendment to the Subsurface Disposal 
Works Inspection Prior to the Sale of Real Property. 
The Board would like to commend those local Real- 
tors who have complied with this regulation. 


Ongoing communication with Otis ANG Base through 
the TEAC meetings, Sandwich Sub-Committee Task 
Force and the most recently established Senior Man- 
agement Board. The goal is to speed up the investiga- 
tion and clean-up of the Massachusetts Military Res- 
ervation. 


The Board has adopted Stable Regulations and expects 
that inspections and enforcement will take place as 
mandated by the State Bureau of Animal Health and 
Dairying through the Barn Inspection Book. 


The Board strongly supports updating the current Title 
V Regulations. However, our hope is that D.E.P. will 
address the problems of on-site sewage disposal sys- 
tems and focus on environmental and public health 
concerns. We hope that D.E.P. will not be influenced 
by special interest groups and that they realize that 
Cape Cod is in an environmentally sensitive area, with 
a sole source aquifer as our only source of drinking 
water. 


Many towns in the Commonwealth have followed our 
example of establishing smoking regulations. 
Barnstable County Health is presently working on a 
Cape-wide smoking regulation which it hopes is imple- 
mented by the year 1995. 


Two more issues that are of great concern to the Board 
are the HIV/AIDS epidemic and Rabies. Our 
community’s best protection against both of these dis- 


eases is education and knowledge. Our hope is that 
each citizen will take the responsibility to become 
educated on both of these issues and begin to under- 
stand the needs of those living with AIDS. The quaint 
community of Sandwich is not immune to these dis- 
eases and the sooner we become informed on these 
issues, the better we will be able to fight them and put 
them in proper perspective. 


In order to help our Health Agent with his demanding 
schedule, the Board highly recommends the position 
of an assistant Health Agent to assist with inspections 
and enforcement within the Town of Sandwich.

Report of the 
ANIMAL CONTROL 
DEPARTMENT 


Last year was a busy one. The two rabies clinics vac- 
cinated many dogs and cats and were a great success. 
Licensing for dogs was up and with our first year com- 
plete for cat licensing, the numbers looked promising. 


I would like to stress the importance of licensing and 
vaccination for cats. We will very likely see rabies 
this summer on the Cape and cats, being animals that 
come and go at will, in and out of your house are the 
most likely pet to come in contact with rabid wildlife. 
The increase in this likelihood is what prompted me 
to have at least two rabies clinics per year. Vaccinat- 
ing cats is of utmost importance in protecting not only 
your family and pet but in protecting the general pub- 
lic from the spread of this deadly disease. The only 
cure for rabies is prevention. Dogs are the next link in 
this chain and need to be kept vaccinated and re- 
strained. I cannot stress enough the importance of vac- 
cination. 


Another issue I need to address is the feral (wild) cat 
population in Town. I have received numerous calls 
on strays/wild cats in the last year and have trapped 
and removed 36 animals in the last six months. These 
cats are born in the woods, not socialized and learn to 
live off the land. They are also not spayed or neutered 
or vaccinated. Some get hit by cars; some contract 
diseases and die; some starve and some freeze to death. 
Some come to your house and visit with your cat. Some 
questions to ask yourself: 1. Is your cat spayed or neu- 
tered or are you unknowingly adding to this problem? 
2. Is your cat vaccinated so when it comes in contact 
with one of these animals it’s protected? 


Licenses for cats and dogs will be available again at 
the clinic as in the past. Our next clinic hopefully will 
be held in late March or early April and the fall clinic 
will be held in late September or early October. 


This position is still part-time consisting of 32 hours 
per week except for the summer months when the 
hours will be increases to 40 hours per week. This 
increase will take effect in June 1994. My response 
time seems to be in question with some residents and 
I wanted to give this brief explanation: with over 
17,000 residents, 3,000 dogs and approximately 5,000 
cats, cover 44 square miles, it becomes increasingly 
impossible to answer every call in a few minutes time. 
I have tried to include additional programs such as 
Humane Education in the schools, spay/neuter pro- 
grams, and public education by providing the most 
current information on a variety of topics that the pub- 
lic has requested, i.e., rabies, coyotes, dog house plans, 
and pet care information. With the limited amount of 
hours and manpower, this department functions the 
best it can. 


I would like to thank the residents for the cooperation 
shown on the licensing for both dogs and cats but we 
still need to keep working on restraining dogs. I would 
also like to thank the Sandwich Police Department for 
the assistance they have provided me over the last year. 
Some of the emergencies covered would be close to 
impossible without them.

Report of the 
CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


The Town of Sandwich came through the past year 
without any significant storms or damage caused by 
high winds and flooding. 


We continue to move away from “Civil Defense” and 
more toward “Emergency Management” as noted by 
all the correspondence received by this department. 
On the federal level, it is Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, and the state level is Massachusetts 
Emergency Management Agency. All correspondence 
received in Sandwich is addressed to Sandwich Emer- 
gency Management. All this points to the need to move 
forward to keep up with the ever-changing situations 
that face the public safety departments. On the federal 
and state levels, courses are available to town depart- 
ments to help them deal with emergency situations 
such as hazardous materials, hurricanes, floods and 
earthquakes to name a few. We are trying to become 
more proactive, rather than waiting to react to situa- 
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tions. The people and procedures are in place, and we 
continue to prepare for the worst and hope for the best. 


During the upcoming year, we will be meeting with 
the building needs committee to request a permanent 
location for the Civil Defense Department. Ideally, the 
Emergency Operations Center and a department of- 
fice will be co-located. State officials have contacted 
and informed us that a great deal of surplus govern- 
ment equipment is available for our use. There is also 
a need to consolidate the equipment we have to one 
location. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citi- 
zens of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen, Police and 
Fire Departments, Public Works Department, School 
Department, Town Administrator, Town Hall Staff, 
other boards and especially the Civil Defense Com- 
mittee for their assistance during the year.

During the year of 1993, 578 electrical permits were 
issued.

Report of the 
PLUMBING/GAS INSPECTOR 


During the year 1993, 919 plumbing & gas permits 
were issued in the Town of Sandwich. 


Four hundred sixty seven plumbing permits for ser- 
vices and appliances were taken out for a total of 
$9,418.00. This was twenty more gas permits than in 
1992. 


This brought in a total of $37,633.00. 


Without the expertise and efficiency of the secretarial 
staff my job would have been extremely difficult, if 
not impossible. 


We raised the cost of permits last year. By doing this, 
the Town of Sandwich is equal with the inspection 
departments of the surrounding towns. 


With new gas lines installed by Colonial Gas a few 
years ago, and the high cost of electricity, a lot of 
homeowners have been installing gas heating systems 
and removing the electrical systems. 


I believe due to the economic status of our area, there 
were more remodeling plumbing permits this year 
compared to the previous years, but new homes are 
also on the increase.

Report of the 
ANIMAL INSPECTOR 


A year of change and improvement best describes 1993 
for the Animal Inspector’s position. The Board of 
Health passed a set of stable regulations for improv- 
ing the living conditions of the livestock in town. 
Yearly stable permits are now mandatory and avail- 
able at the Board of Health office. Quarantines are 
holding at approximately the same point as last year, 
although I expect them to rise this coming spring and 
summer. A brief word on quarantines: if your pet is 
vaccinated and bites a person, it is quarantined for 10 
days and released. If you own an unvaccinated pet and 
it bites someone, you have two options: 1) euthanize 
the pet and test for rabies; or 2) quarantine for six 
months with weekly checks from the Animal Inspec- 
tor. This means the dog never leaves your yard and 
you walk it on a leash, and your cat doesn’t leave your 
home!

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC 
WORKS 


This is my eighth year in this capacity for the Town of 
Sandwich, having served five years as elected High- 
way Surveyor and three years as Superintendent of 
Public Works. I have also served as Tree Warden since 
1981. 


1993 was a busy year for public works. The pattern of 
storm activity continues, with severe winds, coastal 
erosion, flooding, tree damage, and continuous snow- 
fall. These storms have created a tremendous addi- 
tional workload for the public works staff; cleaning 
of roads, tree removal, repair of snowplow damage, 
dune reconstruction, and equipment repairs occupy 
many hours of staff time. 


We take great pride in our ability to provide efficient 
service to the public during natural disasters, and wish 
to thank the many people who have assisted us in past 
storm restoration. 


During storms our department performs as one unit, 
however, throughout the year we are three divisions. 
A sample of activities is outlined below.

* Set up flu clinics, as well as other town activities at 
Human Services building. 

* Assist with new parking lot and trails for Murkwood 
Conservation area. 

* Planted additional flower beds throughout town. 


JTEC - Job Training Employment Corp 


During this past season the Town was included in the 
youth services program. These youths were respon- 
sible for litter pick-up on our roads, beaches and con- 
servation lands. In addition they painted all of the ex- 
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isting white guard rails and posts throughout the Town. 
This program was extremely successful for the kids 
and for the Town. The program also paid the Town for 
the hours our staff supervised the youths, and for any 
materials used in the program. 


Sanitation: 


Closure of the Town's septage lagoons included pump- 
ing of liquids and removal of all accumulated solids. 
Pits will be filled and area will be restored, and sludge 
will be landfilled. 


Hazardous Waste Collection Day, use of new vender 
for paint, allowed for savings of $10,000, and promo- 
tional activities increased the level of participation to 
451 households. 


Reduced tonnage to SEAMASS, recycling efforts con- 
tinue to reduce tonnage shipped, mailings are sent out 
quarterly to advise residents on recycling procedures. 


Mulch and compost giveaway, residents continue to 
take free of charge, screened compost, as well as mulch 
which was created by chipping of Hurricane Bob de- 
bris. 


In conclusion, during the current budget session I will 
be calling for bonding for major road reconstruction 
and resurfacing. By bringing a significant number of 
roads into a minor maintenance category we can save 
money in the future and have roadways free of de- 
fects. 


In September of 1993, Ms. Hallie Hunt of the Parks 
Department resigned her position. We thank her for 
her efforts, and wish her luck in her new career. 


Ronald Merriam, of the sanitation staff was honored 
by the Town as Employee of the Year for his untiring 
efforts and terrific attitude towards his work. 


Barry Jones the longtime Highway Division Foreman 
suffered a heart attack in September and has been out 
of work since that date. Mr. Jones’ experience is missed 
by our staff and we wish him a speedy recovery. 


On behalf of my staff I would like to thank all of the 
other Town departments for their assistance and sup- 
port throughout the year.

Report of the 
TREE WARDEN 


I hereby submit my thirteenth report as Tree Warden 
of the Town of Sandwich. 


Tree planting, pruning, watering, mulching, and fer- 
tilizing were carried out throughout the year. The work 
of full-time Park staff and seasonal staff provide ex- 
cellent year-round care of trees. 


The care of trees is much like caring for people. Young 
trees require extra attention after planting, similar to 
children; adolescent trees require pruning and train- 
ing, but require less care; older trees again require 
additional care, pruning, cabling, soil aeration, fertili- 
zation, and mulching to prolong their survival. 


As Tree Warden, I will continue to pursue grants for 
tree planting, and am proud to say we received an- 
other grant of $5,000 for this spring's planting pro- 
gram. During February we will apply for another grant 
to continue planting on Cotuit Road. 


The newest insect pest to hit our area is the Hemlock 
Wholly Adelgid found during spring of 1993 on the 
grounds of Heritage Plantation. Residents are advised 
to inspect any Hemlocks on their property for the pres- 
ence of this pest, and to seek the advise of a local tree 
company for any necessary treatment. 


Gypsy Moths have not been reported during the past 
year, however, residents are advised to be on the look- 
out and to report any activity or presence of this pest 
to my office immediately. 


Arbor Day will be celebrated by school children dur- 
ing the last week in April. I encourage all to plant a 
tree to commemorate this important day. 


Each year it becomes more important to thank the Ad- 
visory Landscape Council (ALC) for their contribu- 
tion to the planting and care of trees. Programs car- 
ried out by ALC include a Memorial Tree program, 
an Honor Tree program, and donations of specific 
projects such as Grove Street, Cotuit Road and Route 
130, and Dewey Avenue and Route 6A. This level of 
advisory and support for tree planting and maintenance 
should not go unrecognized.

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Report of the 
TOWN ENGINEER 


1993 was a year when the Engineering Department, 
as small as it is, completed or was involved in several 
more projects than in the past. 


Starting with the usual street takings, all those ap- 
proved by the Board of Selectmen and by Annual and 
Special Town Meetings were prepared and recorded 
at the Registry of Deeds. They included all or parts 
of: Tavish Way, Tower Hill Drive, Oyster Hill Drive, 
Viking Lane, Peggys Lane, Old Farm Lane, Fieldstone 
Drive, Magnusson Court, Fawn Road, Early Red 
Circle and Jan Sebastian Drive. 


We continued to work on a regional solution for 
septage treatment as authorized by Town Meeting. To 
that end we were involved in several issues. One is- 
sue involved working with the Selectmen, Superin- 
tendent of Public Works, Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection (DEP) and the Attorney 
General’s office to close the septage lagoons. After 
the closing, we submitted a permit application that 
DEP approved to dispose of the lagoon solids. 


We worked with the Selectmen, the Solid Waste and 
Wastewater Advisory Committee, and DEP to com- 
plete Sandwich and Mashpee’s joint facilities plan- 
ning report. Completing the report with DEP’s subse- 
quent approval will keep the two towns eligible for 
any revolving loan funds. We completed a first draft 
of the loan application and sent it to DEP. We will 
assist the Selectmen as the regional septage treatment 
plant design progresses and more information is avail- 
able concerning the loan program to determine if and 
how much money the Town can possibly save by bor- 
rowing money through the state loan program as op- 
posed to bonding the costs ourselves. 


After the unexpected failure of the combined septic 
system leaching facility at the fire and police stations, 
we received permits and installed a new leaching field 
and made minor modifications to improve the effi- 
ciency of the entire system. 


We have been reviewing the Route 6A reconstruction 
project being designed by the Massachusetts High- 
way Department. We have been sharing information 
on a continual basis. We also reviewed the state’s de- 
sign to reconstruct the Old County Road bridge in its 
existing location and without tree removal. 


As a result of Town Meeting’s vote, we provided over- 
sight to the design of the reconstruction of Jan 
Sebastian Drive. We expect to bid the project in the 
Spring of 1994. 


Because of old age and resultant leaks, we installed 
new roofs on the town hall annex and the rear section 
of the main town hall. We are presently assembling 
and evaluating alternatives for refitting the roof on the 
Department of Public Works building. We expect to 
make recommendations in time to complete the work 
before summer’s end in 1994. 


Working with DEP and the Superintendent of Public 
Works, we secured permits from DEP and the Board 
of Health to install a holding tank for the floor drains 
at the DPW garage. The tank was installed in compli- 
ance with DEP’s approved plan. Continuing along the 
lines of construction, we installed, in accordance with 
approved plans, a dump station at the Oak Ridge 
School and one at the Forestdale School to hold and 
ultimately treat wastewater from certain permitted 
holding tanks in Sandwich. 


The Engineering Department attended as required the 
meetings and hearings of all Town boards and com- 
mittees and commented, as requested by them, on plans 
and applications submitted to them. In general, we 
provided technical assistance to all Town boards and 
departments as requested by them. For example, we 
have been assisting the police and fire departments in 
checking the numbering of all buildings in order to 
comply with the new E-911 system. 


As agent for the Planning Board, the Engineering De- 
partment inspected the construction of road and drain- 
age in many subdivisions. 


Last but not least, we wish to thank Town Meeting for 
approving the purchase of the office building on Jan 
Sebastian Drive for Town offices. So far, the Engi- 
neering Department, the Director of Planning and 
Development, and the Planning Board have called it 
home since October. 


Looking into the future rather then into the past, we 
expect to be spending a lot of time in 1994 and be- 
yond working on the design of the regional septage 
treatment facility on the military reservation, After that, 
of course, will be the start of construction in 1995. We 
expect that project to finally conclude the issue of 
septage treatment for Sandwich. 
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However, I believe there are at least two other envi- 
ronmental issues the Town ought to think about deal- 
ing with. One is the reduction in the contaminant level 
in storm water runoff that flows into Sandwich’s 
coastal areas. These contaminants can be more harm- 
ful than treated effluent from a wastewater treatment 
plant outfall. The Town should evaluate the impact of 
stormwater runoff on our coastal resources. The other 
issue is Measuring any nitrates and organisms from 
septic systems in groundwater. A southshore commu- 
nity with ocean frontage like Sandwich is presently 
undertaking a nitrate loading “inventory” as a result 
of nitrate generators. From that info, any impacts can 
be evaluated. 


I wish to thank my staff, Christine Leonard and Alan 
MacKay, as well as all the Town officials, citizens, 
etc. for making 1993 a successful and rewarding one.

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Report of the 
PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The Town of Sandwich Nursing Department contin- 
ues to service the residents of Sandwich with the fol- 
lowing services: 


1. Mantoux testing (T.B. skin test), Mondays by ap- 
pointment 2-4 p.m. 


2. Blood pressure reading ( no appointment neces- 
sary), 2nd & 4th Friday of each month, 2-4 p.m. 


3. Lead screening (mandated by law), 3 times annu- 
ally, (appointment preferred) 


4. Flu clinics (scheduled each fall, no appointment 
necessary) 


5. Well women clinics - 3 per month (appointment 
necessary) 


6. Well men clinics - 1 per month (appointment nec- 
essary) 


7. Well child clinics - 1 per month (appointment nec- 
essary) 


8. Maternal/child visits (nurse visits home; nurse will 
make appointment) 


9. Home & office disease visits (as needed, appoint- 
ment necessary) 


10. Kindergarten clinic (physical mandated by law), 
bi-annually, (appointment necessary) 


11. Loan closet - durable medical equipment, wheel- 
chairs, canes (four prong), walkers, commodes, 
etc. 


12. Measles, mumps, rubella immunizations - 
annually 


The Sandwich Nursing Department, in conjunction 
with the Sandwich Health Association continues to 
offer many services to the residents of Sandwich. The 
Sandwich Health Association is a non-profit organi- 
zation and continues to co-sponsor the following clin- 
ics: 

° Flu 

* Lead screening 

* Well child 

° Well men 

* Well women 


* Preschool (Kindergarten) 
* MMR immunization program 


The Sandwich Health Association has contracted with 
Franey Medical Laboratory for a phlebotomist to visit 
the nursing department monthly to do the different lab 
procedures for the clinic recipients. 


In conjunction with the Visiting Nurses of Upper Cape, 
the Sandwich Nursing Department has been working 
with the Cape and Island Breast Initiative and Massa- 
chusetts Breast Coalition. The Department offers space 
for the services of a nurse practitioner to provide teach- 
ing for the clients when the mammography van visits 
the Upper Cape area. An agreement with the VNA of 
Upper Cape, and the Sandwich Health Association and 
Nursing Department officers a client a complete physi- 
cal and follow up when necessary. 


The Cape Cod W.I.C. (women, infants and children) 
program continues to visit the 3rd Wednesday of each 
month to provide their service for Upper Cape area. 


The Nursing Department, Council on Aging and the 
outreach worker continue to coordinate information 
and services to improve the quality of life for the se- 
niors of Sandwich. This will also include monthly 
meetings with the VNA of Upper Cape Cod. 


Again, there have been changes in the staff at the Nurs- 
ing Department. Colette Sullivan, our clerk/secretary 
has take a position with Appeals Board. Anne Balcom 
has been hired as our new clerk/secretary to replace 
Colette. 


Donations of durable medical equipment continue to 
be made available to the residents to be used in the 
sick room. 


The staff extends thanks to all the Town Departments 
that have given their support and assistance through- 
out 1993.

Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The purpose of the Sandwich Council on Aging is to 
act as a community resource and advocate to create 
and promote opportunities for the optimum in health, 
independence and well-being for senior citizens in 
Sandwich. 


The goal of the Council on Aging is to identify the 
needs of the elder population and provide facilities, 
programs and services to meet these needs directly or 
through coordination with other agencies. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security 
and well-being of our senior citizens and their fami- 
lies. Living independently in one’s own home as long 
as possible is important to most senior citizens and 
our Outreach Program contributes to that goal. We 
were happy to have Elaine Emery join us as the Out- 
reach worker. We work closely with many agencies 
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such as Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, 
Social Security Office, Medicaid Office, local doc- 
tors, hospital Social Service Departments, Sight Loss 
Services, Elder Law Project, local housing authorities 
and the Sandwich Fire and Police Departments. We 
continue to try and meet the challenge to supplement 
funding cuts to programs that are vital to senior citi- 
zens. Much of the help we receive comes from dona- 
tions and the willingness of Sandwich people of all 
ages to help in so many ways. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most 
of the credit for the success of the work of the Council 
on Aging. They make possible many programs such 
as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: Under the direction of Coor- 
dinator, Baerbel Davis, this group of men and women 
visit approximately 19 people each month. This group 
provides much needed social contact to seniors who 
are somewhat isolated and frail. We are always seek- 
ing new members to continue to expand this program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Six volunteers 
provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich Seniors 
to protect the safety and security of that person. There 
is no cost for the labor - just for the parts needed. Funds 
are available to pay the costs if there is a financial 
problem. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE CALLS: Telephone 
calls are made daily to seniors who live alone and 
would like the reassurance of regular contact. Our af- 
ternoon Front Desk Volunteers make the calls during 
the week, and during the weekend a volunteer makes 
these calls from her home. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the 
Sandwich Fire Department, the C.O.A. has 11 Knox 
Boxes (and is purchasing approximately 6 additional 
boxes through the Fire Department). These boxes are 
affixed to a frail senior’s door and allow access in an 
emergency to the Fire Department. This greatly in- 
creases the safety to frail seniors. 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate an eleven passen- 
ger van to transport seniors to grocery shopping, phar- 
macy, bank on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, 
the second and fourth Wednesdays, the van transports 
seniors to shopping at area Malls. Service was inter- 
rupted a few times this year due to breakdowns and 
the Forestdale Baptist Church came to the rescue with 


the use of their van. We thank them for their willing- 
ness to help. Because of the age of our van, it is used 
for local day trips (radius of 50 miles). Our thanks to 
our volunteer drivers and trip coordinator who makes 
these programs possible. We also have approximately 
18 volunteer drivers who are available to drive seniors 
to doctor’s appointments and hospital appointments. 
This program is critical as many seniors can no longer 
drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEERS: These volunteers 
staff the reception desk at the Council on Aging each 
afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine 
tasks such as reservations for activities and programs, 
van reservations, and newsletter addressing. They pro- 
vide a friendly greeting and capable service to anyone 
who calls or visits. 


The NEWSLETTER is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our news- 
letter. They make possible the in-house printing and 
mailing of our Newsletter to 1,989 people. This news- 
letter communicates the programs and services being 
offered at the Council on Aging as well as informa- 
tion on health, legal, and financial issues. At least fif- 
teen volunteers address and collate the newsletter each 
month. 


The NUTRITION PROGRAM is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the 
Senior Center serves at the Sandwich site. Volunteers 
deliver Meals on Wheels and help prepare and set up 
the Dining Center meal program four days a week. 
These volunteers are our “front line of defense” in iden- 
tifying concerns about someone on their route. 


The Council on Aging continues to administer the 
SURPLUS FOOD PROGRAM for Sandwich residents 
of any age. We also are the FUEL ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for any Sandwich resi- 
dent. 


In Fiscal Year 1993, our 127 volunteers gave 6,165 
hours valued at $66,214. Our volunteers are vital not 
only to the Council on Aging but to all Sandwich resi- 
dents. We honor them each year with a recognition 
luncheon made possible through a grant and donation 
from the Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich. Our heart- 
felt thanks goes to each one. 


Telephone calls logged for Calendar 1993 were 5,098. 
These are for general information and referral, trans- 
portation, social programs, outreach requests, fuel as- 
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sistance, financial assistance, health issues/screenings, 
insurance counseling - SHINE (Serving the Health 
Information Needs of Elders). 


Financial support comes from many sources - through 
a grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs our 
Outreach Worker is funded for 10 hours and we have 
the services of a receptionist for 20 hours each week 
under the Senior Aide Program through Elder Services 
at no cost to the Town. AARP administers a program 
to provide free income tax preparation to Sandwich 
Seniors at the Senior Center. The town budget funds 
the salaries of the full time Director and 30 hour/week 
Secretary as well as 9 hours for our Outreach Worker. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to 
the programs and services at the Council on Aging. 
They are: Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich 
Senior Citizens Club, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sand- 
wich, Lions Club, Kiwanis Club, Sandwich Women’s 
Club, Doll Museum Study Group, Shawme Heights 
Management, Inc. We thank them and ask you sup- 
port their fundraising efforts. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Depart- 
ments, including the Nursing Department, Recreation 
Department, Park Department, Town Assessor, Fire 
and Police Departments. These men and women are 
always ready to assist the Council on Aging and Sand- 
wich senior citizens. We thank them and sincerely 
appreciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the policy making Board 
of the Council on Aging. They each have added re- 
sponsibilities of expertise in various senior issues and 
activities. The Board would like to thank the citizens 
of Sandwich and officials for their assistance and sup- 
port during the year.

The Human Services Building houses the Council on 
Aging, Nursing Department, Recreation Department, 
Building Inspector, Conservation Commission, Board 
of Health, Board of Appeals, and the Sandwich His- 
torical Commission. 


The Building is also headquarters for the Elder Ser- 
vices of Cape Cod and the Islands, Inc., Meals on 
Wheels program, as well as the Dining Center meals 
served four days a week in the main room. 


The Human Services Building continues to serve as 
the meeting room for many Town boards, as well as 
civic groups in the evenings. There is rarely a night 
that this building is not being used for a meeting or 
activity. 


The Sandwich Arts and Crafts Association continues 
to rotate their artwork in the main room and some lucky 
people have purchased some of this artwork. Build- 
ing staff and visitors are fortunate to be able to see the 
many different works of these artists. 


The Community Thanksgiving Dinner continues to be 
held each year at the Human Services Building. Thanks 
to coordinators Jan Richards and Ed McLean, the at- 
tendance increases each year. This year, they added a 
home-delivered Christmas Dinner to senior citizens 
to their good works. 


Landscaping work has been done to enhance the area 
where the driveway was closed, and the sign for our 
building has been relocated to the entrance of our park- 
ing lot off the Oak Ridge School road. The Parks De- 
partment continues to do an excellent job maintaining 
the grounds at our building no matter what the sea- 
son. 


All the departments working at the Human Services 
Building thank Paul O’Connnell, our custodian, for 
all his hard work and for going “above and beyond” 
the call of duty. He is always helping with small re- 
pairs and he (with some help from his wife, Beryl) 
continues to add a welcoming touch to the entrance of 
the building with his seasonal window box displays. 
Visitors, as well as building staff, appreciate their hard 
work.

During 1993 the office of the Department of Veter- 
ans’ Services experienced an increase in the service 
area due to the number of Persian Gulf veterans seek- 
ing benefits.

Report of the 
VETERANS’ GRAVE OFFICER 


There are over 14 cemeteries in the Town of Sand- 
wich, with nearly five hundred grave sites of service 
persons of all the wars. Information regarding the lo- 
cation of each grave site is available from the Town 
Hall or the Veterans’ Grave Officer. Flag markers are 
placed on the grave sites as soon as possible after the 
internment. Flags will be placed just before Memorial 
Day and remain until they are removed by the Veter- 
ans’ Grave Officer. 


Information as to burial locations of our veterans is 
obtained from obituary columns in our local newspa- 
pers. This source is not perfect, however, because the 
information regarding private burial services or out- 
of-town veterans, for example, may be incomplete. 
We need to be kept up-to-date on newly interned vet- 
erans. If you are aware of a veteran whose grave is not 
being flagged, please call the Town Hall or the Veter- 
ans’ Grave Officer as soon as possible. 


We are especially concerned about the fact that sev- 
eral markers are missing and some flags have been 
moved from one grave site to another. The holders are 
very expensive, and we have had to replace at least 


twelve markers due to this vandalism and some be- 
cause of natural deterioration. 


Many thanks to all who helped me again this year. A 
special thanks to the American Legion and Auxiliary 
members who helped place the flags. A special thanks 
to the Parks Department which has maintained the 
cemeteries in excellent condition.

Report of the 
CABLE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Cable Advisory Committee meets the last Wednes- 
day of each month, except July and August, in the High 
School Library. Though the purpose of this commit- 
tee is to advise the Selectmen of matters pertaining to 
the license held by Harron to operate a cable televi- 
sion system in this community, it often becomes the 
sounding board between the company and the com- 
munity. 


Many changes have occurred in the operation of the 
cable company since January. A new program direc- 
tor, Dan Rodriguez, has been brought on board with a 
stated commitment of service to the Town. His inten- 
tion is to establish outreach activities to all facets of 
the community by embracing the talents and opportu- 
nities presented by a studio location in the High School, 
while developing program initiatives for all, from pre- 
schoolers to our senior citizens. 


The Cable Re-regulation Act of 1992, which was in- 
tended to stop the rapid increase in cable rates, has 
presented many more problems than it has resolved. 
Your cable committee is attempting to sort through 
the impact of this legislation and make it work for the 
best interests of Sandwich. 


The cable company is working together with educa- 
tional broadcasting to present MCET programs over 
Channel 66. These programs are produced by the Mas- 
sachusetts Corporation for Educational Telecommu- 
nications offering topics of student interest with the 
possibility of two-way and one-way video interactive 
learning. Teacher in-service and other community pro- 
grams are available on a daily basis. 


The Cable Committee has been fortunate to share the 
knowledge and experiences of Linda Polovina and 
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Tobin Wirt who found it necessary to resign from the 
board this year. Their sense of balance and desire for 
fairness in all cable decisions is a hallmark they leave 
to those who follow them on the committee. Les 
Hopkins and Kevin Kirrane have been appointed and 
have already demonstrated a willingness to serve. 


Cable Committee meetings are open to the public and 
we hope all who have comments, complaints, kudos 
or suggestions will take the time to let us know of 
their concerns. The Cable Committee may be reached 
by leaving a message at Town Hall or by calling one 
of the members: Steve Baker, Frank Curran, Les 
Hopkins, Bob James and Kevin Kirrane.

Report of the 
RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


1993 was another productive year for the Recreation 
Department and for the many coaches, volunteers, 
committee members and seasonal staff. We continued 
to provide the quality programs that the citizens of 
Sandwich have come to expect, while also trying to 
expand our offerings. 


Our Youth Sport Leagues thrived due to the many 
hours of service from volunteer board members, 
coaches, assistants and committed parents. “Thank 
you” just does not seem to do justice to the amount of 
time and dedication that the individuals involved with 
our Youth Sport Leagues put into these programs. This 
year’s leagues hosted the following number of par- 
ticipants: Little League Baseball 592, Babe Ruth Base- 
ball 125, Girls Softball 285, Spring Soccer 324, Fall 
Soccer 807, LaCrosse 75 and Basketball 635. New 
this year to our sports offering was a Field Hockey 
clinic run by Cassie LeMire that was very successful 
for girls in grades third through eighth. Another im- 
portant development was that the Little League base- 
ball board received permission to build a new field 
behind the Wing School. Funds will come from the 
Little League organization. 


Highlights of the year for the Recreation Department 
included the addition of Tee-shirts for runners of our 
Fourth of July Road Race. The custom designed Tee- 
shirts were a hit, but the day was not as rain damp- 


ened most of the events. The band concert and annual 
“boat parade” were rescheduled for the following day. 


-The Women’s Tennis League gave a generous dona- 
tion of $1,000.00 for the up-keep and maintenance of 
the Wing School tennis courts. We thank them for their 
continued support of our department and the tennis 
facilities at the Wing School. 


-The Recreation Committee was given permission to 
use the former Quirk house, behind the A&P, and ad- 
joining three acres for Recreational purposes. The 
committee has joined efforts with the Town’s Youth 
Task Force to fix-up the building for Summer Recre- 
ation programs and after school and weekend youth 
activities. We hope the building will be up and run- 
ning by the Spring of 1994. It is also hoped that joint 
efforts with the Foundation For Youth, will provide 
additional recreational opportunities at this site in the 
near future. 


-A total of 588 children and a few adults participated 
in the six week summer programs. The summer ended 
up with a “Family Day” which was a combination of 
the “end of the summer picnic” and the re-scheduled 
rain-out fourth of July events. 


-Fall brought new meaning to Halloween as the De- 
partment sponsored its first annual “Scare-Crow” con- 
test. The creations of horror and fright greeted all who 
passed by the Hoxie House. 


-Four very hard-working and dedicated committee 
members stepped down in 1993. Ann Haney, John 
Rodenbaugh, Roger Ruggles and John Terrell will be 
missed greatly by the Recreation Committee. Linda 
Bass, Susan Curran and Anthony Scalese are the new- 
est members of the committee and we look forward 
to working with them. 


The Recreation Department is staffed with one full- 
time Director, 23 summer employees and numerous 
volunteers.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Submitted herewith is the report of the Sandwich Pub- 
lic Library for the Calendar year 1993. 


The library in the past year was busier than in any 
time in its previous history. Circulation of library ma- 
terials exceeded all prior levels in every month. The 
amount of people using the library for meetings, 
classes, programs, reading, listening and viewing ma- 
terials, reference, computers, etc. made the Sandwich 
Library the second busiest library on Cape Cod. 


Radcliffe College continued its popular classes at the 
library for the second year to the delight of those who 
attended. 


In February the Board accepted a long range plan for 
the library. As part of this plan, a random telephone 
survey, paid for by the Friends of the Library, was con- 
ducted to provide guidance for the Board of Trustees 
in determining the direction that the library should take 
in coming years. After review, the long range plan was 
accepted by the Massachusetts Board of Library Com- 
missioners. 


The Friends of the Library continued their fund-rais- 
ing efforts through their popular weekly book sale. 
During the year, the Friends provided much needed 
funds for an exhaust system required by the Building 
Inspector for the meeting rooms’ kitchen, a video cam- 
era for taping children’s programs and the town wide 
telephone survey. Funds provided by the Friends en- 
abled over 300 children to participate in the popular 
Summer Children’s Reading program. The Friends 
also provided half the funds to purchase and install a 
new sound system in the meeting rooms. 


In June, the Library was awarded a Federal Grant to 
improve its business reference materials. A multiple 
CD Rom work station and various business-related 
data bases will be made available to the public with 
this award. 


In May, the Board of Trustees bid farewell to Jonathan 
Leonard who retired from the board after fifteen years 
of faithful service. Also retiring from the Board was 
Linda Fox.

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Report of the 
YOUTH TASK FORCE 


The following is a general overview of YTF activities 
for the past year. 


Task Force member, Kathy Brown, organized neigh- 
borhood coffees in various areas of town. These are 
excellent ways for parents of teens to come together 
with Task Force member Mike Miller, and discuss 
problems they are facing, share concerns, or be more 
informed about teen activities. Anyone may schedule 
a coffee by contacting the Task Force at P.O. Box 1982, 
Sandwich. 


Several meetings took place with Police Chief Whearty 
to work on the possibility of obtaining a D.A.R.E. of- 
ficer for this important elementary school program. A 
recent grant will provide for the training of the of- 
ficer, but the program is still not slated to be imple- 
mented. We are one of the few towns in SE Mass. 
who do not have this effective aid for youth. 


Camperships were granted to several elementary stu- 
dents. We assisted Nantucket and Falmouth in their 
decisions to select the Together We Can program for 
their towns. In October, we also participated in a semi- 
nar for follow up of all local towns who have com- 
pleted the Zogether We Can process. 


The year’s activities were: 


January 11, 12 - The seventh and eighth grade parents 
group and the Youth Task Force sponsored a presen- 
tation entitled “Teens and Aids, Playing It Safe.” The 
January 11 evening was for the parents of teens and 
attempted to give them a better understanding of the 
AIDS epidemic and to strengthen their roles as par- 
ents. The second evening was the same panel presen- 
tation made to seventh and eighth graders to help them 
obtain knowledge and make responsible decisions. 


January 27 - Ski trip to Mt. Sunapee, NH 


January 28 - Officer Mike Miller answered questions 
about the availability of drugs and alcohol in Sand- 
wich. 


February 13 - Valentine Dance at the Youth Center 


March 3 - High School Student Panel “Just Wait Until 
You Get to High School” was organized by Kathy 
Brown and presented to Junior High students. 


March 20 - Wrestling match fund raiser. 


April 7 - “Where Do We Go From Here?” The Task 
Force met with Thomas Rapone and Georgette Watson 
from the State House to discuss funding for the Teen 
Center. 


June 18 - Annual end of the school year beach party at 
Town Beach 


August 20 - High School beach party at Wakeby Lake 


September 29 - Mike Levine, author of “Fight Back” 
addressed the Task Force. 


December 29 - Ski trip to Mt. Sunapee, NH 


Alcohol continues to be the number one drug of choice 
among our youth. Drug use is still present in our com- 
munity, and we also have witnessed an alarming in- 
crease in teen pregnancies. 


Sandi Bradley directed the Youth Center at Canter- 
bury Plaza until March 31. The need for a permanent 
center for teens was proven by this experience. The 
Task Force and the Recreation Department joined 
forces to acquire permission from the Town to acquire 
the abandoned building off Quaker Meetinghouse 
Road, near the A&P. At a recent Town Meeting, vot- 
ers approved the Town's purchase of a piece of land to 
make the entire parcel near this building one large 
Town-owned property. 


Donations have helped us with all our programs. The 
continued concern and generosity of many towns- 
people have been most appreciated. Of particular note 
was a one thousand dollar check received from the 
Sandwich Professional Firefighters. Continued dona- 
tions and volunteer help are much needed to renovate 
the building. Work will be done in the spring.

Report of the 
HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority is a state and feder- 
ally funded agency which is connected to the Town, 
but receives funding from the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments. We are a Town agency even though we are 
not Town funded, as our Commissioners are elected 
at Town elections in May. One of our five Commis- 
sioners is appointed by the Governor. 


The Housing Authority’s mandate, according to Mas- 
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sachusetts General Laws, Chapter 121B, is to develop, 
maintain and manage low-income housing units for 
persons and families who fall within the following 
income admission limits:

These are NET income figures. 
There is an Asset Limit of $15,000 per family. 


The end of this year sees us ever closer to realizing 
our dream of constructing the Special Needs and Eld- 
erly units for Sandwich. We have received our final 
drawings and met to review the bidding process and, 
if all continues to go well, we hope to be going out for 
bid sometime within the next month. Having overcome 
all of the obstacles that have been placed in our path 
such as title disputes, access problems etc. we can now 
look forward to seeing 52 new units occupied by con- 
ventional elderly, congregate frail elderly, Department 
of Mental Retardation and Department of Mental 
Health clients. Once again, I cannot thank the various 
Town Departments, the Commissioners, our attorney 
Brian Garner, our architect Anthony Ferragamo and 
our ever supportive neighbor and friend Tom Tsakalos 
enough for their constant support. 


We are still pursuing funding from Farmer’s Home 
515 Application for 24 family units. After we have 
updated the Market Study we will resubmit the appli- 
cation for further comment. 


Thanks to recent MOD Funding, we were able to 
reinsulate our 705 units at George Fernandes Way this 
year. We have also managed to solve the drainage prob- 
lem there and are in the process of updating our septic 
system. We also have been granted money from 
EOCD, our State funding source, to change the heat- 
ing system from electric to gas in order to save money 
on energy costs for the families who reside in our fam- 
ily housing. 


Sandwich is part of the LHA Transitional Demonstra- 
tion Program funded by the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services through EOCD which brings ser- 
vices to help troubled families on the program but hope 
to have more as the program moves along. The Fam- 
ily Self-Sufficiency Program of which we are a part is 
also a new Demonstration Program funded by the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. We 


have received 3 Section 8 vouchers and presently have 
2 families enrolled in the program. The goal of both 
programs is to help families to break the chain of de- 
pendency. 


All in all, this has been a very productive year for the 
Sandwich Housing Authority. We look forward to an 
even more productive year in 1994 when we will see 
our new Elderly and Special Needs Housing being 
constructed and occupied. We will lay the groundwork 
for establishing the new Sandwich Housing authority 
office and hire a site manager to be trained by our 
current Executive Director as outlined in our agree- 
ment with EOCD. Always on the outlook for new fund- 
ing, we will endeavor to replace the constant funding 
cuts by applying for new grants and by establishing 
new programs. With the continued support of our 
Board, the Town Officials, our residents and the citi- 
zens of the Town of Sandwich, we will continue to 
advocate low and moderate income housing for all 
those in need.

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Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


After thirteen years of service as Superintendent, Dr. 
Joseph F. Nicholson, in December 1993, left the ser- 
vice of the school system for the purposes of retire- 
ment. As the Superintendent replacing Dr. Nicholson, 
I am initially quite impressed with the caliber of the 
professional and support staff of this system. It will 
be my commitment to the children of this community 
to continue to provide the excellence that has histori- 
cally been provided to the youth of this wonderful 
community. I am most pleased to be joining 
Sandwich’s team of professionals and to serve as your 
Superintendent. 


The past year has proven to be one of exceptional tran- 
sition in the system as regards some of the key play- 
ers. 


Since the last Town Report, Jane Macdonald has joined 
our administrative staff, in the newly formed position 
of Director of Curriculum and Instruction. Jane has 
already been responsible for writing successful grant 
applications that have added over a half million dol- 
lars to the schools, providing incentives for teachers 
and adding programs such as a new health program at 
the elementary level. The inspiration and leadership 
Jane has shown in her first year offers great promise 
for our system. Our curriculum should now provide 
greater sequential continuity and greater emphasis 
placed in those curriculum areas which require mas- 
tery. 

In August 1993, a beloved colleague was suddenly 
and violently taken from this school system. Mary 
Ellen Rhodes-Rice was the Director of Reading for 
the Sandwich Public Schools. In that position she had 
upgraded the reading curricula and began innovative 
programs which greatly benefited students and teach- 
ers. Amemorial fund has been established in her honor 
which provides library books to our schools. It is be- 
fitting that her most cherished goal - the enhancement 
of reading opportunity for the children of Sandwich - 
will continue in her name. 


Two of our teachers who together provided over 30 
years of service to our system, have retired. Dorna 
Allen and Gretchen Webster will be sorely missed. 


Lastly, on a happier note, Ann Hamlen, who is a 
Forestdale kindergarten teacher and who has taught 
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23 years in our sysiem, was chosen as the Sandwich 
Teacher of the Year for 1993. Her outstanding contri- 
bution has been appropriately recognized by this sin- 
gular distinction. 


With the passage of the Education Reform Act this 
summer, our schools have been busy carrying out elec- 
tions and appointment of school councils. These new 
councils are composed of teachers, administrators, 
parents and volunteer community members. For the 
Sandwich Schools, this task was made quite easy by 
the fact that Principal’s councils had existed for years. 
Our dedicated staff, involved and supportive parents, 
and a trusting and trusted leadership team all now con- 
tinue to work for school improvement. 


We were very pleased to be notified by the Massachu- 
setts Commission of Education in this past year that 
the Henry T. Wing School was cited by the State of 
Massachusetts as a “Blue Ribbon School” and the 
application written by 33 staff members and parents 
was forwarded by the Commissioner to the Depart- 
ment of Education in Washington, D.C., for recogni- 
tion as one of the top 25 schools in the United States. 
The outcome of the federal evaluation will be known 
by the summer of 1994. This is, indeed, an outstand- 
ing accomplishment by the staff of this school and a 
tribute to the leadership of Mr. Janelli, the school’s 
principal. 


Several of our sixth and seventh grade students quali- 
fied for, and participated in, the Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity Center for Talented Youth Program. These stu- 
dents who participated took the SAT exams (grade 
seven) and the PSAT’s (grade six) at a local testing 
site. Results reflected some remarkable achievements 
in both mathematics and verbal skills by Sandwich 
students. 


We are also pleased that the Reading Recovery pro- 
gram continues to provide early intervention for first 
grade students who are at risk of reading failure. The 
immediate goal of this program is to assist these chil- 
dren to read at or above the level of their first grade 
peers in the least amount of time. Research has shown 
that children typically meet this goal in 12 to 16 weeks. 
This program, then, provides children with a second 
chance to begin as independent readers. 


Sandwich High School received the results of the 
NEASC’s accreditation team’s report in May, 1993. 
The report commended the high school for its efforts 


to maintain a comprehensive program despite serious 
budget cuts. It also commended the commitment of 
the experienced, highly qualified and dedicated ad- 
ministration and staff in coping with the budget re- 
ductions. The committee also noted reference to a 
school climate marked by good morale and by loy- 
alty, trust and rapport between faculty and students. 
The committee was particularly pleased to note the 
following six aspects: 


* the decision that school goals should emphasize the 
worth of students as individuals. 


* the school’s recognition of the need for all profes- 
sional staff members to model the attitudes, values, 
and standards expected for students. 


* the well-organized and clearly communicated 
policy for referring students for special education as- 
sistance. 


* the elective communication between guidance, spe- 
cial education, the school nurse, administrators and 
others involved in student support services. 


* the faculty’s high level of interest in and understand- 
ing of the educational and personal needs of students 
served by the school. 


* the extensive parental support in school programs 
through a wide variety of volunteer organizations. 


Included also were the following five areas which need 
to be addressed: 


¢ enchance and increase the effectiveness of curricu- 
lum coordination between academic areas and student 
support programs. 


* take steps to restore a range of electives that meet 
the diverse needs of students. 


* provide and adequately staff a supervisory struc- 
ture that ensures appropriate support, coordination and 
supervision of curriculum development, classroom 
instruction and service delivery. 


* design and implement measures to provide mean- 
ingful faculty involvement in the school’s decision 
making process. 


* develop and implement a plan to systematically 
evaluate student performance for the purpose of de- 
termining needs for academic assistance, assessment 
of the appropriateness of the curriculum and evalua- 
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tion of the extent to which school goals have been 
achieved. 


The school has made a strong effort to examine these 
areas and take positive steps toward improvement. 


Enrollment figures are steadily increasing as the town 
of Sandwich experiences growth in every area. This 
year an additional 55 students were enrolled at the high 
school. We also have 170 seniors who will graduate 
in June, 1994, and an incoming freshman class of 249 
for September, 1994. The growth of the system and, 
at the same time, increasingly limited school budget 
dollars represent an incongruity which cannot continue 
without effecting the quality of education in our com- 
munity. 


I am, nevertheless, pleased to be assuming the “helm” 
in this marvelous community and school system. I look 
forward to the coming year and the many difficult 
challenges ahead as we attempt to achieve this deli- 
cate balance of providing the best quality of educa- 
tion possible with increasing numbers of students and 
decreasing dollars available per student.

Report of the 
SANDWICH SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich School Committee just ended an ex- 
tremely busy year for education in Sandwich. Start- 
ing in January of 1993, the Committee began its search 
for a replacement superintendent for the retiring Dr. 
Joseph Nicholson. Following a vigorous screening 
process in the spring, the Committee interviewed three 
recommended finalists. Due to the amount of money 
being offered by the Committee for the job and the 
amount of money expected by the prospective candi- 
dates, the Committee was unable to come to contract 
with either of the three. 


Another round of advertising and another screening 
carried us through the summer months and into the 
early fall. In October, it was decided to offer the job 
and enter into contract with Mr. Peter J. Cannone of 
East Longmeadow. His starting date of employment 
would begin on January 3, 1994. 


The Committee is deeply grateful to Dr. Nicholson 
for his devoted service to the Town of Sandwich. We 
wish him long life and a well-earned peaceful retire- 
ment. 


The Committee continued to work towards obtaining 
the goals that were initiated by the High School Ac- 
creditation report from the previous year. Ms. Jane 
MacDonald started in January as the first curriculum 
director in Sandwich. She immediately tackled the 
immense problem of curriculum coordination and su- 
pervision and has to date written grants and received 
revenues from various sources in the thousands of 
dollars. 


The Committee was able to negotiate to conclusion 
an agreement with the teachers union. The Commit- 
tee and the union are continuing to work in a positive 
attitude to remedy many problems facing collective 
bargaining and educational needs in Sandwich. 


The Massachusetts Education Reform Act came into 
being in late summer. Parent advisory councils were 
immediately put into place and the Committee stands 
ready to work with each of the four councils for the 
improvement of education and communication in 
Sandwich. The Committee is keeping a skeptical eye 
on the Massachusetts State House to make sure that 
this Reform Act receives adequate funding in the years 
ahead. The funding issue will be very critical as we 
prepare budgets in the future. 


The Committee has become alarmed at the rapid in- 
crease in enrollment the school system is facing. At 
the request of the School Committee, the Selectmen 
formed a School Building Needs Committee to look 
at present space and make recommendations for the 
future. We urge each resident to monitor our school 
population for the next few years. There appears to be 
another explosion of school children entering the sys- 
tem and it will have a significant impact on future bud- 
gets and funding. 


The Committee would like to extend to all the teach- 
ers, administrators and support personnel a thank you 
for a job done exceptionally well last year. We thank 
the taxpayers and parents for their patience and for 
their support for the public education system of Sand- 
wich. 


We would also like to thank the various town depart- 
ments that have cooperated with us in the usual fine 
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fashion. Most of all, we would like to thank the stu- 
dents from kindergarten to twelfth grade for constantly 
reminding us why we are here.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


School Committee Meetings: School Committee 
Meetings are held at 7:30 p.m. on the first and third 
Wednesdays of each month. 


School Entrance: Any child resident of Sandwich may 
attend Kindergarten provided he/she has reached the 
age of five years on or before September first of the 
year of entrance. 


The State Laws require that all children seven years 
of age and over, who are physically and mentally able, 
attend school. 


Birth Certificate: A birth certificate is required for 
all children entering either Kindergarten or First Grade. 


Medical Requirements: Medical requirements for 
school entrance are immunizations according to the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: The School Committee or Board 
of Health shall cause every child in the public schools 
to be separately and carefully examined by a physi- 
cian duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first 
year after entrance and at intervals of either three or 
four years thereafter. 


No School: Every effort will be made to have school 
whenever feasible. On days when transportation by 
bus is impossible, school will not be in session. No- 
tice will be broadcast over radio stations WQRC, 
CAPE 104, WCOD, WOCB, WXTK and WPLM, 
beginning at 7 a.m. In addition, there will be signals 
from the fire stations at 7 a.m. and 8 a.m. as follows: 
four signals from the East Sandwich and Forestdale 
Stations and the Sandwich Station will sound 2 pause 
2 signal four times. In the event that it becomes nec- 
essary to close school before the regular dismissal time 
due to power failure, severe weather conditions, etc., 
the above radio stations will broadcast this informa- 
tion at 12 noon.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH COMMUNITY 
SCHOOL 


Since the last Town Meeting, the Community School 
has continued to grow by a rate of approximately 20%. 
Starting FY-94 with approximately $117,000 in the 
revolving account proved to be quite fortuitous as we 
experienced many unforeseen capital expenditures. 
During F'Y-94 we were able to fund the upgrade of the 
High School Computer Lab as well as an upgrade of 
our internal computer system. These three projects 
totaled almost $60,000. Had we not been in a position 
to fund these projects we would have had serious prob- 
lems at the Child Care Center, our Computer Educa- 
tion program would be outdated and our internal com- 
puter systems would not have been adequate to guar- 
antee the necessary controls on our 1.4 million dollar 
cash flow. 


Also, during FY-94 the Community School conducted 
an internal audit of its books from 1977 to the present. 
This was then verified by the outside, independent 
auditing firm of F. Thevenin & Associates of Brockton. 
The independent review made several recommenda- 
tions on how we could tighten our internal controls, 
most of which were implemented prior to the comple- 
tion of the review. In most other areas our existing 
controls were more than adequate. 


Other noteworthy happenings in the Community 
School during FY-94 include: 


1. Creation of the Sandwich Youth Job Corp. This pro- 
gram was funded totally by the Community School. 
It provided summer jobs for six high school stu- 
dents working in the schools as well as Town Hall. 


. Creation of a $1,000 Community School Scholar- 
ship to a graduating senior from Sandwich - start- 
ing in June 1994. 


. The Child Care Center received National Accredi- 
tation from the National Academy of Early Child- 
hood Programs which is a division of The National 
Association for the Education of Young Children 
(NAEYC). 


. The dance program found a permanent home in the 
basement of the 1927 building at the Wing School. 


. Enrollment of over 14,000 people. 


As we look to continue our recent growth in the fu- 
ture, one major obstacle remains - space. We could 
easily increase our Child Care enrollment by a factor 
of 50%. However, this is impossible because at present 
we are running at about 95% capacity. We could offer 
many more Adult Ed programs, especially classes for 
seniors during the day. However, day school enroll- 
ment is fast approaching capacity. These two programs, 
The Child Care Center and Adult Ed., account for ap- 
proximately 65% of our total program. Therefore, 
growth potential in these two areas remains my top 
priority. As of this writing (January 1994), the Com- 
munity School is having another solid year financially. 
Projections at this point range from 10,000 to 20,000 
in anticipated operating surplus for FY-94. Our good 
fortune is due in large part to the dedication and hard 
work of the Community School Staff including Jan 
Soumas, Child Care Coordinator and Joan Nagle, Pool 
Coordinator. 


I would also like to extend my sincere appreciation to 
the citizens of Sandwich who continue to support our 
programs, and the central office staff at the Commu- 
nity School, including Carolyn Buckland, Susan 
Vigliano, Marcia McCluskey, Lori Donovan-Cohen 
and Susan Perry. Without these five individuals any 
success we may have achieved would not have been 
possible. When you call or stop by the Community 
School office you probably deal with one of these in- 
dividuals. They process over 14,000 registrations per 
year, plus oversee building schedules and answer the 
phone. The Community School is very fortunate to 
have such outstanding people as these as its represen- 
tative to you, our customers. Thanks also to the Sand- 
wich School Committee chaired by James Foley, the 
Sandwich Public School Teachers and Administrators, 
the Sandwich Community School Executive Council 
chaired by William Moore and the Board of Select- 
men currently chaired by Ed Condon who back in 1990 
allowed the Community School to use the portables 
as a Child Care Center. 


Thanks are also due to Dr. Joseph Nicholson, former 
Superintendent of Schools, who went on record as sup- 
porting the notion of a Child Care Center back in 1989, 
and supported the Community School’s plan to use 
the portables as a Child Care Center. He was also sup- 
portive of the Community School when we were not 
as financially stable. At the time, these positions were 
not always popular. Nonetheless, Dr. Nicholson sup- 
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ported the Community School and I am most grateful 
for his support, I wish him all the best as he begins his 
retirement. 


I am also looking forward to working with our new 
Superintendent, Mr. Peter Cannone. 


At the Community School, we are committed to pro- 
viding opportunities for lifelong learning and enrich- 
ment to the citizens of Sandwich. As we move toward 
the next century, I look forward to this challenge and 
pledge to do all that I can to build upon our recent 
good fortune.

High School enrollment, as of October 1, 1992, con- 
sisted of eighty-seven (87) students from Bourne, one 
hundred fifteen (115) from Falmouth, nine (9) from 
Marion, thirty-nine (39) from Sandwich, and one hun- 
dred eighty-two (182) from Wareham. An additional 
thirty (30) students were enrolled in the Licensed Prac- 
tical Nursing Program; one (1) student was tuitioned 
from the Town of Rochester and thirteen (13) students 
were tuitioned from the Town of Plymouth. Adult 
tuitioned students, specialized afternoon and evening 


occupational programs and summer programs are ad- 
ditional to these enrollments. 


Through Federal Grant Funding a computer lab was 
added in September with twenty-four (24) networked 
stations. Successful completion of Introduction to 
Computers is now a requirement for all students, and 
advanced courses are available as electives. As inter- 
active communication system with M.C.E.T. has been 
added to enable students to access educational broad- 
casts through a satellite communications system. The 
Marine Department has purchased a custom-built hy- 
draulic trailer capable of handling a 30' boat in order 
to add instruction in boat transportation to the cur- 
riculum. 


The Tech Prep Program, in affiliation with Cape Cod 
Community College and a number of other Cape 
school systems, continues to expand. 


One year expansion of ten (10) students for the LPN 
Program was approved. Thirty (30) students were 
graduated from the program this year. 


Upper Cape Regional hosted the VICA District Com- 
petition this year. UCR students won three (3) Gold 
Medals, five (5) Silver Medals, one (1) Bronze. Two 
(2) State VICA Officers and one additional student 
qualified for National Competition. Our Soccer Team 
was the Mayflower League champion with a 12-0 sea- 
son in league competition. An Alumni Association 
organized and held their first even in June, a Family 
Barbecue, which attracted over 300 alumni of the 
school. Plans are underway for other activities. 


The graduating Class of 1993 included nineteen (19) 
students from Bourne, nineteen (19) students from 
Falmouth, three (3) students from Marion, twelve (12) 
students from Sandwich and twenty-seven (27) stu- 
dents from Wareham. The LPN graduates included four 
(4) from Bourne, ten (10) from Falmouth, one (1) from 
Marion, three (3) from Sandwich and twelve (12) from 
Wareham. 


The Education Reform Act which passed in the final 
days of FY93 brings the potential for improvements 
to educational programs which strengthen the capa- 
bilities of our students. We are committed to working 
with state authorities, our local school systems, and 
school councils to continuously improve our school. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards which as- 
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sist us in developing and maintaining educational pro- 
grams, various town and school officials who support 
our efforts, and the administration and other school 
employees who continue to contribute to the success 
of Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical 
School.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Once again, the Town of Sandwich entered in a new year 
with fiscal concerns and a variety of challenges. The FY 95 bud- 
get message to all Town departments was that funding from the 
Commonwealth was uncertain, and tight reins would be neces- 
sary to avoid an override. Every effort was made to control the 
tax rate. As always, Town departments responded with coopera- 
tion and worked in a dedicated fashion to run their departments 
efficiently with low budgets. They succeeded, and we congratu- 
late them. 


As one month followed another, so did one challenge fol- 
low another. On March 17, the Cape Cod Commission reached a 
decision to deny COSTCO’s application to open a facility in Sand- 
wich. In April, as a direct result of the Department of Justice grant 
awarded to our Police Department in December of 1993, the Town 
was able to hire five additional police officers and implement a 
new community policing program. 


June brought another Boardwalk Celebration. The kites flew 
high, the music rang clear, the strawberries were delicious, and 
the community spirit rang true. What a tribute to the special people 
who are Sandwich! 


Summer in Sandwich wouldn’t be summer without the Sand- 
wich Town Fair, and we were not disappointed. There was some- 
thing for everyone from Baby Bop to breathtaking rides to scal- 
lops. 


The Marina began it’s season facing challenges, but the 
staff pulled together and the marina enjoyed a very busy and pro- 
ductive season. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority broke ground for forty- 
six units of senior housing; it was a special occasion for the senior 
population of Sandwich, as well as those of use who hope to be- 
come senior citizens of Sandwich. 


With the support of Town Meeting, the D.A.R.E. program 
was introduced to our schools in September; Spaulding Hospital 
broke ground for its new facility; we honored our Veterans with a 
WWII Commemorative Parade; a ribbon cutting ceremony cel- 
ebrated the receipt of a grant to make Jan Sebastian Drive more 
viable; and the Community Recreation Building, while not quite 
complete, celebrated with a Volunteer Reception. 


In December, we were pleased to honor as Employee of the 
Year; Gerald Caron, from the Assessing Office. We honored as 
our Volunteer of the Year: Mr. Clarence Strack and Mr. Richard 
Gallant, both of the American Legion, Post 188. We are also 
pleased to acknowledge our Fifteen Year Employees: Walter 
Alvezi, Hillis Earle, Lucille Farrar, Robert Hannon, Paul Huggins, 
Richard McMorrow, Patricia Menesale and Sandra Serchuk. 


Twenty-Five Year Employees honored were: Pamela Santin 
Mary Celata, Vincent Harrington and Merilyn Myers. 


Throughout the year, we have been ably represented on th 
Senior Management Board at the Massachusetts Military Rese 
vation by Selectman Edward Condon. The Management Boar 
has had a great deal of meaningful input into plume containme 
and cleanup of the Base, which is expected to cost an estimate 
$253,000,000 to complete. The Board of Selectmen view tot 
clean-up of the MMR as an issue to exert every possible pressur 
to ensure completion of the cleanup as expeditiously as possibl 


We will also continue our efforts to control the tax rate a 
we review, in addition to our departmental operating needs, suc 
varied issues as a long-term capital improvement plan and th 
ongoing negotiations for a multi-year lease to New Englan 
Aquarium for land in the marina area. We remain active and ale 
to the State’s planning of an up-grade of Route 6A, and we shal 
be studying the creative idea of building a new library and mov 
ing the Town offices to the existing library. 


At Selectmen’s meetings, we have included additional pub 
lic forums and have encouraged the participation of our citizens 
We appreciate the comments we receive from the public and ar 
convinced that, as acommunity, we can all work together to main 
tain the special quality of life that we share in Sandwich.

Report of the 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In nineteen ninety four Town of Sandwich departments an 
staff continued their attempts to expand the level and quality o 
service provided to the public while spending within the Town’ 
means and making the most of the funds made available to eac 
department. In virtually every department, new and expande 
programs were implemented with groundwork laid for future ac 
clivities. Highlights for the year included attempts to expand th 
tax base with appropriate commercial development, progress to 
wards addressing several infrastructure needs, receipt of gran 
funds to bolster municipal services, and long range financial plan- 
ning efforts. 


Town Meeting overwhelmingly approved the creation of 
Growth Center Technology District off Exit 3 of Route 6 which 
will allow approximately 120 acres to be commercially devel 
oped within approved guidelines. This zoning change, prepare 
by the Director of Planning and Development and Planning Board, 


ould serve to broaden the Town’s tax base and allow for safe, 
ttractive development with a less cumbersome regulatory review 
rocess. It will be important for the community to work with 
ected land owners and assist in identifying appropriate busi- 
esses to locate in the District. 


Development efforts were also improved during 1994 when 
sandwich and the rest of Cape Cod was designated as an Eco- 
omic Opportunity Area by the Commonwealth. The ramifica- 
ions of this designation are being explored by the Economic De- 
velopment Committee to see if steps can be taken to improve de- 
velopment opportunities in Sandwich. 


Existing business owners in the Sandwich Industrial Park 
vorked with local and state officials to receive up to $478,000 in 
Public Works Economic Development funds to reconstruct Jan 
Sebastian Drive, the road which services the Park. The vast ma- 
ority of improvements were completed by Fall with a 
zroundbreaking ceremony held to celebrate the work which will 
nake the site a more viable and attractive area for the future. 


Construction started in 1994 on the Rehabilitation Hospital 
of the Cape and Islands project off Service Road and negotiations 
commenced with the New England Aquarium Marine Life Center 
for the use of several acres of town land near the Sandwich Ma- 
rina. Both organizations were able to proceed with their plans 
after Town Meeting action enabled them to access town lands and 
submit development proposals. Next year will clarify if the Ma- 
rine Life Center is able to become reality. 


The Town office building on Jan Sebastian Drive received 
additional funding at Town Meeting to complete renovations to 
allow the Inspections, Engineering, and Planning and Develop- 
ment offices to be located in the same building. The amount of 
time taken to finish the project has been frustrating, but the of- 
fices will be completed in early 1995 with actual relocation planned 
for March 1995. 


Some of the many grant awards the Town received were put 
to effective use in the Police and Council on Aging departments. 
The most significant award was a three year, $375,000 grant to 
fund the hiring of five new police officers in the late Spring of 
1994. These officers expanded the Police Department’s presence 
throughout Sandwich and enabled several community oriented 
policing strategies to be implemented. Police services were fur- 
ther enhanced through receipt of state funds for implementing a 
D.A.R.E. program in the School Department for the “94-"95 school 
year. The Council on Aging received a new seven passenger van 
from the Attorney General’s Office, one of only twelve vehicles 
awarded across the state from 110 applications. 


The Massachusetts Military Reservation received a federal 
appropriation of close to $250 million to study, contain, and clean 
up several groundwater contamination problems emanating from 
the Base. Primary in Sandwich’s concerns is the FS-12 site in 
Forestdale near Snake Pond and a public supply well. Represen- 


tatives of the military continue to work with local officials and 
environmental experts to develop and implement plans to contain 
and remove the contamination and corresponding jet fuel pipe- 
line which travels from the Cape Cod Canal to the Base. 


The Winter of 1994 set new records for snowfall in Sand- 
wich which meant new records for snow and ice expenditures. A 
total of $233,144 was spent on snow removal activities, well over 
the $60,000 appropriated. Fortunately, some state assistance was 
received, the Finance Committee was able to transfer $65,000 from 
the Reserve Fund, and $100,000 was appropriated at a May Spe- 
cial Town Meeting to eliminate the deficit. 


While it is difficult to work each year with limited funds, 
the Town has always spent conservatively and lived within its 
means. Theses practices have made Sandwich one of the more 
financially stable communities in the state. The most difficult 
issue all departments have dealt with is the vast growth Sandwich 
has experienced while working under the limitations of Proposi- 
tion 2 and 1/2. As Sandwich continues to grow, it becomes more 
and more difficult to operate under these restrictions. This has 
been particularly troublesome in the School Department where 
student population has increased substantially. It is expected the 
School Department will ask for a significant operating budget 
override in May 1995 to address curriculum and teaching needs. 


There also exist many capital projects which will need to be 
addressed in the next several years. Sue James, a former Finance 
Committee member, and I spent a considerable amount of time 
projecting these needs and translating the projects into an esti- 
mated future affect on the community’s tax rate. A ten year capi- 
tal improvement plan was also developed, identifying the long 
term capital needs of each municipal department. 


Identifying and reviewing the long term needs of the Town 
can be quite a sobering experience, but there appears to be a light 
at the end of the tunnel in the revised buildout figures which should 
be reached by 2010 and are substantially less than previously ex- 
pected. Recent estimates in the draft Local Comprehensive Plan 
project a buildout population of just under 25,000 inhabitants. Not 
only will the Town be able to plan for this buildout so capital 
facilities can accommodate the anticipated population and staff, 
but the tax rate itself should diminish as buildout is reached and 
current and future capital projects are paid off. 


In short, the next ten years are critical if Sandwich is to 
properly address its capital needs for 2010 and beyond. Knowing 
the devotion and quality of the community’s residents, elected 
and appointed boards and committees, and department staff, 1am 
confident Sandwich will persevere in addressing the community’s 
future needs and achieve its goals within the appropriate 
timeframes.

Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


The Assembly of Delegates, being the legislative branch of 
County Government, received in February the County 
Commissioner’s proposed budget for FY95. At the direction of 
the Speaker, Roland J. Dupont, and the Chair of the Finance Com- 
mittee, Mary C. Smith, each committee of the Assembly partici- 
pated in the review of the budget as it related to committees’ spe- 
cific charges. The Committees reviewed the effectiveness of each 
program being operated within the Barnstable County and also 
examined future needs for new programs. 


The Standing Committee on Finance examined specific pro- 
grams within the proposed FY95 budget and coordinated the re- 
view of the budget by each Committee. The Committee remains 
active throughout each year as new programs are developed and 
supplemental budgets reviewed. 


Transportation planning is an important issue to the Stand- 
ing Committee on Economic Affairs which recognized that steps 
must be taken to move people and goods around Cape Cod more 
efficiently and comfortably. The Standing Committee on Economic 
Affairs met with representatives from the Cape Cod Commission 
and Cape Cod Economic Development Council (CCEDC). The 
CCEDC was created in June 1992 and it is believed that it pro- 
vides a healthy balance for new businesses needing information 
regarding the Cape’s regulatory process. The Committee reviewed 
their involvement in the permit process as well as their work with 
small businesses needing funding. The Committee reviewed the 
Cape Cod Commissioner’s ongoing work on transportation 
projects. Towns within Barnstable County have been designated 
as urban areas of the State and County, under the Intermodal Sur- 
face Transportation Act has begun to develop their twenty year 
transportation plan. A Memorandum of Understanding was de- 
veloped between the CCEDC and the Cape Cod Commission 
specifying the role of each entity within the community. 


The Standing Committee on Natural Resources continued 
its work with officials from the Massachusetts Military Reserva- 
tion requesting an environmental review that takes into account 
the cumulative effects of all pollutants at the Base. Spearheaded 
by Susan V. Walker, Chair of the Natural Resources Committee, 
the Committee involved federal and state legislators, local offi- 
cials, the Association for the Preservation of Cape Cod, county 
officials, grass roots organizations, and key personnel from the 
MMR in this process. As a result of the Committee’s work, Sena- 
tor Kennedy and Congressman Studds inserted a clause in the 
National Guard’s spending bill that requires a comprehensive 
environmental review be completed on the Upper Military Base 
by Spring of 1995. The Committee reviewed the programs within 
the budget of the Department of Health and Environment. It found 
that to visit the laboratory and offices is to encounter highly pro- 


gressional staff members performing a variety of functions con 
sonant with the most advanced skill requirements for testin 
monitoring and seeking to help protect the health and safety of al 
on Cape Cod. 


The Standing Committee on Regional Services assisted lo 
cal authorities in a program to preserve lighthouses in Barnstabl 
County. The Committee continued to examine coordination o 
town household hazardous waste collections, education programs 
of the use of household hazardous waste and establishing a lim 
ited shelf labeling law. 


During the budget process, the Standing Committee o 
Health and Human Services, chaired by Martin J. Flynn fro 
Barnstable, reviewed the services being provided by the Hum 
Services Department. The Committee found that this new Count 
department has expanded its programs to respond to countywid 
needs not previously considered. The gradual expansion of th 
programs and funding was endorsed, in part, by the County Com- 
missioners and the Advisory Board on County Expenditures. The 
Committee also followed the stability of the Barnstable County 
Hospital. 


The Assembly of Delegates adopted an ordinance which 
modified the criteria and thresholds for Developments of Regional 
Impact (DRI’s). The Assembly requested that the Cape Cod Com- 
mission come back with an additional ordinance dealing with the 
criteria for subdivisons, as a fifteen acre subdivision was believed 
to be too small to be a DRI. This was accomplished and the crite- 
ria was subsequently amended to address the Assembly’s con- 
cerns. An ordinance was created that provides for a limited dis- 
cretionary review. While a town could send a project for review, 
although a DRI threshold was not tripped, towns hesitated to do 
so because all aspects of a Development of Regional Impact would 
have to be examined by the Cape Cod Commission. By creating a 
limited discretionary review for a town, the town can establish 
exactly what it wants the Cape Cod Commission to examine. 


The Assembly of Delegates holds regular meetings on the 
first and third Wednesday of each month at 4:00 p.m. in the Cham- 
ber of Assembly of Delegates. During FY94 there were six Stand- 
ing Committee and two Ad Hoc Committees. 


I have enjoyed serving the people of Sandwich for the last 
six years (1989-1994). I thank you for the opportunity. Best wishes 
to Andrew F. Gelson who was elected Delegate on November 8, 
1994. He was sworn in to office on January 3, 1995 and will have 
8.3% of the weighted Assembly voted based on population.

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Report of the 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 
REPRESENTATIVE 


The Cape Cod Commission was a controversial topic of 
conversation in 1994 sparked by its decision to deny Costco a 
development permit in March, and followed two months later by 
Town Meeting’s vote to reject a petition requesting the town’s 
withdrawal from the Commission. These actions taken together 
highlights the need and the desire for a regional land use regula- 
tory agency on Cape Cod. 


On March 17, 1994, the Commission voted 17-1 to prevent 
the development of a 120,000 sq. ft. Costco Wholesale Warehouse 
Store behind the Coca Cola building on Route 130. This ended a 
grueling 18 month review process that polarized Sandwich in an 
unprecedented way. Ultimately, the Commission found that Costco 
was not in compliance with the goals, minimum performance stan- 
dards or vision articulated in its Regional Policy Plan (RPP). In 
addition, the Commission found clearly that the project’s prob- 
able benefit did not outweigh its detriment. Key findings include: 


1) The project did not comply with a major goal in the 
RPP which seeks “to encourage sustainable growth 
and development consistent with the carrying 
capacity of Cape Cod’s natural environment in 
order to maintain the Cape’s economic health and 
quality of life...... i 

2) The project did not meet an RPP Goal devised to 
maintain the overall quality and quantity of Cape 
Cod’s groundwater to ensure a sustainable supply of 
high quality untreated drinking water. 

3) The project did not comply with an RPP minimum 
performance standard which prohibits the use, 
treatment, generation and storage of hazardous 
waste in a wellhead protection area. 

4) The project did not comply with an RPP goal which 
seeks to diversify and encourage businesses that are 
compatible with Cape Cod’s environmental, 
cultural, and economic strengths that ensure 
balanced economic development. 

5) Mitigation measures necessary to offset the traffic 
impacts of the project included 20 signals and over 
26 miles of road widening. 


As the Town’s representative on the Cape Cod Commis- 
sion, I voted to deny Costco because of how it would single- 
handedly transform Sandwich. Sandwich is one of the most beau- 
tiful, scenic and historic towns on Cape Cod. It did not get that 
way by accident however. It got that way through the purchase of 
valuable conservation land, by protecting the Historic District, by 
enacting the best sign code on the Cape, and by generally attempt- 
ing to control development that is sustainable with the town’s natu- 
ral and physical settling. Costco represented a major change in 
that direction, it did not fit in the town of Sandwich. 


In response to the Commission’s denial of Costco, a group 
of angry petitioners placed an article on the town Meeting War- 
rant in May intended to initiate proceeding to remove Sandwich 
from the Cape Cod Commission. It proved to be a frivolous ef- 
fort as the debate on the article was dominated by Commission 
supporters, and the voice vote was overwhelmingly against 
Sandwich’s secession from the regional body. It was a clear vote 
of confidence for the Cape Cod Commission from the people of 
Sandwich. 


Although Sandwich and a couple of other Cape towns 
showed support of the Commission through town meeting votes 
in May, there was already a growing sense of frustration with the 
Commission’s regulatory process, especially from the business 
community in the mid-Cape area. It was generally felt that the 
process was overly burdensome and overlapped unnecessarily with 
local requirements. As a result, then Commission Chairman David 
Ernst, knowing that the Commission needed to make improve- 
ments, requested that the County Commissioners appoint a Task 
Force to review the work of the Cape Cod Commission and rec- 
ommend changes that would facilitate the regulatory process. 


The Commission cooperated fully with the Regulatory Task 
Force and many excellent recommendations were developed. The 
final report was presented by the Task Force on September 7, 1994. 
Showing a flexible nature, the Commission is well on the way to 
implementing all recommendations. The major areas of change 
deal with: making the regulatory process more predictable and 
user-friendly to applicants; developing a more efficient working 
relationship between towns and the Commission; increasing the 
roles of the Cape Cod Assembly of Delegates and the Cape Cod 
Economic Development Council in the work of the Commission, 
and also improving communication between the organizations; 
and speeding up the process of designating growth centers. 


This has been a very controversial year for the Cape Cod 
Commission. Its regulatory authority was actively challenged as 
was its popularity with the citizens of Cape Cod. In addition to 
favorable town meeting votes in Sandwich, Chatham, and Bourne, 
Barnstable and Yarmouth residents also displayed support through 
referenda votes. One thing seems clear, although the Cape Cod 
Commission is not always loved, it appears that the people of 
Cape Cod believe that it is needed. It is here to stay!

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Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 1994 saw the Assessing Department continue 
in the attempt to deliver high quality public service and innova- 
tion within the parameters of a level funded budget. 


The department successfully completed a trend update for 
the Fiscal Year 1995 valuations town-wide. As many residents 
and taxpayers are aware, the department has maintained a policy 
of examining valuations on an annual basis since Fiscal Year 1992. 
This policy has, and continues to serve the town well in allowing 
the department to monitor market trends annually, rather than ev- 
ery third year, as is set forth as a minimum requirement by the 
Massachusetts Department of Revenue. 


In the three Fiscal Years prior to Fiscal 1995, we have seen 
valuations decline by a combined average of 16-18%. In Fiscal 
1995, which is based on calendar year 1993 sales, a change in this 
drop was seen. While some areas still had a minor decrease in 
market value, a majority of areas saw either a flat trend or an 
increase in sale prices from the prior years. As of this writing, the 
thirty day abatement period was near its end, with approximately 
200 applications submitted for review. This represents nearly a 
45% decrease for the same time-frame from the prior fiscal year. 


Other significant developments for 1994 include the imple- 
mentation of commercial and industrial cost modules with the 
computerized assessment system, as well as improvement within 
our personal computing environment which enables the P.C. to 
transfer information from the main system. This will significantly 
improve the ability of the department to move data into a format 
for use with other agencies, most notably the Department of Rev- 
enue. 


These new abilities will be put to the test immediately, as 
Fiscal 1996 is our triennial certification year, with all valuations 
work subject to review and approval of the Department of Rev- 
enue. Other goals for Fiscal 1996 includes review and possible 
purchase of Geographic Information Systems (GIS) software, 
which would serve as a great enhancement for town-wide infor- 
mation for almost every department in town. 


The Board will continue to strive for successes in achieving 
an informational, user-friendly department. We appreciate the many 
kind words we have received from taxpayers or real estate profes- 
sionals about our improvement, and will continue to convert sug- 
gestions into further improvements wherever possible. 


In closing, we wish as always to thank the staff of the As- 
sessing Department for all their efforts in 1994. The high level of 
knowledge and commitment to the Town is greatly appreciated.

Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Special recognition is extended to Donald P. Burke, who at 
the end of his term on June 30, 1994, did not stand for reappoint- 
ment to the Finance Committee. For over seven years Don served 
our Town with distinction including terms as Vice Chairman and 
Chairman of the Committee. 


The nine member Finance Committee, appointed by the 
Moderator, is charged under the Town By-Laws to “prepare and 
submit . . . a budget that indicates proposed expenditures. . . dur- 
ing the fiscal year,” and also to” . . . consider all fiscal articles in 
warrants for all Town Meeting and referenda and shall report its 
recommendations. 


As in most recent years, the instructions to all Town depart- 
ments was to level fund all operational budgets and allow increases 
in personnel budgets in line with contractual arrangements. All 
requests for new personnel or expanded hours of existing person- 
nel, as well as requests for capital expenditures were dealt with 
separately. 


Beginning in early January, the Committee met at least 
weekly with department heads in reviewing their requests. Each 
member of the Committee had been designated as a liaison with 
one or more departments to better focus on their needs. 


For the third year in a row, there was an objective to avoid 
any invasion of the Stabilization Fund which is now just under 
$500,000.00. Although some $75,000.00 was expended to acquire 
6.1 acres of land off Quaker Meetinghouse Road, the bulk of 
those monies will be replenished on the sale of property off the 
Service Road to Spaulding Rehabilitation Hospital. So we con- 
sider that goal achieved. 


There were some major changes in the FY ’95 budget over 
FY °94. A federal grant awarded the Town funding of 75% for 
five (5) new police officers, with the 25% balance being funded 
by the Town. The grant has a three year life after which 100% 


funding will come from the Town. In addition, money was pro- 


vided for increased personnel hours for the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals, Inspections and Animal Control budgets to be used only on 
an “as needed basis.” 


Capital requests were over $1,500,000.00 from all depart- 
ments. However, only $192,000.00 could be funded--a pattern that, 
if continuing, bodes ill for future budgets. A few things that were 
approved were the Town Hall painting, a new vehicle for the 
Building Inspector’s department, two (2) one-ton trucks for the 
Highway Department, the replacement of hand guns and an addi- 
tional police cruiser over the three (3) approved in the operating 
budget of the Police Department. A new computer and printer 
were purchased for the police, and a printer and copier for the 
Town Hall and Human Services Building. We continue to make 
progress on bringing Town buildings into compliance with the 


36 


Americans with Disabilities Act by providing monies for handi- 
capped access to the Town Hall Annex and Police Station. 


Transfers from the Ambulance Fund (funded by income re- 
ceived from insurance and other sources for ambulance usage) 
provided gear washing equipment, computer upgrade and rescue 
equipment for the Fire Department. 


The Finance Committee did not support the Library’s re- 
quest for added funds for the proposed Sunday opening, and the 
Committee requested the Trustees of the Library not use accumu- 
lated interest income from certain trust funds for that purpose. 
However, the Trustees did go forward with the Sunday opening 
on a trial basis funded by the interest income. 

Also, the Committee supported a limited amount of oe 
for social services and opposed an Article basically doubling tha 
amount. The Article carried. 


On the bleak side, the original proffered School pet 
budget would have meant nearly a $500,000.00 shortfall and woul 
have resulted in an override request. Your Committee was not : 
favor of an override at that time. Fortunately, revenues from t 
takings (payment of delinquent real estate taxes), small saving 
from a teachers early retirement plan, and the School Departmen 
putting a “freeze” on some parts of its FY’94 budget helped pr 
vide a fiscal plan that avoided an override requests. But not a cen 
was spent for the capital needs of the schools which is an unac 
ceptable trade off. 


Then came the extraordinary winter of *93-’94 with recor 
snowfall and an expenditure of $235,000 for snow and ice re 
moval against a budget of $60,000.00! The Reserve Fund was 
savior and the Town avoided deficit funding (meaning, pay for i 
next year) of that account. 


While 1994 saw no override request, it is painfully obviou 
that with the continued rapid expansion of our school populatio 
and the aging of the High School and Wing School insurmount 
able problems must be faced in school funding only through th 
vehicle of override. The only real issue will be in what amount. 


In addition, we cannot ignore the state of our infrastructure 
-our roads. They represent the single largest capital investment i 
the Town. Pavement management on a scheduled basis with ad 
equate funding is the best avoidance route and should be address 
in 1995. 


But to end on a brighter note, one of the enormous ple 
sures coming from service on the Finance Committee and dealin 
so closely with each of the Town Department’s, is coming to a 
preciate the quality of the service rendered by our Town emplo 
ees and their individual and collective sense of accountability f 
the expenditure of Town funds--your funds.

After ascertaining a quorum of 200, the Special Town Meet- 
ing was called to order at 7:50 P.M. by Moderator Garry Blank. 


The Assistant Town Administrator, Burke LaClair and the 
new Superintendent of Schools, Peter Cannone, were introduced 
at this time. 


Tellers Katy Miller, Emily Gilmore, Jackie Brabants and 
Paula Sproul were sworn in by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 1. — To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of money for 
the design and construction of road and drainage improvements 
to Jan Sebastian Drive and other costs related thereto, and further, 
to authorize the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Board 
of Selectmen, to borrow for said purpose a sum of money not to 
exceed $617,808.00, all or a portion of which shall be repaid to 
the Town through the betterment process in accordance with Chap- — 
ter 80 of the General Laws, or take any action relative thereto. 


VOTED — That the Town raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the design and construction of road and drainage 
improvements to Jan Sebastian Drive, and other costs re- 
lated thereto, and further to meet said appropriation autho- 
rize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Board of Select- 
men, to borrow a sum of money not to exceed $617,808.00 
all or a portion of which shall be repaid to the Town through 
the betterment process, in accordance with Chapter 80 of the 
Mass. General Laws. 


This was a ballot vote - 187 YES - 23 NO and declared 
CARRIED by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 2. — To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate or transfer from available funds a sum of money to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Selectmen, for the 
purpose of completing office and building renovations at the mu- 
nicipal office building located at 16 Jan Sebastian Drive, or take 
any action relative thereto. 


UNANIMOUSLY VOTED — That the Town transfer 
from Surplus Revenue $40,000.00 to be expended under the 
direction of the Board of Selectmen, for completing office 
and building renovations at the municipal office building 
located at 16 Jan Sebastian Drive. 


ARTICLE 3. — To see if the Town will vote to change the 
purpose for which those parcels of land located off the Service 
Road, identified on Assessor Map No. 33 as Lots 55 and 56, are 
held by the Town from their current purpose of conservation land 
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to the purpose of conveyance, and that the care, custody and con- 
trol of said parcels to be transferred from the Conservation Com- 
mission to the Board of Selectmen for conveyance on such terms 
and conditions as the Selectmen shall deem to be in the best inter- 
est of the Town, or take any action relative therto.

Disturbance of the existing contours shall be minimized. 
All disturbed areas shall be replanted with an effective 
combination of shrubs, trees, ground cover, and lawn 
using the following planting standards: 


1. All trees shall be balled and burlapped or container 
grown when brought to the site. 

2. Ground cover and lawn areas shall receive a mini- 
mum of 6" of loam. 

3. A list of trees, shrubs, evergreens and grasses that 
are compatible with the Cape environment is avail- 
able at the Planning Board Office and shall be used 
as a guideline. 

4. If entrances incorporate special landscaping treat- 
ment, they shall be of an appropriate scale and de- 
tailed on the site plan.

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Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


1994 was a busy yet routine year for the Planning Board. 
We have not seen any significant subdivision activity in the Town 


_ for several years now. The board was kept quite busy, however, 


with modifications to previously approved subdivisions, Approval 
Not Required submissions, and providing comment on many Board 
of Appeals petitions. With the able help of the Director of Plan- 
ning and Development, co-ordination among the regulatory boards 


and departments continued to improve. 


As the Local Planning Committee, we added two new mem- 
bers. Susan James and Sue Walker were appointed to the Com- 
mittee this past summer. Their willingness to work and their unique 
perspectives have added much to the process and will improve 
the overall comprehensiveness of the Plan. The Plan itself moved 
toward the final draft phase. The Local Planning Committee held 
a public meeting to discuss the Golden Triangle area of Sand- 
wich. The participation was excellent and will be a significant 
part of our planning efforts for this Growth Center. 


Several Planning Board zoning articles were adopted by 
Annual Town Meeting. The creation of a new commercial dis- 
trict, the Growth Center Technology District, was voted in by a 
very significant majority of Town Meeting voters. A new use was 
added to the Marine District, which was also expanded at 1994 
Town Meeting. The Marine Medical & Rehabilitation Facility use 
will allow the Marine Life Center proposal to go forward through 
the necessary processes and hopefully become a reality in the near 
future. 


Looking ahead to 1995 we see the chronic problems of 
growth management still facing the Town. We are working hard 
to create zoning and complete a comprehensive plan that will help 
the Town address the issues that remain from our previous growth 
and will also help the Town address future growth and capacity 
issues in an equitable and meaningful way. 


As I near the end of my leadership of the Board, I feel many 
thanks are in order. My deepest gratitude to Marie Blaney, Jan 
Hagberg, Mark Haney and my fellow board members, to all the 
other town officials who have been so welcoming and supportive 
and most of all to the townspeople who make it all very worth- 
while.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


1994 was a productive and busy year for the Planning & 
Development Office. The office is also the home of the Planning 
Board, the Local Planning Committee and the Economic Devel- 
opment Committee. With the combined efforts of these Town 
boards and committees as well as the support from the Board of 
Selectmen, new zoning was created for the Town. All the hard 
work paid off when Town Meeting overwhelmingly supported the 
creation of the Growth Center Technology District, a new zoning 
district that is designed to allow certain commercial uses by right 
with strong emphasis on aesthetic controls through site plan ap- 
proval. At many public meetings we heard and continue to hear 
the need for the burden of taxes to be taken off the resident as 
much as possible. We are still very hopeful that the Technology 
District will be developed in the near future. We will continue to 
review the existing zoning and recommend change where change 
is needed. The Ridge District and the Industrial Zone will both be 
examined closely in the next year. In some instances the zoning 
needs to be made clearer and easier to understand and in some 
cases we need to learn to lessen restrictions in order to encourage 
particular types of development. In all cases we need to continue 
to work together to acquire as much consensus as possible as we 
make important land use decisions. 


The Cape Cod Commission continues to play a large role in 
development or non-development, as may be the case in the Town. 
For example, in March, Costco was denied by the Cape Cod Com- 
mission. In that same month, the Regional Hospital of the Cape & 
Islands was approved. RHCI subsequently received the required 
Special Permit from the Sandwich Zoning Board of Appeals in 
June and is projected to be occupied by the fall of 1995. 


For the second year in a row, the building cap of 170 was 
reached and this year was surpassed by over 50. As less land be- 
comes available for building, issues seem to get more complex. 
The Planning Board, as has been the trend for last few years, has 
not seen a significant number of new subdivisions submittals. 
However, their bi-monthly meetings continue to be full with other 
requests such as modifications to subdivision that have previously 
been approved, lot releases, scenic road hearings, accessory dwell- 
ing special permits, proposed zoning by-law changes, etc. 


We received two grants in 1994 totaling approximately 
$30,000 dollars. One of the grants is a Technical Assistance Grant 
(TAG) from the Department of Environmental Protection for as- 
sistance in further study of the FS-12 hazardous waste site lo- 
cated on the base. The Town will receive technical assistance from 
a consultant who will review site related documents and gener- 
ally assist the Town in the interpretation of the multitude of com- 
plex documents associated with this site. The other grant is a pre- 
liminary planning & feasibility study of creating a crosscape trail 
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from South Cape Beach in Mashpee to Sandy Neck Beach in 
Barnstable. These grants are currently underway. 


The Local Comprehensive Plan is slowly coming together. 
The Economic Development Committee is working closely with 
the Local Planning Committee on various aspects of the plan. We 
had several public meetings in the course of the year regarding 
different geographic areas in town in order to solicit input. In 
January we had a meeting regarding land near Exit 3 off Quaker 
Meetinghouse Road and in July we had a meeting on the Golden 
Triangle.This past December about forty people attended a public 
meeting to discuss the Industrial Zone. We have had good citizen 
participation at the public meeting, but we need more. The Local 
Planning Committee will be asking for more citizen involvement 
in 1995. I encourage you to contact the office for more informa- 
tion. 


Thanks to all Town Department and Boards for their con- 
tinued help, support and cooperation this past year. A special thanks 
to Janice Hagberg, Principal Clerk, for her sense of humor.

Report of the 
BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals acted on 49 formal petitions and sev- 
eral informal discussions with potential petitioners in 1994. Wil- 
liam Dawes turned his chair over to Joseph Killory as the new 
chairman of the board. Bill remains a member and has the grati- 
tude of this board and the Town for a job superbly done as chair- 
man. Michael Lesperance took over as vice chairman and Madlon 
Caterino became clerk. Mr. Ed Marcia has joined as our newest 
alternate member. 


Some of the 1994 highlights included the approval of the 
new location of the Forestdale Post Office, the rehabilitation hos- 
pital on the Service Road, a drive-through window for a Tupper 
Road bakery and the conversion of the former Corpus Christi 
Rectory to a six bedroom inn. A preliminary request to change 
the former Bare tree Inn to retail space was considered while a 
request to convert an historic boathouse to commercial use was 
denied. A Building Inspector’s decision allowing gun sales from 
a home was overruled. 


We had a very busy year and we look forward to 1995 and 
our scheduled move to 16 Jan Sebastian Drive. 


It is a pleasure to take a moment to thank the other Town 
boards and department heads for their input and comments on the 
many petitions we hear each year. We appreciate the time and 
effort which goes into their reviewing our petitions, and we are 
grateful for the suggestions which they provide. We also wish to 


thank the many members of the public for their letters and oral 
suggestions and questions. The board strives to serve the best 
interests of the Town and to treat all petitioners courteously and 
fairly. 


The board extends its sincere thanks to Colette Sullivan, 
our recording secretary, for her outstanding assistance to us and 
service to the community. She is accurate, efficient and always 
pleasant with the board and members of the community.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission conducted twenty four (24) 
regular bi-monthly meetings during 1994 to conduct regulatory 
reviews. Fifteen (15) additional meetings were held to deal with 
operational and regulatory matters; policies, regulations and sub- 
mission standards for the Town Wetlands Bylaw, and manage- 
ment issues for the Town of Sandwich Conservation Lands. Fifty 
seven (57) Requests for Determination, forty six (46) Notices of 
Intent, and eight (8) Requests to Amend were reviewed by the 
Conservation Officer and Commission members and subsequent 
permits issued. A number of Notices of Intent were filed to per- 
mit upgrades of existing septic systems in sensitive areas prior to 
the implementation date of the revisions to Title V of the sanitary 
code, due March 31, 1995. Four (4) operational emergency certi- 
fications were issued. A number of educational seminars and 
workshops were attended by Commission members and staff. 


John “Jack” Oser and Mark J. Silva resigned as full mem- 
bers of the Commission in 1994. Brent T. Goins, a very compe- 
tent environmental analyst, resigned from the Commission in 1993. 
Their experience and dedication will be missed. Steven Tucker, 
Robert Hoxie and Charles Desauliniers were appointed to fill the 
vacancies. John J. Sullivan was appointed as an Associate Mem- 
ber. 


The construction of an access area for the Boyden Farm 
Conservation Lands on Cotuit Road was completed in 1994. 
Through the extended efforts of member John Oser and the Dedi- 
cation Day Committee, Boyden Farm was officially dedicated on 
April 23, in conjunction with the Earth Day celebration. The 
Commission would like to thank the Dedication Day Committee 
for their donations and efforts. 


Conservation Lands maintenance activities continue with 
the much appreciated assistance of the Sandwich Parks/Grounds 
and Highway Departments. The Commission members and Of- 
ficer greatly appreciate both Departments’ support. We are espe- 
cially grateful to Linda and Tom Ginn for their help with the Ryder 
Conservation Lands. 
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In 1993 the Sandwich Conservation Commission was cho- 
sen as a recipient of a charitable donation from the William P. 
Wharton Trust. The Trust supports projects that directly promote 
the study, conservation and appreciation of nature. This past spring 
and summer the Conservation Officer spent considerable time 
supervising the various phases necessary to improve the habitat 
through diversification, within the Wildlife Area of the Maple 
Swamp Conservation Lands. 


Each phase, including mowing, plowing, discing, liming, 
and fertilization, was critical to provide an acceptable seed bed in 
this previously undisturbed ground. Various perennial and an- 
nual seed producing commercially available species were planted 
in approximately seven (7) acres of wildlife openings. All areas 
were used extensively by species ranging from non-game birds to 
large mammals throughout the Summer and Fall. 


During this past spring, unlike 1993, a substantial number 
of adult anadromous (alewives and blue back herring) fish re- 
turned to the run at Town Hall Square. The Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Marine Fisheries (DMF) monitored their passage through 
the ladder. The Conservation Department and other Town, state 
and federal agencies continue to study repairs to the Upper Shawme 
Pond dam and its spillway, essential to complete the restoration 
of Shawme Pond anadromous fish run. 


The Commission received five (5) offers of land donations 
in 1994. To date the Conservation Commission and the Board of 
Selectmen have formally accepted three gifts. The remaining 
parcels are undergoing title searches or legal reviews. The Con- 
servation Commission would like to thank the following families 
or individuals for their donations; the Crowell Family for Spring 
Hill Salt Meadows; Mr. William Cumming; Mrs. Donald R. Small; 
Mr. Barry Keene and Mrs. June Ryan. The Board perseveres in 
soliciting the acquisition of special properties or their develop- 
ment rights through gifts, tax title lands, purchases or restrictions 
which will aid in maintaining wildlife habitat, wildlife corridors, 
protecting endangered species, their habitat and providing pro- 
tection for the sole source aquifer. 


The Conservation Department and Commission have set the 
following goals for 1995: to work with the Assessing Depart- 
ment to develop an equitable Conservation Restriction Program 
to protect distinctive properties and lighten the financial burden 

_ for their owners; to promulgate regulations to administer the Wet- 
land Protection Bylaw; and to improve access to the facilities at 
the Ryder Conservation Lands.

Report of the 
HARBOR MASTER 


At the Sandwich Marina, the year 1994 was devoted to 
projects that were not highly visible to the public, but were ex- 
tremely important to the safety of boaters. 


For example, H-Dock, the most predominantly transient 
dock in the basin, was in need of a complete overhaul. Due to 
design flaws, the docks were actually losing buoyancy. They had 
to be taken completely out of the water and refloated with new 
styrofoam. This turned out to be an extensive project, but one that 
was in great need of being addressed. The docks today no longer 
pose a Safety threat. 


In addition, with the help of the state and federal govern- 
ment, the Marina was awarded a grant for a Septic Pump-out Fa- 
cility. This will enable the boating public to discharge waste from 
their holding tanks into an acceptable site. Everyone benefits from 
this action. Our waters in the basin, bays and the ocean will be 
much cleaner now that the boating public has an appropriate means 
to get rid of waste. 


Financially, 1994 was a success, despite the early closure of 
the tuna fish seasons, which historically has proven to be very 
beneficial for the marina. At the last rate hearing in December, I 
proposed that the rates for slips remain the same due to the lack of 
a strong economy in this region. The Board of Selectmen agreed, 
and we are awaiting final approval from the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers. 


In 1995, we will be working on rebuilding a floating com- 
mercial dock. The existing floating dock is the oldest in the ma- 
rina and in desperate need of replacement. This project should be 
accomplished by the spring. Also, we are pressing forward on 
plans for a new marina building. There are many phases of this 
project and many parties that need to be consulted, but there is 
hope that we will have an answer later this year. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Marina staff. Without 
their help, our projects would be nearly impossible to complete. 
A tip of the hat to Anne Arnold, Nancy Hopkins, and Brenda 
Manley for keeping the office operating smoothly, and to David 
Whearty for helping to keep the marina safe and operable.

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Report of the 
SOLID WASTE AND WASTEWATER 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The focus of the wastewater related activities acted on by 
the SWWAC in 1994 has been implementation of the Town’s 
plan to construct a Septage Pretreatment Facility (SPF) at the 
Massachusetts Military Reservation. The Wastewater Treatment 
Plant, to which the septage facility will be attached, it currently 
under construction and scheduled to be completed in December 
1995. 


In January of 1994, at the request of an intermunicipal com- 
mittee representing Sandwich, Mashpee and the Massachusetts 
National Guard, nine engineering firms submitted proposals to 
perform design services for the SPF project. Members of the Solid 
Waste and Wastewater Advisory Committee reviewed the propos- 
als and participated in interviews of the consultants. Dufresne- 
Henry, Inc. of North Springfield, Vermont was chosen by repre- 
sentatives of Mashpee and Sandwich as the design firm. 


Following selection of the design consultant, SWWAC mem- 
bers met with D-H engineers to review a proposed scope of work. 
The scope emphasizes a phased approach to construction of the 
SPF and coverting existing wastewater treatment structures to be 
abandoned by the National Guard after completion of its new treat- 
ment plant, for septage use. It appears at this time that capital 
expenditures can be deferred and more economical treatment can 
be achieved by phasing SPF construction. An abbreviated scope 
of work designed to outline the construction program and detail 
its costs has been approved and will be completed by D-H at the 
end of March. A presentation to the Selectmen of Sandwich and 
Mashpee will follow completion of the report. 


The final draft of the 201 Wastewater Facilities Plan was 
submitted to DEP in January 1994. As a result, DEP had issued a 
Project Approval Certificate for the MMR septage pretreatment 
facility. The Certificate establishes the project’s eligibility for State 
funding. State funding at present consists of low interest “grant 
equivalent” loans. The advantage to the Towns of utilizing State 
loan funds is also to be examined by D-H as part of its current 
scope of work. 


After review by the Regional Committee, SWWAC mem- 
bers, and Town Council, Intermunicipal Agreements for construc- 
tion of the septage pretreatment facility are ready for endorse- 
ment by the towns. Agreements with the National Guard and the 
US Department of Defense for lease and operation of the com- 
bined pretreatment works will be required. Draft copies are under 
review by military representatives. 


Most SWWAC activities related to construction of the SPF 
have shifted to the Intermunicipal Committee. As the MMR waste- 
water plant nears completion and design work begins on the SPF, 
the SWWAC anticipates a more active role in project review. The

committee has also been monitoring progress of the Local Com- 
prehensive Plan and stands ready in 1995 to assist with solid waste 
and wastewater related issued raised by this important document. 


The assistance of Dick Merrow, an active participant in 
SWWAC and other Town committees, is missed following his 
resignation in 1994. Committee member Dave Mason has accepted 
a position as Town Board of Health Agent.

Report of the 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


Historic preservation is an important part of the business 
and cultural life of Sandwich. Main Street, Town Hall Square, 
the Spring Hill area are the reasons why many residents have 
elected to live here and so many tourists visit every year. 


At the same time, Sandwich along with the rest of South- 
eastern Massachusetts, is growing faster than any other part of the 
Commonwealth. The arrival of new residential areas and new 
businesses presents a challenge to all of us: to preserve that which 
brought many of us here in the first place, while making it pos- 
sible for those who depend on the community for their livelihood 
to do well. 


The Historic District Committee often finds itself balanc- 
ing between these two purposes. In 1994, the members met 26 
times and contributed, collectively, more than 200 hours to the 
191 or so applicants who came with proposals to build. Applica- 


tions were approved either as presented or with minor modifica- 
tion. 


There are two issues which challenge the Committee. The 
first is one that has been on the docket before, namely, the signs 
along Route 6A. The second is the use of man-made materials, 
particularly on the historic buildings. In the first instance, there 
are rules on the book, and it is a matter of enforcement. In the 
second instance, the issue is not so clear. Decisions must be made 
as to what is acceptable and what is not, but just as important, 
how we enforce whatever the decisions are. The input of Sand- 
wich residents is always welcome. 


Steven Carmel left the Committee in October, after several 
years as a member and two years as chairperson. We are all in- 
debted to him for the leadership he provided. We were fortunate 
during the year to have Allen Osgood return and to have Kaethe 
Maguire join as a new member.

On July 20, 1994, Channel 4 News/WBZ, featured the Town 
of Sandwich on the six o’clock news, Reporter Liz Walker, along 
with camera and crew chose the site of the mill from which to 
broadcast this portion of the program.

1994 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police Department 
ith a total of 6,681 complaints investigated. Serious crime in- 
sreased to 671 offenses in 1994, compared with 635 in 1993. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious problems, 
lecreased to 153 from 154 in 1993. Two hundred three larcenies 
were investigated, down from 207 in 1993. There were four rapes 
nvestigated in 1994, two in 1993. One hundred ninety four cases 
»f malicious destruction, a continuing problem, were investigated, 
1p from 172 in 1993. : 


Other criminal investigations included assault 46 up from 
t1 in 1993, and auto theft 13 down from 23, in 1993. Forty drug 
iolations were investigated along with two arsons. The remain- 
ng complaints were of less serious criminal or service nature. 


Of the 6,681 complaints Sandwich village accounted for 
2,114, South Sandwich 2,744 (including Forestdale), East Sand- 
wich 1,791. 


Two thousand nine hundred forty-one complaints were re- 
reived between 8 PM and 4 PM, 2,511 were recorded between 4 
?M and 12 M, and 1,229 between 12 M and 8 AM. 


July was our busiest month with 750 complaints followed 
oy August 744, June 649, September 594, May 566, December 
354, October 535, April 521, November 485, January 455, March 
435, and February 393. 


Friday was the busiest day in 1994 with 1,072 complaints, 
ollowed by Saturday 997, Thursday 956, Wednesday 942, Tues- 
y 938, Monday 899, and Sunday with 877. 


A total of 360 arrests were made by members of the depart- 
ent in 1994 up from 327 in 1993. Forty —four inebriated per- 
ns were taken into protective custody and later released or trans- 
rted to a detoxification center. 


One thousand six hundred twenty motor vehicle citations 
ere issued, which required either court action or were written 
arnings. Five hundred eighty-two motor vehicle accidents were 
nvestigated, up from 555 in 1993. There was one fatal motor 
ehicle accident investigated in 1994, none in 1993. 


In service complaints, officers investigated 566 citizen re- 
rts of suspicious persons, vehicles and incidents, responded to 
93 requests to see a police officer, answered 993 burglar and 
oldup alarms, and served 305 summons and restraining orders. 
eventy four homes and businesses were found open by officers 
uring security checks. 


Assistance rendered numbered 1,170, 711 to the Fire De- 
partment and Ambulance, 158 to other law enforcement agencies 
and town departments, 16 to mentally disturbed persons, 162 to 
disabled motorists, one escort, 55 civil matters, and 67 animal 
related calls were handled by the police. 


$35,428.71 was turned over to the Town Treasurer from the 
sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports sold to attorneys and 
insurance companies, rentals on police alarm board, alarm ser- 
vice fees, parking violations, and civil motor vehicle citations. 
One hundred one Firearms ID Cards were issued, along with 143 
Pistol Permits. 


The Police Departments efforts under it’s Federal grant are 
progressing nicely. All five officers hired under the program have 
graduated from the Police Academy. Several new programs have 
been initiated, with an emphasis on Community Policing. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens of 
Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, and 
other Town Departments and Board, other Law Enforcement agen- 
cies, and , of course, my own officers, for the assistance and co- 
operation they have shown me during the year.

The 20 structure fires resulted in losses of $302,260.00. 
The 23 vehicle fires resulted in losses of $88,225.00. 


Arson accounted for 18 of all fires with a corresponding 
dollar loss of $14,450.00. 
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Automatic alarms resulted in 198 responses, 8 involved fires, 
21 were unintentional, and 169 were system malfunctions. Most 
of these were one call per location. 


Ambulance runs up from 1,343 to 1,381 a 3% increase. 


40 injured persons were extricated from motor vehicle ac- 
cidents. 


During the year the Massachusetts Hazardous Materials 
Team was called in to assist at two separate incidents. Each inci- 
dent resulted in the ambulance transport of two or more persons 
who were exposed. 


The Fire Department responded to 2,272 emergency calls 
in 1994 an increase of 5.08% over 1993’s total. In addition to the 
emergency calls listed above, the Fire Department personnel pro- 
vided 567 public assistance calls, not otherwise listed, checking 
on residents living alone, safety checks of homes, assistance with 
medical equipment, fire prevention lectures, giving directions or 
information, etc. 


A combined total of 618 blood pressures were taken be- 
tween the two manned stations, separate from ambulance calls. 


Seven instructors conducted 9-CPR classes for the public 
providing training for 97 persons. These members deserve a spe- 


cial thanks as they do this on a voluntary basis.

Safety through proper fire prevention practices is very im- 
portant to all communities. Review of properties relative to safety 
issues can reduce loss of lives and property, reduce economic 
impact due to lost use of a property, and maintain services. Na- 
tionally over half of all businesses that are destroyed by fire 
either are not rebuilt or go out of business within two years. As- 
sistance is desperately need in this area. Proper inspection of resi- 
dences and business locations is severely compromised when duty 
officers are interrupted by emergency calls, leaving the inspec- 
tions uncompleted. In the best interest of the town I am, therefore, 
asking for the appointment of an assistant to help with this and 
other vital tasks including training and operations. 
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Our personnel provide a wide range of services that require 
specialized skills. These skills must be called upon at a moments 
notice. In order to meet the ever changing situations that they com 
across, our personnel must undergo regular training sessions. We 
have not been able to address all areas properly. The assistant aske 
for above would be a good first step to meet this important train- 
ing need and would help in the development and constant revi- 
sion of operational procedures. 


May 1994 Town Meeting approved the funds needed to re 
place a 1959 pumper. This unit was placed in service in earl 
November. It combined capabilities of a pumper and a heavy res 
cue vehicle. At the same time a new ambulance was placed 1 
service replacing a 1987 unit. We had hoped to be able to main 
tain a 1970 pumper as a backup unit at the headquarters station 
however, this unit developed engine problems and the cost to re 
pair it was prohibitive. This leaves the community without a uni 
to cover when units are tied up at other calls or when a unit i 
down for repairs. During these times the East Sandwich pumpe 
is relocated leaving that area uncovered. The replacement of thi 
unit with a combination pumper/ladder would meet both needs. 


I recommend the replacement of a pumper and ladder truc 
with a combined unit that can provide dual service and saving 
over the cost of two separate units. There are many buildings 
homes included, within the town that are out of the reach of ou 
ground ladders. This vehicle would provide our personnel with 
safe and secure platform on which to work. Without an aerial de 
vice suppression, rescue, ventilation, and other tasks are extremel 
risky and in some cases not possible. Without replacement an 
improvement of our capabilities we will all pay higher overal 
costs in losses to the community as a whole. 


Properly installed and maintained smoke detectors, reason 
able house cleaning, and the adherence to recommended safe prac 
tices are the keys to a safe home or business. This department wil 
provide whatever assistance it can to see that all homes have op 
erating smoke detectors. 


Recently many individuals have become concerned abou 
carbon monoxide in their homes. Residents can take some protec 
tive measures to prevent a tragedy from happening by having thei 
heating and/or cooking appliances including their chimneys 
checked at least annually or when ever they suspect a problem 
Many times the problem is a leaking or blocked chimney. Th 
State Fire Marshall’s office is investigating the carbon monoxid 
detectors and hopes to have guidelines out very soon. 


As of this date Sandwich and four other Cape Cod town 
will come on line with Enhanced 9-1-1 during April of this year. 
In order for this to work properly all structures must have th 
correct street number clearly affixed to them and/or visible fro 
the street. 


Two of our members were fortunate enough to attend the 
irginia Beach Technical Rescue School. This was made possible 
y support from Canal Electric. These personnel will be able to 
xpand our knowledge and abilities in areas such as confined space, 
nch, and structural collapse. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other town 
ards, departments, and committees , the citizens and organiza- 
ions of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue Departments and especially 
‘he members of the Sandwich Fire Department and their families 
or their support and cooperation throughout the year.

Sandwich has a considerable amount of undeveloped land 
at can threaten homes when involved in a wildfire. Cape Cod is 
cond only to Southern California in its rate of fire spread. This 
a has along history of some very large fires consuming several 
undred acres at a time. With the build up of homes and other 
tructures we stand to lose a lot more than trees, etc. from a fast 
oving fire. Home owners living in out lying areas should main- 
ain a clear area around their home to reduce the chance of an 
utside fire reaching their house. 


The chassis for our brush trucks were built in 1953, 1965, 
d 1967. lam concerned that these will not last a great deal longer. 
arts are very difficult to obtain for these vehicles, therefore, I 
ave been trying to obtain more military chassis through surplus 
o replace our current brush breakers. Military chassis are much 
tronger and are designed for the more demanding use of brush 
ire control. If we are unable to do this we will have to purchase a 
hassis from a supplier of used military equipment. 


Those residents that wish to take advantage of the burning 
season, that runs from January 15 through the end of April, must 
do so with care. Wind and fuel conditions can cause small brush 
piles to easily get out of control and endanger lives and property. 
Permits are required in Massachusetts for any open air fire and 
may be obtained at the Fire Department. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other town 
boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and organiza- 
tions of Sandwich, other Fire Departments and especially the 
members of the Sandwich Fire Department and their families for 
their support and cooperation throughout the year.

Report of the 
CIVIL DEFENSE DIRECTOR 


The Town of Sandwich came through the past year without 
any significant storms or damage caused by high winds and flood- 


ing. 


During the past year, the Emergency Management Plan for 
the Town of Sandwich was updated. This is done every 4 years to 
keep up with population changes and any special circumstances 
that have occurred. The last time the plan was updated, in 1990, 
there were only 2 schools in the town with approximately 1200 
students in the H.T. Wing School. This information needs to be 
kept current in case of evacuation during an emergency. All the 
new information is given to Massachusetts Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, (MEMA), who, in turn, generates a new plan. At 
this time we are awaiting receipt of the updated plan. 


This department is looking forward to moving into a per- 
manent location during the first part of 1995 at the Human Ser- 
vices Building which will serve as an office and Emergency Op- 
erations Center. Town government and public safety will be able 
to operate from this location should occasion require during an 
emergency. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich, the Board of 
Selectmen, Police and Fire Departments, Public Works Depart- 
ment, School Department, Town Administrator, Town Hall staff, 
other boards and especially the Civil Defense Committee for their 
assistance during the year.

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Report of the 
PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


I hereby submit my tenth report as your Superintendent of 
Public Works: 


| Any recollection the past year would surely include a vivid 

ne-chilling image of weather extremes. Once again mother na- 
ure humbled our high technology society, reinforcing the fact that 
10 matter how far we progress we are only able to watch in awe as 
ill of the conveniences we have come to expect are taken away by 
‘ain, wind, snow, or a torrid combination of all three. 


One engineering reality we face in this region is that we 
ave been able to reduce our road construction expenses by avoid- 
ng the requirements necessary for construction in regions of deep 
wr permanent frost. This past winter showed us all what the im- 
yact of successive winters of this type would be on our roads. 
7rost heaves, pot holes, and wash outs were commonplace. Many 
notorists suffered damage to cars, property owners incurred flood- 
ng, and our entire road network aged rapidly under this physical 
stress. 


Road damage was the most severe in hilly area, where cracks 
n the pavement opened, frost penetrated to depths of as much as 
hree feet, reducing any percolation of water in the base of the 
‘oad. Any rainfall or snow melt which followed travelled under 
he pavement often finding its way out after it had travelled a few 
wndred yards down hill carrying with it the gravel base of the 
‘oad. In the case of Kiah’s Way this condition destroyed a section 
of the road, the department had to pour concrete to keep the road 
ypen for winter, and fully reconstruct the road during the fall sea- 
son. 


Another rather grim reality that faced the department dur- 
ng this period was the fact that the drainage systems upon which 
e depend for the majority of our roads do not function when we 
ave deep, lasting frost. This condition resulted in constant flood- 
g of streets, my crews are to be commended for their attention 
duty during the winter, often being forced to pump icy water 
ff of roads during single digit temperatures. 


The most amazing aspect of weather is the ability of the 
varth to snap back. Driving through town today one can scarcely 
‘ind any evidence of the intensity and duration of this prolonged 
costly winter. The lessons learned and experiences gained will, 
wever, benefit us all. The following summary outlines the ac- 
ivities of the three divisions of Public Works: 


GHWAYS 


Resurfacing of three portions of Quaker Meetinghouse Road 
ncluding a level in course of binder, adjustment of all drainage 
tructures, a finish top course of pavement, as well as striping. 
is job also included drainage installation, brushing, mowing, 
removal, pruning, and catch basin cleaning. 


Paving projects were also accomplished on Shawme Ave, 
Gallo Rd., Dexter Ave., Tupper Ave., Knott Ave, Coast Guard Rd., 
Dillingham Ave., Cotuit Rd., Kiah’s Way, Dogwood Drive, and 
Grand Oak Rd. 


Water Street\Route 130 was reconstructed; this work in- 
cluded full depth grinding of the existing pavement and the place- 
ment of two lifts of new pavement. The project has been staged 
(divided into parts) to reduce interruption to traffic from schools, 
museums, and general town business. During the next construc- 
tion season, plans will be developed to repair existing sidewalks, 
curbing, and drainage. In addition, a grant has been applied for to 
include construction of a sidewalk along the pond side of the street 
from the Town Hall to the Hoxie House. This project will also 
include modifications to Town Hall Square to allow for vehicle 
safety, green space enlargement, addition of crosswalks, and the 
installation of new lighting. 


Stone seal projects were accomplished on the lower portion 
of Old County Road, Ploughed Neck Rd., Sandy Neck Rd., and 
Jones Lane. This process includes the paving of the road to im- 
prove its cross section, and drainage, and is followed by a place- 
ment of liquid asphalt and 3/8 stone. This technique has been very 
successful in prolonging road life, while preserving the appear- 
ance of our older scenic roads. 


Drainage repairs were carried out on Ploughed Neck Rd., 
Atkins Rd., Guild Rd., Route 130, Falmouth-Sandwich Rd., and 
Dogwood Drive. The severity of winter also caused the largest 
number of damaged or sunken catch basins. These basins were 
repaired as time allowed, however, many are being carried over 
to be accomplished with related paving activities. In many in- 
stances, these structures were heaved by frost and upon settle- 
ment the structural integrity of the basin was damaged, often be- 
yond what we would call a normal repair. 


One of the most pleasing aspects of our Highway system 
during the past year has been the results of roadside brush re- 
moval and mowing. The addition of a Flail mower in conjunction 
with a knowledgeable and motivated crew has improved both the 
safety and appearance of our roadsides. The department's empha- 
sis was in the East Sandwich area where we had continually had 
problems with overgrown roadsides, often resulting in complaints 
from motorists, school buses, and public safety departments. 


During the coming fiscal year the DPW will be requesting 
through the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, and Town 
Meeting, a local bonding of money to repair roads. Sandwich has 
many well maintained roadways, however, we must continue to 
invest in our system in order to preserve and protect the Town’s 
largest single capital facility. We urge all residents and property 
owners to support this request. 
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SANITATION 


The most challenging aspect of the management of this di- 
vision is that waste management is a moving target. Each year 
brings changing markets, new regulations, as well as different 
methods, materials, and products. 


The addition of a new roll-off unit to carry materials to 
market, as well as service to other towns has revolutionized recy- 
cling. Market conditions have improved, old newspaper, metals, 
and plastic now bring revenue to the Town. During the year we 
expect to bring $60,000 worth of revenue to the Town from these 
activities. 


Our Hazardous Waste Collection days continue to be a great 
success. This year 324 households participated in this one day 
event. The department will continue to support, promote, and de- 
velop this service as it is intended to protect our valuable air and 
water. The combination of increased participation, as well as a 
general trend on the part of the public to reduce the purchase of 
these products, will result in reduced costs and quantities. 


The recycling of 20,000 gallons of waste oil is a credit to 
the citizens of Sandwich, and has allowed for a burning of a por- 
tion of this to heat the DPW garage, resulting in a significant sav- 
ings to the Town. 


A new product introduced to our recycling program this 
winter is the recycling of anti-freeze. The participation of the 
Barnstable County Extension Service in this program has been 
the catalyst for promotion of this program, and will provide a 
greater level of service to our customers. 


Landfilling of composted and dried sludge form the septage 
lagoons took place during the summer. This completed an impor- 
tant component of this project. With the coming spring the lagoon 
site will be closed, having been filled in with surplus sand and 
gravel from engineering, highway, and private contractor contri- 
butions. The closed site will then be returned to the owner for a 
new use. 


With the closure of the lagoon site, the department will be- 
gin the process of closing the landfill, a challenging project, in- 
volving decisions on post closure use, drainage installation, con- 
struction of a leaf and yard waste composting facility, traffic is- 
sues, and long range waste management issues. During this pe- 
riod the public will be invited to participate in these decisions in 
order to tailor the closure to the Town’s needs. 


A cooperative venture between the towns of Sandwich, 
Bourne, Yarmouth, Falmouth, and, soon, Mashpee has been un- 
der way for a few months now. This pilot project involves the 
combination of recycled newspaper from all of the towns. Sand- 
wich acts as the lead town in transporting a newspaper to market. 
At this date all of the towns are pleased with this arrangement, the 
result has been increased revenues for Sandwich, reduced costs 


for the other Towns, and a greater level of service to the users o 
the facilities. The immediate success of this program inspired al 
of the Towns to cooperatively pursue a grant from the Depart 
ment of Environmental Protection. This would allow for the pur 
chase of additional trailers, roll-off containers, and possibly a smal 
building for the aggregation of recyclable materials. Upon receip 
of a grant, the communities could enter into an agreement to shar 
the revenues generated. 


The entire waste management effort of the Town is depen 
dent on the work and dedication of Paul Lammare and his stafi 
We are very fortunate to have Paul’s leadership. In addition, man 
of the Cape’s Towns call on him for advice and are frequent: 
using his work as a model for their own programs. 


PARKS AND TREE WARDEN 


In spite of the division’s reputation for horticultural exper 
tise, the Park division more than ever is the place the Town goe 
when no one else remains to tackle or fulfill a task. There is ni 
limit to the demands placed on this division. The variety of wor! 
changes with the seasons, and the Town can always depend o: 
Parks to pursue all work with the same vigor with which the: 
maintain the Town’s grounds. 


Assistance is given the Recreation Department in staffin 
of the beaches during the summer, the Scarecrow Contest at Hal 
loween, the development of the recreation center, pickup and Stor 
age of arts and craft materials, installation of lifeguard chairs, an 
assistance for holiday events such as the Fourth of July. 


Maintenance of Conservation lands require a year roun 
commitment, including brushing of trails, litter pickup at Tow! 
beaches, erection of snow fencing to prevent damage to dunes 
repair of various boardwalks leading to beaches, as well as mow 
ing of wood roads through our conservation lands. 


The maintenance of Town cemeteries is indeed a challeng 
ing task. Ranging in size and scattered throughout Town, thes 
lands require constant care, involving turf, tree work, buildin 
maintenance, gravestone restoration, and fence repair. 


Tree work during the past few years has increased deman: 
on this division, the decline of the Pitch Pine has resulted in a 
increase in tree removal along our roads and in our Parks. Care a 
our small but precious Elm population includes pruning, samplin 
for the presence of disease, and constant monitoring during th 
growing season. The best report on the tree population is the con 
tinual installation of new trees planted each year. These trees com 
from a variety of sources, including donations from the Advisor 
Landscape Council, grants received from the State throug! 
MassReleaf ($5,000.00 last year, $10,000 this year), and Tow 
funds. This, of course, requires a long term commitment on th 
part of the Town to develop and maintain these trees, the resul 
will be a very stable population, and a lasting benefit to our futur 
generations. 
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In addition to the wide a variety of tasks mentioned above, 
e Parks division also assists the Highway division in roadside 
rushing and mowing, litter control, pothole patching, snow and 
ce control, and equipment maintenance. 


During the past two summer the Parks division has enlisted 
€ support of the Job Training and Employment Corporation, a 
ederally supported youth training program sponsored by the 
-ounty of Barnstable. This program provides opportunity for 
oung people between the ages of 14 and 15 to develop job skills. 
nder the supervision of our Parks staff these youths pick up lit- 
er, paint guardrail posts, and clean beaches for six weeks during 
he summer. The program assists the Town by providing funding 
‘or our existing summer staff. 


The Department of Public Works would like to thank all of 
the Town departments for their support and assistance throughout 
e year. And I would be remiss if I did not thank all of my own 
staff for their devotion to duty particularly during the past winter. 
The Town was a safer place in which to drive during that pro- 
onged difficult time and to their families who had to live without 
em for most of the winter.

Report of the 
TOWN ENGINEER 


1994 was another busy year for the Engineering Depart- 
ment, while not apparent to citizens and even other employees of 
the Town. 


Starting with the usual street takings, all those approved by 
the Board of Selectmen and by Annual Town Meeting were pre- 
pared and recorded either at the Registry of Deeds or at the Land 
Court. They included all or parts of : Quaker Village Lane, Karla 
Lane, Hemlock Terrace, Applewood Circle, Blackthorn Path, 
Pinecrest Drive and Moody Circle. 


We continued to work on the regional septage treatment fa- 
sility for Sandwich and Mashpee as authorized by their respec- 
‘ive Town Meetings. To that end, we advertised for qualifications 
statements from engineering consultants. The qualifications of 
all those who submitted were evaluated, and four were shortlisted 
for interviews. The firm of Dufresne—Henry was ultimately se- 
lected to work on the project. The first element of the project will 
e to produce an estimate of the tipping fee to treat septage. That 
nformation is scheduled to be complete in March 1995. 


The septage treatment facility received an approval certifi- 
sate from DEP making the project eligible for a low interest loan 
rom the State. We will assist the Selectmen as the regional septage 


treatment plant design progresses and as more information is avail- 
able concerning the loan program to determine if and how much 
money the Town can possibly save by borrowing money through 
the state loan program as opposed to bonding the costs. 


After the unexpected failure of the septic system leaching 
facility at the Town Hall Annex, we designed, received permits 
from the Board of Health and DEP, and installed a new leaching 
field and other modifications to improve the efficiency of the en- 
tire system. 


We wrote the specifications, solicited quotations, and per- 
formed the construction inspection of installing new shingles on 
the front of the Human Services Building along with other related 
maintenance at the same time. 


As a result of Town Meeting’s vote, we advertised the re- 
construction of Jan Sebastian Drive and performed the construc- 
tion inspection and administration. 


Also as a result of Town Meeting’s vote, we provided over- 
view of the design of heating, ventilating, and air conditioning 
improvements and modifications at the Town Offices on Jan 
Sebastian Drive. We also advertised the work and performed the 
construction administration. 


In order to bring the Town into compliance with the Ameri- 
cans With Disabilities Act, we started the design and solicited 
quotations for a handicapped ramp at the Town Hall Annex. A 
handicapped parking space will also be provided. We have started 
the design of similar facilities at the police station. Money appro- 
priated by Town Meeting is the source of funds. We will perform 
the construction inspection and administration at both projects. 


We began the process of evaluating alternatives for correct- 
ing the deteriorating exterior paint on the Town Hall. Once the 
evaluation is complete, funds appropriated by Town Meeting will 
be used to implement the selected rehabilitation method. We are 
also pursuing a grant to offset the costs. 


The Engineering Department attended as required the meet- 
ings and hearings of various Town boards and committees and 
commented, as requested by them, on plans and applications sub- 
mitted to them. In general, we provided technical assistance to all 
Town boards and departments as requested by them. 


As agents for the Planning Board, the Engineering Depart- 
ment inspected the construction of drainage and paving by devel- 
opers of the following new subdivision roads: Vineyard Circle, 
Pony Lane, Raccoon Lane, Bosuns Passage, Westerly Drive, 
Wintergreen Lane, Ground Cover Lane, Open Trail Road, Indian 
Summer Lane, Mossy Bottom Lane, Birchwood Lane, Tamarack 
Lane, Ivy Lane, Holly Berry Lane, and Reflection Drive. 
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We hope the coming year will be just as challenging and 
interesting as was 1994. 


I wish to thank my staff, Christine Leonard and Alan 
MacKay, as well as all Town officials, citizens, etc., for making 


1994 a successful and rewarding one.

Annual Reports provide us with the opportunity to review 
the events of the past physical year. The Town of Sandwich Nurs- 
ing Department continues to provide the residents of Sandwich 
with the following services:

& 4th Friday of each month, 2:00-4:00 PM. 

3. Lead Screening (Mandated by law), bi-annually, (appoint- 
ment necessary) 

4. _ Flu Clinics (scheduled each fall, no appointment neces- 
sary) 

5. | Well Women Clinics - 3 per month (appointment neces- 
sary) 

6. | Well Men Clinics - 1 per month (appointment necessary) 

7. | Well Child Clinics - 1 per month (appointment necessary) 

8. | Maternal/Child Visits (nurse visits home, nurse will make 
appointment) 

9. Home & Office Disease Visits (as needed, appointment 
necessary) 

10. Kindergarten Clinic (physical mandated by law), bi- 
annually, (appointment necessary) 

11. Loan Closet-Durable Medical Equipment, Wheelchairs, 
Canes (four prong), Walkers, Commodes, etc. 


The Sandwich Health Association continues financially to 
sponsor all clinics. This allows the Sandwich Nursing Department 
to offer many health preventative screenings and clinics for the 
residents of Sandwich, charging only a minimal fee. These ser- 
vices are in need with the rising costs of health care. These ser- 
vices consist of the following:

The Nursing Department continues to work with the Visit- 
ing Nurses of Upper Cape Cod in providing space for the mobile 
mammography van a part of the Mass Department of Public 
Health’s “Well Women Program’’. 


On September 29, 1994 a free prostate cancer screening was 
held at our department. This is one of the tools used in diagnosing 
prostate cancer. Many thanks to our co-sponsors Sandwich Health 
Association and Council on Aging and all of the many organiza- 
tions who donated time and money to this worthy cause. 


The Cape Cod W.I.C. (women, infants and children) is avail 
able to all residents of Upper Cape. The WIC program provides ¢ 
supplemental food program and nutrition counseling for pregnan 
mothers, nursing mothers, postpartum mothers and children un 
der 5 years of age.

Report of the 
OUNCIL ON AGING 


The purpose of the Sandwich Council on Aging is to act as 
{community resource and advocate to create and promote oppor- 
unities for the optimum in health, independence and well-being 
‘or senior citizens in Sandwich. 


The goal of the Council on Aging is to identify the needs of 
e elder population and provide facilities, programs and services 
o meet these needs directly or through coordination with other 
gencies. 


Our Outreach Worker, Elaine Emery and our Outreach Pro- 
xram is vital to the safety, security and well-being of our senior 
sitizens and their families. Living independently in one’s own 
10me as long as possible is important to most senior citizens and 
yur Outreach Program is vital to that goal. We work closely with 
any agencies such as Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Is- 
ands, Social Security Office, Medicaid Office, local doctors, hos- 
vital social service departments, Sight Loss Services, Elder Law 
oject, local housing authorities, and the Sandwich Fire and Po- 
ice Departments. We continue to try and meet the challenge to 
upplement funding cuts to programs that are vital to senior citi- 
ens. Much of the help we receive comes from donations and the 
illingness of Sandwich people of all ages to help in so many 
ays. 


This year we were fortunate to receive additional funds 
rough our State Formula Grant. We used these funds to increase 
ur Outreach Coverage. Jan Skillings, our former Receptionist, 
s now working 11 hours as our Outreach Assistant. She assists 
laine Emery with the routine visits and follow-up necessary to 
aintain and ensure continuing services and safety of seniors. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continue to multi- 
ly. We are currently researching grants to enable us to meet the 
most urgent needs of our Senior population. 


In December, 1994, we received a grant in conjunction with 
the Town of Bourne which will enable us to provide limited re- 


spite on an emergency basis to Sandwich residents. The Sand- 
wich Co-ordinator for the program is Kathy Gallagher and volun- 
teers are needed to help us provide up to four hours of respite to 
caregivers. People needing more than 4 hours would be cared for 
by professional staff from an Agency. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of the 
credit for the success of the work of the Council on Aging. They 
make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: Under the direction of Coordina- 
tor, Marjorie Leino, this group of men and women visit approxi- 
mately 19 people each month. This group provides much needed 
social contact to seniors who are somewhat isolated and frail. We 
are always seeking new members to continue to expand this pro- 
gram. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Six volunteers pro- 
vide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich Seniors to protect the 
safety and security of that person. There is no cost for the labor- 
-just for the parts needed. Funds are available to pay the costs if 
there is a financial problem. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE CALLS: Telephone calls 
are made daily to seniors who live alone and would like the reas- 
surance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk Volunteers 
make the calls during the week and during the weekend a volun- 
teer makes these calls from home. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the Sand- 
wich Fire Department, the C.O.A. has 11 Knox Boxes (and is 
purchasing 6 additional boxes through the Fire Department). These 
boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s door and allow access in an 
emergency to the Fire Department. 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate an 11 passenger van to 
transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, bank on Thurs- 
days and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and fourth Wednes- 
days, the van transports seniors to shopping at area Malls. Ser- 
vice was interrupted a few times this year due to breakdowns and 
volunteers came to our rescue. We thank them for their willing- 
ness to help. 


Our 11 passenger van is currently not in use as it has been 
judged unsafe to drive. We are making due with the six passenger 
Ford Aerostar we received through a Massachusetts Council on 
Aging grant. It does not meet our needs and the Council on Aging 
Board and staff are evaluating our options to purchase a new 12 
passenger van. We appreciate everyone’s patience and under- 
standing during this time. Our thanks to our volunteer drivers 
and trip coordinator who make these programs possible. 


We also have volunteer drivers (18) who are available to 
drive seniors to doctor’s appointments and hospital appointments. 
This program is critical as many seniors can no longer drive. 
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FRONT DESK VOLUNTEERS: These volunteers man the 
reception desk at the Council on Aging each afternoon and an- 
swer the telephone, handle routine tasks such as reservations for 
activities and programs, van reservations, newsletter addressing. 
They provide a friendly greeting and capable service to anyone 
who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER is made possible because of the sup- 
port of local merchants who advertise in our newsletter. They 
make possible the inhouse printing and mailing of our Newsletter 
to 1,989 people. This newsletter communicates the programs and 
services being offered at the Council on Aging as well as infor- 
mation of health, legal, financial issues. At least fifteen volun- 
teers address and collate the newsletter each month. 


The Nutrition Program is administered by Elder Services of 
Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior Center serves at the Sand- 
wich site. Volunteers deliver Meals on Wheels and help prepare 
and set up for the Dining Center meal program four days a week. 
These volunteers are our “front line of defense” in identifying 
concerns about someone on their route. The COA transports to 
Monday meals. 


The Council on Aging continues to administer the Surplus 
Food Program for Sandwich residents of any age. We also are the 
FUEL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for any Sand- 


wich resident. 


In Fiscal year 1994, our 165 volunteers gave 6,611 hours 
valued at $65,769. Our volunteers are vital not only to the Coun- 
cil on Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We honor them each 
year with a recognition luncheon made possible through a grant 
and donation from the Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich. Our 
heartfelt thanks goes to each one. 


Telephone calls logged for Calendar 1994 were 6,809. These 
are for general information and referral, transportation, social pro- 
grams, outreach requests, fuel assistance, financial assistance, 
health issues/screenings, insurance counseling—SHINE (Serving 
the Health Information Needs of Elders.) 


Financial support comes from many sources--through a grant 
from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs our Outreach worker 
is funded for 7 hours. AARP administers a program to provide 
free tax preparation to Sandwich Seniors at the Senior Center. 
The Town budget funds the salaries of the full time Director and 
30 hour/week Secretary as well as 12 hours for our Outreach 
Worker. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to the 
programs and services at the Council on Aging. They are: Friends 
of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich Senior Citizens Club, American 
Legion, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lions Club, Kiwanis 
Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, Doll Museum Study Group, 


Shawme Heights Management, Inc. We thank them and ask you 
to support their fundraising efforts. We thank also private citi- 
zens who support us through their donations to us. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Departments 
especially Nursing Department, Recreation Department, Park De- 
partment, Town Assessor, Fire and Police Departments. These 
men and women are always ready to assist the Council on Aging 
and Sandwich senior citizens. We thank them and sincerely ap- 
preciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the policy making Board of the 
Council on Aging. They each have added responsibilities of ex- 
pertise in various senior issues and activities. The Board would 
like to thank the citizens of Sandwich and officials for their assis- 
tance and support during the year.

There are fourteen cemeteries or burial sites in the Town of 
Sandwich with over five hundred veterans of both peacetime and 
war buried with them.

Flag markers 
are placed on each site at soon as possible after internment and 
maps are updated. Flags are placed before Memorial Day and re- 
moved at the discretion of the Veterans’ Grave Officer. 
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Information as to burial locations of our veterans is obtained 
ough local newspapers. When burial is listed as private or the 
eteran is from out-of-town, we are unable to maintain and up- 
ate maps, or place markers. A complete list is maintained of all 
eceased veterans of our Town. Records are kept of burials in 
ational Cemetery, out-of-town cemeteries, and those that have 
en cremated. We need your help. If you are aware of any vet- 
ran whose grave is not being honored, please call the Town Hall 
r the Veterans’ Grave Officer as soon as possible. 


We are especially concerned about the fact that several mark- 
ts have been destroyed, taken, or moved to another grave site. 
“he holders are very expensive and care should be taken to help 
reserve them.

Harron 
able has indicated that more community production volunteers 
wre needed to improve the number of meetings televised. Com- 
nittee member Steve Baker has been working with Harron per- 
sonnel including Dan Rodriguez, Channel 64 Program Director, 
n an attempt to encourage more community volunteers.

Report of the 
RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Sandwich Recreation Department provided the citizens 
of Sandwich with over three dozen recreational and leisure activi- 
ties in 1994. The Department tried to offer a wide realm of oppor- 
tunities for all ages under the Direction of the Recreation Direc- 
tor, part-time summer staff and numerous volunteers. The follow- 
ing is the list of these activities: Swimming lessons, Sailing les- 
sons (children & adults), Tennis lessons (children & adults), Sum- 
mer Arts & Crafts, Summer Basketball, 2 on 2 Basketball tourna- 
ment, Summer Playground, July 4th events (road race, parade, 
field events, muster events, craft fair, band concert, boat parade), 
Adult Co-Ed Volleyball, Adult Co-Ed Softball, Teen Ski Trips, 
Family Ski Trip, Youth Sports (Little League, Babe Ruth, Girls 
softball, Girls T-ball, Field Hockey, Boys Lacrosse, Youth Bas- 
ketball, Youth Soccer, Pop Warner Football-Bourne), Golf Les- 
sons (children, adults, Senior Citizens), Senior Citizen Exercise 
classes, Senior Citizen Walking group, Senior Citizen Holiday 
luncheons, Christmas Crafts, Cheerleading, Halloween Scare-crow 
contest, Low Impact Aerobics, Bob Bigelow Sports forum. 


A nine member Recreation Committee oversees the Depart- 
ments happenings. It became evident with the increasing number 
of programs that the department offers, the number of participants 
involved, and the direction in which the Committee wanted the 
department to go, that a formal purpose and philosophy statement 
along with written bylaws be established and adopted in 1994. 
The following explains the Recreation Committee and their phi- 
losophy; 


The Sandwich Recreation Committee is a nine member 
Committee and is formed for the purpose of supporting all of the 
residents of Sandwich in their recreational pursuits. As such this 
group will: 


1. Provide recreational activities to the residents of Sand- 
wich for the least possible cost. 


2. Provide leadership in promoting a sense of town spirit 
and unity. 


3. Provided support to all activities sanctioned by the 
Sandwich Recreation Committee. 
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The Recreation Committee also sanctions a wide spectrum 
of Youth Sport leagues. It has been adopted this year that the 
Committee will sanction the regular season play but not post sea- 
son or all-star play. This type of play will be held independent of 
the Recreation Department. It is the belief of the Recreation Com- 
mittee that their sponsorship of a league should be open to all 
individuals that want to participate. As stated in the by-laws; The 
Recreation Committee encourages, but will not sanction, any teams 
that are made up of only individuals selected by and limited to 
those who have been chosen to represent any activity or sport 
because of their superior talent or ability. The Sandwich Recre- 
ation Committee applauds the achievements of those individuals 
selected, but so-called “select”, “all-star”, or “travel” teams will 
not fall under the sanction of the Recreation Committee. 


The Recreation Committee and Director work many hours 
trying to provide the highest quality programs possible. We thank 
our summer staff and our endless volunteers who help us achieve 
that goal. We also thank long-time Committee member Les 
Hopkins and Glenn Magnuson who stepped down in 1994, for 
their many years of dedicated service to the Recreation Commit- 
tee. We welcome new members Jack Murphy and Thomas Foley. 


The Committee meets the first Monday of the month at the 
Human Services Building at 7:30 pm.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Submitted herewith is the report of the Sandwich Public 
Library for the calendar year 1994. 


The year was very busy indeed for the library. Circulation 
of all library materials again exceeded all previous numbers. The 
Sandwich Library remains second only to Falmouth in the num- 
ber of resources used by its patrons. In number of programs, ser- 
vices and hours it is exceeded by no other library on the Cape. 


In May, shortly after the Annual Town Meeting, The Board 
of Trustees voted to open the library on Sundays for the first time 
since a similar board of local citizens voted to do the same in 1912. 
The response to the Sunday hours has been very enthusiastic. 


The Friends of the Library continue to provide valuable, 
supplemental, support for library services. The financial assistance 
the Friends provided allowed the library to expand such popular 
services as public computers for adults and children and profes- 
sional programming for young people. By entering a leasing ar- 
rangement, the Friends made it possible for the library to upgrade 
its copying services. The Friends’ weekly book sale continues to 


be its economic engine and while it has devoted fans here in Sand- 
wich the sale also draws people from all over the Cape. 


The increasing popularity of the Library and its programs 
continues to draw more and more people. On occasion, the num- 
ber of parents and children wishing to participate in Library’s pro- 
grams cannot be accommodated. Oftentimes the public computer 
room cannot handle the numbers of people wishing to reserve 
time on the computers. Parking remains a problem for all Library 
patrons.

Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority is connected to the Town 
but receives funding from state and federal governments. We are 
a Town agency, even though we are not Town funded, as our Com- 
missioners are elected at Town elections in May. One of our five 
Commissioners is appointed by the Governor. 


The Housing Authority’s mandate, according to Massachu- 
setts General Laws,Chapter 121B, is to develop, maintain and 
manage low-income housing units for persons and families who 
fall within the following income admission limits:

These are NET income figures. 
There is an Asset Limit of $15,000 per family. 
We are finally under construction. Hopefully, we are now 


only a year away from realizing our goal of building elderly and 
special needs units for the Town of Sandwich. Once again we 


would like to thank all of those who have worked all of these 
many years to bring this project to fruition. This is one of the 
largest projects in the State and incorporates four different pro- 
grams on one site; namely, the Department of Mental Health, the 
Department of Mental Retardation, the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs and the Sandwich Housing Authority. In conjunction with 
this, the current Executive Director’s contract has been renewed 
until the new units are finished and upon completion of the con- 
struction the Commissioners voted to hire a Property Manager 
who would then be trained by the Executive Director. This per- 
son would ultimatcly become the Executive Director. 


Our Farmer’s Home 515 Application for 24 family units 
was denied funding for this round, we will resubmit our applica- 
tion for the next funding phase. 


Sandwich was successful in receiving three housing vouch- 
ers from HUD for the Family Self Sufficiency Program. This pro- 
gram is designed to help get education, job training, etc to three 
families per year. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority has been a part of the LHA 
Transitional Program, the aim of which is to provide daily living, 
parenting, communications, educational and employment skills 
to two of our families. The funding for this grant ended on June 
30, 1994. 


We have a very full year ahead of us, but our main focus 
will be on completing the development on Cotuit Road. We have 
done annual inspections along with EOCD of all of our “705” 
Family units and they are in good condition. We have applied to 
the new Modernization Grant for 6 items that still need address- 
ing namely; a septic system update, drainage problems, heating 
conversion, paving of the George Fernandes Way turnaround, 
improvements to the building envelope at Bramblebush Drive 
and other items. 


I would like to thank the Sandwich Selectmen, the Sand- 
wich Town Administrator, Bud Dunham, and all of the other Town 
agencies who have realized the importance of low-income hous- 
ing for Sandwich residents.

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Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


The Sandwich Public Schools are continuing to develop 
instructional strategies which foster character education along with 
ongoing efforts to provide educational excellence in teaching. 
Enrollments continue to grow at an alarming rate. In the 1994- 
1995 school year the district enrolled 3470 students, 210 more 
than it did a year ago. This represents an overall growth of 6.4 
percent. 


New teacher hirings for the 1994-1995 school year include: 
Forestdale School, grade 5, grade 6, half-time kindergarten, half- 
time special needs, full-time speech and language and half-time 
grade 3 special needs. Also, an earth science teacher was hired at 
Sandwich High School. Principal J. Michael Janelli resigned his 
position at the Wing School. Assistant Principal Matthew Bridges 
was appointed Principal. Mrs. Emily Mezzetti joined our admin- 
istrative staff as Assistant Principal at the Wing School, replacing 
Mr. Bridges. Special Education Director Brian Davis resigned 
effective October Ist. Sandra Serchuk, school adjustment coun- 
selor, was appointed as the Interim SPED Director through No- 
vember 30th, and Vicki Schulz, High School Resource Room 
teacher, assumed the interim position until the end of the year. 
The new Special Education Director is expected to fill the posi- 
tion on or before July Ist, 1995, 


Early retirement was taken by four teachers: James 
Campbell, Tom Eagar, John Chisolm and Joan Murray. The three 
gentlemen returned to work part-time. 


The effectiveness of our Kindergarten through Grade Eight 
model becomes more and more apparent as children pass through 
childhood and preadolescence stages under the guidance of fac- 
ulty who have the opportunity to assess their individual needs 


The Education Reform Act has mandated changes in the 
schools which has, and will continue to have, a serious effect on 
our schools and our community. Specifically, spending increases 
have not kept pace with rising enrollments and costs. The funding 
difficulties are not the fault of either the town or the schools. Rather 
they are the result of the impossibility of keeping up with enroll- 
ment of 4 to 5 percent (6.4 % from 1993-94), and foundation bud- 
get increases of 7 or 8 percent, when property tax increases are 
constrained to 2.5 percent under Proposition 2 1/2. We have taken 
the lead in the state to gain relief for communities like Sandwich, 
and are hopeful that the state legislature incorporates some of in- 
flation aid within the reform law funding formula. 


Under Ed Reform we have established School Site Coun- 
cils. These Councils are compromised of teachers, parents and 
community members, and they continue to meet monthly assess- 
ing and developing School Improvement Plans which will encom- 
pass human and academic core values. Council meetings are posted 
at Town Hall and open the public. 


The K-8 schools have implemented an Inclusion Program 
at all grade levels where Special Education students are 
mainstreamed into regular classes with specialized staff support. 
Teacher training is ongoing and feedback has been positive and 
supportive. 


Students, staff, parents and members of the community have 
joined to promote a variety of programs and activities to enhance 
the education of all children. Henry T. Wing School designated 
1994-1995 as the International Year, highlighted by an interna- 
tional holiday dinner attended by 85 senior citizens. Yumie Suzuki, 
Japanese intern, has exposed Japanese culture to all grade levels. 
Forestdale school hosted the First Annual Senior Citizen Dinner 
which attracted more than 80 seniors. Oak Ridge School students 
collaborate with a local nusing home and the Council on Aging. 
Projects all K-8 students have been involved in include contribut- 
ing generously to Independence House; collecting food, coats and 
cold weather clothing for the needy; Spring cleaning of Seniors’ 
yards; and “Cans for Education”, a recycling effort for scholar- 
ship funds. 


Curriculum Assessment scores indicate performance ranks 
well above averages set by statewide standards. This is the final 
implementation of this testing model which generates a school 
and district score but does not provide individual student data. 
The new model will provide individual transcripts and will be 
tied to High School graduation requirements when taken at the 
tenth grade. The state will accumulate assessment results for a 
two year period in order to provide a standard reference for indi- 
vidual student performance. 


The NEASC (New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges) two-year report has been completed and channeled into 
positive growth. We have developed a “Humanities Program” in 
grades 9 and 12 at the High School and have adopted a heteroge- 
neous grouping model for a revised grade 9 program. First semes- 
ter report cards reinforce the effectiveness of this model which 
increases academic expectations for all students. A multi-cultural 
performance program is in its second year of implementation with 
monthly performances, guest speakers and artists in the classrooms. 
We have developed many drug and alcohol prevention programs 
for all of our schools. The High School has also expanded its Tech. 
Prep Program which provides students with college credits as they 
study in High School. This program is funded by a grant in col- 
laboration with Cape Cod Community College. 


Sandwich schools continue to receive over $500,000 in 
grants and awards for health programs, technology initiatives, 
math, science program development and many multi-cultural hu- 
manistic activities. 


Twenty-two sporting night events were held in the fall at 
Sandwich High School. Special thanks to the Boosters Club for 


their continued support of our athletic programs. 


Since assuming the position of Superintendent of Schools 
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just one year ago, my respect and admiration for students and 
staff have grown tremendously. My regularly scheduled meeting 
with the Business Advisory Committee, PTA Presidents, and town 
department heads assures me that the community cares, that there 
is support and collaboration of the “entire” community. These are 
the main ingredients for continued individual growth and academic 
excellence in the Sandwich Public Schools.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


School Committee Meetings: School Committee Meetings are 
held at 7:30 p.m. on the first and third Wednesday of each month. 


School Entrance: Any child resident of Sandwich may attend 
Kindergarten provided he/she has reached the age of five years on 
or before September first of the year of entrance. 


The State Laws require that all children seven years of age and 
over, who are physically and mentally able, attend school. 


Birth Certificate: A birth certificate is required for all children 
entering either Kindergarten or First Grade. 


Medical Requirements: Medical requirements for school entrance 
are immunization according to the General Laws of Massachu- 
setts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: The School Committee or Board of Health 
shall cause every child in the public schools to be separately and 
carefully examined by a physician duly registered in Massachu- 
setts within six months before entrance to school or during the 
first year after entrance and at intervals of either three or four 
years thereafter. 


No school: Every effort will be made to have school whenever 
feasible. On days when transportation by bus is impossible, school 
will not be in session. Notice will be broadcast over radio stations 
WQRC, Cape 104, WCOD, WXTK, WPLM, and WBZ Channel 
4 beginning at 6:00 a.m. In addition, there will be signals at 7:00 
a.m. and 8:00 p.m. as follows: four signals from the East Sand- 
wich and Forestdale Stations and the Sandwich Stations will sound 
2 pause 2 signals four times. In the event that it become necessary 
to close school before the regular dismissal time due to power 
failure, severe weather conditions, etc., the above radio stations 
will broadcast this information at 12 Noon. 


Report of the 
SANDWICH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich School Committee had another busy year, 
which started with a change in superintendents. Dr. Joseph 
Nicholson retired after 13 years of dedicated service to the Town 
of Sandwich and its children. We are very appreciative of his lead- 
ership over the years and his many contributions to the school 
system, which have enhanced the quality of education in Sand- 
wich. 


On January 3, 1994, Mr. Peter Cannone started as our Su- 
perintendent and has not stopped since. He led us through a diffi- 
cult budget process due to the inability of the funding to keep 
pace with the increase in student population. The Finance Com- 
mittee and Selectmen did contribute an additional sum of money 
to help offset the increased need for funds. 


The School Committee realized that an override would be 
needed to meet the growth and demands of the Education Reform 
Law in Fiscal 1996. Early in the process, it became apparent that 
there was a discrepancy in the amount of State aid being received 
by Sandwich. Dr. Edward Moscovitch, the author of the funding 
formula in Education Reform, was hired to confirm our assump- 
tions. He did a study to determine our needs and suggest solu- 
tions. We invited our State legislators, as well as our Town offi- 
cials, to meet and hear our report form Dr. Moscovitch. We then 
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asked our legislators for their support in restoring the Inflation 
Aid component of the funding formula. 


The School Committee continues to deal with implement- 
ing the numerous mandates under Education Reform. 


The School Committee would like to thank the administra- 
tors, teachers and support staff for doing an excellent job with 
very limited resources. 


Most importantly, we wold like to express how proud we 
are of all our students and their many accomplishments over the 
past year.

SANDWICH COMMUNITY SCHOOL 


Since last Town Meeting, the Community School has con- 
tinued to grow by a factor of approximately 15%. This reflects a 
decline in our growth rate from last year which was 20%. This is 
attributable to the fact that many of our programs are operating at 
or near capacity and therefore we have no room to grow. For 
example: The Child Care Center has very few openings. The 
Dance, Gymnastics, Drivers Education, Pool, and many Adult Edu- 
cation classes all have waiting lists. As we progress towards the 
turn of the century, our space problems will become increasingly 
more pronounced. As this problem continues to manifest itself, it 
will have a negative impact on our ability to remain financially 
self sufficient. 


Hopefully, before we begin to encounter serious financial 
problems, we will be able to develop a facility that will be able to 
house most of our programs. This would afford parents a one 
stop resource for children’s programming, as well as a financially 
viable resource for the leisure time activities for Sandwich citi- 
zens of all ages. 


Noteworthy happenings during the past year in the Com- 
munity School: 


1) Up With People visited Sandwich again and played to 
three packed houses. 

2) Our first annual production of The Nutcracker performed 
to two sold out houses. 

3) We awarded our first annual $1,000 scholarship to 
Heather L. Hughes of Sandwich. She is attending as- 
sumption College in Worcester, MA. 

4) The Community School funded several summer jobs for 
Sandwich youth as part of our summer jobs program. 

5) The Dance Program has grown substantially over the past 
year; to the point where it is our fourth largest program. 
This progress is due in large part to Sabrina Vaz, our 
Dance Coordinator. 


6) The Gymnastics program has experienced significant 
growth under the expert leadership of Ellen Zanewski 
and Gail McEvoy. 

7) The Adult Education program has continued its astonish- 
ing growth under the leadership of Carolyn Buckland, 
Assistant Director. 

8) Total enrollment of over 15,000 people, exclusive of 
child care, plus over 300 families at the Child Care Center 
annually. 


As always, I would like to extend my sincere appreciation 
to the following: The Citizens of Sandwich who continue to sup- 
port our programs; The central office staff at the Community 
School, including Carolyn Buckland, Susan Vigliano, Audrey 
Senese, Marcia McCluskey, Lori Donovan-Cohen and Maureen 
Jackson. Without these individuals, any success we may have 
achieved would not have been possible. When you call or stop by 
the Community School office you probably deal with one of these 
individuals. They process over 15,000 registrations per year, plus 
building schedules and answering the telephone. The Commu- 
nity School is very fortunate to have such outstanding people as 
these as its representative to you our customers. Thanks also to 
the Sandwich School Committee chaired by Sherry Marshall; Mr. 
Peter Cannone, Superintendent of Schools; and the Sandwich 
Public School Teachers and Administrators. I would also like to 
thank the Sandwich Community School Executive Council chaired 
by William Moore, who has been on the Council through good 
times as well as not so good; and the Board of Selectmen cur- 
rently chaired by MaryGail Alesse, who back in 1990 allowed the 
Community School to use the portables as a Child Care Center. 


As you can well imagine, there is much optimism within 
the Community School. However, this optimism is tempered by 
the fact that storm clouds loom just over the horizon. If we do not 
find adequate space in order to continue our growth, we will, in 
the short term, stagnate; and in the long term, possibly cease to 
exist.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational-Technical School 
enrollment, as of October 1, 1993 consisted of eighty (80) stu- 
dents from Bourne, one hundred twelve (112) from Falmouth, ten 
(10) from Marion, thirty-nine (39) from Sandwich, and one hun- 
dred eighty-eight (188) from Wareham. An additional thirty (30) 
students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program 
and twenty-one (21) students were tuitioned from other towns. 
Adult tuitioned students, specialized afternoon and evening occu- 
pational programs and summer programs are additional to these 
enrollments. 


The extended day program provided training opportunities 
to over sixty (60) adults from surrounding communities in the 
areas of Culinary Arts, General Maintenance and Nursing Assis- 
tance. As a result of successes with adult programs, the school 
received the Job Training Employment Corporation Outstanding 
Program Award for 1994. 


The school continues to integrate academic and technical 
instructional curriculum. Technical subject teachers are team teach- 
ing with Science instructors in Principles of Technology, and Math 
instructors are working directly with technical teachers to rein- 
force mathematics as it applies to specific occupations. In addi- 
tion, teacher-based curriculum teams have expanded academics 
to allow for College Prep/Tech Prep course offerings as well as 
Career Prep courses. 


A second computer laboratory, consisting of sixteen (16) 
computers, was added to the school and many of the classrooms 
were newly-equipped with both computers and printers. In addi- 
tion, a three (3) college credit computer applications course was 
added to the curriculum. Automotive, Electrical, and Marine pro- 
grams continue to move ahead with new technologies. The result 
of these changes is a more challenging academic and technical 
curriculum. 


The Tech Prep Program, in affiliation with Cape Cod Com- 
munity College and a number of other Cape school systems, con- 
tinues to expand. Tech Prep allows students to earn college cred- 
its during their junior and senior years of high school through 
special courses developed by Upper Cape Regional and the col- 
lege. 


Carl Perkins funding enabled us to hire a part-time counse- 
lor to work with youths enrolled in occupational programs non- 
traditional to their gender. In addition, as part of the grant, Upper 
Cape Regional hosted a non-traditional conference in Falmouth. 
More than ten (10) vocational-technical schools and over 175 stu- 
dents participated in the event. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America had sixty-one (61) members during the 1993-94 school 
year, and seventeen (17) represented the school at the state com- 
petition. One student competed in the national competition plac- 
ing fourth in the plumbing category, and another student served 
as state officer for the event. 


The school continues to aggressively pursue grants which 
will enhance the programs financed by local and state funding. 
Receipt of more than $616,000 in state and federal grants during 
this reporting period has allowed enhancement of curriculum, tech- 
nology, and student support services which would otherwise have 
not been available to our students. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appre- 
ciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in developing 
and maintaining educational programs, various town and school 
officials who support our efforts, and the administration and other 
school employees who continue to contribute to the success of 
Upper Cape Regional Vocational-Technical School.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Nineteen ninety five was a very busy and productive year. 
Major issues included progress on several public assisted hous- 
ing efforts, continued interaction with officials from the Massa- 
chusetts Military Reservation, review of the first phase on the 
proposed Route 6A reconstruction, and several town land is- 
sues. 


In early December the Sandwich Housing Authority held 
its opening ceremonies for the 28 unit Hansen Village senior 
and special needs housing project off Cotuit Road. This opening 
was the culmination of several years of work which began with 
the Town donating 10 acres of land to the Authority for the 
project. The Town also provides several municipal services to 
this complex and the units on George Fernandes Way. This co- 
operation will strengthen now that Sandwich has sufficient units 
to have its own Housing Director. 


The Selectmen also gave conceptual approval to the 
Sherwood Forest affordable housing proposal off Nottingham 
Drive after discussions between the Town and developer reduced 
the density and made two separate accesses. This 36 lot devel- 
opment includes 9 affordable homes sited on 25 acres. The 
Board’s conceptual approval enabled the project to seek a com- 
prehensive permit through the Zoning Board of Appeals which 
was granted with several conditions later in the year. 


Sandwich was also fortunate to have one of its residents 
selected to receive the first Habitat for Humanity home on the 
Upper Cape. Town staff worked with Habitat officials to hold 
down construction costs and provide legal assistance. 


Progress continued at the Massachusetts Military Reser- 
vation as containment plans on the FS-12 and J. Braden Thomp- 
son plumes in Forestdale were being drafted and, in one case, 
implemented. Vapor extraction wells at the FS-12 jet fuel site 
went on line in with a carbon filtration system in the summer. 
The Selectmen continue to work closely with federal, state, and 
local officials to address these problems with several advances 
expected to be made in 1996. 


Other issues involving the Base included municipal con- 
firmation of plans to site a regional septage pretreatment facility 
with the Town of Mashpee which will be connected to the 
military’s new wastewater treatment plant. An engineering con- 
sultant for the two communities conducted an economic feasi- 
bility analysis which showed the proposal would be more cost 
effective to residents than options currently available. Discus- 
sion was also held with Base officials and Sheriff DeMello about 
the potential siting of a Barnstable County correctional facility 
on Base property within Sandwich boundaries. Some state fund- 
ing was approved late in the year but more information is needed 
before this project becomes a reality. 


The Board spent much time reviewing the proposed Phas 
One designs to resurface and improve Route 6A, with a substan 
tial amount of public and Town staff input. By the close of th 
year, it appeared numerous Town recommendations were bein 
addressed satisfactorily. The addition of traffic signals at th 
Tupper Road intersection and a pedestrian crossing ne 
Merchant’s Road have been a request of the Selectmen since th 
late 1980’s. 


The Selectmen held a joint meeting with several othe 
Town boards to discuss the future use of two large Town parcel 
of land - one off Quaker Meetinghouse Road near the intersec 
tion with Cotuit Road and one across from the Human Service 
Building on Quaker Meetinghouse Road. More discussion wi 
take place early in 1996, but at least one of the parcels will likel 
be needed for the eventual construction of new municipal facili 
ties, including joint public safety headquarters, a municipal o 
fice building, and expansion of library services. Support wa 
also given by the Selectmen and School Committee to locate 
Sandwich Adventure Playground on land near the entrance t 
the Oak Ridge School and Human Services Building. A privat 
non-profit organization will be raising funds to make this wort 
while project a reality. 


Finally, in May, Judith Koenig stepped down after 8 ye 
of service to the public as Selectmen and Jan Teehan was electe 
to her vacancy. We thank Judy for her many hours of devote 
service.

Report of the 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


During nineteen ninety five the Town of Sandwich co 
tinued its attempt to improve public services and deliver a bett 
quality of life to its residents. Some of these efforts, while n 
all successful, are highlighted below. 


In late February, after nearly two years of discussions, t 
Town learned New England Aquarium would be unable to p 
ceed with its plans to construct a Marine Life Center for reh 
bilitating stranded marine mammals on several acres of To 
land near the Sandwich Marina. While several significant i 
pacts needed to be addressed, it was very disappointing the To 
was not given an opportunity to consider a formal developm 
proposal on the project. Even though the decision was made 
not continue with the project, the Conservation Commission st 
completed a Request for Determination of Applicability to f 
mally delineate the wetlands on the site. This will assist fut 
development of the land. In October a private organization 


indled interest in the project, but serious consideration is also 
ing given to an off-Cape site. 


Development efforts were improved during 1995 when 
‘own Meeting authorized the creation of three economic oppor- 
nity areas in Sandwich - the industrially zoned land off Route 
30, the area bounded by Quaker Meetinghouse Road, Cotuit 
.oad and Route 130, and two parcels of land on Tupper Road 
orth of Route 6A. This designation will enable the Town to 
nsider certain tax incentives and other measures to assist de- 
elopment in these areas. It is likely, the first applicant under 
iis process will be considered during 1996. 


The FY’96 budget approved at Town Meeting in May in- 
uded several items to improve the delivery of service to Town 
2sidents. Some of these included sufficient funding to hire a 
Il-time Assistant Building Inspector whose primary responsi- 
ility is zoning and special permit enforcement, the purchase of 
ptical scanning voting machines to instantaneously count votes 
1 public elections, and the acquisition of a combined Fire De- 
ment ladder and engine to provide better firefighting and 
scue capabilities. 


In June the Town opened the first floor of the Jan Sebastian 
irive office building when all Inspections Offices relocated from 
1¢ Human Services Building to the building purchased by the 
own in 1994. The Building Inspector, Conservation, Board of 
lealth, Historic District and Appeals Board offices joined the 
ngineering and Planning and Development departments in this 
uilding which will assist homeowners, contractors and devel- 
rs in their construction efforts. 


In early summer the Selectmen and Town staff began a 
‘ngthy review of the Route 6A Phase One design plans submit- 
d by the Massachusetts Highway Department. This review in- 
uded several public meetings and discussions about the plans 
id continued through the end of the calendar year. The major- 
of Town recommendations have eventually been included in 
¢ design plans and it is hoped this much needed resurfacing 
d rehabilitation project can commence in 1996. By the end of 
review process the Town felt it had identified a design that 
ould make Route 6A a much more attractive, safe and effi- 
ent highway for all the citizens and visitors who use this beau- 
] road. 


Some of the many grant awards the Town received in 1995 
ere put to effective use in the Department of Public Works and 
anning and Development Office. Sandwich was one of only 
© communities on Cape Cod to receive funding in the first 
und of the Congestion Mitigation Air Quality grant program. 
e $200,000 award Sandwich received will be used to improve 
e Town Hall square area by reconfiguring the Main Street traf- 
island, adding a sidewalk on the west side of Route 130 to 
e Hoxie House, installing leaching catch basins to treat road 
off in a more environmentally sensitive manner, and add pub- 
parking. The Department of Public Works also received a 


$225,000 recycling grant from the Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection to design and construct a regional recycling pole 
barn and purchase 2 moving floor trailers and 4 roll off contain- 
ers. The Planning and Development office received a $12,000 
municipal incentive grant through the Executive Office of Com- 
munities and Development to hire a consultant to recommend 
zoning changes and better uses for the industrial zoned land and 
adjoining parcels off Route 130. The results of these awards will 
be witnessed next year. 


In November Sandwich celebrated the much anticipated 
opening of the Rehabilitation Hospital for the Cape and Islands. 
This beautiful facility is an excellent example of how the vari- 
ous levels of government can work together to achieve a com- 
mon goal. The Barnstable County Commissioners first identi- 
fied the need to close the County hospital in Pocasset which was 
operating at substantial losses and seek a private organization to 
provide rehabilitation services to Cape residents. RHCI worked 
with Town officials in identifying an appropriate location for 
the facility and purchased several acres of municipal land with 
community support. The State approved the necessary legisla- 
tion and granted the required public health permits for the project 
to proceed. By the end of the year several Sandwich patients 
were already being treated who previously would have needed 
to travel to Boston to receive similar care. RHCI will also be- 
come only the second non-profit organization in Town, with the 
Shawme Heights Senior Center, to provide an annual payment 
in lieu of taxes. 


Financially, the Town budgets conservatively and lives 
within its means. At the same time, Sandwich continues to grow 
which makes it increasingly difficult to operate under the re- 
strictions of Proposition 2 1/2. This is especially true in the School 
Department where increased enrollments have significantly al- 
tered the educational opportunities available to local youths. If 
the high quality of education in Sandwich is to continue, and in 
many instances be restored to previous levels, it will be neces- 
sary to receive voter support for funding above existing limits. 
If this need is not addressed, it is likely the statutory require- 
ments of the Education Reform Act will begin to impact the de- 
livery of public safety, public works, social, recreational and other 
municipal services even more adversely than they do currently. 


In order for all Town departments to succeed over the next 
several years, we will have to work more cooperatively than 
ever. This challenge has been met in the past and I am confident 
Town staff, boards and committees will do so in the future with 
the input and support of the public. More than ever, the financial 
decisions to be made over the next few years will have a lasting 
impact on how the Town of Sandwich operates and governs in 
the future.

Report of the 
PERSONNEL BOARD 


1995 was a year of considerable transition for the Person- 
nel Board. Over the course of the year three members resigned 
from the board and three new volunteers - Linda Werner, Diana 
Holt, and Sue Hart - joined the group. 


We wish to thank Clement Burlingame and Patricia 
DeCubellis for their years of committed service to the Board. 
lem served ably as chairman and Pat graciously took responsi- 
ility for minutes. We wish Clem continued success in his grow- 
ing human resources business and trust that Pat will enjoy spend- 
ing more time with her husband and grandchildren. In addition, 
e will miss Ruth Condon, but are happy that she has begun a 
new career. 


The Board continued to provide counsel and resources to 
the Town Administrator’s Office regarding a wide range of per- 
sonnel-related issues in 1995: 


The Board of Selectmen approved a proposal from the 
Personnel Board to address the inequity of the pay scale for year- 
round, part-time clerical staff in comparison will their full-time 
counterparts. The Board also voted to adjust the salary ranges 
within the classification system for non-union employees. While 
this action did not mean an increase in any employee salaries, it 
was the first adjustment to the scale in more than three years, 
and impacts the salaries for new hires. Another area of work was 
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in the classification of new positions and revision of position 
descriptions. 


In the ream of polices and new processes, the Board op- 
posed a proposal to institute a formal policy to give preference 
to Town residents in hiring and selection processes for Town 
positions. The Board also proposed a Drug and Alcohol Testing 
Policy for drivers in safety sensitive positions who are required 
to have a commercial drivers license. The policy was adopted 
by the Selectmen and complies with U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation regulations. In addition, the Personnel Board assisted 
the Town Administrator’s Office in reviewing and critiquing the 
implementation of the new mail-in process for purchasing beach 
and transfer station stickers. 


Finally, 1995 was an extremely busy year in the area of 
recruiting, interviewing, testing, and selecting new employees. 
Departments experiencing turnover or new faces included Ac- 
counting, Assessing, Building, Council on Aging, Fire, Police, 
Marina, Town Administrator/Selectmen, and Treasurer. In par- 
ticular, Owen Gaffney deserve a special thanks for his many 
hours of service on the screening committee for the Assistant 
Harbor Master position.

Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


I was elected to fill the position of the Sandwich Delegate 
to the Barnstable County Assembly of Delegates in November 
of 1994, and began my term on January 1, 1995. The Assembly 
of Delegates is the legislative branch of County government. 
The Assembly has several “Standing Committees”, these are 
Finance, Human Services, Natural Resources, Public Service and 
Economic Affairs. I serve on the Assembly’s Standing Commit- 
tee for Natural Resources. 


Early in 1995 the Assembly needed to decide what to do 
with the Barnstable County Hospital. The Hospital provided re- 
habilitation services, and was hemorrhaging money for the last 
several years due to low rates of reimbursement for furnishing 
medical care. The Assembly voted to shut down the hospital due 
to the huge losses. The County is still incurring expense to main- 
tain the facility, and must face the cost of paying for future man- 
dated retirement benefits for the workers. The Assembly and 
County Commissioners will need to decide what use to make of 
the facility. 


The most important issue for Sandwich is County Correc- 
tions. The Barnstable jail is overcrowded. A lawsuit by the in- 
mates forced the state and the County to make improvements to 
resolve the overcrowding. The immediate solution was to use 
the existing County Complex land to place a number of "Quonset 
huts” to house inmates. The long term solution is to build a new, 
larger prison facility. Sheriff DeMello wants to locate this facil- 
ity on the Massachusetts Military Reservation in Sandwich. The 
medium-security facility will be located on an 80 acre site near 
the Route 130 entrance to the MMR. The proposed site is an 
undisturbed, relatively pristine area of MMR. 


The State makes all the decisions about corrections. The 
County has virtually no role in corrections, except in paying 
part of the cost. The state is proposing a complete takeover of 
corrections. Sandwich must be very careful that this site does 
not become “MCI-Sandwich.” Sheriff DeMello also proposes a 
“boot camp” to accept “youthful offenders” from around the state. 
This would establish a dangerous precedent for the future uses 
of MMR, and is not in Sandwich’s best interest. I have spoken 
with Town and state officials on this matter. I urge Sandwich 
residents to contact their state representatives to make their feel- 
ings on this matter known. 


Another significant action during the last year includes 
the acceptance of the Town of Falmouth’s application for desig- 
nation of the Black’s Beach-Great Sippewissett Marsh area as a 
District of Critical Planning Concern (DCPC) under the Cape 
Cod Commission Act. This is the first such DCPC. 


In response to the Assembly’s concern for the National 
Guard’s lack of progress on a containment plan for the plumes 
coming from MMR, the Assembly adopted a resolution to es- 
tablish a Scientific Advisory Panel to comment on the Guard’s 
containment plans currently being drafted by its contractor, Op 
Tech. The Cape Cod Commission and Commissioners desig- 
nated the members of the panel. The Assembly hopes that this 
panel will be able to help it and the pubic understand and ad- 
dress our many concerns about how the Guard’s plans will af- 
fect our groundwater. 


The Assembly also spent considerable time in determin- 
ing what will be the scope of County government. Part of this 
discussion is because of the required review of the Barnstable 
County Charter. Another more important impetus for change are 
several bills proposed by Governor Weld, which, if adopted, 
would have the State take over the Houses of Correction, the 
Registries of Deeds, all County property, and abolish all county 
government. Barnstable County has been attempting to present 
the case for being preserved as a model of good local govern- 
ment. One thing is certain, the shape and scope of County gov- 
ernment will change. 


The Assembly of Delegates meets on the first and third 
Wednesday of each month at the First District Courthouse in 
Barnstable at 4:00 p.m. If any citizens are interested on any 


matters of County government, please call me at my office (508) 
833-1101, and I would be glad to discuss your thoughts and con- 
cerns. Thank you for the honor and privilege of serving as your 
elected representative.

Report of the 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 


In November members of the Cape Cod C ommission voted 
to designate a barrier beach and marsh system in Falmouth as a 
District of Critical Planning Concern. (DCPC) Soon after our 
decision, the County Assembly of Delegates approved the Black 
Beach and Great Sippewissett Marsh as the first DCPC on the 
Cape. 


As part of its five year update of the Regional Policy Plan, 
the Commission held various public workshops across Cape Cod 
to focus on specific areas in the plan. In the new and improved 
Regional Policy Plan one can expect to see results from our re- 
gional survey, slight changes in some policies, more clearly de- 
fined terms and some improvements to minimum performance 
standards. | 


The Commission has now implemented all the recommen- 
dations put forth by the regulatory Task Force. The major areas 
of change deal with making the regulatory process more pre- 
dictable and user friendly for applicants, developing more effi- 
cient working relationships between various town boards and 
the Commission, increasing the role of the Assembly of Del- 
egates and the Cape Cod Economic Development Council in 
working with the Commission, and to improve communications 
between the organizations. 


In addition the Commission is considering new thresholds 
for redevelopment. Thresholds-the levels at which project are 
considered to have regional impact and therefore require Com- 
mission review - are controversial because no matter where they 
are set there is likely to be at least one example of a projec 
which trips a threshold but does not have regional significance, 
or one which falls just below a threshold but has enormous re 
gional impact. 


Commission actions in Sandwich: 

In November the Commission voted to allow a modifica 
tion of a project approved last April for a gas pipeline at the 
Canal Electric plant. The modification consists of new languag 
regarding use of fuel oil and recognition of economic benefi 
accrued by using natural gas. 


On the Round Hill application, the Commission voted to 
durally deny the Approval Not Required subdivision plan. 
ter it voted to deny a Development of Regional Impact Ex- 
ption request, but did approve with conditions the Round Hill 
finitive subdivision plan. 


After years of court hearings, the Commission finally ap- 
roved a plan for the Sandwich Stump Dump which was accept- 
le to all the parties involved. 


In August, Costco attorneys agreed to dismiss pending liti- 
ation after a portion of the property was conveyed to a chari- 
ible trust, and the Cape Cod Commission won the first two of 
iree counts in the lawsuit. This action finally allows us to put 
1e Costco issue behind us and forge onward. 


The Commission help with the town’s Local Comprehen- 
ive Plan, offering technical assistance for such issue areas as 
rater quality, economic development, transportation, and his- 
ic preservation. The GIS office helped redesign the towns 
oning and environmental assessment maps. We provided funds 
or a feasibility study of a cross Cape walking trail through Sand- 
ich and Mashpee, evaluated options for alternative bicycle 
outes through town, began a parking study of the Sandwich 
illage area, and provided technical assistance in reviewing 
Aassachusetts Highway Department plans for improving Route 
Ain Sandwich. The Commission also worked on a team deal- 
ag with the contamination in Forestdale from the Massachu- 
etts Military Reservation. 


I have enjoyed my first year serving as Sandwich’s Repre- 
entative on the Cape Cod Commission and I look forward to 
e challenges of 1996.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 1995 was a difficult and extremely busy 
year for the Sandwich Assessing Department. 


In December, the department successfully completed its 
triennial revaluation of all property in Sandwich, in compliance 
with and under the review of the Department of Revenue. This 
revaluation established values for the Fiscal 1996 billing, (as- 
sessment date of January 1, 1995) utilizing calendar year 1994 
sales. The results of this revaluating reflected an average 4 per- 
cent increase in residential value, with a range of increase be- 
tween | and 18% , depending upon sales within an area. Com- 
mercial and Industrial properties experienced a smaller increase, 
and even a slight decrease in some areas. 


A large measure of success within the revaluation was in 
the ability to “download” information for Department of Rev- 
enue review within personal computing software. This was a 
great savings for the department, and received high marks from 
the Department of Revenue for its clarity and ease of use. 


At the time of the writing of this report, the thirty day 
abatement period has just ended with approximately 260 own- 
ers filing appeals to their value. This is a sharp decrease to the 
745 appeals filed on values during the last revaluation in Sand- 
wich, conducted in Fiscal 1993. 


We continue in our efforts to reason with the Canal Elec- 
tric officials on the valuation appeal on Canal Units 1 and 2. 
Unfortunately, legal rules of procedure prohibit much comment 
on this matter. But we will state that, in our opinion, this appeal 
is little more than a money grab, and clearly shatters the good 
will and ability to fairly agree on valuation, an ability that had 
existed for nearly thirty years. We will strive to continue to 
protect the interests of the Town in this matter. 


The Board also wishes to express their disappointment that 
no funding for the purchase of Geographic Information Systems 
(GIS) software had been made available. This system would 
serve as a great informational benefit to many departments in 
town, and its absence is a hindrance in the efforts to complete 
the goals for full modernization of computerized functions in 
the Town. 


The Department lost a valuable member and friend when 
Assistant Assessor Bruce Anderson resigned in September to 
accept the position of Deputy Assessor to the Town of Brewster. 
We wish Bruce happiness and success in the future. Gerald 
Caron, who had been Field Technician was promoted to Assis- 
tant Assessor, and Heather Fiore joined the department as Field 
Technician in December. We congratulate Gerald for his well- 
earned promotion, and welcome Heather to the department. 
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In closing, the Board thanks the staff of the Assessin 
Department for their outstanding efforts during this hectic year 
With the prospects of level funding for the fifth consecutive ye 
looming, we applaud the efforts of our staff to “make do”.

INANCE COMMITTEE 


The nine member Finance Committee, appointed by the 
‘Moderator, is charged under the Town By Laws to “. . . prepare 
d submit .. . a budget that indicates proposed expenditures. . . 
Muring the fiscal year,” and also “.. . to consider all fiscal articles 
n Warrants for all Town Meetings and referenda and shall re- 
rt its recommendations.” 


Our budget process has fallen into a repetitive pattern. 
vel fund the operating budgets, factor in personnel costs based 
‘n union contractual commitments and estimate costs for con- 
racts under negotiations. Add to that capital items from the “wish 
ist’ of each Department head and balance the results against 
inticipated income. 


Income comes from basically three sources. First, monies 
aised from local real estate taxes limited by Proposition 2 1/2 
which establishes the maximum levy limit). Second is monies 
eceived from local receipts mainly fees for Town services, as 
upplemented by “free cash” which is essentially unexpended 
unds from the prior years budget plus additional certified funds 
rom payments received pursuant to tax takings. Third are the 
unds received from the State under the Cherry Sheet distribu- 
ions and Lottery Aid. 


This third category is the most unpredictable and is usu- 
lly known without much accuracy before the final budget must 
presented for Town Meeting approval. 


Again for FY 1996 the Committee resolved not to invade 
he Stabilization Fund as it is our last resource available to fill 
roids that may appear. 1995 saw that fund grow to exceed the 
500,000.00 number, which the Committee believes is the bare 
ninimum that should be maintained. 


Let’s look at selected highlights of the FY 1996 budget 
opted at the 1995 Annual Town Meeting: 


For the Police Department we recognized the reality that 
cost of replacement of cruisers is, in fact, an operational matter 
not a capital item. Examination of the pattern of replace- 
nt over the past several years lead to the inclusion of four 
iser replacements in the operational budget with none funded 
m capital resources. 


For the Library, a rich and valuable asset to quality of life 
n Sandwich, sufficient funds were provided to enable a con- 
inuation of the Sunday openings which had been so well re- 
ived and utilized. 


The only personnel additions (save those in the proposed 
chool override) have been to extend from half to full time the 
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position of Assistant Building Inspector and Zoning Enforce- 
ment Officer, and to extend the part time clerk’s position in the 
Department of Public Works - Highway to thirty-five hours. The 
net result was equivalent to the addition of one position. 


In the capital expenditure area we were able to fund only a 
scant 5.5% of the total requests. The principal item omitted from 
capital requests was $2,500,000.00 for the Department of Pub- 
lic Works-Highway to be funded by the debt exclusion bond 
issue. The money was to be for road and infrastructure preserva- 
tion and maintenance, but in view of the School override issue it 
was felt that the time was not ripe. There is no question that the 
need is there and this is an issue that will surely arise at a subse- 
quent Annual or Special Town Meeting. 


The largest capital outlay approved was for the Fire De- 
partment for a ladder truck at a cost of $498,000.00. That cost 
was funded by a five year bond issued by the Town Treasurer 
and paid for from the ambulance fund. 


Income from the ambulance fund comes from insurance 
reimbursements for ambulance usage. As a result of the source 
of the funds, there was no impact on the tax rate. The cash flow 
of that fund is sufficient to pay the bonding as well as provide 
reserves for ambulance purposes. 


After Town Meeting approval of that source of funding 
for the ladder truck, some issues were raised as to the proper 
scope of use of the ambulance fund. This is a matter to be ad- 
dressed during FY 1997 budget debate. 


And Sandwich moved into the 20th century with the ac- 
quisition of seven optical scanner voting machines at a capital 
cost of $50,000.00. 


The new Board of Health Agent was supplied with a ve- 
hicle and the Council on Aging received funds to allow pur- 
chase of a twelve passenger van. 


Other capital items were a high volume copier for the new 
municipal building on Jan Sebastian Drive, $39,000.00 for high 
priority capitals items for the Schools, and a one ton truck for 
the Department of Public Works. 


$5,000.00 was appropriated for the Recreation Department 
to assist in the completion of the renovations of the building on 
the so called Quirk property. That renovation has yet to be com- 
pleted but the Finance Committee has agreed to protect these 
funds for Recreation Department capital needs. 


A reprinting of 1,000 copies of Russell Lovell’s monu- 
mental book, Sandwich: A Cape Cod Town, was approved with- 
out the support of the Selectmen. 


The 1995 Town Meeting, and following Town wide over- 
ride vote on behalf of the School Department will be, perhaps, 


the most memorable fiscal event of 1995. In our report to you 
for 1994 I opened “... it is painfully obvious that with the con- 
tinued rapid expansion of our school population and the aging 
of the High School and Wing School, insurmountable problems 
must be faced in school funding only through the vehicle of over- 
ride. The only real issue will be in what amount.” 


Student population had increased by 412 in the prior two 
years and the projected increase for the ’95-’96 school year was 
in the 165-200 range. (It materialized at 172). Almost a 600 stu- 
dent increase in three years. There was much debate during the 
budget process as to whether the School Committee would re- 
quest a “politically” acceptable number, meaning with high ex- 
pectation of passage, or a fully documented figure that would 
carry the schools in to the next century with no additional ex- 
pected override request. 


The School Committee recommended an override of 
$3,445,223.00 —and the Finance Committee, on an 8-1 vote, 
supported the Schools. 


Town meeting voted to support that sizeable figure, but 
the subsequent Town-wide vote asking approval fell to defeat 
by about a two to one margin. The mere size of the request, and 
not the perception of need, seemed to be the determining factor. 


The underlying issue will not go away, will only get worse, 
and we can once again be assured of School override question at 
1996 Town Meeting. 


But to end on a brighter note, one of the enormous plea- 
sure coming from service on the Finance Committee and deal- 
ing so closely with each of the Town’s Departments, is coming 
to and continuing to appreciate the quality of the service ren- 
dered by our Town employees and their individual and collec- 
tive sense of accountability for the expenditure of Town funds— 
your funds. 


And lastly, recognition to three members who ended their 
work with the Committee in 1995. Lance Lambros was appointed 
the Town’s representative to the Cape Cod Commission, Jan 
Teehan was elected Selectman and Don Hartley enjoyed a job 
changed that effectively precluded continuation. Our thanks for 
their services. 


And in their stead we welcome Michael Baker, John Feeney 
and Steven Tardiff.

Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


Our deepest gratitude to the Director of Planning and De- 
velopment, Marie Blaney, and Town Engineer, Peter Tancredi 
for their expertise and advice to the Planning Board. We are also 
rewarded with the most pleasant and conscientious secretary in 
Town, Jan Hagberg. 


1995 continued the relatively slow pace in new submis- 
sions for subdivision plans set over the last few years. We are 
seeing a trend develop as the remaining land in Sandwich is 
marginal for subdivision purposes due to topography, wetlands 
and access issues. This has limited the overall number of lots 
approved and also led to a close working relationship with the 
Conservation Commission and Board of Health as well as their 
respective agents. Communication continues to improve. 


Town Meeting saw the usual housekeeping articles and 
one important change in the rewriting of our Cluster Develop- 
ment By-Law to include a Village Cluster that allows smaller 
lots limited to two bedroom homes while the remaining land is 
up to 75% open space. We have already approved one develop- 
ment at the Ridge Club under the Village Cluster and believe 
that this innovative Zoning will provide additional tax revenue 
without the impact on our schools that traditional subdivisions 
have. 


Our efforts as members of the Local Planning Committee 
along with Sue James and Sue Walker are coming to fruition as 
the Local Comprehensive Plan is in final draft form. Jo Anne 
Buntich is to be congratulated along with Marie Blaney for their 
diligence and tremendous hard work throughout this past winter 
when the “snow gods” refused to cooperate and allow us to hold 
regular meetings. 


1995 ended with the resignation of Don Bracken after many 
years of valuable service to the Town.

Without the proficient, always pleasant Jan Hagbert, Prin- 
ipal Clerk and right-hand person for the Planning & Develop- 
ent Office, not only would the job not get done, it would not 
e half as much fun. 


Our two-person office was inundated with activity in 1995. 
“he Planning Board, Board of Appeals, Local Planning Com- 
nittee, Economic Development Committee, and the Cape Cod 
Jommission were only some of the boards and committees that 
ve deal with sometimes on a daily basis. In addition, calls from 
‘itizens and office visits with potential applicants ensure that no 
y is ever boring or without its share of variety. 


Since early spring when the Inspections Departments 
noved to the Jan Sebastian Drive building, it has made coordi- 
tation between departments much easier for both the public and 
‘or our departments. 


In January of 1995, we were awarded a $19,500 grant from 
he Cape Cod Commission to conduct a preliminary planning 
ind feasibility study to create a cross-Cape trail from South Cape 

each in Mashpee to Sandy Neck Beach in Barnstable. This 
study was completed in December and is available for review 
vy the public. In November 1995, we received a $12,000 Mu- 
1icipal Grant from the Executive Office of Communities and 
Development in order to conduct land use and zoning bylaw 
analysis for future economic development initiatives off Route 
130 just north of the industrial park. This analysis will be com- 
leted by the middle of May, 1996. 


It was very gratifying for Town Meeting to overwhelm- 
ngly support the new cluster zoning bylaw. Many individuals 
d a part in making it a success. It has proved to be a very 
ffective planning tool already used in two developments in 1995. 
anks to the efforts of the Economic Development Commit- 
tee, and especially Susan James, Town Meeting also approved 
the designation of three Economic Opportunity Areas. These 
designations will hopefully encourage new business and expan- 
sion of business through tax incentives at the state and local level 
within the Town of Sandwich. 


The Local Planning Committee and I have been working 
steadily on the Local Comprehensive Plan. Since late summer 
we have been working steadfast with our goal of completing the 
Plan by Spring, 1996. We are very hopeful that the plan will be 
presented and approved by the voters at the Annual Town Meet- 
ing in May. Pubic meetings have been well attended and very 
productive.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission conducted twenty six (26) 
regular meetings to conduct combined regulatory hearings un- 
der the Sandwich Wetlands Bylaw and the Wetlands Protection 
Act. Twelve (12) additional meetings were held to deal with 
operational and administrative matters; policies, regulations, 
performance standards for the Town Wetlands Bylaw, and man- 
agement issues for the Town of Sandwich Conservation Lands. 
Forty five (45) Requests for Determination, fifty four (54) No- 
tices of Intent, and seven (7) Requests to Amend were reviewed 
by the Conservation Officer and Commission members. All 
permits were issued. Three (3) operational emergency certifica- 
tions were issued. Continuing from 1994, a number of Notices 
of Intent were filed to permit upgrades of existing septic sys- 
tems in sensitive areas. Many instructive seminars and work- 
shops, including the annual Massachusetts Association of Con- 
servation Commissions (MACC) meetings were attended by 
Commission members and staff. 


Peter S. Thomas of Sandwich resigned as a full member 
of the Commission in 1995. Peter’s term on the Commission 
was one of the longest in the Board’s history. He provided an 
unequaled initiative toward completing large tedious projects 
and stability in the decision making process. John J. Sullivan of 
Sandwich, an Associate Member was appointed to fill the va- 
cancy. Peter will remain an Associate Member for the balance 
of his term. 


Conservation lands maintenance activities continue with 
the assistance of the Sandwich Parks/Grounds and Highway De- 
partments. Both Department’s efforts are much appreciated by 
the Commission members and Conservation Officer, especially 
when they experience heavy work loads. We wish to acknowIl- 
edge Linda and Tom Ginn’s efforts in assisting with the daily 
duties at the Ryder Conservation Lands. The Conservation De- 
partment would like to thank the Sandwich’s School Audio/Vi- 
sual Department and Harron Cablevision for the loan of video 
cameras to document important and historical events. 


Again in 1995, the Sandwich Conservation Commission 
was chosen as a recipient of a partial grant from the William P. 
Wharton Trust. The Trust supports projects that directly pro- 
mote the study, conservation and appreciation of nature. The 
Conservation Officer is presently working to acquire a match- 
ing grant to further improve the habitat through diversification, 
at other wildlife areas in Sandwich’s Conservation Lands. 


The Conservation Officer was appointed as Sandwich’s 
Herring Warden. He continues to work with the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF) to monitor the passage of 
anadromous/catadromous fish and through the Mill Creek/Lower 
Shawme Pond fish ladder. The Town is working to facilitate the 
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repairs to the Upper Shawme Pond Dan, its spillway, and iy 
passage to complete the restoration of the Shawme Pond 
run. 


The Commission formed a working land acquisition s1 
committee in 1994. The committee is reviewing potential ; 
quisitions to present to the Town in the future. Improved acc: 
to existing holdings is the primary focus of this project. 


The Board would like to acknowledge the conservati 
land donation from Mr. Keith Lane of Sandwich. We contin 
to solicit the acquisition of special properties or their develc 
ment rights through gifts, tax title lands, purchases or restr 
tions which will aid in maintaining wildlife habitat, wildlife c 
ridors, protecting endangered species, their habitat and prov. 
ing protection for our water resources. | 


Although the Conservation Department and Commissi 
have strived towards meeting the goals for 1995, the intense res 
latory work load impeded our efforts. We will work to compl 
them in 1996.

The 1995 season was a successful one at the Sandwich 
farina. Our recreational and commercial slips continue to be 
upied at 100 percent capacity. 


Plans for a new office building continue to move forward. 
he Army Corp. of Engineers is expected to make a final deci- 
on on accepting the land from the Town of Sandwich by mid- 
mmer 1996. A perc test performed on the parcel revealed that 
onsiderable work needs to be accomplished before a new sep- 
¢ system could be installed. Any other work on this project will 
e pending until a decision is made by the federal government. 


In regard to other projects at the Marina, we have received 
new septic pump-out facility. Unfortunately there were com- 
lications and trouble-shooting problems that had to be addressed 
efore the unit went on line. The problems have been resolved 
nd facility will be in operation for the 1996 boating season. 


The Marina also finished constructing and installing the 
ew floating commercial dock. With that dock now in place, all 
1e dock facilities are new as of 1987. 


We also found it necessary to install several security gates 
n the commercial docks, redeck a few of the older fixed plat- 
orms that lead out to some of the docks, as well as remodel the 
estrooms as we constantly strive to improve the facilities for 
ne public. 


Due to an unfortunate incident on our fuel dock this past 
ear, the Marina has been looking into ways to improve the safety 
spects of the fuel dock. Measures that would automatically shut 
lown fuel flow in case of a pressure loss in the fuel lines. 


Our concentration for this year will be in the Marina’s shore 
ide facilities and grounds. We hope to give the two existing 
uildings on the property a face lift. We are proposing at this 
ime to reside and repaint the structures. Regardless of whether 
r not the new building is constructed, these two buildings will 
utilized for the future. Additionally we plan to landscape dif- 
erent sections of the Marina to enhance the overall beauty of 
e grounds.

The 1884 cut off date for this work coincides with the creation of 
the Town of Bourne.

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


Each year between the months of June and October t 
Grist Mill produces more than 8 tons of cornmeal. The mi 
stones used in the production are made of French buhr, a ve 
hard stone ideal for grinding grain. Each stone is 5 feet in di 
eter and weights nearly 2000 pounds. Over the years the cutti 
edges of the stones become dull and need to be sharpened whi 
in milling terms is called “dressing the stones”. The last ti 
they had been done was in 1987. 


Mr. Robert Grassi, a stone dresser and member of The S$ 
ciety for the Preservation of Old Mills, was commissioned to 
the work. Using the traditional land tools of the trade, he i 
structed the mill staff on the age old technique for dressing mi 
stones and the repair of its machinery. The procedure took thr 
days and was fascinating to watch. 


Upon completion of repairs and the delivery of the fi 
three tons of corn, the Mill opened its gates for business on J 
LS: 


Conditions around the Mill were in good shape with o 
minor repairs needed. The herring returned in the spring in grea’ 
numbers than had been seen in many years. The absence of lar 
numbers of geese, swans and ducks accounted for a healthi 
environment. The previous winter the swan populations grew 
24. Posting the no feeding signs was a big help. A pair of sw 
and their cygnets are all that remain along with a few feathe 
transients. 


This year the Mill expanded its educational program. Mo 
students from area schools were given tours of the mill whe 
they learned about the people and times of American Coloni 
history and given a taste or cornmeal. 


Bus tours returned to the Mill and Hoxie House in nu 
bers that had not been seen since the early 1980’s - Thanks to 
efforts of curator Barbara L. Gill who oversees the operation 
the Hoxie House. 


In August the Mill began to take mail orders for cornme 
Without advertising the service, the requests began to multip 


that by the end of the season the Mill had mailed 40 boxes 

-2 pound bags and recipes are contained in each box). be- 
se of the growing interest, the service will be continued next 
. Mail order forms are available in the Selectmen’s Office. 
ie to costs and restrictions, orders have been limited to conti- 
tal United States. 


Business showed improvement over the previous year. Paid 

ce for 1995 was 6,849 compared to 6,082 in 1994. 16,814 
unds of cornmeal were sold between June and October, an 
of 2,124 pounds. Income and receipts totaled $26,865.45 
mpared to $23,659.15 in 1994. 


The Mill closed on October 12 after a flurry of customers 
ught out the last days supply of cornmeal. 


Citizens of the Town are reminded that they are most wel- 
me to visit the Mill. Admission is free and cornmeal recipes 
delicious.

Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my Annual re- 
port for 1995: 


1995 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police Depart- 
ment with a total of 7,912 complaints investigated. Serious crime 
increased to 738 offenses in 1995, compared to 671 in 1994. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious problems, 
decreased to 145 from 153 in 1994. Two hundred forty-two 
larcenies were investigated, up from 200 in 1994. There were 
four rapes investigated in 1995, also four in 1994. Two hundred 
forty-four cases of malicious destruction, a continuing problem, 
were investigated, up from 194 in 1994. 


Other criminal investigations included assault 44, down 
from 46 in 1994, and auto theft 7, down from 13 in 1994. Thirty- 
eight drug violations were investigated along with four arsons. 
The remaining complaints were of less serious criminal or ser- 
vice nature. 


Of the 7,912 complaints Sandwich Village accounted for, 
2,215, South Sandwich 3,513, (including Forestdale), East Sand- 
wich 2,124. 


Three thousand five hundred fifty-one complaints were 
received between 8 P.M. and 4 PM., 3,100 were recorded be- 
tween 4 P.M. and 12 M, and 1,261 between 12 M and 8 A.M. 


August was our busiest month with 914 complaints fol- 
lowed by July 867, June 787, May 707, December 666, October 
663, September 650, April 620, November 606, March 488, Feb- 
ruary 476, and January 468. 


Saturday was the busiest day in 1995 with 1,230 com- 
plaints, followed by Friday 1,173, Thursday 1,140, Monday 
1,123, Wednesday 1,103, Tuesday 1,102, and Sunday with 1,041. 


A total of 357 arrests were made by members of the de- 
partment in 1995, down from 360 in 1994. Fifty-four inebriated 
persons were taken into protective custody and later released or 
transported to a detoxification center. 


One thousand fifty-six motor vehicle citations were issued, 
which required either court action or were written warnings. 
Seven hundred three motor vehicle accidents were investigated, 
up from 582 in 1994. There was one fatal motor vehicle acci- 
dent investigated in 1995, also one in 1994. 


In service complaints, officers investigated 595 citizen re- 
ports of suspicious persons, vehicles and incidents, responded 
to 853 requests to see a police officer, answered 1,051 burglar 
and holdup alarms, and served 273 summons and restraining 


orders. Fifty-one homes and businesses were found open 
officers during security checks. 


Assistance rendered numbered 1,401; 961 to the Fire 
partment and Ambulance, 127 to other law enforcement ag 
cies and town departments, 22 to mentally disturbed perso 
117 to disabled motorists, one escort, 55 civil matters, and | 
animal related calls were handled by the police. 


$34,682.36 was turned over to the Town Treasurer 
the sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports sold to att 
neys and insurance companies, rentals on the police alarm bo 
alarm service fees, parking violations, civil motor vehicle ci 
tions and court fees. One hundred three Firearms ID Cards w 
issued, along with 103 Pistol Permits. 


April 5, 1995 brought the implementation of the Em 
gency 911 system. One thousand three Emergency calls for s 
vice were received from April 5 to December 31, 1995. 


911, the Nationwide number for Police, Fire, and Am 
lance has proven to be a life saving tool across the Country. Sin 
the determination was made that the Police Department wo 
be the call taking center for the Town of Sandwich all of 0 
police officers had to be trained and certified as 911 call take

Unfortunately, the community experienced a fatality as a 
It of a fire in a home. The initial crew of 3 men from the 
quarters stations did a valiant job of trying to rescue the 
im. However, the fire had gained considerable headway prior 
eir arrival. These members deserve a special thanks for the 
they took that night, they and the other emergency person- 
present pushed themselves beyond normal limits trying to 
h the victim in time. 


Since the opening of the fire station at 85 Route 130 in 
stdale the department has been very busy. It has proved to 
continuing challenge to cover the entire Town of Sandwich 
keep up with its growth. We are finding it increasingly diffi- 
to meet the demand for emergency services and at the same 
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time attempt to conduct basic fire/safety inspections and pro- 
vide needed training for our personnel. 


Community safety through proper fire prevention prac- 
tices is very important to all communities. Review of the prop- 
erties relative to safety issues can reduce loss of lives and prop- 
erty, reduce economic impact due to lost use of a property, and 
maintain services. Nationally over half of all businesses that are 
destroyed by fire either are not rebuilt or go out of business within 
two years. Assistance is greatly needed in this area. Proper in- 
spection of residences and business locations is severely com- 
promised when duty officers are interrupted by emergency calls, 
leaving the inspections uncompleted. I am, therefore, asking for 
the appointment of an assistant to help with this and other vital 
tasks. 


Our personnel are called upon to provide a wide range of 
services requiring specialized skills. In order to meet the ever 
changing situations that they come across, our personnel must 
undergo regular training sessions. We have not been able to ad- 
dress these areas properly. An assistant would be a good first 
step to meet this important training need and would help in the 
development and constant revision of operational procedures. 


The existing fire stations are in need of overhaul and/or 
replacement. They were not designed to be utilized to the level 
that they are now being used. Adequate space is lacking in all 
areas including medical supplies, files, equipment, training, re- 
pair, office space, etc. It is hoped that the possibility of a new 
public safety building will happen in the not too distant future to 
help with this and other concerns. 


The Fire Department has charged for ambulance services 
for over 20 years with the receipts going into a special fund for 
emergency medical related items. Since its creation the Ambu- 
lance Fund has not pursued the use of collection agencies or 
their tactics nor will it ever. Persons are asked only to submit the 
bills to their insurance carriers. Those who do not have the abil- 
ity or do not have insurance are not forced to pay. Because the 
Town was unable to meet the many and varied needs of this 
department, the Ambulance fund’s use was expanded several 
years ago to reduce the impact on the tax base and still provide 
the services. The vehicles described below were paid for by the 
Ambulance Fund. May 1995 Town Meeting approved the re- 
placement of our 1953 aerial that was put out of service in 1989 
due to safety reasons. This unit has been ordered and should 
arrive around mid July. It combines the capabilities of a pumper 
and an aerial ladder in one vehicle. November 27, 1995 we placed 
into service an ambulance that had a new chassis placed under 
its patient compartment. This was the Town’s first remount of 
an ambulance. It resulted in a $42,000.00 savings over a com- 
plete new unit. The old chassis had over 120,000 miles on it 
when it was replaced. We hope to rechassis each ambulance at 
least once before having to replace the entire unit. The pickup 
used by the department was also replaced with one that has a 
utility body so that it will be able to carry more of the needed 


supplies and equipment we find necessary to complete various 
tasks. 


The Fire Department with the help of the Council on Ag- 
ing has been able to assist the elderly by installing a “Knox Box” 
system that will help us gain entry to a person’s home should 
they call for help but, are not able to open the door. This has 
worked well and is available to those who are physically im- 
paired, living alone and may require assistance and/or have a 
medical alert alarm. 


As more people become aware of the dangers of carbon 
monoxide poisoning they are installing CO detectors in their 
homes. This has resulted in 86 responses this year. In several 
cases there was a clear danger to the occupants. Carbon monox- 
ide is an odorless, colorless and tasteless gas and can not be 
detected accurately without the aid of a detector or device de- 
signed for that purpose. Fortunately no tragedies resulted. Resi- 
dents should give consideration to installing a CO detector. Resi- 
dents can take some protective measures to prevent a tragedy 
from happening by having their heating and/or cooking appli- 
ances, including their chimneys, checked at least annually or 
whenever they suspect a problem. Many times the problem is a 
leaking or blocked chimney. However, please do not forget the 
maintenance and/or installation of your smoke detectors. 


This last June all of Barnstable County became the first 
complete county to have its communities connected to Enhanced 
9-1-1. The system has done what it was intended to do in that, it 
provides the Fire and Police call takers with an address and phone 
number of the calling party. This has resulted in many positive 
outcomes already. However, in order for this to work properly 
all structures must have the correct street number clearly affixed 
to them and/or visible from the street. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, other town 
boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and organiza- 
tions of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue Departments and especially 
the members of the Sandwich Fire Department and their fami- 
lies for their support and cooperation throughout the year.

As Forest Warden, I respectfully submit my annual reps 
for the year 1995:

Dollars lost in damage to woodland and exposu 
$9,500.00. This is a substantial increase over last years loss 
$1,220.00. Due partly to the interface between homes and 
sessions and the woodland areas. Sandwich has a considera 
amount of undeveloped land that can threaten homes when 
volved in a wildfire. Cape Cod is second only to Southern C 
fornia in its rate of fire spread. This area has a long history 
some very large fires consuming several hundred acres at a ti 
With the build up of homes and other structures we stand to 1 
a lot more than trees from a fast moving fire. Home owners | 
ing in outlying areas should maintain a clear area around th 
home to reduce the chance of an outside fire reaching their hou 
Those considering wood shingles must understand that unl 
treated and maintained these shingles will become a serious 
ability to your home in the event of a forest fire. 


The chassis for our brush trucks were built in 1953, 19 
and 1967. I am concerned that these units will not last a gr 
deal longer. Parts are very difficult to obtain for these vehicl 
therefore, I have been trying to obtain some military cha 
through surplus to replace our current brush breakers. Milit 
chassis are much stronger and are designed for the more 
manding use of brush fire control. If we are unable to do this 
will have to purchase a chassis from a supplier of used mili 
equipment. 


Those residents that wish to take advantage of the bu 
season, that runs from January 15 through the end of April, 
do so with care. Wind and fuel conditions can cause small b 
piles to easily get out of control and endanger lives and p 
erty. Permits are required in Massachusetts for any open air 
and may be obtained at the Fire Department.

Report of the 
ANIMAL CONTROL DEPARTMENT 


1995 was a year of challenges, the first of which was the 
challenge of keeping rabies off the Cape. So far, we have been 
successful. The Tufts baiting program, which has been ongoing 
for the past couple of years, has shown that titer are being built 
up in the raccoon population, giving us added protection from 
them contracting the deadly virus. The second challenge was the 
outbreak of canine distemper we experienced in the raccoon popu- 
lation. This was a very busy trying time with the current number 
of animals picked up over 80. All animals have had blood samples 
taken to test for titers associated with the baiting program and 
have been euthenized and tested for Rabies. All have been nega- 
tive. Our third challenge was to encourage as many residents as 
possible to attend Rabies Clinics or vaccinate their cats and dogs 
for rabies at their own veterinarian. From the turn out at both the 
Spring and Fall Clinics and the number of certificates received 
from local vets, I have to commend people for an extremely posi- 
tive response. Cats must be re-vaccinated yearly and dogs must 
have received 2 rabies vaccines in a 12 month period to have 3 
year protection. If in question, speak to your veterinarian. Pre- 
vention is our only protection. The fourth challenge, as always, 
is to have residents license both dogs and cats. This is not just to 
generate funds as many may believe! A current license not only 
identifies your dog or cat, but lets everyone know that they are 
currently vaccinated. In the event of a bite, a current license may 
save your pets life. The licensing period now runs January | 
through December 31. One, two, and three year licenses are still 
available issued according to Rabies expiration date. Our fifth 
challenge was the institution of a cat adoption program. This 
program has allowed us to take in stray or unwanted cats and 
kittens, give them medical attention and place them in new lov- 
ing homes. It is run strictly on donations. I would like to thank 
all those who have given donations to keep.this program run- 
ning. I would also like to thank Cindy Roy and Broadsider for 
the weekly “Kitty Korner” articles and Dr. Wanda Sisum at the 
Cape Cod Cat Hospital for her veterinary services to this pro- 
gram. Our sixth and final challenge of 1995 was to attempt to 
deal with the coyotes in town. I want to thank the Division of 
Fisheries & Wildlife for their assistance in getting information 
out to people.

Report of the 
PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


I hereby submit my eleventh report as your Superinten- 
dent of Public Works: 


As in all government service areas we continue to struggle 
with the problem of delivering a high level of service while bud- 
gets are frozen or decreased. The growth of our town has in- 
creased the responsibilities of our entire department, although 
staff efficiencies, together with the use of contracted services 
have allowed us to increase the level of service to the public. 


Many of our public roads, lands, and buildings are in need 
of major modifications and repairs. Deteriorating facilities are 
more costly to maintain, are less user friendly, and increase fu- 
ture capital costs. In addition, some of our existing well main- 
tained facilities need modifications to allow for use by new us- 
ers such as bicyclists, joggers, and walkers. The South Sand- 
wich area is in need of sidewalks to connect subdivisions to 
schools and recreational areas. 


The recent debate regarding the placement of sidewalks 
on Route 6A illustrates the conflicts which will take place when 
changes are proposed to our transportation network. The public 
will need to guide our town officials in the making of the deci- 
sions of this nature, and be made aware that these decisions will 
have a major long term impact on how our town evolves and 
grows. 


The town is on the threshold of a decision on the Road 
Bonding issue which will allow for the reconstruction of the 
roads in the older subdivisions, and allow for some much needed 
upgrades to our school parking lots and recreational facilities. 


HIGHWAYS 


The reconstruction of Chase Road and Great Hill was the 
largest project of the year. Work included changes to the inter- 
section of Old County Road and Chase, reducing the pavement 
area and defining the right of way. This change was incorpo- 
rated into the reconstruction of the Old County Road Bridge, a 
job completed by the State Highway Department. This project 
succeeded in reconstructing an old bridge without destroying 
the setting, always a challenge in public works. 


Drainage basins were installed, shoulder modifications 
were started, the pavement of the road was reclaimed, the base 
was stabilized by the addition of calcium chloride, and grading 
and compacting were completed. The onslaught of winter 
brought this project to a halt, however, the coming of spring will 
see this project completed. This project is very important to the 
East Sandwich and South Sandwich areas, as this road provides 
access to Route 6, and is a designated Scenic Road. 
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During the year our normal road sealing, crack filli 
patching, and paving projects were accomplished, as well as str 
sweeping, catch basin cleaning, and roadside mowing and lit} 
pickup. 


Although we are dedicated to the reconstruction of @ 
streets by bonding, we must continue to keep our good roads 
good condition using a variety of materials available. This p 
summer we used a product called microsurfacing, an asphalt a 
stone dust mixture to seal a portion of Farmersville Road, 
the entire intersection of Cotuit Road and Quaker Meetinghow 
Road, in order to protect these valuable pavements from dey 
rioration. Asphalt slurrry seals were also applied to our subdi 
sions to preserve low volume pavements. 


SANITATION 


The Transfer Station is by far the most popular town fa 
ity. We are always amazed by the constant traffic generated 
waste disposal and collection. With this in mind, two proje 
were accomplished during the year. The first goal was sti 
enforcement of annual stickers together with the dropping of 
two week grace period for purchasing of a transfer station stick 
This created a fair and level playing field for all station usg 
and led to increased sales early in the fiscal year. The sec¢ / 
accomplishment was the relocation of the gate house to the # 
tion entrance onto Route 130. In addition, the entrance was cq 
bined with the DPW entrance to alleviate confusion and est 
lish good uniform site distance and reduce conflicting turn 
movements. 


Recycling success by the townspeople allowed the To 
to receive a “B” grade from the Department of Environmer 
Management (DEP), at 24% Sandwich was the top town on C 
Cod. This also helped to create opportunity for the Grant 
ceived by the town from DEP, two transfer trailers, four roll 
containers, and funds for the construction of a regional m 
transfer station building were received by the town. This gia 
had a total value of $215,000. These savings are direct savi 
to the taxpayers, and will result in increased revenues from 
cycling. The purpose for the grant is to allow the upper oe 
Towns to combine recyclable to be hauled to markets, resul 
in increased efficiency and lower costs. 


Anti-freeze was added to the list of materials collecte 
our station. 290 gallons of anti-freeze was recycled through} 
pilot project. This service will soon be added to many of 
Cape’s transfer stations due to the efforts of our staff. | 


Cardboard recycling also began during the year. Weg 
always looking at new products and potential markets forg 
sale of these goods. | 


This year will bring the elimination of the acceptanc 
commercial demolition materials. This service was provide 
the closure of the town landfill. Since that time many 0 


lls have closed resulting in higher costs for the town, this 
become a burden on the transfer station not designed to handle 
mmercial demolition waste. This will require contractors to 
alternative means to dispose of demolition debris, but will 
uce the financial pressure on the sanitation budget, which 
s been increased due to new home and business construction; 
well as increased transportation and incineration costs. 


RKS AND TREE WARDEN 


The challenge of grounds maintenance is to reach a main- 
ce standard, and maintain or exceed that standard on a con- 
t basis. The Park staff have succeeded in reaching this goal, 
en though the areas they maintain have grown while the size 
the budget has not even kept pace with the rate of inflation. 
iis division provides for the maintenance of town grounds, 
iwer gardens, conservation lands, recreation areas, shade tree 
intenance, cemeteries, parks, beaches, bath houses and com- 
stations, light building maintenance, holiday decorations, 
ial events, to name just a few of their tasks, with a budget 
ich has grown only 2% in seven years. This accomplishment 
itself is a remarkable task, and for this they deserve special 
-ognition. 


' The largest project of the year was the Mass Releaf Grant 

eived by the town; a $10,000 grant was used to plant trees in 
of the town cemeteries which had been losing trees during 
past twenty years. 


Fifty shade and flowering trees were planted in the 
darville, and Mount Hope cemeteries. The trees were planted 
Barnes Tree Service under staff direction, and an excellent 
ering system was installed and maintained by the crew, al- 
ing for insurance of plant health during one of our driest 
mers. 


Special events serviced by Parks seem to increase each

This has allowed the town to maintain a small overall staff and 
still provide a higher level of service to the public. The division 
leaders and the field and office staff deserve special recognition 
for embracing this operational approach. 


I would like to formally welcome Nancy Hopkins to our 
office staff. Her personality and efficient attention to her duties 
has helped our office to run more smoothly throughout her first 
year of service. 


And in the midst of our worst winter ever, I would like to 
offer my thanks to my staff and to their families for dealing with 
their absence during this long and trying winter.

Report of the 
TOWN ENGINEER 


1995 was another busy year for the Engineering Depart- 
ment. 


Starting with the usual street takings, all those approved 
by the Board of Selectmen and by Annual Town Meeting were 
prepared and recorded either at the Registry of Deeds or at the 
Land Court. They included all or parts of : Windsor Road, Vibur- 
num Circle, Molly Fuller Lane, Woodspring Farm Lane, Moon 
Compass Lane, Sean Circle, Kyles Way, Holly Ridge Drive, Quail 
Hollow Circle, Bunker Circle, Inkberry Circle and Green View 
Circle. 


We continued to work on the regional septage treatment 
facility for Sandwich and Mashpee as authorized by their re- 
spective Town Meetings. Dufresne-Henry, the firm selected to 
work on the project, completed the first element of the project, 
which was an estimate of the tipping fee to treat septage at the 
regional facility. That information was completed and presented 
to the Town in June. 


We wrote the specifications, solicited quotations, and per- 
formed the construction inspection of installing new window 
trim on the exterior of the Human Services Building. We also 
wrote the specs and solicited quotes for interior renovations at 
the Town Hall Annex. The work will be performed in 1996. 


We performed the construction administration for com- 
pleting the heating, ventilating, and air conditioning improve- 
ments on the first floor at the Town Offices on Jan Sebastian 
Drive. 


In order to bring the Town into compliance with the Ameri- 
cans With Disabilities act, we designed and solicited quotations 
for a ramp for the handicapped at the Town Hall Annex. We 
designed similar facilities at the police station. We performed 
the construction, inspection and administration at both projects. 


We also assisted the police department in making interior 
renovations to accommodate new equipment for the E-911 sys- 
tem. 


The Engineering Department attended as required the 
meetings and hearings of various Town Boards and Committees 
and commented, as requested by them, on plans and applica- 
tions submitted to them. In general, we provided technical as- 
sistance to all Town Boards and Departments as requested by 
them. For example, we have been assisting the School Depart- 
ment in seeking a variance under the new Title 5 code for the 
wastewater treatment plants at the Oak Ridge and Forestdale 
Schools. 


We reviewed and commented on and attended meetings 
regarding the Route 6A project being proposed by the Massa- 
chusetts Highway Department. 


The Engineering Department, along with the conservation 
officer, assisted the Massachusetts Department of Environmen- 
tal Management in conducting an analysis of the Upper Shawme 
Dam. 


We also, along with the DPW, redesigned the intersection 
of Old County Road and Chase Road. 


As agents for the Planning Board, the Engineering De- 
partment inspected the construction of drainage and road work 
on the following roads: Bosuns Passage, Westerly Drive, Win- 
tergreen Lane, Ground Cover Lane, Open Train Road, Indian 
Summer Lane, Mossy Bottom Lane, Birchwood Lane, Tama- 
rack Lane, Ivy Lane, Holly Berry Lane, Reflection Drive, Jillson 
Way, Oak Lane, Paul Lane, Victory Drive, Old Mill Road, 
Greenville Drive, Palace Place, Pleasantwood Drive, and Grand 
Oak Road. 


We also answered scores of questions from people who 
either telephoned or dropped into the office. 


We hope the coming year will be just as challenging and 
interesting as was 1995. 
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I wish to thank my staff, Christine Leonard and 
MacKay, as well as all Town officials, citizens, etc., for m 
1995 a successful and rewarding one.

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Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The purpose of the Sandwich Council On Aging is to act 
as a community resource and advocate to create and promote 
opportunities for the optimum in health, independence and well- 
being for senior citizens in Sandwich. 


The goal of the Council On Aging is to identify the needs 
of the elder population and provide facilities, programs and ser- 
vices to meet these needs directly or through coordination with 


other agencies. 


Lorrie Wieman joined us July, 1995 as our secretary. We 
appreciate her enthusiasm. Our Outreach Worker, Elaine Em- 
ery, and our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and 
well-being of our senior citizens and their families. Living in- 
dependently in one’s own home as long as possible is important 
to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is vital to that 
goal. We work closely with many agencies such as Elder Ser- 
vices of Caper Cod and the Islands, Social Security Office, Med- 
icaid Office, local doctors, hospital social service departments, 
Sight Loss Services, Elder Law Project, local housing authori- 
ties, and the Sandwich Fire and Police Departments. We con- 
tinue to try and meet the challenge to supplement funding cuts 
to programs that are vital to senior citizens. Much of the help 
we receive comes from donations and the willingness of Sand- 
wich people of all ages to help in so many ways. 


This year we were fortunate to receive additional funds 
through our State Formula Grant. We used these funds to in- 
crease our Outreach Coverage. Janice Skillings is now working 
11 hours as our Outreach Assistant. She assists Elaine Emery 
with the routine visits and follow-up necessary to maintain and 
ensure continuing services and safety of seniors. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continues to mul- 
tiply. We are currently researching Grants to enable us to meet 
the most urgent needs of our Senior population. 


In December, 1995, we received a State Grant of $1,833.00 
to provide a Respite Program. The Sandwich Coordinator for 
the program is Kathy Gallagher and volunteers are needed to 
help us provide up to four hours of Respite to caregivers. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of the 
credit for the success of the work of the Council On Aging. They 
make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: Under the direction of Coordi- 
nator, Ruth Kelly, this group of men and women visit approxi- 
mately 19 people each month. This group provides much needed 
social contact to seniors who are somewhat isolated and frail. — 
We are always seeking new members to continue to expand this 
program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Seven volunteers 
provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich Seniors to protect 
the safety and security of that person. There is no cost for the 
labor just for the parts needed. Funds are available to pay the 
costs if there is a financial problem. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE CALLS: Telephone 
calls are made daily to seniors who live alone and would like the 
reassurance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk Vol- 
unteers make the calls during the week and during the weekend 
a volunteer makes these calls from home. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the Sand- 
wich Fire Department, the C.0.A. has 20 Knox Boxes (and is 
purchasing 6 additional boxes through the Fire Department). 
These boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s door and allows ac- 
cess in an emergency to the Fire Department. 


TRANSPORTATION: In November, 1995, we received 
our 1996, 11 passenger Ford Club Wagon. We thank the mem- 
bers of the Community for funding 50% of the purchase price. 
We operate our passenger vans to transport seniors to grocery 
shopping, pharmacy, and bank on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice 
a month, the second and fourth Wednesdays, the van transports 
seniors to shopping at area Malls. 


We also have volunteer drivers (18) who are available to 
drive seniors to doctor appointments and hospital appointments. 
This program is critical as many seniors can no longer drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEERS: These volunteers man 
the reception desk at the Council On Aging each afternoon and 
answer the telephone, handle routine tasks such as reservations 
for activities and programs, van reservations, and newsletter 
addressing. They provide a friendly greeting and capable ser- 
vice to anyone who calls or visit. 


THE NEWSLETTER is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our newsletter. They 
make possible the in house printing and mailing of our Newslet- 
ter to 1,989 people. This Newsletter communicates the programs 
and services being offered at the Council On Aging as well as 
information of health, legal, financial issues. At least fifteen 
volunteers address and collate the Newsletter each month. 


The Nutrition Program is administered by Elder Services 
of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior Center serves as the 
Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meals On Wheels and help 
prepare and set up for the Dining Center meal program four days 
a week. These volunteers are our “front line of defense” in iden- 
tifying concerns about someone on their route. The COA trans- 
ports to Monday meals. 


The Council On Aging continues to administer the Sur- 
plus Food Program for Sandwich residents of any age. We also 
are the FUEL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for 
any Sandwich resident. 
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In Fiscal Year 95, our 149 volunteers gave 7,679 h 
valued at $77,022.00. Our volunteers are vital not only to 
Council On Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We honor 
each year with a recognition luncheon made possible throu 
grant and donation from the Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwi 
Our heartfelt thanks goes to each one.

AARP administers a program 
provide free tax preparation to Sandwich Seniors at the Seni 
Center. The Town budget funds the salaries of the full time 
rector and 30 hour/week Secretary as well as 12 hours for 0 
Outreach Worker.

Report of the 
RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The philosophy of the Recreation Department is to: 1). 
Provide recreational activities to the residents of Sandwich for 
the least possible cost. 2). Provide leadership in promoting a 
sense of town spirit and unity. 3). Provide support to all activi- 
ties sanctioned by the Recreation Committee. In 1995 we tried 
to uphold that philosophy by continuing to provide the quality 
programs Sandwich residents have become accustomed to, as 
well as to increase program offerings. This can sometimes be 
difficult under yet another year of a level funded budget. The 
Recreation Department is lucky though, in the fact that we have 
many people who volunteer their time and services to help pro- 
vide recreational opportunities. Without these many volunteers, 
we would not be able to offer the wide range of programs that 
we do. 


The following is a list of programs the Recreational De-

The Department also sponsors the following Youth Sport

ketball, and new in 1995, Pop Warner Football. We also spon- 
sor the Women’s & Men’s Tennis Leagues.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


In 1995, the Sandwich Public Library served more peo 
circulated more books, videos and other materials than ever 
fore and was open on Sundays for the first time since 1913. 
fact, the Sandwich Public Library is the second busiest lib 
on Cape Cod, and the busiest public building in Sandwich. 


With the steady increase in Sandwich’s population, coup! 
with the library’s popularity and increasing use, the need fo 
bigger central library or a branch library has been discussed 
the Board of Library Trustees and other Town officials. The B 
of Library Trustees feels that we will outgrow the current lib 
building in the next 10 to 15 years when the Town’s populati 
grows to about 25,000 people. We also need to address the f; 
that the majority of the Town’s population now lives south 
the Mid-Cape Highway and lives much further away from 
library than has traditionally been the case. Since most of 
Town’s population growth is in the South Sandwich area, 
will continue to see more and more of our patrons living furt 
and further away. 


The Board of Library Trustees believes that the Town m 
set aside a site for a future branch library, today, while land 
still available. This site should be about five acres and locat 
closer to a new population center of town. Towards this end, t 
Library has requested. that the Selectmen designate part of t 
50 plus-acre Town owned land in the “Golden Triangie” ne 
the A&P or part of the 23-acre Town owned land across fi 
the Oak Ridge School for a future library site. The Board 
Library Trustees believes that if the Town fails to set aside 1 
today for a new library or branch library, we will limit our 
tions and increase siting costs when the time comes to buil 


library. 


In addition to the current library building steadily beco 
ing inadequate for the numbers of materials housed within it 
the number of persons using it, the Library parking lot is alrea 
too small. There are spaces for only 39 cars in the parking I 


| a typical evening, the parking lot will be full within ten to 
feen minutes after the Library opening at 7 PM. It is hoped 
it we will find a way to fund an expansion of the current park- 
, lot and find a way to increase parking in the village area 
Tounding the Library before the parking problem becomes 
ich worse. 


On a positive note, the Library is now open on Sundays 
ring the “School Year” from the 1 PM to 5 PM. 
costs about $15,000 per year to operate on Sundays. The Li- 
iry was fortunate that the taxpayers were able to pay for $7500 
this expense and that hundreds of generous citizens donated 
other $7500 towards the cost of Sunday operations. The Board 
Library Trustees would like to take this opportunity to thank 
those who contributed and thank the many volunteers who 
sed the money. 


On the topic of volunteers, the Town should be aware that 
: Library was served by 66 volunteers in 1995. These volun- 
ts donated over 2,843 hours of work to the Library. Without 
s volunteer effort, the Library would need to hire two addi- 
nal full-time employees at a cost to the taxpayers of about 
0,000 a year. 


1995 saw the Library increase its public computer services 
adding a CD ROM system, a children’s resources computer 
rchased by the Friends, additional computer terminals for our 
mputerized card catalog, and free Internet access. The Library 
0 withstood an attempt to ban a children’s book. Use of the 
‘eting rooms, which included some well-attended and some- 
1es heated public hearings, continued to be a popular function 
the Library. The enormous amount of volunteer hours put in 
the Friends through the weekly book sale provides other new 
‘vices for library patrons such as a color copier as well as an- 
ier black and white copier. 


This year’s Library Annual Report is dedicated to Trustee 
ylllis Sheridan who served on the Board of Trustees from 1987 
til her untimely death in December of 1995. Phyllis’ dedica- 
n, enthusiasm, and perspicacity will be sorely missed.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORIT 


1995 was a very productive, busy and gratifying ye 
the Sandwich Housing Authority. 


In March, the Commissioners voted to name the new h 
ing development for Seniors and People with Special N 
“Hansen Village” after William Hansen, longtime former B 
member and Chairman and champion of affordable housing. 
to acknowledge the support, encouragement and assistance 
Tom Tsakalos who served on the Architectural Screening C 
mittee, the board voted to name the roadway leading into 
development from Cotuit Road as “Tom’s Way”. We grate 
acknowledge the support and concurrence of the Board of 
lectmen who voted in April to accept these names. 


In May, we began accepting applications for the 28 u 
of Chapter 667 Housing we were in the process of construc 
In June, we separated from the management of the Dennis H 
ing Authority and established ourselves in town as a locally 
authority. Through the continuing generosity of Tom Tsak, 
owner of Canterbury Plaza, we were given a store front, fre 
charge, to set up our temporary offices in until our perma 
offices at Hansen Village were completed. This extreme ge 
osity allowed us to closely monitor the construction progres 
our development which was to the rear of our temporary o 


On July 28, we held a lottery at the Human Services Bu 
ing, overseen by a representative of the Executive Office of c 
munities and Development (EOCD), to determine placement 
the waiting list for those applications received as of July 
Approximately 82 applicants participated in the lottery. 


In August, we went out to bid for engineering service 
convert the electric heating systems to gas fired warm air h 
ing systems at our Family Housing. The funding for this proj 
which will save these families considerable money on their u 
ity bills, was granted to us in 1994 by EOCD. 


In September, ARH Design Associates of Sagamore, 
selected by EOCD from the pool of Requests for Services ( 
and was interviewed and hired by the Board of Commission 


In October, we went out to bid for engineering services 
repair and upgrade the septic systems and to correct site drai 
age problems at our Family Housing Development at Geor 
Fernandes Way, East Sandwich. We were approved for the 
projects in 1994 and EOCD granted us the funding in 1995. 


On October 24, we closed our temporary store front offi 
at Canterbury Plaza and moved into our new offices at Hans 
Village. 


On November 1, 1995, the first of our residents beg: 
moving into their apartments at 20 Tom’s Way. By December 
all 28 residents would be happily residing in their new home 


hese 28 residents, 24 are occupied by Sandwich Residents. 
er new legislation signed by the Governor, we were required 
cupy 13.5% of our elderly units with younger, disabled in- 
duals who might not have otherwise met the criteria for ad- 
sion into Senior Housing. 


The development at Hansen Village is a unique configu- 
of Massachusetts state aided housing and service programs. 
corporates four different state programs and agencies at one 
tion. It is a special place for its residents as they share this 
ueness, the common beauty of the surroundings, the archi- 
ure, and the close proximity to the many stores, shops and 
veniences nearby at Canterbury Plaza and along Cotuit Road. 


“Hansen Village” consists of three (3) distinct buildings, 
with its own street address. 20 Tom’s Way is the main, two 
y building which houses the Offices of the Sandwich Hous- 
Authority, the resident’s Community Room and laundry 
ms, a separate office for the Department of Mental Health 
AH), and 36 one bedroom apartments, of which 28 units are 
pied under the State’s Chapter 667 Housing Program for 
erly and Handicapped persons and 8 units are set aside, un- 
a pilot program with DMH, to their consumers participating 
er Chapter 689 Housing. 


22 Tom’s Way is a one story duplex consisting of eight (8) 
room units for Congregate Elderly. This facility is overseen 
3ider Services of Cape Cod, in conjunction with the State’s 
cutive Office of Elder Affairs. Residents are admitted ac- 
jing the conventional Chapter 667 guidelines after an inde- 
dent needs assessment review. We expect that this facility 
be occupied in March 1996. 


23 Tom’s Way is also a single story facility consisting of 
(4) bedrooms for Department of Mental Retardation con- 
\ers participating under the Chapter 167 Program. This fa- 
y, along with the eight DMH units, will each be staffed 24 
rs a day with skilled health professionals. We anticipate that 
facility will be occupied by the Spring of 1996. 


The entire complex at Hansen Village was developed and 
wned by the Sandwich Housing Authority with a funding 
t from EOCD for approximately $3.7 million. 


This project has been in development/design since 1989. 
ompletion and opening are a major accomplishment for this 
unity and to the great many people who worked arduously 
any years. The land on which the development is located 
donated to the Housing Authority by the Town of Sand- 
h. We are forever thankful to the residents of the Town who 
e supported us and encouraged us during this extremely long 
ess. 


On December 8, we held our official “Dedication Ceremo- 
” in the Community Room. Attending were Representative 
Cahir, Senator Therese Murray, officials from EOCD, 
ctperson MaryGail Alesse, Town Administrator Bud 
am, as well as other town officials and former Commis- 


sioners of the Housing Authority. More importantly, most resi- 
dents and some of their family members were in attendance for 
the “Dedication” of their facility. And on December 10, mem- 
bers of the Church of Christ Bell Ringers graced the resident’s 
Christmas Party with their harmonic selection of Christmas Car- 
ols for an old time choral sing-a-long and ring-a-long. 


Finally, in December, EOCD selected, and the Board in- 
terviewed and hired, Atlantic Design Engineers of Sandwich/ 
Sagamore as the top ranked firm to perform engineering ser- 
vices for the septic and site drainage upgrades at George 
Fernandes Way. 


Sandwich Housing, in a relatively short period of time, 
has grown from owning one single unit of housing on 
Bramblebush Drive in Forestdale to owning 13 units of family 
housing, 36 units of Senior and Special Needs Housing, 8 units 
of DMH housing, and 4 units of DMR housing. In addition, 
Sandwich Housing has three (3) Section 8 Family Self Suffi- 
ciency Vouchers of its own, administers 14 Section 8 Certifi- 
cates and Vouchers under portability/mobility and possesses three 
(3) Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) Vouchers 
for the benefit of persons needing rental assistance. In addition, 
we have dedicated two (2) Units of Family Housing to the De- 
partment of Transitional Assistance and Community Action Com- 
mittee Transitional Housing Program for their clients. 


We will be applying to EOCD for vouchers under the new 


‘AHVP, Alternative Housing Voucher Program, for those appli- 


cants, approximately 32, who are non-elderly, younger disabled 
who are on our waiting list for the 5 units currently occupied by 
non-elderly in the 667 program. 


The Board of Commissioners wishes to acknowledge Ar- 
chitect Anthony Ferragamo for his fine design, his patience and 
his thoroughness and attention to detail; Tom McHugh, our 
project representative without whom we never would have re- 
ceived the quality of construction which we did; Bay State Con- 
tracting Co., Inc., our general contractor on this project who, 
despite great difficulties, brought this project to final comple- 
tion and who has been responsive to our concerns and those of 
our resident’s in completing the few remaining ‘punch list’ items; 
to our two long time staff members, Marlene Hoey and Steve 
Marshall, who worked tirelessly and beyond the call of duty over 
the summer and fall ensuring that all the management, adminis- 
trative, and maintenance functions were in place for a smooth 
transition and a smooth move-in at Hansen Village. They both 
are Human Service Professionals who take pride in their work 
and who care about the people they are paid to serve. And fi- 
nally, we wish, once again, to thank the various town officials 
and residents who have been cooperative, offered assistance and 
been supportive of our efforts. Most notable of these is Patrick 
Ellis, Superintendent of Public Works, whose department picks 
up our rubbish and plows our roads at George Fernandes Way 
and Hansen Village and who has worked with us to begin a re- 
cycling program at Hansen Village, and perhaps at George 
Fernandes Way, in the Spring of 1996. 


The Housing Authority, the community and the residents 
owe the completion of this project to the tireless dedication, com- 
mitment and vision of Reverend John Thomas and the other 
members of the Board of Commissioners, whose guidance and 
determination were the driving force and the spirit which kept 
the project moving forward over many years. These Board mem- 
bers, along with many previous board members, were all so in- 
strumental in bringing and expanding affordable housing to the 
citizens of Sandwich. We all owe them our deepest gratitude.

Report of the 
CULTURAL COUNCIL 


As a group of interested residents, appointed by the Se- 
lectmen, we are charged with the mission of informing the pub- 
lic, qualifying applicants and dispensing funds allocated by the 
Massachusetts Cultural Council (MCC), a state agency. The bud- 
get of the MCC is determined by the State Legislature. The 
purpose of the Council is to regrant State Funds for community- 
based arts, humanities, and interpretive science projects and ac- 
tivities to benefit the residents of Sandwich. Grant decisions are 
subject to final approval by the MCC. 


Many requests were received and reviewed for this fund- 
ing cycle of 1994-1995, and we thank all applicants for the vari- 
ety of programs proposed for our community. These grants are 
competitive as our allocation is limited. The recipients of the 
1995 LCC funding were Sandwich Town Band (summer con- 
cert series), Intergenerational Band Clinic and Concert, Cape 
Cod Chorale (Christmas Concert), Forestdale PTA (Poobley 
Greegy Puppet theater), Sandwich High School (““Areyto” con- 
certs), and the Henry T. Wing School (“Inca Son” concert). 
Through the PASS program, which subsidizes the cost of ad- 
mission tickets (up to $7. per ticket) for children (K-12) to at- 
tend programs in the arts, humanities and interpretive sciences 
(including performances, educational tours and exhibits), funds 
were approved for the Henry T. Wing School for performances 
by the Boston Ballet (“The Nutcracker”) and by the Alvin Ailey 
Dance Theater (“Project Discovery”), and to the Sandwich Pub- 
lic Schools for a performance, “Theaterworks USA”, presented 
by the Zeiterion Theater of New Bedford.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


This year offered many opportunities for teacher training 
and course work. Faculty and staff continue involvement in the 
Educational Reform Act initiatives mandated by the State Board 
of Education. Over the past school year and during the summer 
months, over 30 teachers and administrators came together to 
form the Professional Development Curriculum Action Team. 
This leadership team developed both curriculum initiatives and 
professional development activities for our staff. All Sandwich 
Schools teachers have worked cooperatively in the development 
of PALMS (Partnerships Advancing the Learning of Math and 
Science) lessons and techniques, as well. 


Sandwich Public Schools continue to be awarded over 
$500,000 in grants and awards. We received new money for the 
development of Portfolio-Authentic-Assessment. Initiatives, 
funds to support curriculum study groups in all of the academic 
areas and, finally, funding to support the restructuring efforts at 
the High School. We also received external funds to continue to 
upgrade our technology and multimedia offerings. 


Sandwich Administrators were chosen to participate in the 
State’s Principals’ Institute. 


School Improvement Plans were prepared by each School 
Council and presented to the School Committee in the form of a 
public forum. These plans may be reviewed at each of the 
school’s main offices. 


K-8 students have successfully participated in Center for 
Talented Youth, Johns Hopkins University; New England Math- 
ematics League, the National Geographic Bee, Grade Three 
Spelling Bee, “Ropes Challenge Course” at The Barnstable 
County Sheriff’s Youth Ranch, Cape Celebratory Poetry Read- 
ing, DARE program, and library connections to the Internet 
through Mass. Education On Line and MCET programming. 


The Wing School enjoyed many activities during their In- 
ternational Year, which included: hosting a Japanese Intern for 
six months whose culture and experiences will be treasured by 
students forever, an International Holiday Dinner enjoyed by 
ninety senior citizens, and an International Festival. The Wing 
School Mentor Program involved students working in the Com- 
munity School Pre School/Day Care Program and a “partner- 
ship” with students at the High School. 


The Wee-one Post Office mail delivery program devel- 
oped with the help of the U.S. Postal Service continues at 
Forestdale School. Highlights of the Forestdale School include 
the commencement of their Annual Flag Day Celebration when 
a helicopter and crew from Otis Air Station flew into the school 
grounds to a waving 900 students and staff, and receipt of a Fed- 
eral Award as a GLOBE School. 
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In an effort to offset large class populations at Grades 
and Two, a successful combination first/second grade classr 
was established this year at the Oak Ridge School. Recogniti 
noting 100% Oak Ridge teacher membership was recen 
awarded by the state PTA. Through a cooperative effort w 
the Thornton Burgess Society, Oak Ridge enjoys a nature tr, 
that winds itself through a wooded section of school’s prope 


Sandwich High School introduced the 90-Minute Blo 
Schedule, in which the faculty spent considerable time and 
ergy to be in full compliance with the state mandates regardi 
Time on Learning. A new Athletic Handbook, approved by t 
School Committee, was developed by a sub-committee of 
High School School Council. SAT scores remain constant wi 
a 1995 verbal mean score of 453 (61st percentile nationally) 
a math score of 494 (54th percentile nationally). Class of 19 
PSAT scores improved significantly over the previous year. 
verbal mean score of 53 places Sandwich High School stude 
at the 64th percentile verbal. The mean math score of 53 p 
them at the 67th percentile. 


A consistent priority of the schools is to keep parents i 
formed and involved. They are encouraged to attend parent co 
ferences, have lunch with their children, attend classes duri 
American Education Week, and participate in the very acti 
PTA volunteer programs which supports exemplary progra 
for students and brings parents into the school-to-work wi 
teachers and students.

School Entrance Ages: School Committee Policy states: “Chil- 
dren must be five (5) years of age by September Ist to be eli- 
gible for Kindergarten, and six (6) years of age by September 
Ist to be eligible for first grade. 


Birth Certificate: A birth certificate is required for all children 
entering either Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: Medical requirements for school en- 
trance are immunizations according to the General Laws of Mas- 
sachusetts, certified by a doctor. 


State Regulations: The School Committee or Board of Health 
shall cause every child in the public schools to be separately and 
carefully examined by a physician duly registered in Massachu- 
setts within six months before entrance to school or during the 
first year after entrance and at intervals of either three or four 
years thereafter. 


No School Information: Every effort will be made to have 
school whenever feasible. If the conditions are severe, school 
will be canceled. If conditions are almost safe but the Highway 
Department needs extra time to plow, the school will be short- 
ened. Under this alternative plan the opening of all schools and 
all bus pickups will be delayed two hours. When the schools are 
on a two hour delay, there will be no morning kindergarten. The 
No School Announcement or the Two Hour Delayed Opening 
will be carried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, by radio stations 
WQRC, CAPE 104, WCOD, WXTK, WPLM, as well as televi- 
sion stations WBZ Channel 4, WCVB Channel 5, and WHDH 
Channel 7.

As I begin my tenth year as Director of the Sandwich Co 
munity School, I find myself thinking about what the Comm 
nity School was when it began in the early 1970’s, what it h 
become in 1996, and what it will be in the future. 


The Sandwich Community School began in the earl 
1970’s as part of a national movement to involve the entire co 
munity in public education. This of course meant keeping 
school buildings open for community use outside the school da 
In those days the program served the “Life Long Learning” nee 
of approximately 600 area families from preschool age throug 
senior citizens. Course offerings ranged from water-polo t 
Shakespeare. Today the Community School serves the “Li 
Long Learning” needs of nearly 20,000 area families ages thre: 
months through senior citizen. Our program offerings include

At the regular school committee meeting of the Upper Ca 
Cod Regional Vocational Technical School District held on Ap 
13, 1995, the school committee voted unanimously to chang 
the name of the school from Upper Cape Cod Regional Voc 
tional Technical School to Upper Cape Cod Regional Technic 
School. The purpose of the name change is to reflect the ongo 
ing changes in the school’s curriculum that are being made t 
emphasize the technical nature of occupational opportunitie 
available to our graduates, rather than the vocational. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollmen 
as of October 1, 1994 consisted of sixty-six (66) students fro 
Bourne, one hundred twenty-seven (127) from Falmouth, eleve 
(11) from Marion, forty-seven (47) from Sandwich, and on 
hundred eighty-one (181) from Wareham. An additional thirty 
one (31) students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nurs 
ing Program and seventeen (17) students were tuitioned fro 
other towns. Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon an 
evening occupational programs, and summer programs are ad 
ditional to these enrollments. 


Upper Cape’s Extended Day Program provided occupa 
tional training opportunities to over sixty (60) adults from sur 
rounding communities in the areas of Culinary Arts, Gener, 
Maintenance, and Nursing Assistance. These programs wer 
funded by over $70,000.00 in JTPA funds. 


The Tech Prep Program, in affiliation with Cape Cod Com: 
munity College, continues to be a success. Tech Prep allow 
students to earn college credits during their junior and senio 
years of high school through special courses developed by Up 
per Cape Tech and the college. The Shadowing and Mentorin 
portion of the program involved forty-three (43) Tech Prep part 
nerships with private businesses and/or community service site 


at offered a full day’s worth of experience, insight, and advice 
students in relationship to their chosen career paths. 


Administrators at Upper Cape Tech formed an advisory 
mmittee to assist in the development of an Environmental Tech- 
logies/Aquaculture program which will be incorporated into 
e school’s curriculum in the fall of 1996. The advisory com- 
ittee consists of environmental specialists from various gov- 
ental and private organizations. Federal grant funding is 
pected to assist in this initiative. 


Extensive curriculum revisions and development of new 
urse offerings have occurred within the past year. The school 
moving positively to meet the requirements of the Education 
eform Law and simultaneously preparing for a New England 
ssociation of Schools and Colleges accreditation visit in the 
ill of 1996. 


Fifteen (15) computers were purchased for a Computer- 
sisted Drafting laboratory which will be incorporated into the 
uilding trades programs at Upper Cape Tech. 


The school’s Chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
erica had thirty-eight (38) members during the 1994-1995 
thool year, and seven (7) represented the school at state com- 
etition. 


The school continues to aggressively pursue grants which 
ill enhance programs financed by local and state funding. 
eceipt of nearly $400,000.00 in state and federal grants during 
lis reporting period has allowed enhancement of curriculum, 
schnology, and student support services which would otherwise 
ave not been available to our students. 


The school district has not had a bond issue since the origi- 
construction loan in the mid-sixties, due in part to extensive 
reventive maintenance by staff, and instructional maintenance 
d repairs by students. After thirty years, it is time for our first 
jor repair requiring bonded funding. Authorization for a bond 
sue will be sought at the annual town meetings in 1996 for 
pair of the roof and various renovations including those nec- 
sary to comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its ap- 
reciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in devel- 
ping and maintaining educational programs, various town and 
hool officials who support our efforts, and the administration 
d other school employees who continue to contribute to the 
uccess of Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Nineteen ninety six was another very busy year in the 
Town of Sandwich, with many successful efforts to address a 
wide variety of issues. Some of the major topics of 1996 are 
highlighted below. 


In January and February the Board of Selectmen met 
several times to finalize its thoughts in developing a capital 
improvement plan for major building projects anticipated over 
the next 10 years. After identifying the individual capital 
needs, the Board estimated the borrowing cost for each project 
and translated the cost to a projected effect on the tax rate. This 
process helped the Board prioritize the identified needs and 
resulted in the following ranking: school additions and renova- 
tions to Sandwich High School, construction of a joint public 
safety building near the geographic center of Sandwich, a 
municipal administrative building able to house all Town 
offices, land acquisition, and a branch or new library. 
Economic realities will likely change the timing when funding 
for these projects will be requested, but it is always helpful to 
plan ahead for future needs and project the likely cost of such 
improvements. 


During these financial planning discussions, the Board 
also considered the formation of a Sandwich Infrastructure 
Investment Fund to help offset the cost of future capital needs. 
Such a fund would set aside money annually to build up over 
time and reduce the financial impact of large capital projects by 
paying for a portion of the development costs. This type of 
fund has proven successful in some Massachusetts communi- 
ties and will be given more thought as future budget planning 
takes place. 


The April Special Town Meeting and corresponding bal- 
lot vote in May approved a very important public road bond for 
$3.2 million which will be spent over the next five years 
improving several roads and repairing the School Department 
parking lots and High School tennis courts. By spending these 
funds now, the cost to bring the most needy public roads to 
acceptable standards is exponentially less expensive than if the 
roads were allowed to deteriorate until they were impassable. 
With over 130 miles of public roads, Sandwich's road network 
is its most valuable and expensive piece of infrastructure. The 
road bond approved at the Special Town Meeting will insure 
this infrastructure will be properly maintained and serve the 
community well for many decades. By the end of 1996, 
approximately $1.1 million had already been spent. 
Superintendent of Public Works Pat Ellis worked for many 
years touting the merits of a road bond and was instrumental in 
making sure it was approved. In September, Mr. Ellis unex- 
pectedly resigned after more than a decade of service as elect- 
ed Highway Surveyor, Tree Warden and appointed 


Superintendent of Public Works. His many significant accor 
plishments are greatly appreciated. 


The 1996 Annual Town Meeting included approval of 
petition article to establish a Sandwich Promotions Fund at 
the Town's first Economic Opportunity Area project. TI 
Sandwich Promotions Fund, initially submitted by members | 
the Canal Regional Chamber of Commerce and supported 
amended by the Selectmen and Finance Committee, will u 
50% of all rooms tax revenue over a base amount of $165,0¢ 
to conduct tourism promotion, infrastructure improvement 
and other activities approved by a Visitor Services Board. Th 
Fund is awaiting approval by the State Legislature and will n 
take effect until the FY'99 budget. The compromise work 
out between the three groups will allow the Town to proper 
plan for future expenditures and not affect the amount of roon 
tax revenue currently used in the budgeting process. 


The internal expansion and improvement of the Ca 
Cod Ice facility on Jan Sebastian Drive became the fi 
Economic Opportunity Area project approved by the Town. 
tax increment financing plan was approved allowing the bu: 
ness to take advantage of certain state and local tax credits 
help them expand and create new jobs locally. A local hirit 
preference was also part of the agreement. This type of pr 
gram is available to both new and existing businesses that qu: 
ify under state guidelines and are located in one of Sandwict 
three economic opportunity areas - the Sandwich Industri 
Park, the Golden Triangle, and business zoned area off Rou 
6A near Merchants Square. 


Town Meeting also unanimously approved the Loc 
Comprehensive Plan presented by the Local Plannit 
Committee. This guidance document addresses several impc 
tant planning elements such as land use and growth manag 
ment, water resources, economic development, transportatic 
and circulation, open space and recreation, and historic prese 
vation and community character. The plan approved at Tov 
Meeting is to serve as a guide for future growth, conservatio 
and planning policies over the next five to ten years. It w 
also serve as a useful reference for residents, Town boards at 
committees, and potential developers. The Planni: 
Committee and particularly Director of Planning ar 
Development Marie Blaney deserve much credit and appreci 
tion for developing the plan and making it such a useful doc 
ment. 


Perhaps the most controversial and talked about subje 
of the past year was the approval of a Proposition 2 and 1 
override for the Sandwich School Department operating bu 
get in the amount of $1,727,936. This amount was approved 
Town Meeting and appeared on the May ballot. After the vot 
were electronically counted, the results were 2,491 in fave 
2,492 against, with 76 blanks. A petition calling for a har 
recount was submitted in accordance with state law and tl 
final results were 2,502 in favor, 2,501 against, with 57 blank 


ithin a one month period, the outcome of the override ballot 
switched based on just 1 of 5,060 votes submitted. This 
as a very difficult time for the Town where such a significant 
sue split the public in half, yet a very important message was 
livered - every vote truly does count. Town Clerk Barbara 
alling showed great patience and professionalism during this 
riod and was completely open and forthright in her dealings 
‘ith many of the individuals and organizations who questioned 
t following the election. 


In June, after many years of effort and concern, an agree- 
ent was reached between the Board of Assessors and owners 
the Canal Electric power plant concerning the prior and pre- 
nt valuation of the facility. This agreement prevented a 
tentially adversarial and drawn out hearing before the 
ppellate Tax Board on the FY'94 - FY'96 value of the plant. 
1 reaching this agreement, the Town did not need to abate any 
ixes for fiscal 1994, 1995 and 1996 and avoided a potential 
atement liability in excess of $1 million tax dollars per fiscal 
. If this case had gone to trial and the Town was unsuc- 
ssful, the potential financial ramifications on residential and 
mmercial taxpayers would have been substantial. The Board 
f Assessors and especially Principal Assessor Ed Childs did 

outstanding job preparing for the case, conducting an in- 
use appraisal acceptable to the Department of Revenue, and 
solving the matter to the satisfaction of both the Town and 
‘anal Electric. 


In November, the Town learned it was successful in 
ceiving a $70,000 grant from the Massachusetts Historical 
‘ommission to renovate Sandwich Town Hall. This award 
fill be combined with $210,000 previously approved at vari- 
s Town Meetings to remove the existing clapboards which 
re covered with lead paint and replace them with new boards. 
Vhile the clapboards are off the building, insulation will be 
ed to the walls for the first time and all first and second 
oor windows will be replaced by energy efficient replicas. 
‘hese improvements will not only improve the exterior appear- 
ce of Town Hall, but make the building more comfortable 
d less expensive to operate. Engineering Assistant Alan 
acKay prepared the grant application and will serve as pro- 
t manager, overseeing construction and the administration 
f the grant. 


Throughout 1996 the Selectmen held several workshops 
focus efforts and establish priorities for future months and 
ears. These meetings have been extremely valuable and 
elped identify such goals as: reviewing the existing govern- 
ent structure, developing a long range financial plan, stream- 
ning and improving the building permit process with better 
ormation provided to the public, and resolving the future 
ses of several pieces of Town land. Towards the end of 1996, 
e Selectmen voted to close the Inspections Offices to the pub- 
ic on Wednesday afternoons to devote time to issue various 
rmits. Early feedback about the closure appears favorable, 
ith more input expected in 1997. 


In addition to these topics, there continue to be several 
other on-going issues with which the Selectmen are involved. 
These include analysis and remediation of the various plumes 
and contaminations emanating from the Massachusetts 
Military Reservation, investigation of the abandoned jetfuel 
pipeline by W. R. Grace & Co. which runs from the Sandwich 
Marina to the Reservation, proposed changes in the structure 
and operation of Barnstable County government, and the con- 
tinued plans to locate a County correctional facility on the Base 
off Route 130. These issues will continue to be monitored by 
the Town, with particular attention paid to the FS-12 and J. 
Braden Thompson plumes in Forestdale, and the strategic plan- 
ning and environmental efforts to construct a County prison in 
Sandwich. 


The significant growth Sandwich has experienced the 
last two and a half decades continues as the community rapid- 
ly approaches a projected buildout population of approximate- 
ly 24,000 residents. It is likely Sandwich will surpass the 
20,000 population figure for the first time during 1997. This 
growth has impacted every municipal department and has 
forced the Town to plan for its future. The Board of Selectmen 
and Town Administrator sincerely appreciate the hard work, 
patience, and perseverance of the Town's employees and vol- 
unteers who deal with increased demands while providing 
additional and higher quality public services each year. We 
will all have to work more cooperatively than ever in future 
years as this growth continues. 


Finally, Bob Jones was elected in May to replace Mervin 
Hardwick after nine years of public service as Selectman. We 
thank Mervin for his many hours of devoted service. His can- 
dor and sense of humor is missed.

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Report of the 
PERSONNEL BOARD 


1996 was a year during which the Personnel Board 
reviewed many issues of significance to Town employees and 
the community. 


The Personnel Board reviewed the revised sexual harass- 
ment policy and provided guidance to the Selectmen on policy 
implementation and Town employees’ education. It was rec- 
ommended that employees acknowledge reviewing the policy 
by signing a declaration of understanding and acceptance of 
the policy. The board also reviewed the new drug and alcohol 
testing policy for safety sensitive drivers as required by the 
U.S. Department of Transportation. 


The Personnel Board continues to study and monitor the 
classification system for all Town employees. Additionally, the 
Personnel Board is reviewing the proposed performance 
review form for hourly employees and the general performance 
review process for department heads with the intent of stream- 
lining the process. Those responsible for evaluation will 
receive training in the performance appraisal process. 


Finally, the Personnel Board and the Selectmen will be 
working collaboratively to review available salary schedules of 
department heads and administrative employees. A study will 
be done during 1997 by the Personnel Board looking at salary 
schedules and classification systems of towns comparable in 
size to Sandwich.

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Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee had a very active, fruitful and 
exciting year. 1996 began, as is customary, with our budget 
hearings on the FY ’97 budget. We scrutinized department bud- 
gets and supplemental requests, ultimately approving a 
General Town Governmental Budget of $7,262,839 which was 
3.01 percent above the FY ’96 budget. The School Department 
came forward with a $20,556,316 budget and a request for a 
Proposition 2 1/2 override in the amount of $1,852,936. 


The Finance Committee was able to reduce this override 
amount to $1,727,936 by utilizing monies collected in the 
Ambulance Fund ($47,000) to offset costs within the Fire 
Department’s budget and by successfully negotiating and per- 
suading the Community School to begin to reimburse ($35,000 
in FY ’97) the Town for a portion of the Health Insurance costs 
of its full time employees which the Town had been absorbing 
within its budget. The School Department Budget, with the 
override, includes funds to fully fund the health and benefit 
costs of all new hires within the override. This was mandated 
by the Finance Committee. These benefit costs will offset the 
Town’s benefit costs in all subsequent years for these employ- 
ees. 


The issue of the Community School’s health benefit 
costs had been brought up by the Finance Committee in prior 
years and no resolution occurred until this year. A three year 
phase-in of the Community School paying these costs in full 
was worked out with the Executive Council of the Community 
School and with the School Committee. The FY 97 Budget 
reflects a $35,000 credit which we expect in the first year of the 
three year phase in period. This was not resolved until the final 
hour when the budget as a whole had to be finalized for inser- 
tion into the warrant. 


Another issue which confronted us in the midst of our 
budget hearings was a proposal brought forth by the Sandwich 
Chamber of Commerce, which, in its original language, would 
have had a serious negative effect on the FY ’97 and subse- 
quent years’ budgets. The Finance Committee, with the Town 
Administrator and the Board of Selectmen, worked out a com- 
promise proposal which was adopted by the Annual Town 
Meeting. The Town will create, once special “home rule” leg- 
islation is filed and voted, a “Tourism Promotion Fund” from a 
portion of the proceeds of the rooms tax collected by Sandwich 
Inns, B & B’s, Motels and Hotels. These funds, according to a 
specific formula, will be administered by a 5 member commit- 
tee appointed by the Selectmen for the purpose of enhancing 
tourism and economic and community life in Sandwich. 


After Town Meeting, the Finance Committee spent sev- 
eral months examining and re-examining its functions and 
roles and established its objectives for the ensuing year. 
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Several goals which we adopted were to streamline the budget 
process and our hearings. To that end, we established seven (7) 
standing subcommittees: Public Safety and Health, Public 
Works, General Government, Human Services, Public Schools, 
Community School and Debt, Capital and Insurance. Each 
Finance Committee member sits on at least two subcommittees 
thereby exposing themselves in a very detailed fashion to a 
larger slice of the Town’s budget and allowing them to become 
“experts” in the budgets of the departments they oversee. At 
budget hearings, much less emphasis will be placed on the 
smaller budgets and more time, thought and analysis will be 
spent on the larger departments and the larger issues. 


~ An additional issue which this Finance Committee has 
focused on is the inequity in Education Aid distribution to 
Sandwich and other communities. In December, the Finance 
Committee, along with the Selectmen, School Committee and 
Superintendent hosted a forum, presented by the Chairman of 
the Town of Milton Warrant Committee, Alan McDonald, 
which introduced the League of Women Voters of 
Massachusetts (LWVM) proposal that would simplify the aid 
distribution formula, bring needed parity to the allocation and 
would result in almost two million more additional education 
dollars to Sandwich. We have been working with our Cape 
Delegation at the Statehouse on this proposal and any propos- 
al which would bring more dollars to Sandwich. At this writ- 
ing, we are hopeful that by the time the FY ’98 budget takes 
effect, Sandwich will be the recipient of at least some new 
Chapter 70 money. 


Special recognition should be awarded to our long time 
member and immediate past Chairman, Robert S. Jones who 
was elected as a Selectman in May after serving on the Finance 
Committee for six years. Bob served the Finance Committee 
and the Town well in guiding us through some difficult issues, 
such as two override attempts, and in providing strong leader- 
ship and direction. The stature and recognition of the Finance 
Committee were at their zenith during Bob’s tenure and I hope 
to continue this trend. We wish Bob well with his new respon- 
sibilities. 


With the departure of Bob Jones and one other member 
in June 1996, two new persons were appointed to the Finance 
Committee by the Moderator. They are Ruth Woodcock from 
Precinct 1 who comes to us with many years of experience in 
administering non-profit agencies and Ray Taylor from 
Precinct 7 who has many years experience in management and 
in the Chemical Engineering field. We welcome both of them 
to our committee. Were it not for the hard work, experience, 
insight and dedication of ALL of our members, my task as 
Chairman would be much more difficult and probably impos- 
sible to do. I am very proud of the commitment and profes- 
sionalism of this year’s Finance Committee. 


As we move forward in the FY ’98 budget process, there 
will be new issues raised as well as continuing issues needing 


resolution. We will present at the May 1997 Town Meeting a 
budget for FY ’98 that has been duly scrutinized; one that is 
barebones, thoughtful and conservative, together with our rec- 
ommendations on capital and repair items. The emergence of a 
Capital and Maintenance Plan is one that we strongly endorse 
and that has been neglected and shunted aside for too long. We 
hope to begin addressing capital and maintenance items and 
establishing a funding plan for them concurrent with this bud- 
get cycle. 


We thank all the Town officials and department heads for 
their continued assistance and hard word and for understanding 
once again the need to “level fund” their budgets. Special 
recognition must be directed to our talented and bright Town 
Administrator, Bud Dunham, who keeps the Town operating 
smoothly on a day to day basis and who set forth a budget for 
FY ’98 which was fair, justifiable and prudent; to Peter 
Cannone our Superintendent of Schools who guided the suc- 
cessful override and who is new creatively seeking ways to 
save FY °97 budget dollars to invest in textbooks for a new 
Math curriculum; to the Board of Selectmen who we seek 
guidance from in prioritizing our expenditures and who we will 
be working closely with during the next year to develop a long 
range financial plan for the Town; to the Moderator who 
appoints the members of the Finance Committee for his skill in 
attracting bright, talented, dedicated volunteers to serve you, 
the Townspeople; and to Diane Breineisel, our Secretary who I 
have increasingly relied on for her organizational abilities as 
the responsibilities become more complex and time consum- 
ing. 


We look forward to the next year as we meet the finan- 
cial challenges which confront us. Our rapid population and 
school enrollment growth continues to strain our resources and 
our ability to generate sufficient revenue locally to meet the 
demands of this growth. Additional significant state aid is 
required if we are to meet the minimum requirements of Ed 
Reform in FY ’99 and beyond.

In addition to our usual 
istance to various Boards and Committees in Town, the two- 
verson office helped the Local Planning Committee re-draft the 

al Comprehensive Plan. After the amount of time and effort 
t went into this document, it was wonderful to have the Plan 
pproved at Town Meeting in May. The Local Planning 
Sommittee and I have been and will continue to work on the 
ollow through on the several planning initiatives put forth in 
e Plan. 


The Municipal Incentive Grant we received from State in 
995 to conduct land use and zoning by-law analysis for future 
sconomic development initiatives for land located within the 
ndustrial zone off Route 130 was completed in June. The 
tudy recommended many changes to the Zoning By-laws. 
some of these changes will be brought before Town Meeting 
or approval in the near future. A copy of the study is available 
it the P & D office for anyone interested. 


The Economic Opportunity Areas (EOA) that were des- 
gnated in 1995 by the voters was able to be utilized in 1996.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission conducted twenty six 
(26) regular meetings to conduct regulatory hearings under the 
Sandwich Wetlands Bylaw and the Wetlands Protection Act. 
Ten (10) additional meetings were held to deal with opera- 
tional, regulatory and administrative matters; policies, regula- 
tions, performance standards for the Town Wetlands Bylaw. 
Forty two (42) Requests for Determination, forty one (41) 
Notices of Intent, ten (10) Requests to Amend and three (3) 
operational emergency certifications were reviewed by the 
Commission members. All permits were issued. Following the 
trend of 1995, a number of Notices of Intent were filed to per- 
mit upgrades of existing septic systems in coastal resource 
areas. The largest project under review was the Phase I recon- 
struction of Route 6A through the western portion of 
Sandwich. 


The Conservation Officer and Board members attended 
instructional workshops sponsored by the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP), the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA), and the Corps of Engineers. A 
number of Commission members and the Conservation Officer 
attended the annual Massachusetts Association of 
Conservation Commissions (MACC) meeting in Worcester, 
MA. 


Andrew E. Degraw of South Sandwich resigned as a full 
member in 1996. Andy’s twelve (12) year term on the 
Commission was one of the longest in the Board’s history. He 
offered an applicant’s perspective when reviewing projects, a 
genuine concern for the conservation of wildlife habitat 
throughout Sandwich and provided stability in the decision 
making process. Mark Silva, a past member, rejoined the 
Commission to fill the vacancy. Andy will remain an Associate 
Member for the balance of his term. Peter S. Thomas, a former 
member of the Commission was elected as a Water 
Commissioner for the Sandwich Water District. 


Conservation Lands trail maintenance has continued 
with the assistance of the Sandwich Parks/Grounds crew. Their 
efforts are much appreciated by the Commission members and 
Conservation Officer, especially when they enter their busiest 
seasons. To bolster their efforts the Commission is working 
toward the forming volunteer crews to assist in the mainte- 
nance of the walking trail system. A key component to the 
operation of the volunteer crews and improving the manage- 
ment of the Conservation Lands is adequate funding. 


The Board would like to acknowledge the conservation 
land donations from Mrs. Elizabeth Small of Bourne and to 
Marguerite W. Gay and Elizabeth G. Sinclair for their land at 
Keith Park. We continue to solicit the acquisition of special 
properties or their development rights through gifts, tax title 
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lands, purchases or restrictions which will aid in maintaining 
wildlife habitat, wildlife corridors, protecting endangered 
species, their habitat and providing protection for our water 
resources. 


The Town of Sandwich was a recipient of a grant from 
the Natural Resources Conservation Service for the repair of 
the Upper Shawme Pond/Lower Shawme Pond 
anadromous/catadromous fish ladder. We expect the work will 
commence in the Fall of 1997. Unfortunately the Conservation 
Department’s grant request to the Department of 
Environmental Management for trail maintenance equipment 
was not funded. 


The Conservation Officer was appointed as one of 
Sandwich’s Shellfish Wardens in June. He continues to work 
with the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF) to 
monitor the quality of the overlying waters and conduct sani- 
tary surveys of the Scorton Creek and Old Harbor estuarine 
systems. Positive results from these investigations are a pre- 
requisite to opening these waterbodies to shellfishing. 


The Commission has completed a draft of its local wet- 
land regulations. We expect the regulations will go to public 
meeting in the Spring/Summer of 1997.

Once again the Sandwich Marina enjoyed another suc- 
essful year. We are operating with a positive financial balance, 
d at a 100 percent occupancy rate. 


We were able to complete most of the goals we set for 
1996. Flower beds were planted around the Marina to enhance 
e aesthetics of the grounds. A utility shed was erected for 
torage of weather-sensitive equipment, supplies and stockade 
encing was installed to compliment the appearance of our out- 
ide storage area. 


The aging marina office received an external face lift, 
including new shingles and trim. This will extend the buildings 
integrity as an office for the present, and ensure the buildings 
stability for the future. 


Security measures were implented on the property. Gates 
wee installed at the entrances to the boat ramp parking lot to 
help regulate vehicle traffic within the lot, and ensure launch- 
ing ramp efficiency. Moreover, several new lighting fixtures 
help illuminate the parking areas of the property. 


Over the year we have found the need to replace some of 
our aging equipment. These purchases will allow the marina to 
operate more efficiently and effectively. 


In the last annual report I had stated that we would 
research measures to improve the safety of the fuel dock. We 
have found some reasonable safety precautions, and have had 
them implented into our system. 


As we look forward to the upcoming year at the 
Sandwich Marina, we continue to hope for some positive news 
concerning the new office building. The Army Corp of 
Engineers has asked for some preliminary land survey work, 
which will be completed in February and forwarded to their 
main offices in Waltham. 


We continue to press forward on upgrading our existing 
structures. The ramp building will be reshingled this year. 
Moreover we plan to seek permission to make internal renova- 
tions to the existing office building. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Army 
Corp of Engineers, The Sandwich Board of Selectmen and the 
Town Administrators office. Also all the Town Departments for 
all there help and guidance over the past year. A special thank 
you to staff members: Assistant Harbor Master David Whearty, 
David Wall, Timothy Dwyer, Brenda Manley and Anne Arnold, 
and all the seasonal staff members.

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Report of the 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 


The Economic Development Committee has been 
involved with several activities this year designed to focus 
attention on the need and possibilities for increased economic 
activity in Sandwich. This past spring, through a $12,000 
municipal grant from the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development, the Committee participated in an analysis of 
the industrial zone and its development potential. Outcomes 
from this process included recommendations regarding 
improvements to the Jan Sebastian Way section of the industri- 
al area, as well as options for projects for some of its undevel- 
oped land. 


For the past several months, the Committee has been 
working on a marketing plan, which it hopes to use to attract 
commercial/industrial development, particularly to the eco- 
nomic opportunity areas approved at last year’s Annual Town 
Meeting. The Committee has gathered demographic data and is 
presently focusing on identifying the most appropriate infor- 
mation to attract potential developers. It is the Committee’s 
goal to establish an internet web site, which will provide infor- 
mation about development possibilities, as well as general 
information about the Town and its attributes. 


The Committee continues to communicate with the 
Chamber of Commerce. Also, Committee members have con- 
tributed to an ongoing initiative to review and streamline the 
building permit application process.

Report of the 
OLD KING’S HIGHWAY REGIONAL 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich Historic District Committee heard two 
hundred and fifteen applications for Certificates of 
Appropriateness this year. These applications included every- 
thing from alterations and additions to existing properties, to 
new home construction. 


For those residents who are new to Sandwich and anyone 
who may be uncertain if their property resides in the Historic 
District, this is a perfect opportunity to remind everyone that 
the Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District in 
Sandwich runs from the Bourne line on the Western side of 
town, to the Barnstable line on the East side. On the North side 
the District runs from the low water mark at Cape Cod Bay to 
the median strip of Route 6 on the South side. 


Aside from the many hours of application preparation 
time given by our Committee, members have attended infor- 
mational meetings in town, and the Barnstable Court House in 
order to be better informed on any issues related to the Historic 
District. This year our members were invited to attend the 
monthly Canal Chamber of Commerce meetings held at the 
Dan’! Webster Inn. Some of our members regularly attend as 
representatives of the Historic District. These meetings have 
proven to be a good source of communication with representa- 
tives of the other Town Boards. The Chair of the Committee, 
and other supporting members, attend the Old King’s Highway 
Regional Historic District meeting in Dennis once a month 
where appeals are heard. 


The most crucial issue facing the Historic District 
Committee this year continues to be one of Town support by 
the citizens and the elected Town Boards, not only for the 
Historic District Committee, but also for the Old King’s 
Highway Regional Historic District Act of 1973. Protection 
and preservation of our Historic District is essential to the 
maintenance of our property values as well as Sandwich’s rep- 
utation as a place of history and beauty for the thousands who 
come to visit our town each year. 


The Historic District Committee held their annual elec- 
tion on November 26, 1996. There were three candidates who 
turned in nomination papers and ran for two seats: Michael 
Hart, Phillip Dould, and Richard Connor. Michael Hart was 
elected to a four year term, Richard Connor was elected to a 
one year term. The committee is appreciative of Mr. Dould’s 
interest and hopes he will be able to serve in the future.

EXTER GRIST MILL 


The Dexter Grist Mill encountered several challenges 
is year. The price of corn doubled on the commodities mar- 
t leading to shortages. A warning came as early as May when 
distant mill called Sandwich looking for corn. During the 
er conditions worsened when our own supplier ran out. 
search took us from Massachusetts to Rhode Island and 
inally Long Island before a comparable grade of corn was 
ound. Reluctantly the mill had to raise its prices, but our corn- 
eal still remained a bargain at $2.50 a bag. 


In August Shawme Pond sprouted an enormous field of 
ond grass causing the sluice way to clog and obstruct the flow 
if water to the mill. Consultation with the State Division of 
‘isheries and Wildlife, the Sandwich Conservation 
Sommission and private environmental businesses brought no 
efinitive solution. A special thanks to the Sandwich Parks 
partment workers who manually raked the pond and saved 
ne mill from shutting down. 


In September the fulcrum that is used to raise the water- 
jate broke and the beams that support the bridge over the her- 
ing run began to show serious structural damage due to decay. 
‘ortunately temporary repairs enabled the mill to stay in busi- 
iess. Substantial repairs will be needed before the mill can be 
ypened next year. Funding for repairs is being sought through 
| grant from the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 


Proudly the mill continued to promote an educational 
rogram for people of all ages. A talk on the history and oper- 
ition of the mill was given to the Academy of Life Time 
arming at Cape Cod Community College. The Cadet Girl 
scout troop from Oneida, New York was given a tour of the 
nill and classes from the Wing, Forestdale and Oak Ridge 
schools came in September to learn about grist mills and taste 
he corn meal. The students letters and drawings that follow 
heir visits are always something that we look forward to 
eceiving. The staff from the mill took its own field trip to the 
Saugus Iron Works. It was on this site that Thomas Dexter, Sr, 
esided before coming to Sandwich as one of the “Ten men 
om Saugus”. Dexter was a very colorful and litigious charac- 
er who owned 1300 acres and a grist mill in Saugus. Our visit 
o the Iron Works gave us a better understanding of Thomas 
exter, Sr, and his influence on the history of Sandwich. 


The mill would like to thank John Cullity for his dona- 
tions of a stone grinding wheel and two mill picks used to dress 
mill stones. These items are on display and contribute nicely to 
our historical presentation. 


This year the mill opened its gates on May 25 and closed 
on October 14. There were 5,793 paid admissions and several 
hundred residents and students that came to visit us. The mill 
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ground and sold 12,548 pounds of corn meal. Total revenues 
amounted to $25,123.60.

Report of the

The tour 
buses have continued to bring tours from Canada and United 
States particularly increasing attendance in the “off-season” 
months, 


The Hoxie House was awarded the “Best Historic Site” 
on the Upper Cape in a poll by Cape Cod Life Magazine in 
1996, and an article on the house appeared in the magazine. 


The annual visits by the third grade classes in Sandwich 
schools as a part of their study of the history of Sandwich was 
held and their thank you notes and drawings of the house were 
appreciated by the staff. We also had tours this year by the sev- 
enth grades at the Wing School, a Girl Scout troop from New 
York and a class studying architecture on Cape Cod from the 
Lighthouse Carter School in Orleans. 


The Hoxie House was again on the list of sites open for 
Heritage Cape Cod in June, an annual celebration of Cape 
Cod’s history and people. The guide is also available through- 
out the season for those interested in the cultural, historical and 
environmental heritage of Cape Cod, and spreads the word 
about the Hoxie House and Grist Mill all over the Cape. 


As in past years the Hoxie House was open for the 
“Christmas in Sandwich” House Tour on two Sundays in 
December. There was a steady stream of visitors who enjoyed 
our blazing hearth and found what it was like to live in 
Sandwich in the 17th century. Most agreed that they much pre- 
ferred the 20th century conveniences. 


All residents are reminded that there is no charge to visit 
the Hoxie House and we invite you to come see what it was 
like to live in Sandwich in the 1600’s.

Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my Annual 
report for 1996: 


1996 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police 
Department with a total of 8,452 complaints investigated. 
Serious crime decreased to 709 offenses in 1996, compared 
with 731 in 1995. 


Breaking and entering, one of our more serious prob- 
lems, decreased to 131 from 145 in 1995. Two hundred eight 
larcenies were investigated, down from 242 in 1995. There 
were two rapes investigated in 1996, four in 1995. Two hun- 
dred forty one cases of malicious destruction, a continuing 
problem, were investigated, down from 244 in 1995. Other 
criminal investigations included assault 49 up from 44 in 1995, 
and auto theft 13 up from 7 in 1995. Forty drug violations were 
investigated. The remaining complaints were of less serious 
criminal or service nature. 


Of the 8,452 complaints, Sandwich village accounted for 
2,339, South Sandwich 3,775 (including Forestdale), East 
Sandwich 2,272. Three thousand seven hundred sixty-nine 
complaints were received between 8 AM and 4 PM, 3,294 were 
recorded between 4 PM and 12 Midnight, and 1,389 between 
12 Midnight and 8 AM. 


July was our busiest month with 894 complaints fol- 
lowed by: 


June 835, August 823, October 757, December 745, May 
743, September 727, November 624, April 613, January 
606, March, 602, and February 483. 


Friday was the busiest day with 1,304 complaints, fol- 
lowed by: 


Saturday 1,299, Monday 1,203, Wednesday 1,171, 
Thursday 1,161 Tuesday and Sunday with 1,157 each. 


A total of 356 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1996. 127 inebriated persons were taken into 
protective custody and later released or transported to a detox- 
ification center. 


Nine hundred seventy-three motor vehicle citations were 
issued, which required either court action or were written 
warnings. 323 accidents were investigated, up from 280 in 
1995. 172 people were injured and, unfortunately six resulted 
in fatal injuries to either drivers or occupants of the vehicle(s). 
There was only one fatality in 1995. 
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In service complaints, officers investigated 590 citiz 
reports of suspicious persons, vehicles and incidents, respon 
ed to 517 requests to see a police officer, answered 1,046 bu 
glar and holdup alarms, and served 315 summons a 
restraining orders. 


The Department, as the designated E911 Public Safe 
Answering Point for the town, received 2,815 calls on our 91 
lines. 1,511 calls were actual emergencies reporting vario 
types of incidents. 903 were transferred to the Fire Departme 
as the callers were requesting emergency medical services 
reporting fires. The remainder of the calls, all requiring Polic 
response, were found to mis-dials, hang-ups, pre-programmin 
errors etc. Our polices mandate that officers respond to all 91 
calls received, including those where the caller reports an err 
on their part. 


Assistance rendered numbered 1,881, 1,217 to the Fir 
Department and Ambulance, 204 to other law enforceme 
agencies and town departments, 23 to mentally disturbed pe 
sons, 171 to disabled motorists, eight escorts, 101 civil matter 
and 157 animal related calls were handled by the police. 


$32,451.50 was turned over to the Town Treasurer fro 
the sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports sold to atto 
neys and insurance companies, rentals on the police al 
board, alarm service fees, parking violations, civil motor vehi 
cle citations and court fees. One hundred fifty-eight Firearm 
ID Cards were issued, along with 83 Pistol Permits. 


The Sandwich Police Department received four majo 
grant awards in 1996: 


A “Community Policing” Grant in the amount of 
$13,700 which enabled the Department to expand it 
Community Policing efforts. 


A $20,000 D.A.R.E grant which will assist Office 
Patrick Healeyis programs in the education of our chil 
dren in resisting drugs and alcohol. 


Two grants totaling $29,324.00 for the purchase comput 
er hardware and software enabling the department tc 
expand itis Mobile Data Terminal Network. 


1996 brought many personnel changes to the Police 
Department including the retirement of Sergeant E. Bartlet 
McKay after more than 30 years of service to the Town, and the 
promotion of Joseph M. Cotter to Police Sergeant.

| Report of the 
DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit my annual report for 
e year 1996 for the Sandwich Fire Department. This was a 
year marked by transition and challenge for us. 


During the year, two members of the department each 
with 32 years of dedicated service to the community, retired. 
Their dedication to the community was greatly appreciated. We 
‘wish them well in their future endeavors. In October, the 
partment took delivery of a vehicle that replaced two retired 
‘trucks, a 1953 ladder and a 1957 pumper. This combination 
/aerial/pumper truck will be housed at the headquarters station 
and will respond to calls for structure fires. The May 1996 
»Town Meeting approved the necessary funds to reorganize the 
department. This included creating the positions of Fire 
Captain and Fire Prevention Officer. Due to increased emer- 
gency work loads, and the need to properly address fire pre- 
vention issues in a consistent manner, these changes were 
needed and greatly appreciated by all concerned. 


Early in the year personnel were hampered by heavy 
snowfalls that made it difficult for emergency crews to get to 
calls, and the stations to get equipment. During hurricane 
Edouard, on Labor Day weekend, an aggressive attack by the 
personnel brought in to cover during the storm, prevented what 
could have been a major fire conflagration on North Shore 
Boulevard. With flames driven by the hurricane force winds, 
reaching well over 100 feet, they managed to keep the fire from 
spreading. 


Department personnel trained 128 residents in CPR. Our 
goal for 1997 is to train a large number of teachers and students 
in CPR. Statistics have shown that quick intervention by a 
trained CPR person can make a dramatic difference in a 
patients surviving a heart attack or when loss of breathing has 
occurred. 


The Sandwich Fire Department handled 893 fire related 
calls for the year of 1996, with increases in each of the three 
major fire categories: vehicle fires, brush fires and structural 
fires. Major dollar loss was associated with the following cat- 
egories and incidents: 


22 motor vehicle fires, totaled $134,750.00 in damages, 
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of which $50,000.00 was for a mobile home. 


47 brush fires, totaled $8,400.00 in damages, and 38 out- 
side smoke investigations. 


68 structure fires, totaled $187,069.00 in damages. 


Of the 66 carbon monoxide detectors that caused a 
response, 15 had serious levels of carbon monoxide in the 
building. Residents should not take chances with carbon 
monoxide. Since it is odorless, tasteless and colorless, it can 
easily be overlooked. We have the necessary equipment to test 
for its presence. 


The 2,440 emergencies that the department received, 
resulted in 4,909 apparatus responses. When we split our head- 
quarters crew to cover two stations it necessitated our having 
to, quite often, send additional personnel to the scene to 
achieve proper patient care or to mitigate an incident. This hap- 
pened 370 times and added about 3,465 miles to various 
department vehicles. The rest of the time the incident was of a 
nature that required several units and larger numbers of per- 
sonnel to bring under control. Another factor worth noting is 
the number of times when additional emergencies come in 
before the crews have cleared from previous calls. Multiple 
calls (two, three, four, etc. calls in a 60 minute time frame) hap- 
pened 415 times or 17% of all calls. This is about 1 in 6 calls 
that results in a multiple incident for the town. This is impor- 
tant when you consider that to meet these needs, we rely on 
calling in off duty career and call personnel. Of the 1,790 per- 
sonnel requested for coverage in 1996, 1,255 responded. This 
has left us with insufficient personnel 30% of the time. It is not 
uncommon to have only one responder in the station covering 
the town. That member may be the only one responding in a 
truck that requires at least 4 Firefighter/EMTs to put in to ser- 
vice. Many of the evolutions and equipment carried requires 
more than two to operate. Mutual aid assistance is often 15 to 
20 minutes from the incident. This can only be dealt with by 
adding additional personnel to these stations. 


Emergency ambulance calls numbered 1,547 last year 
with 1,697 patients evaluated and 1,141 transported to area 
hospitals. Advanced Life Support intervention accounted for 
55% of those patients transported. This is close to 100 more 
EMS calls than in 1995 and over 200 more patients. 


The Headquarters crew saw 965 patients with an average 
of 5.2 minutes response time to the incident. The Forestdale 
crew saw 732 patients and averaged 6.3 minutes response time 
to the incident. Response time is form when the call is received 
to the arrival of personnel on scene. These averages are good. 
However, because they are averages that include the 143 walk 
in patients at both stations, they do not give a clear picture of 
the 9 to 10 minute response times to the East Sandwich area 
and parts of South Sandwich. These areas suffer because of 


poor station placement. 


Our activity is recorded with in areas called districts. The 
7 districts below were developed because of mutual aid con- 
siderations relative to nearest available assistance or special 
hazards. 


District 1 from Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the 
Bourne town line and from Route 6 north, accounted for 1,036 
calls. Broken down as follows: 678 were for EMS, 46 motor 
vehicle accidents, 20 structure fires, 6 vehicle fires and 7 brush 
fires and 68 automatic alarms. Fire losses totaled $98,117.00. 


District 2 from Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the 
Barnstable town line and from Route 6 north, accounted for 
455 calls. Broken down as follows: 238 EMS, 28 motor vehi- 
cle accidents, 17 structural fires, 3 vehicle fires, 10 brush fires 
and 53 automatic alarms. Fires losses totaled $106,302.00. 


District 3 from Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and 
east from the Military boundary to Farmersville Road, 
accounted for 774 calls. Broken down as follows: 436 EMS, 66 
motor vehicle accidents, 26 structural fires, 10 vehicle fires and 
13 brush fires. Fires losses totaled $71,550.00. This district 
was the busiest for structure fires, motor vehicle fires, brush 
fires and motor vehicle accidents in the town. 


District 4 from Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and 
form Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable town 
line, accounted for 88 calls. Broken down as follows: 50 EMS, 
5 motor vehicle accidents, 2 structure fires, and 3 brush fires. 
Fires losses totaled $250.00. 


District 5 is all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal and 
accounted for 19 calls. Broken down as follows: 12 EMS, 1 
motor vehicle accident, | structure fire, 1 brush fire and 1 
motor vehicle fire. Fires losses totaled $50,500.00. 


District 6 is for potentially high life or fire loss hazards 
and includes the nursing and rest homes, hospital, elderly hous- 
ing, lumber yard and power plant. Its purpose is only for addi- 
tional equipment and personnel needs. Incidents are accounted 
for in the above district numbers. 


District 7 is for Lake Shore Drive, Newtown Road and 
Race Lane. It is singled out due to mutual aid considerations. 
This area had 1 call, a structure fire with a dollar loss of 
$500.00. 


Mutual Aid, assistance to other communities occurred 
55 times to other towns as part of the county mutual aid agree- 
ment. Broken down as follows: 32 EMS, 5 motor vehicle acci- 
dents, 5 structure fires and 9 brush fires. 


The Fire Alarm Center received calls in the following 
manner: 
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Persons who called our old emergency number 
accounted for 980 or 40.16%. 


Automatic alarms either phoned in or received 
directly in the station 163 or 6.67%. 


Radio either from other departments or the 
mutual aid center 68 or 2.78%. 


Walk in medical emergencies 143 or 5.86%. 
Police 911 transfers 785 or 32.17%. 


Police intercom 301 or 12.33%. 


In addition to the personnel needs, to meet emergenc 
situations in a safe and effective manner, our concerns for th 
future involve keeping up with important training, mainte 
nance of the Town’s specialized emergency equipment an 
buildings, and the serious need to meet the space and respon 
needs of the department in order to accomplish our mission 0 
saving lives and property. The space and response needs shoul 
come, as several studies have shown, in the form of a new rel 
cated headquarters station. Our training, as it should be, i 
focused on maintaining and/or improving our ability to serv: 
the citizens of Sandwich and its visitors in the safest manne: 
possible. Frequently, we are asked to deal with issues that we 
not common several years ago, including but not limited to 
confined spaces with or without toxic atmospheres, steep angl 
rescues from above or below ground, intricate extrications thai 
require special skills and speed to get the patient to the operat 
ing room within acceptable time limits, hazardous materials 
collapse of structures, rapidly changing emergency medic 
requirements, etc. To meet the training needs, addition: 
resources must be allocated for this purpose. Maintenance an 
repair is very time consuming on larger specialized fire an 
rescue equipment, making it difficult, at best , to handle with a 
member on shift who must also respond on emergency calls, 
after removing heavy grease, etc. Without proactive mainte- 
nance, higher repair costs and longer down times are 
inevitable. 


I would like to thank the Board of Selectman, other town 
boards, departments, and committees, the citizens and organi- 
zations of Sandwich, other Fire/Rescue Departments and espe- 
cially the members of the Sandwich Fire Department and their 
families for their support and cooperation throughout the year.

This year we had to place our 1965 brush truck out of 
srvice. Although it will be useful to the DPW, it could not 
eet the demands of brush fire fighting. The town was fortu- 
te in obtaining, with considerable help from Mr. Charles 
lane, Chief of the Bureau of Forest Fire Control and 
epresentative Thomas S. Cahir’s office, a 5 ton military chas- 
is that will be built into a new brush truck. This is being 
ccomplished with the help of Canal Electric and the skills of 
ur department Firefighter/Mechanic Keith Lehmann. I will 
ontinue to look for additional chassis to replace the 1953 and 
967 chassis on the two remaining brush trucks. 


The towns only tank truck is out of service due to exces- 
ive gross vehicle weight concerns. Without a mobile water 
pply our ability to control a fire outside the water district 
undaries is severely limited. Options are being developed on 
ne practicality of rebuilding or replacement of the vehicle. 


During the annual burning season, which runs from 
anuary 15 through the end of April, residents must use care to 
revent these permit fires from getting out of control. Wind and 
uel conditions can cause small brush piles to easily get out of 
ontrol and endanger lives and property. Permits are required 
n Massachusetts for any open air fire and may be obtained at 
he Fire Department.

Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health, respectfully reports a productive 
1996. The Board began the year reorganizing the office to 
increase efficiency internally so as to better service the com- 
munity. The reorganization was considered vital due to the 
issues which continue to evolve and alter the priorities of the 
Board. 


Public Health issues highlighted 1996. The Board’s con- 
cern with the air quality at public places resulted in a review of 
the air quality of a few of the Sandwich Public School 
Buildings. The Board will continue to work cooperatively with 
the Sandwich School Committee to rectify air quality issues as 
those arise as did the Board when Sandwich dealt with its first 
documented Meningitis outbreak in many years. 


The Board applauds the review and cleanup initiation of 
the jet fuel pipe line along with the initiation of remediation of 
FS-12. the Board foresees greater involvement with review of 
the Massachusetts Military Reservation to address the concerns 
of the citizens of Sandwich and the future uses of the base. 


The proposed upgrade of Route 6A highlighted the agen- 
da of many in the community. The Board eagerly reviewed the 
proposed roadway and drainage upgrade with regards to the 
location of drainage structures and the affect of those proposed 
structures on existing septic systems. Formal reviews by the 
Board resulted in the relocation or alteration of the types of 
drainage and drainage structures originally proposed by the 
Massachusetts Highway Department. Such reviews by the 
Board was an attempt to lessen potential impacts of subsurface 
drainage discharge on subsurface septic systems. 


Title 5, the subsurface septic system design requirements 
has been implemented successfully, but is still always ques- 
tioned by critics. The Board initiated the Septic Grant program 
in cooperation with the Barnstable County Department of 
Health and Environment to alleviate cost concerns for septic 
upgrades. The Board received a grant for $100,000.00 to assist 
low income homeowners upgrade failed septic systems. The 
program has been a great success with the assistance of 
Kendall Ayers of the County Health Department, the Town 
Accounting Department and the Town Clerk. The Board hopes 
to locate additional funding and grants to continue the pro- 
gram. 


As the population in the Town of Sandwich increases as 
does the issuance of Stable Permits. The Board appointed 
Animal Inspector; Christine Eddy who has the statutory 
responsibility for documenting the amount and condition of 
livestock and poultry in the town. Regulating of livestock is 
important to insure the protection of public health and 
resources. Efforts to monitor and regulate will be increased 
during the coming years. 


The Board welcomed the addition of Kathy Hardy and 
her knowledge of public health to the Board and thanks Brian 
Dixon for his years of commitment and knowledge that he had 
contributed to the town and community. 


Additionally, the Board and Agent thanks the Boards 
secretary; Katherine Walter for her patience and professional- 
ism in a sometimes thankless position.

EMERGENCY 
MANAGEMENT DIRECTOR 


The Town of Sandwich came through the past year with- 
out any significant damage caused by high winds and flooding. 


There was a storm that affected the low lying areas north 
of Route 6 which required notification of the residents. This 
was carried out by a joint effort of the Sandwich Police and 
Fire Departments. As a result of this notification approximate- 
ly 20 people were sheltered at the Sandwich High School 
overnight. They were cared for by the volunteer residents of 
Sandwich who have been trained in shelter management by the 
American Red Cross. Meals were provided by the Sandwich 
School Department Cafeteria staff. Fortunately this storm 
changed course and went out to sea so we were spared the full 
force of the damaging winds. 


At a meeting after the storm it was decided to designate 
the Oak Ridge School as the primary shelter. This was done for 
several reasons, one of which was that electric power was lost 
and all cooking is done by electricity at the High School. If 
needed, all Sandwich Schools are designated as shelters. 


There was outstanding cooperation and effort by all 
departments and the volunteers to ensure the safety of all 
Sandwich residents. 


I would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich, the Board 
of Selectmen, Police and Fire Departments, Public Works 
Department, School Department, Town Administrator, Town 
Hall Staff, other boards and especially the Emergency 
Management Committee for their assistance during the year.

Report of the 
PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


1996 was a year of significant transition in the Public 
Works Department. It was the year that Patrick Ellis ended his 
employment with the Town. His long and productive service to 
the Town as Tree Warden, Highway Surveyor, and as 
Superintendent of Public Works will be appreciated and felt for 
many years to come.

After Patrick’s departure, Peter Tancredi, Town 
Engineer, was appointed as interim Superintendent of Public 
Works for the last three months of 1996. During that period, 
work on projects that were ongoing continued without inter- 
ruption. All road reconstruction was completed along with the 
high school tennis court surface and fence. New lights will be 
installed in 1997. 


Significant, troublesome and numerous drainage prob- 
lems were resolved. The unusually heavy rainfall throughout 
the year stressed many drainage systems. Several more areas 
will be addressed in 1997. 


The same smooth transition will continue into 1997, dur- 
ing which many projects will be planned, started and complet- 
ed. 


The design of the transfer station expansion was started 
using grant funds from the Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection. This will allow for a more regional 
approach to recycling, resulting in more efficiency and lower 
costs. 


As usual, our Park division provided exemplary work in 
maintaining Town facilities. Every year the work load seems to 
increase, but the end results are always better than prior years. 


I want to thank the entire staff at the DPW as well as all 
Town officials and citizens for making the transition a smooth 
one.

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Report of the 
TOWN ENGINEER 


1996 was another busy year for the Engineering 
Department. 


Starting with the usual street takings, all those approved 
by the Board of Selectmen and by Annual Town Meeting were 
prepared and recorded either at the Registry of Deeds or at the 
Land Court. They include all or part of: Dowager Drive, Oak 
Hill Park, Great Hills Drive, Harpers Hollow, Partridge Path, 
White Pine Circle, Meetinghouse Circle, Fox Run, Sheep 
Pasture Way, Briar Patch Circle. 


We provided oversight for the repaving of 11 roads total- 
ing 2.7 miles in the Great Hills subdivision. 


A new roof, new windows, exterior and interior painting, 
new plumbing fixtures, and a new flooring system were 
installed at the comfort station at Town Hall Square under our 
direction. 


We worked with the Recreation Department and the 
National Guard on the start of construction of athletic fields on 
Town property off Quaker Meetinghouse Road. 


We wrote bid specifications and advertised the exterior 
renovations to Town Hall. After bids were rejected, we assist- 
ed in completing a preservation grant application to the 
Massachusetts Historical Commission. The Town was awarded 
$75,000 that will supplement the money already approved for 
the restoration. The project is expected to be underway in 1997, 


Two projects that will spill over into 1997 are the assess- 
ment of repairs to the Thornton Burgess Society building, Grist 
Mill repairs, and the repairs to the Town Barn roof. 


During October, November, and December we repaired 
several drainage failures with contract crews. 


The Engineering Department attended as required the 
meetings and hearings of various Town boards and committees 
and commented, as requested by them, on plans and applica- 
tions submitted to them. We reviewed and commented on 56 
Zoning Board of Appeals petitions. In general, we provided 
technical assistance to all Town boards and departments as 
requested by them. For example, we have been assisting the 
School Department in seeking a variance under the new Title 5 
code for the wastewater treatment plants at the Oak Ridge and 
Forestdale schools. 


We reviewed and commented on and attended meeting 
garding the Route 6A project being proposed by the 
assachusetts Highway Department. 


We also, along with the DPW, redesigned the intersection 
Great Hill Road and Farmerville Road. 


As agents for the Planning Board, the Engineering 
partment inspected the construction of drainage and road 
ork on the following new roads: extensions of Nottingham 
ive, Grandwood Drive, and Windsong Road; Sheriffs Lane; 
nd Lichen Lane. We also reviewed four new subdivisions, 
ur subdivision modifications, and a myriad of other matters. 


We also answered scores of questions from people who 
ither telephoned or dropped into the office. 


| We hope the coming year will be just as challenging and 
iteresting as was 1996.

Shawme Blood Pressure Clinics are 
held on the 3rd Thursday of the 
month. Medication and diet coun- 
seling are extended to ten to fifteen 
patients. 


This clinic is held on the First 
Thursday of the month, three times 
yearly, April, August, and Novem- 
ber. Appointments preferred. The 
State of Massachusetts requires an 
annual lead screening test for chil- 
dren ages one to five. 


Three clinics are scheduled each 
fall. Drs. Lornell, Franklin and 
Espinosa administer the injection.

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Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The purpose of the Sandwich Council On Aging is to act 
as a community resource and advocate to create and promote 
opportunities for the optimum in health, independence and 
well-being for senior citizens in Sandwich. 


The goal of the Council On Aging is to identify the needs 
of the elder population and provide facilities, programs and 
services to meet these needs directly or through coordination 
with other agencies. 


Our Outreach Coordinator, Elaine Emery, her Assistant, 
Cathy Gallagher, and our Outreach Program are vital to the 
safety, security and well-being of our senior citizens and their 
families. Living independently in one’s own home as long as 
possible is important to most senior citizens and our Outreach 
Program is vital to that goal. We work closely with many agen- 
cies such as Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social 
Security Office, Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital social 
service departments, Sight Loss Services, Elder Law Project, 
local housing authorities, the Sandwich Fire and Police Depart- 
ments and Assessors. We continue to try and meet the chal- 
lenge to supplement funding cuts to programs that are vital to 
senior citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from dona- 
tions and the willingness of Sandwich people of all ages to help 
in SO Many ways. 


This year we were fortunate to receive additional funds 
through our State Formula Grant. We used these funds to 
increase our Outreach Coverage. Cathy Gallagher is now 
working 19 hours as our Outreach Assistant. She assists Elaine 
Emery with the routine assessment visits and follow-up neces- 
sary to maintain and ensure continuing services and safety of 
seniors. Cathy Gallagher also coordinates our Volunteer 
Respite Program. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continues to 
multiply. We are currently researching Grants to enable us to 
meet the most urgent needs of our Senior population. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of 
the credit for the success of the work of the Council On Aging. 
They make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: Under the direction of Coor- 
dinator, Ruth Kelly, this group of men and women visit approx- 
imately 15 people each month. This group provides much 
needed social contact to seniors who are somewhat isolated 
and frail. We are always seeking new members to continue to 
expand this program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Five volunteers 
provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich Seniors to protect 


the safety and security of that person. There is no cost for the 
labor — just for the parts needed. Funds are available to pay the 
costs if there is a financial problem. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE CALLS: Telephone 
calls are made daily to seniors who live alone and would like 
the reassurance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk 
Volunteers make the calls during the week and during the 
weekend a volunteer makes these calls from home. 


KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with the 
Sandwich Fire Department, the C.O.A. has 25 Knox Boxes. 
These boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s door and allows 
access in an emergency to the Fire Department. 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger vans 
to transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, and bank 
on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and 
fourth Wednesdays, the van transports seniors to shopping at 
area Malls. 


We also have volunteer drivers (18) who are available to 
drive seniors to doctor appointments and hospital appoint- 
ments. This program is critical as many seniors can no longer 
drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEERS: These volunteers 
man the reception desk at the Council on Aging each morning 
and afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine tasks 
such as reservations for activities and programs, van reserva- 
tions, and newsletter addressing. They provide a friendly greet- 
ing and capable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our newsletter. 
They make possible the in-house printing and mailing of our 
Newsletter to 2,000 businesses and people. This Newsletter 
communicates the programs and services being offered at the 
Council On Aging as well as information of health, legal, 
financial issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and collate 
the Newsletter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senior 
Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meals 
On Wheels and help prepare and set up for the Dining center 
meal program four days a week. These volunteers are our 
“front line of defense” in identifying concerns about someone 
on their route. The COA transports to Monday meals. 


The Council On Aging continues to serve as a FUEL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for any Sandwich 
resident. 


In Fiscal Year 96, our 174 volunteers gave 8,000 hours 
valued at $75,126.00. Our volunteers are vital not only to the 
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Council On Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We ho 
them each year with a recognition luncheon made possi 
through a Grant and donation from the Rotary Club 
Bourne/Sandwich. Our heartfelt thanks goes to each one. 


Telephone calls logged for Fiscal Year 1996 were 7,5 
These are for general information and referral, transportati 
social programs, Outreach requests, fuel assistance, financ 
assistance, health issues/screenings, insurance counseling 
SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs of Elders). 


Financial support comes from many sources — throug 
grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs, our Outre: 
Assistant is funded for 19 hours. AARP administers a progr. 
to provide free tax preparation to Sandwich Seniors at 
Senior Center. The Town budget funds the salaries of the fi 
time Director and 35 hour/week Secretary as well as 19 ho 
for our Outreach Coordinator. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to 
programs and services at the Council On Aging. They 
Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich Senior Citizens Cl 
American Legion, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lio 
Club, Kiwanis Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, Sandwi 
Junior Women’s Club, Doll Museum Study Group, Shaw 
Heights Management, Inc. We thank them and ask you to su 
port their fundraising efforts. We thank also private citize 
who support us through their donations. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Dep 
ments especially Nursing Department, Recreation Departme 
Park Department, Town Assessor, Board of Health, Sch 
Department, Fire and Police Departments. These men 
women are always ready to assist the Council on Aging 
Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely app 
ciate their support.

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Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


In 1996 the Sandwich Library once again served more pea 
ple and circulated more books, videos and other materials than an 
previous time in its history. Sunday hours during the school yea 
a popular success, have become a permanent feature of the 
Library’s service. Thanks are in order to the Finance Committee 
and Selectmen for supporting our Sunday opening. 


Children’s programming continues to grow in populari 
with ever increasing numbers of children and their parents signing} 
up for every available opening. Standby lists of patrons waiting fo: 
openings in programs have become a fixture in the Library. 


Additional computer terminals were added to make access 
to our collections easier for more people. Internet access was madg 
available on all the terminals connected to our automated catalog 
A magazine database was also added to the catalog and is avail 
able for searching on all terminals. A large number of the articles 
in this particular database are full text and can be printed out at the 
terminals. The magazine database is called InfoTrac and was pre 
viously only available on our CD-rom terminal. 


With financial help from the Friends of the Sandwich Pub 
lic Library, two new computers were added to our computer roo 
which now has six computers with various software packages 
available to the public. The computers have proved extremelyg 
popular. Keeping the equipment up to date has been an ongoing 
concern of the Friends. | 


Friends’ financial assistance has also provided the Libraryg 
with a document duplication system second to none. The Sand 
wich Library is the only library on the Cape with a color copie 
and the success of this venture more than justifies the expense 
The Friends have also added an additional black and white copier. 
Library patrons can now be assured of being able to make copies 
anytime they come into the Library. 


The Board of Trustees continues to work with other tow 
departments and the Board of Selectmen to provide more parkin 
in the village area by increasing the size of the public parking area 
behind the Town Hall Annex. It is hoped that this added parkin 
will ease the parking pressure on the Library’s lot. .

Volunteers again enabled the Library to extend its services 
without going to the taxpayers for increased funding. Over 3,000 
hours of volunteer effort went into the library operation over the 
year. Approximately 25 people volunteer on a regular schedule 
and many come in on an irregular basis. Another 40 people donate 
their time for special projects or when they are called. The Board 
of Trustees and the Staff extend a sincere thanks to all the Libra 
volunteers. They truly make the library a community effort. 


As the Board of Trustees looks to the future of the Sandwic 
Public Library, it is abundantly clear that additional library space 


will be needed in the near future. The Board is working closely 
with other Town departments and the Board of Selectmen to set 
aside a portion of Town land in either the Quaker Meetinghouse 
section of town or the area bordered by Quaker Meetinghouse 
Road and Cotuit Road. Securing a site for additional library space 
would offset a considerable financial burden in the future.

Report of the 
SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Sandwich Housing Authority successfully continued 
to promote the availability of public housing in 1996. In occu- 
pancy for over a year, Hansen Village has transformed into a 
community of caring individuals. The village incorporates 
elderly, plus three special needs populations of frail elderly in 
our Congregate House, Department of Mental Health in our 
one bedroom apartments and Department of Mental Retarda- 
tion in a Congregate Setting. The residents have formed a very 
active tenants association called Hansen Village Association, 
with John Murphy as the first President and William Hansen as 
the current President. They have made all residents feel wel- 
come, have monthly meetings, and get together for bingo, 
cookouts, pot luck suppers, etc., and assist each other when 
there is a need. 


We were very fortunate to receive the 1996 “Outstanding 
Achievement Award” from the Massachusetts Chapter of the 
National Association of Housing and Redevelopment Officials 
(Mass NAHRO) one of only four awards for outstanding 
achievement given to Massachusetts Housing Authorities at the 
Annual Conference of Mass NAHRO in May, 1996. The 
Award was for “Hansen Village’, Innovative Housing for 
Elders and Those with Special Needs. Kristi Perry, Chairman 
and Marlene M. Hoey, Executive Director were on hand to 
accept the award. 


Sandwich Housing Authority, in a relatively short period 
of time, has grown from owning one single unit of housing on 
Bramblebush Drive in Forestdale to owning 13 units of family 
housing, 36 units of Senior and Special Needs Housing, 8 units 
of DMH housing, and 4 units of DMR housing. In addition, 
Sandwich Housing has three (3) Section 8 Family Self Suffi- 
ciency Vouchers of its own, administers 17 Section 8 Certifi- 
cates and Vouchers under portability/mobility and will start 
administering the 10 Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program 
(MRVP) vouchers currently managed by Housing Assistance 
Corporation in Sandwich May 1, 1997, for the benefit of per- 
sons needing rental assistance. In addition, we have dedicated 
two (2) Units of Family Housing to the Department of Transi- 
tional Assistance and Community Action Committee Transi- 
tional Housing Program for their clients. We are currently 
helping 102 families, (including elderly and special needs per- 
sons) afford their homes. 


We applied to the Department of Housing and Commu- 
nity Development (formerly EOCD) for vouchers under the 
new AHVP, Alternative Housing Voucher Program, for those 
applicants who are non-elderly, younger disabled who are on 
our waiting list for the S units currently occupied by non-elder- 
ly in the 667 program, (Hansen Village). In June were notified 
by DHCD that the Sandwich Housing Authority was awarded 
9 AHVP vouchers to help 9 persons waiting on our younger 
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disabled waiting list find housing that they can afford. Cur 
rently 5 participants have fould housing that is under the ceil 
ing rent of $513.00 per month. The participant pays 25 or 3 
of their net monthly income for rent and the Sandwich Hous 
ing Authority pays the balance of the rent. Only two vouche 
holders leased up in Sandwich, one in Orleans, one in Bourne 
and one in Hyannis. Four voucher holders are still looking fo 
a one bedroom rental under the ceiling rent of $513.00. 


The heating conversion was completed in 1996, convert 
ing electric heat to gas heat in all twelve family units at Georg 
Fernandes Way. 


We are working towards completion of our site drainag 
and septic upgrade at George Fernandes Way, currently waitin 
for DHCD approval of the contract with the lowest bidder R. J 
Rangone Co., Cataumet MA. 


We are still working with Farmer’s Home to develop 
units of family housing on land donated by the Town of San 
wich adjacent to George Fernandes Way. As with most the F 
eral Housing programs, Farmer’s Home is undergoing 
change in April and we may have to apply in a different format, 
Time will tell if we get funded for this. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority has accomplished its 
longstanding goal of developing elderly housing with the com- 
pletion and occupancy of Hansen Village. At our Annual Meet- 
ing in June this year, we will be reassessing the goals of our 
Authority. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’s 
Way is open five days a week from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon, 
and at other times by appointment. We look forward to meet- 
ing with anyone needing low-income housing to assist them in 
getting on our waiting lists.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


In the past year, the Office of Curriculum and Instruction 
has made great strides in preparing students and teachers for 
the full implementation of Educational Reform. The state man- 
dated assessment test, called the MCAS, will begin testing stu- 
dents this year in grades 4, 8 and 10. The School Department 
has done a detailed analysis of previous standardized assess- 
ment tests and feels confident that as curriculum continues to 
be aligned to the Frameworks, students will score well on this 
new state mandated test. 


The School Department continues to be awarded both 
state and federal grants which fund curriculum initiatives. This 
past year, extensive teacher training has taken place in Reading 
(K-3), PALMS (Math/Science innovations) and Writing Across 
the Curriculum. Additional funding was received to support a 
School to Career program at Sandwich High School. 


The School Councils, consisting of school principals, 
parents, teachers, and community members, continue to meet 
regularly to assist in the identification of the educational needs 
of the students, and in the review of the annual School Depart- 
ment budget. School Improvement Plans have been formulated 
to advance and address the educational goals of the schools and 
to improve student performance. 


Each of the K-8 PTA’s and the high school PTSA contin- 
ue to play a vital role in the schools as they work tirelessly to 
raise funds and bring programs of all kinds to the children. 


K-8 students have successfully competed and participat- 
ed in a number of events and programs over the course of 1996. 
Included in these events are the National Geography Bee, 
Odyssey of the Mind, Brain Quest, Reflections, Johns Hopkins 
Center for Talented Youth, New England Math League, Cele- 
bratory Poetry Reading, Grade 3 Districtwide Spelling Bee, 
Future Problem Solving, and the DARE program. 


Efforts continue to enhance the academic offerings in the 
schools and to develop lessons and experiences which are 
meaningful, informative and important to students. At the Oak 
Ridge School the grade 7 Africa unit interdisciplinary effort 
allowed students to learn about African life as they applied aca- 
demic skills from math, science, language arts, and geography 
to a week long school project. At the Forestdale School stu- 
dents are learning about the differences between England and 
the United States. More than 100 second graders and their fam- 
ilies participated in the English Guy Fawkes Day celebration, 
organized by Fulbright Exchange Teacher Tracy Leighton from 
Margate, England. Wing School’s motto for the 1995-96 
school year was “Communication - The Foundation for Learn- 
ing.” Many activities were generated to promote home-school 
relationships and enhance learning through communication,

including Portfolios, hands-on Math/Science programs, 
PALMS. 


The Oak Ridge School closed a chapter in its history 
the end of 1996 with the retirement of Mary Celata as its pri 
cipal. Mrs. Celata served the children of the Town of Sandwi 
for twenty-seven years as a teacher, curriculum coordinat 
and principal of Oak Ridge. 


The additional staff made available through the overri 
had a major positive impact on class size at the high sch 
The addition of Department Heads has been invaluable to 
development and coordination of the curriculum through 
the school system. The block schedule continues to be mo 
tored by the School Council. 


SAT scores for the class of 1996 averaged 518 verbal a 
509 math, both at the 50th percentile. 


Sandwich Public Schools continue to strive to raise s 
dards and reach for excellence.

As the Sandwich School Committee began budget deli 
erations in January 1996, the members carefully considered n 
only the needs of the children and the schools but also 
defeat of the previous year’s Proposition 2 1/2 overri 
Despite the continued growth of the school population, 
number of programs previously cut which had not b 
restored, and cost increases due to the Education Reform La 
the School Committee adopted a budget more modest than 
previous year’s budget. To meet the budget required an ove 
ride of Proposition 2/12 in the amount of $1.7 million. 


The ballot question initially lost in the general electi 
by one vote. Following a recount, the ballot question won 
the same margin. By far the most unfortunate result of this vo 
was the division it created among some residents of the tow 
The School Committee worked for the remainder of 1996 
mend the rift. 


The superintendent and the school administrato 
worked diligently to improve the school programs as promise 
Teachers were added to reduce class sizes; department hea 
were restored to the system to coordinate the curriculum fi 
grades 7-12; a Reading Specialist was hired to coordinate 
improve the reading program; and fees for athletic and ex 
curricular activities were eliminated. While many areas s 


d improvement, the school system has been able to address 
most pressing needs and offer a quality educational pro- 
to the children. 


The block schedule at the high school finished its second 
. Principal Russ Norton continued to monitor the imple- 
mentation of the block schedule. Student performance 
proved in many areas, such as honor roll achievement and 
havior. 


In the elementary schools, the focus was on improving 
e reading and math programs. These efforts were led by the 
ystem’s director of curriculum and reading specialist, working 
ith the principals, assistant principals, and teachers. 


It was a year of many changes. Oak Ridge Principal 
ary Celata retired from her position at the end of 1996, an 
vent that touched the hearts of all who have known her 
through her long career in Sandwich. High School Assistant 
incipal Bill Sangster accepted a position as principal in Ash- 
land as 1996 ended, to the dismay of the entire school commu- 
nity, although we wish him well. Teachers who retired are 
kindergarten teacher Ann Hamlen after 29 years, and high 
school science teacher Sylvia Phillips after 28 years, both end- 
ing rich careers that included teaching many of Sandwich’s 
leachers. 


The School Building Committee, formed at the 1996 
Town Meeting, worked throughout the summer and fall. As the 
year drew to a close, the committee scheduled a series of meet- 
ings with the School Committee to present various building 
dptions to the residents of Sandwich. We would like to thank 
ames Foley, Thomas Hickey, Sherry Marshall, Neal Pratt and 
iane Tucker for the time and effort they devoted to this pro- 
ject. 


The School Committee would also like to thank the 
ministrators, teachers, and support staff for their tireless 
efforts to provide the best educational experience possible for 
ur students. 


Finally, the Committee would like to recognize the 
complishments of our students over the past year. Our stu- 
nts, through their studies and participation in sports, clubs, 
and and other activities, represent all that is best and brightest 
the future of our town.

School Entrance Ages: 


School Committee Policy states: “Children must be five (5) 
years of age by September Ist to be eligible for Kindergarten, 
and six (6) years of age by September Ist to be eligible for first 
grade. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering either 
Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 
Medical requirements for school entrance are immunizations 


according to the General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a 
doctor. 


State Regulations: 
The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause every 


child in the public schools to be separately and carefully exam- 
ined by a physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first year after 
entrance and at intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever feasible. If 
the conditions are severe, school will be canceled. If conditions 
are almost safe but the Highway Department needs extra time 
to plow, the school day will be shortened. Under this alterna- 
tive plan the opening of all schools and all bus pickups will be 
delayed two hours. When the schools are on a two hour delay, 
there will be no morning kindergarten. The No School 
Announcement or the Two Hour Delayed Opening will be car- 
ried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, by radio stations WQRC, 
CAPE 104, WCOD, WXTK, WPL, as well as television sta- 
tions WBZ Channel 4, WCVB Channel 5, and WHDH Chan- 
nel 7.

The Sandwich Community School began in the early 
970’s as part of a national movement to involve the entire 
ommunity in public education. This of course meant keeping 
ne school buildings open for community use outside the 
chool day. In those days the program served the “Life Long 
earning” needs of approximately 600 area families from 
reschool age through senior citizens. Course offerings ranged 
rom water polo to Shakespeare. Today the Community School 
erves the “Life Long Learning” needs of nearly 20,000 area 
amilies ages three months through senior citizen. Our program 
fferings include:

We are also responsible for all school building and 
rounds scheduling. Further, we sponsor a summer jobs pro- 
ram, an annual college scholarship, and we fund the opening 
f the High School Library on Monday nights. 
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Any success we have had is due to the unprecedented 
support of thousands of people in this community. By continu- 
ally enrolling in our programs, you reaffirm your support of 
community education. We receive no appropriation from the 
Town or the School Department. Our funding is through 
tuitions and fees. The School Department provides building 
space with no formal charge-back for heat, lights or space. The 
municipal side of government partially covers employee bene- 
fit costs.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment 
as of October 1, 1995 consisted of seventy-six (76) student 
from Bourne, one hundred fifty-one (151) from Falmouth 
twelve (12) from Marion, seventy-two (72) from Sandwich 


and two hundred three (203) from Wareham. An addition 


thirty (30) students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical 
Nursing Program and twelve (12) students were tuitioned from 
other towns. Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon and 
evening occupational programs, and summer programs are 
additional to these enrollments. 


Upper Cape’s Extended Day Program provided occupa- 
tional training opportunities to over one hundred (100) adults 
from surrounding communities. These programs provided 
training in the areas of Nursing Assistance, Medical Coding, 
Culinary Arts, and Environmental Studies to unemployed and 
dislocated adults, learning disabled young adults, older work- 
ers, and youths affiliated with the Department of Youth Ser- 
vices and were funded by over $270,000 in state, federal and 
private funds. In addition, the Summer Youth Employment 
Program serviced eighty-five (85) economically disadvantaged 
and learning disabled youths from the surrounding communi- 
ties. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School continues to 
move forward in the area of computer technology. Local and 
grant resources will be used to provide technology to all staff 
and students. It is our objective to have a minimum of one 
computer in each classroom and each office prior to the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC) visita- 
tion scheduled for October of 1996. Wiring of offices and 
classrooms has been completed from the Superintendent’s 
office to the end of the academic wing including all offices and 
classrooms. Expansion to the remainder of the building has 
been designed and will be completed in phases to provide net- 
working of all classrooms, shops, and offices. 


In this fiscal year, bids have been awarded for replace- 
ment of the fire alarm system, installation of a security camera 
system which will accommodate both the perimeter of the 
building and limited interior surveillance, and the installation 
of a handicapped stairlift in order to comply with the American 
Disabilities Act. 


Revision of all academic and technical curriculums has 
been completed as part of an effort to meet the requirements of 
the Education Reform Law and to prepare for the NEASC 
accreditation visit. 


Development of the Environmental/Aquaculture Pro- 
gram continues with Upper Cape Tech staff members’ partici- 
pation in the New England Aquaculture Network Advisory 
Committee and the local Barnstable County Task Force for 
Aquaculture. Implementation of this secondary program is 
scheduled for September of 1996. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America had fifty-two (52) members during the 1995-1996 
school year, twenty-one (21) of which represented the school at 
state competition. 
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The Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School build- 
ing and facilities are utilized six days per week for evening and 
afternoon programs sponsored by Upper Cape Cod Regional 
Technical School’s Extension Office, Cape Cod Community 
College, Western New England College, Northeastern Univer- 
sity, the Governor’s Motorcycle Safety Program, and various 
community organizations. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in 
developing and maintaining educational programs, various 
town and school officials who support our efforts, and the 
administration and other school employees who continue to 
contribute to the success of Upper Cape Cod Regional Techni- 
cal School.

Report of the 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


Nineteen ninety seven was a very busy year in the Town 
of Sandwich, with a wide variety of issues addressed. Some of 
the major topics and occurrences of 1997 are highlighted 
below. 


In early 1997 the Board of Selectmen discussed many of 
the initiatives that were eventually approved at Town Meeting 
in May. The FY’98 budget included a concerted effort by the 
Selectmen and Finance Committee to appropriate funds for the 
maintenance and improvement of several public buildings. 
The funding approved for capital purchases and building 
repairs was double the amount budgeted in prior fiscal years. 
Capital purchases and building improvements will continue to 
be a priority for the Board over the next several years. Some 
of the new programs instituted with the FY’98 budget were a 
tax credit program for senior volunteers who will work in 
Town departments and have their wages used to pay up $525 
of their tax bills, and the formation of a Sandwich Commission 
on Disability. The Police Department received funding for two 
additional sergeant designations which will improve depart- 
ment services and the oversight of law enforcement and inves- 
tigative activities, and the Department of Public Works’ snow 
and ice account was doubled to more realistically fund winter 
road maintenance. 


Also at Town Meeting, voters approved the transfer of 
approximately 43 acres of Town conservation wetland near 
Scusset Beach to the Commonwealth’s Department of 
Environmental Management (DEM) in exchange for the 32 
acre DEM parcel on which the Town’s former landfill and cur- 
rent transfer station are located. This exchange was required to 
allow the Town to fulfill its obligation to cap the former land- 
fill in accordance with state environmental regulations. 
Special legislation was filed after Town Meeting approval to 
complete the transfer which should occur during 1998. 


In July, work commenced on the Town Hall renovation 
project which received a $70,000 grant from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission (MHC). These funds were combined 
with $210,000 of previous Town appropriations to complete 
such work as the removal and replacement of the building’s 
clapboards which were covered with lead paint from many 
prior paintings, the insulating of the exterior walls, and the 
replacement of the first and second floor windows with energy 
efficient replicas. These improvements will be completed by 
the Summer of 1998 and will not only make the building more 
attractive, but also improve the comfort of those who work at 
Town Hall. The Town received an additional $12,000 grant 
from MHC in November to complete several needed structur- 
al and roof repairs at the Deacon Eldred House. This property 
is owned by the Town and leased to the Thornton Burgess 


Society who, in turn, operates the Burgess Museum in 
building. These repairs will also be completed in 1998. 


In April, as the Town was preparing to borrow more th 
$3 million for the public road bond approved in 1996, Mood 
Investors Service reviewed the Town’s financial condition 
practices and upgraded Sandwich’s municipal bond rating fr 
an A3 designation to an Al designation. Increases in 
Moody’s rating system are rare and for Sandwich to incre 
two levels was extremely favorable. In its credit repo 
Moody’s cited the Town’s stable financial performance wi 
healthy General Fund balance, Stabilization Fund and 
excess levy capacity indicative of an additional taxing mar: 
above the amount residents were being taxed. The report al 
referenced a solid residential tax base with increasing pro 
values, a manageable debt position, and the responsiveness 
Town officials and voters to fund debt for needed capital p 
jects such as the Oak Ridge and Forestdale Schools, lan 
capping, public road bond, and wastewater treatment plant. 
effect, the generosity of Sandwich voters in recognizing 
supporting these needs helped increase the bond rating whi 
in turn, reduces the interest on long term borrowing there 
saving the Town money. The Town’s financial departm 
heads - Town Accountant Nancy Laffoon, Town Treasurer J 
VanBuskirk, Tax Collector Barbara Walling, and Princi 
Assessor Ed Childs - deserve special recognition and appr 
ation for this upgrade. 


At the Special Town Meeting in November and co 
sponding special election, voters approved the expenditure 
up to $25,880,000 to fund much needed renovations and ad 
tions to Sandwich High School. This project was needed d 
to limited space at the High School with ever increasing enro 
ments and the deterioration of a building constructed in the 
1970s. Requested funding for over $7 million in renovatio 
and additions to the Oak Ridge and Forestdale Schools, as w 
as technological improvements at all three elementary schoo 
was approved at the Special Town Meeting, but defeated at 
special election. Voters also supported the appropriation 
money to start networking computer systems between 
many Town office buildings. As this long term project pr 
gresses, better service will be able to be provided to the pub 
and departments will be more efficient sharing information. 


Perhaps the most controversial and talked about subj 
of the past year was the proposed construction of a new 3 
bed correctional facility for the Barnstable County Sheri 
Office on the Massachusetts Military Reservation. The s 
selected was within the geographic boundaries of Sandwi 
approximately a half mile south of Exit 2 off Route 6. She 
John DeMello had discussed his intentions to construct suc 
facility on the Base for several years with the Selectmen. 
the Spring of 1997 a specific site was identified by the Sheri 
Office and the state Division of Capital Planning 
Operations (DCPO), the custodian and overseer of all s 
property. The Selectmen discussed this topic at numero 


‘oard meetings, held special public informational forums, and 
athered as much information as possible about similar facili- 
es in the state. 


| After several months of review and debate, the Board 
nanimously voted in November to not support the proposed 
ite and to recommend that a new site be considered, even if it 
fas located within Sandwich boundaries. After notifying 
umerous state and regional officials of the Board’s opinion, 
le site was withdrawn from consideration with further explo- 

ion of other Base sites to take place in the future. The pro- 
osed house of corrections generated much public debate and 
Iput, and introduced several new residents to Town govern- 
lent. This citizen participation can only be helpful in the 
iture as new sites are considered for this much needed facili- 
7. The Selectmen appreciate the openness and cooperation 
nown by the Sheriff’s Office and DCPO during this process, 
nd the amount of time spent by several town officials review- 
ig this proposal. 


In addition to these topics, several other on-going issues 
ontinued to be addressed. Further analysis and remediation of 
ie various plumes and contaminations emanating from the 
fassachusetts Military Reservation continued with active 
eatment of the FS-12 plume going on line in 1997. W. R. 
race & Co. completed its investigative report on the aban- 
oned jetfuel pipeline which runs from the Sandwich Marina to 
ie Reservation. More action on this project is likely in 1998. 
he Department of Environmental Protection spent consider- 
ble time and funds analyzing the J. Braden Thompson plume 
1 Forestdale. The Selectmen formally joined the Cape Cod 
ight Compact in November, a consortium of towns organized 
rough Barnstable County whose goal is to provide the least 
xpensive electric rates to Cape Cod residents following 
eregulation of the electric utility industry. Design work also 
rogressed on two major Department of Public Works projects, 
ie resurfacing of Route 130 and Service Road. Town officials 
Ope state funding is available for these two road improve- 
lents. 


There were several changes in Town personnel during 
997 which deserve special merit. In May, Pat Ellis was elect- 
d to replace Ed Condon who stepped down after ten years of 
edicated public service as Selectman. Ed is a gentleman in 
ie truest sense of the word and we thank him for his many 
ours of devoted service. We wish he and his wife Ruth health 
nd happiness as they divide their time between Sandwich and 
lorida. 


At the end of August, Chief of Police Robert D. Whearty 
stired as the longest serving Police Chief in the state follow- 
ig 27 years of service in Sandwich. During his tenure Chief 
Vhearty saw the growth of his department from 6 officers to 
2 officers with a budget of $1.8 million. Bob’s leadership 
uided the department in becoming more professional and 
icreasing its capability of handling the many complex issues 


which face law enforcement today. He continually champi- 
oned his department during the annual budget review process 
and instituted many enhancements which improved the service 
provided to the public. We wish Bob well in his retirement. 


As the Town Reports were being prepared for printing, 
Assistant Town Administrator Burke LaClair was appointed 
Town Manager in Great Barrington in January 1998. Burke 
was a very dedicated presence in our office during his four and 
a half years of service and we thank him for all of his hard 
work and efforts to improve municipal services. We wish him 
success in advancing his career. 


Finally, Town Treasurer James VanBuskirk passed away 
in February 1998 after a courageous battle with cancer. Jim 
served as Treasurer for nine years and was active in numerous 
civic organizations and other public services. There was not a 
better known or well liked person in our community. We thank 
Jim for the very special way he treated people. All of us could 
learn from his caring nature, generosity, and sense of humor 
even in the most difficult of times. The way Jim handled his 
illness and his candor in making others feel comfortable when 
he was struggling are a model for others to follow. We will 
miss Jim and his ever present smile dearly.

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Report of the 
PERSONNEL BOARD 


1997 was a year during which the Personnel Board dealt 
with many challenging issues of significance to Town employ- 
ees and the community. 


The Personnel Board reviewed the current performance 
evaluation policy as well as samples of policy forms that are 
being used in other institutions and systems. We are streamlin- 
ing the procedure so as to make it more efficient and meaning- 
ful to the employee. In addition, we continue to refine the 
classification of positions. The Board reviewed new as well as 
revised job descriptions. 


A major focus of the Personnel Board this year was to 
administer a salary survey to towns on and off the Cape that are 
comparable to Sandwich. The results are in the process of 
being tabulated and evaluated. The results of the salary survey 
analysis will indicate how Sandwich’s salary schedule com- 
pares with approximately fourteen other towns. These results 
and recommendations will be presented to the selectmen in the 
spring of 1998. 


In 1998 the Board will update Personnel Policies & 
Guidelines, especially as it relates to part-time employees. The 
Board will also be reviewing the clerical Classification Plan.

Report of the 
CAPE COD COMMISSION 
REPRESENTATIVE 


The emphasis of Commission programs continues to be 
expert technical and planning work which benefits Cape towns 
and the region. Below are highlights from our recent activities. 


Cape Cod 2020 


The Commission held a day-long conference in May to 
examine the choices and forces which will determine the future 
quality of life on Cape Cod, its economy an the sustainability 
of its resources. Speakers from other special places including 
Lake Tahoe, the New Jersey Pinelands, eastern Long Island 
and Bermuda told several hundred Cape Codders about their 
regions’ efforts to deal with capacity, land use and other growth 
management issues. Later, several local community leaders 
predicted what life might be like on Cape Cod by the year 
2020. 


Wireless Communication Project 


As part of a Massachusetts Department of Housing and 
Community Development municipal incentive grant, the 
Commission developed siting criteria and a model bylaw for 
wireless communication antennas and_ towers. The 
Commission’s Geographic Information System was utilized to 
map a Cape-wide inventory of existing structures which may 
be suitable for antenna installation. The Commission’s recom- 
mendations are designed to encourage use of existing struc- 
tures and minimize the visual impacts of wireless 
communication facilities on the Cape. 


Cape Cod Pathways 


In a continuing effort to promote creation of a Capewide 
network of walking trails, the Commission organized the third 
annual Walking Weekend and Cape Walk ‘97. Two sections of 
trail were dedicated in the town of Brewster and work on a trail 
designations in Mashpee and Barnstable progressed. Funded 
by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Management, a feasibility study of a north-south trail connec- 
tion in Harwich and Brewster is expected to be completed by 
Fall 1997. Also, a pamphlet was produced to explain land con- 
servation options for private landowners. 


HOME Program 


This continuing program, funded by the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, addresses the Cape’s 
affordable housing needs in a variety of ways. To date, more 
than $3.6 million has been awarded to Barnstable County. 
During FY’97, four rental housing projects received $550,000 
to provide 36 units for very low income individuals and fami- 
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lies; an estimated 40 low income first time home buys 
received down payment and closing cost assistance; and © 
low income homeowners received assistance ranging fre 
failed septic system replacement to roof replacement. 


Soft Second Loan Program 


Assisting nearly 200 low and moderate-income Ca 
Codders to become first time homeowners, this successful pi 
gram has received commitments of nearly $1.1 million in pu 
lic funds to date. Additionally, lenders have committed $ 
million in mortgage funds. 


Model Bylaws 


The Commission completed three model bylaws to he 
towns implement the performance standards in the Regior 
Policy Plan. Working with the consulting firm of Horsley a 
Witten, the Commission developed model bylaws f 
Inclusionary Housing, Transfer of Development Rights a 
Village-Style Development. The Commission also receivec 
grant from the Massachusetts Executive Office 
Environmental Affairs to develop additional model bylaws 
FY°98: 


Massachusetts Military Reservation 


Focusing attention on concerns about the MMR clean 
and activities at the MMR Impact Area, the Commission pt 
vided technical water supply briefings to public officials ai 
agencies, leading to EPA’s administrative order requiring 
groundwater study of the impact area, a critical first step 
resolving future water supply deficits. The Science Adviso 
Panel is providing input on criteria for plume remediation sy 
tems and staff has been appointed to the study’s Technic 
Oversight Panel. 


MWRA Outfall Tunnel 


The Commission continued to coordinate the Scien 
Advisory Panel and other local efforts to ensure the protecti 
of Cape Cod Bay. Staff convened meetings with the U. 
Environmental Protection Agency and the Bays Legal Fund 
discuss Cape Codders’ views of the Massachusetts Wat 
Resources Authority’s post-discharge monitoring plan, conti 
gency plan and the need for independent scientific review 
monitoring results. EPA has indicated these concerns will 
addressed in the draft National Pollution Dischar, 
Elimination System permit scheduled for release for pub! 
comment by Fall, 1997. 


Sandwich 
Work continued on Phase 3 of the Scenic Byways pr 


gram which included a street tree planting grant to the tow 
the Commission provided technical assistance to the town 


s areas of capacity buildings, resource development and 
egic planning; provided funding for residents through 
(OME down payment, homeowner repair or Soft Second 
programs; provided technical assistance on hazardous 
yaste and materials management; conducted an Upper Cape 
Vater Demand study with the towns of Falmouth, Bourne, and 
Aashpee; and provided GIS mapping and analysis of marine 
smbayments.

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Report of the 
BARNSTABLE COUNTY 
ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


The Assembly of Delegates is the legislative branch of 
County Government. Each town located within Barnstable 
County is duly represented on the Assembly of Delegates with 
Delegates elected by the voters in each of the municipalities. 
On Friday, November 5, 1996, 15 Delegates were elected to 
serve during the Assembly of Delegates’ fifth session for a two 
year period. On January 2, 1996 the fifteen Delegates were 
sworn in by the Assistant County Clerk, Linda Morin. Julia C. 
Taylor (Falmouth) was elected Speaker, Paul T. Lebel 
(Barnstable) was elected Deputy Speaker, and Diane C. 
Thompson was elected Clerk of the Assembly. 


All legislative powers of the County are vested in the 
Assembly of Delegates, and as except as provided in the 
Barnstable County Home Rule Charter, the acts of the 
Assembly of Delegates are required to be by ordinance. 


The Assembly of Delegates holds regular meetings on 
the first and third Wednesday of each month at 4:00 p.m. in the 
Chamber of the Assembly of Delegates, First District 
Courthouse, Barnstable, MA. A Delegate’s vote is weighted 
based on the 1990 U.S. Decennial Census with Barnstable hav- 
ing the largest vote of 21.94% and Truro having the smallest 
vote of 0.84%. 


In August 1996, the Assembly of Delegates drafted leg- 
islation which proposes to restructure county government into 
a smaller regional entity, turning over the Jail and House of 
Correction to the State and making other modifications. Over 
the past several years numerous legislative efforts have been 
put forth that proposed to abolish all county governments 
throughout the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Barnstable 
County government has always been recognized as the excep- 
tion to failing county governments in Massachusetts and has 
served as a model for successful regionalization of services. 
The Assembly of Delegates, in conjunction with the Board of 
County Commissioners, determined that Barnstable County 
would once again be the master of its own fate and created leg- 
islation that would preserve regional government. The 
Assembly of Delegates and the County Commissioners worked 
closely with the Cape’s legislative delegation. Meetings with 
Boards of Selectmen in each of the 15 towns within Barnstable 
County took place and the legislation was filed by Senator 
Henri Rauschenbach in January 1997. The entire Cape legisla- 
tive Delegation signed on to the bill filed by Senator 
Rauschenbach. 


During Fiscal Year 1997 the Assembly of Delegates 
reviewed and adopted the Board of County Commissioner’s 
budget for fiscal year 1998. Delegates serve on various 
Standing and Ad Hoc committees. Each Standing Committee 


reviews certain components of a proposed budget, not only for 
the proposed budget figures, but also examining the goals and 
effectiveness of each program being operated within 
Barnstable County. Committees also address future needs and 
the County’s Capital Improvement Plan. In response to com- 
ments and suggestions during the budget process by many 
committee chairs, a Resolution was passed to address fiscal 
procedures as it relates to the submission of the Board of 
County Commissioner’s proposed budget and accompanying 
documentation each year. 


Committee meetings are where the bulk of the 
Assembly’s work takes place. In addition to the legislation, the 
Standing Committees were involved with many other regional 
issues. 


An agricultural restriction for the County Farm was pro- 
posed by the Board of County Commissioners, dealt with in 
committee by Natural Resources and approved by the 
Assembly of Delegates. The Standing Committee on Natural 
Resources continued its long term involvement with environ- 
mental problems stemming from the Mass. Military 
Reservation. A conservation easement at the County Hospital 
was examined by the Standing Committee on Natural 
Resources and was tabled until such time as the future use of 
the County Hospital is established. 


The Standing Committee on Economic Affairs was peri- 
odically involved with issues surrounding revenues from 
Barnstable County license plates and the Cape Cod Economic 
Development Council. 


The Standing Committee on Public Safety worked with 
Sheriff John DeMello on public safety functions that are pro- 
posed to remain in Barnstable County if the Jail and House of 
Correction are taken over by the Commonwealth. It also 
worked with Police and Fire officials about reorganizing a 
Public Safety Board and that work is ongoing. The committee 
also discussed the potential transfer of the Registry of Deeds to 
the State and the impacts of State control and potential revenue 
loss. 


The Standing Committee on Governmental Regulations 
worked with the Cape Cod Commission and adopted amend- 
ments to Development of Regional Impact regulations. One 
amendment encourages the use of existing commercial struc- 
tures and another was adopted governing the construction of 
wireless communication towers. The Standing Committee on 
Governmental Regulations also reviewed the Regional Policy 
Plan, after five years of being on the books, and recommended 
changes to the Assembly of Delegates through the ordinance 
process. 


The Standing Committee on Health and Human Services 
followed the status of the outpatient clinics and adult day 
health care program at the Barnstable County Hospital. 
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The Standing Committee on Finance, in addition to 
overwhelming task of reviewing the budget, must look at eve 
major decision rendered by the County that has financial impl 
cations. The committee remains active throughout each year 
new programs are developed and supplemental budgets 
required. 


An Ad Hoc Committee was established during Fise 
Year 1997 to continue to work on and monitor progress of 
legislation filed creating the Cape Cod Regional Governme 
of Barnstable County.

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Report of the 
FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The Finance Committee began the processing of plan- 
ning for the FY ’98 Budget shortly after the May 1996 Annual 
Town Meeting by establishing the following goals and priori- 
ties: 


1. To deliver a conservative and fiscally responsible 
budget. 


2. To return a modest surplus to the Town’s General 
Fund at the end of the fiscal year. 


3. To increase the amount of money budgeted to the 
Snow and Ice account to more realistically reflect 
the actual costs. 


4. To address many of the needed and long overdue 
repairs to our Town and School buildings. 


5. To fund NO new positions within the operating bud- 
get of the Town. 


6. To NOT utilize the Stabilization Fund to finance any 
operation or capital equipment costs but to continue 
to hold it in reserve in the event of a major emer- 
gency or extraordinary event. 


All Town departments, including the School Department, 
were directed by the Town Administrator to submit budgets for 
FY ’98 which would reflect a nominal 2.5 percent increase. 
We concurred with this approach and applaud the on-going 
efforts of all department heads in containing costs. We realize 
full well that “level funded” budgets do not necessarily result 
into “level service” budgets. Our Town departments have 
become accustomed to level funding for many years and have 
strived their best to maintain quality and efficient services. 
This does not mean, however, that further efficiencies, changes 
and improvements cannot be made. To be successful into the 
twenty-first century, creative and innovative problem solving 
must continue and should be encouraged at all levels. To 
achieve this level of innovation will likely require ongoing 
investments by the Town in costly technology. 


The Finance Committee reviewed and scrutinized 
departmental budgets during a 10 week budget hearing process 
which began in January 1997. The operating budget of 
$23,131,669, which was approved by the May 5, 1997 Annual 
Town Meeting, represented an increase of 3.73 percent over 
FY ’97. Most notable within this increase were the following: 


1. The absorption of almost $100,000 in Police 
Department salaries for the five additional officers hired in 
1994 under the Department of Justice Community Policing 
Grant Award which expired in April 1997. When we applied 
for this three year matching grant in 1993 the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee strongly committed to 
funding these five positions within the operating budget once 
the grant expired. We have kept that commitment. 


2. A 5.5 percent increase within the Library budget 
allowed the Library to maintain the standard for continued 
accreditation and partial state funding. This increase allowed 
the Library to increase the average minimum hours of being 
open to the public to 50 hours per week in the winter and 46 
hours in the summer. 


3. An increase of $60,000 in the Snow and Ice Amount, 
representing a doubling of the amount budgeted in FY 97, will 
serve as the first step in a multi-year process to more realisti- 
cally budget for snow and ice within the operating budget. 


4. A sum of money has been set aside within the 
Selectman’s budget for wage adjustments and for negotiated 
salary increases for all five of the town’s labor units whose 
contracts expired on June 30, 1997. 


5. The 1998 assessment to fund our town’s portion of the 
Upper Cape Regional Technical School budget has increased 
by $123,000 over the prior year’s assessment due primarily to 
the disparate and controversial formulas for determining mini- 
mum local contribution under the Education Reform Act of 
1993, 


Sources of the revenue in the FY ’98 budget, as a perc 
of total revenue, were as follows: Property taxes = 68.7%, 
outside Prop 2 1/2 = 3.1%, Local receipts and fees = 7.8 
State Aid to Schools = 7.5%, State aid to the Town = 10.6 
and other = 2.2%. 


Budgeted Expenditures for FY ’98, as a percent of to 
expenditures, are shown by the chart in Exhibit 2 and were 
follows: 


Education = 54.5% 
General Government = 22.9% 
Long/short Term debt = 9.6 
Employee benefits = 7.0% 
County Retirement Fund = 2.6% 
State/County Govt. assessments = 1.1% 
Allowance for tax abatements = 9% 
Capital Purchases/repairs = 8% 
Other = .6%

As was previously agreed to, the School Department’s 
°98 budget reflects approximately $112,000 in health and 
nefit costs for their employees hired under the $1.7 million 
verride in May 1996. In addition, the Community School, in 
process initiated by the Finance Committee in 1996 and con- 
luded by written agreement in March 1997, will reimburse the 
wn for the benefit costs of its full time employees pursuant 
0 a four year phase-in plan. Reflected in the FY ’98 budget is 
$35,000 reduction in the Group Insurance account for this 
imbursement. 


A budget is a financial tool as well as an important doc- 
ent. Not only does it establish guidelines, it also establish- 
es priorities. These priorities are not limited to bricks and 
mortar, and in a thoughtful and supportive community, address 
social needs as well. For the first time in many years, we were 
able to come forth with funding for two new initiatives which, 
as a Community, we should be proud of: (1) The Sandwich 
Commission on Disabilities was established and Town 
Meeting voted to appropriate $1,000 to it for organizational 
and promotional activities and (2) the Senior Volunteer Tax 
Credit Program was created by the Board of Selectmen after 
strong support form the Finance Committee. Town Meeting 
voted to appropriate $2,825 for the purpose of offering quali- 
fying seniors the opportunity to volunteer services in partici- 
pating municipal departments in exchange for a maximum 
potential annual tax credit of $525.00 per volunteer. Both of 
these initiatives contain great merit and both will require 
greater volunteerism and cooperation within the community to 
be successful. 


In addressing the capital and maintenance / repair needs 
of the Town, the Finance Committee utilized the 1997 Building 
Condition and Assessment report prepared by Assistant Town 
Administrator Burke LaClair and Assistant Town Engineer 
Alan MacKay. We were determined to begin addressing many 
capital and repair items which have long been deferred and 
which seemed the most urgent. Items identifying water infil- 
tration in buildings were given top priority for repair in FY ’98. 
“We allocated $50,000 to the School Department for their most 
‘urgent capital needs. With our full support and recommenda- 
tion, Town Meeting appropriated $137,650 for capital repairs, 
$106,865 for capital and sundry equipment with an additional 
$121,000 being transferred from the Ambulance Fund for cap- 
ital equipment. With School and Town buildings continuing to 
age, we have only begun to address the maintenance of these 
facilities with the limited funding available each fiscal year. 


The Finance Committee has, since last year, been dis- 
cussing the need for a systematic and comprehensive approach 
to capital needs and planning. The Capital Planning subcom- 
mittee of the Finance Committee will be coming forth with a 
proposal for the establishment of a Capital Improvement 
Planning Committee Bylaw at the 1998 Annual Town Meeting. 
We believe that this bylaw will create a process and manage- 
ment plan, together with recommended funding options, for the 
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routine as well as extraordinary capital needs of the Town. 
This is part of a commitment made by the Finance Committee 
at the November 17, 1997 Special Town Meeting to address the 
upkeep of Town buildings. 


The $3.2 million Road Bond to repair, resurface and cor- 
rect road drainage problems, impacted the tax rate for the first 
time in FY 98. Because of significant new growth of proper- 
ty, the tax rate, originally estimated at $16.09 per thousand was 
finalized by the assessors at $15.98 per thousand for FY ’98. 


The School Building Committee was determined to 
move forward during 1997 with plans for renovations, repairs 
and additions to the High School and for additions and tech- 
nology upgrades to the elementary schools. The Finance 
Committee, which was not consulted during this process, was, 
however, the driving force to delay a Special Town Meeting 
until late November rather than the date originally proposed by 
the School Building Committee. It was our collective opinion 
that a vote on issues of this magnitude should not be rushed and 
that additional time was needed to educate the voters on the 
merits of the proposals. Town Meeting’s passage and the sub- 
sequent passage at the ballot box of a debt exclusion under 
Proposition 2 1/2 for $25.880 million ensures that the 
Sandwich High School will be comprehensively upgraded and 
repaired. All building systems such as plumbing, electrical, 
HVAC, roofing, windows and siding will be upgraded to cur- 
rent codes, standards and technology. Unfortunately, the debt 
exclusion question for $7.161 million for additions and tech- 
nology upgrades at the over-crowded elementary schools failed 
to win passage at the polls. The pressures to address classroom 
overcrowding will not abate any time soon due to the contin- 
ued growth of student enrollments. 


As the Finance Committee began planning for the FY 
’99 budget process, many items of concern loom at our hori- 
zon, some of which are listed below: 


¢ The tax rate for FY’99 will include the borrowing of 
$25.8 million for the High School project, and this tax 
rate will be considerably over FY 98. 


¢ It is likely, once again, that final and firm Chapter 70 
Education Aid figures will not be released before the 
May 1998 Town Meeting. This makes it difficult for 
the School Department to include any staffing 
increases within their initial budget. 


¢ Capital needs are great and still need to be addressed. 


¢ The increases or upgrades in computerization have 
been slow to advance communication and efficiencies 
within our municipal departments. Networking of 
computer systems and information sharing at this 
time is non-existent but must become a top priority in 
the very near future. 


¢ The GIS (Graphic Information System) database 
linked to most municipal departments is a top priori- 
ty but also a very costly one. Fully implemented, the 
cost could approach $500,000. 


¢ The many recent tragedies within our community, 
linked to an array of social problems within the 
town’s families, have elevated the need and priority 
for a town social worker. 


e Problems with excessive plant growth in Shawme 
Pond will require costly remedial efforts. 


¢ A coastal study and management plan for Sandwich 
beaches, including Old Harbor, is vital to protecting 
further erosion as well as to control flooding behind 
our public safety buildings along Route 6A. The cost 
for study and implementations is likely to be signifi- 
cant. 


¢ The uncertainty of increased Chapter 70 Education 
Aid in meeting the educational needs of our rapidly 
growing school enrollments and the challenges of 
influencing the direction Education Reform after FY 
’00 will require greater lobbying efforts on our part 
on Beacon Hill. 


¢ Pressures for operational overrides for general 
municipal and School Department purposes as well 
as debt exclusions for additional roadwork and other 
capital outlays remains strong. Although we may be 
able to defer these pressures during the FY ’99 bud- 
get process, it seems likely that by Fiscal year 2000, 
the voters might be asked for additional taxation to 
fund services and capital items. 


¢ Aside from over-crowded elementary schools, and 
because of outdated, inefficient and costly separate 
Police and Fire Stations, a joint Public Safety 
Building, located in the geographical and population 
center of town, is an absolute priority. 


* The Stabilization Fund, created at the Special Town 
Meeting in August 1975 with $1,025,000, had a bal- 
ance on December 31, 1997 of $679,000. The Town 
has not been able to add appreciable principal sums to 
this fund. Establishing a mechanism to commit addi- 
tional funds to the Stabilization Fund is also a top pri- 
ority in which the Finance Committee will play a key 
role. 


1997 saw the departure of one Finance Committee mem- 
ber, David Montt, who had served 4 years and the addition of 
one new member, Charles “Chip” Robertson. We thank Dave 
for his years of dedicated and thoughtful service and we wel- 
come Chip. 1997 also saw the passing of a former FinCom 
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member and past Chairman, Donald Burke, who quietly 
courageously battled the illness which overtook him. 
served on the Finance Committee for over seven years, fro 
1987 to 1994 and was the Chairman when I first join 
FinCom in 1993. Don had rare qualities which allowed him 
mediate and balance successfully many of the opposing vie 
we sometimes have on FinCom. Don worked tirelessly an 
effectively in maintaining the sound financial position of 
town. As Chairman during a period of economic downt 
which resulted in substantial decreases in state aid, Don w. 
faced with difficult financial decisions involving layoffs, cu 
backs and elimination of services. He guided us through the 
times professionally and with compassion. Don, we wi 
always remember your warm smile, your sense of humor an 
this compassion. 


We thank all the Town officials and department heads f 
their continued assistance, hard work and for their understan 
ing of the need, once again, to level fund their budgets. Speci 
recognition is accorded to our Town Administrator, Bu 
Dunham, who keeps the Town operating smoothly on a day 
day basis; to Peter Cannone, School Superintendent, who h 
worked tirelessly to achieve additional Education Aid and “Pi 
Hole” money. Sandwich was fortunate to receive $500,000 i 
emergency education aid during FY ’98 and these funds hav 
been used to secure a new Language / Arts program in the el 
mentary schools and to address emergency roof repairs at th 
high school; to the Moderator who appoints the members of th 
Finance Committee for his skill in attracting bright, tale 
and dedicated volunteers to serve you, the Townspeople; and 
Diane Hanelt, our Secretary, who I have increasingly relied o. 
for her organizational skills as the responsibilities becom 
more complex and time consuming. 


Our rapid population and school enrollment growth con 
tinues to strain our resources and our ability to generate suffi 
cient revenue locally within Proposition 2 1/2 to meet th 
demands of this growth. Additional state Education Aid i 
required if we are to meet the foundation targets of Ed Refo 
in the future. We look forward to this future as we meet th 
financial challenges which confront us today.

Report of the 
BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


Calendar year 1997 was yet another extremely busy year 
for the Sandwich Assessing Department. 


In December, the department successfully completed its 
annual update of all real and personal property in Sandwich. 
This update established values for the Fiscal 1998 billing, 
(assessment date of January 1, 1997) utilizing calendar year 
1996 sales. The results of this update reflected an average 3 
percent increase in residential value, with a range of increase 
between 0 and 14%, depending upon sales within an area. 
Commercial and Industrial properties experienced a smaller 
increase, averaging less than 1.5%. 


At the time of the writing of this report, the February 2nd 
abatement deadline has just ended with 177 owners filing 
appeals to their value. This represents a 19% decrease from the 
number appeals filed on values in Fiscal 1997, and a 37% 
decrease from Fiscal 1996 appeals. The Board feels this 
decrease in appeals is directly attributable to steady increase in 
the real estate market in 1996-7, as well as the departments 
ability to update values on an annual basis. This is a practice 
that was commenced in Fiscal 1992, at the urging of the gen- 
eral public’s demand that values be examined annually in what 
was then a down market. The fact that the market has now 
increased does not mean these efforts for value accuracy on an 
annual basis should cease. 


Fiscal 1999 is a revaluation year in Sandwich. By state 
law, each community conducts this program every third Fiscal 
year, under review of the Department of Revenue. Department 
personnel will be busy with permit listing through June, while 
preparing data for the revaluation program. The Board antici- 
pates final review will be concluded by November, 1998. 
Another item of interest to follow is the probable sale of the 
Canal Electric generation facility. The deregulation laws 
passed in 1997 by the state legislature is sure to have an impact 
in Sandwich. The department will continue to follow these 
developments closely. 


For the third consecutive year, the Board continues to 
express their disappointment that no funding for the purchase 
of Geographic Information Systems (GIS) software had been 
made available. This system would serve as a great informa- 
tional benefit to many departments in town, and its absence is 
a hindrance in the efforts to complete the goals for full mod- 
ernization of computerized functions in the Town. It is critical 
that the Town attempt to repair the layers of neglect that eight 
years of level funding has brought to this, as well as other 
Town departments. 


The Department lost a valuable member and friend when 
Principal Clerk Eleanor Gould retired in December. We wish 
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Eleanor and her husband Glen much happiness in the fu 
Judy Rumul was promoted to Principal Clerk, and Je 
Varney, who had been serving as our part-time clerk, was 
moted to full time. 


The Board would also like to congratulate Ed Childs, o 
Principal Assessor, for his election to the Executive Board 
the Massachusetts Association of Assessing Officers this 
October. The Board applauds the efforts of our department 
remain involved in the assessing profession. It serves 
department well, in that there is a lot to be gained in comm 
nicating with other towns on matters of assessment and valu 
tion procedures, 


In closing, the Board thanks the staff of the Assessi 
Department for their outstanding efforts during this hectic y

Report of the 
PLANNING BOARD 


1997 was business as usual for the Planning Board. In 
January we welcomed a new member, Bruce Rosinoff, 
appointed by the Selectmen to fill the vacancy created when 
Walter Unis resigned his position. Bruce was elected to a full 
three year term by the voters at the town elections in May. 


The early part of the year was spent developing zoning 
that was brought to Annual Town Meeting. Town Meeting sup- 
ported some improvements to the definitions section, but sent 
us back to the drawing board on the articles relating to acces- 
sory dwelling units and some other changes the Board of 
Appeals had requested we bring forward. The joint zoning 
effort on the part of the ZBA and Planning Board was a reward- 
ing experience. We continue to pursue this collaboration 
which is a natural fit as the ZBA administers much of the zon- 
ing that the Planning Board brings to Town Meeting. 


Subdivision activity continues to be steady. Previously 
approved subdivisions from the late 80’s and early 90’s contin- 
ue to be re-negotiated and then developed. New subdivisions 
are less frequent as land available for this purpose is diminish- 
ing. These projects are now smaller in scale with less road 
building overall. Thanks to Marie Buckner our long hours at 
Planning Board meetings have been pared down. Marie’s 
expert advice to these applicants during the initial stages of the 
process streamlines the approval time significantly. 


At Special Town Meeting the Planning Board responded 
to a community initiative to provide the opportunity for whole- 
some entertainment for the town’s youth. As a result of a joint 
meeting of the Planning Board, Selectmen, Board of Appeals, 
Building Inspector and Recreation Committee zoning was 
developed and well supported by the Special Town Meeting 
voters. Other articles were in need of further explanation or 
refinement and will be brought back for consideration in May. 


As the year drew to a close, the Board was working with 
the Planner to develop zoning by-laws to regulate the con- 
struction of wireless communication facilities. This is a com- 
plicated area. The Board has worked diligently to absorb all 
the necessary information which is quite complex. The voters 
will be asked to support this initiative at Annual Town 
Meeting. 


The work of the past year could not have been accom- 
plished without the professional expertise of our Planner, 
Marie Buckner. Marie’s work continues to provide tremen- 
dous benefit to the town. Jan Hagberg, our principal clerk also 
deserves a tremendous amount of appreciation for her fine 
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work. The board members themselves deserve to be reco 
nized for their dedication and professionalism, with particul 
thanks going to Mark Haney, vice -chair.

Report of the 
LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


. Cape Cod Commission certification of the Local 
Comprehensive Plan was the focus of the committee’s work 
during 1997. Working through the summer months, an LPC 
subcommittee along with Marie Buckner, went through the 
plan approved by Town Meeting to see where additions need to 
be made to meet certification requirements in the Regional 
Policy Plan. 


This process went rather quickly through the majority of 
the plan elements. We have had outstanding issues in the area 
of water resources and traffic. However, we now have assur- 
ance from the Cape Cod Commission that they will work with 
us to get these elements up to speed for certification purposes. 
We anticipate having a document ready by mid-1998 to submit 
for certification. 


Regarding the implementation of the Town Meeting 
adopted plan, we do not have good news to report. The town 
boards and agencies have, for the most part, either not imple- 
mented their portion of the plan or have noi reported that 
implementation back to the Local Planning Committee. For 
this scenario to change significantly, the departments must be 
helped to understand that this work is an integral part of their 
short and long term work plans. This must be accomplished 
through the office of the Town Administrator with the support 
of the Selectmen. 


The Local Planning Committee continued to support 
planning objectives put forward during the LCP process. 
During the summer months and on into the fall, the Committee 
spoke out about the dangers of locating the county jail facility 
near to one of the few remaining sources of viable supply water 
on the Upper Cape. Other planning objectives that are seeing 
fruition are the planning of an internal roadway in the BL-2 
area of South Sandwich, the reconstruction initiative on the 
Service Road and the development of an Open Space Plan for 
the town. 


Once again our work would not have been accomplished 
without the professional help of Marie Buckner and the support 
of Jan Hagberg. The certification sub-committee members, 
Deborah Gannett and Susan James, also deserve a special 
thanks.

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Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF 
PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 


The Planning & Development Office is also the home of 
the Planning Board, the Local Planning Committee and the 
Economic Development Committee. 


Last April the Board of Selectmen approved the hiring of 
a part-time Planning & Development Coordinator to assist in 
the Planning & Development Office. The position was created 
in order to allow me to work approximately 30 hours per week 
instead of 40. Within the budgeted amount of my salary as 
Director of P&D, the position of Planning & Development 
Coordinator was formed and in July of 1997, Joye D. Creedon 
was hired. I believe that the newly created position is working 
very effectively. Mrs. Creedon brings experience and profes- 
sionalism to the Office. With much help from the very compe- 
tent and good-natured Janice Hagboig, Principal Clerk, the 
office is running smoother than ever. 


For starters, along with the Local Planning Committee, I 
have been reviewing the Local Comprehensive Plan that was 
approved at the Annual Town Meeting in May of 1996 for its 
consistency with the new Regional Policy Plan. Revisions and 
updates will have to be made and will eventually come before 
the voters again for their approval. Formal submittal to the 
Cape Cod Commission for their certification will take place in 
1998. 


In the meantime, the office has been busy with imple- 
menting many of the goals that our Comprehensive Plan laid 
out. For example, the updating of the Open Space and 
Recreation Plan. With the Conservation Officer, Conservation 
Commission and the Recreation Department this plan will be 
substantially completed by June 1, 1998. We have been work- 
ing steadily on gathering the inventory information that is 
required for this plan to be approved by the Massachusetts 
Division of Conservation Services (DCS). This approval will 
make the Town eligible for many more state grants for the pur- 
chase of open space. We have been talking about this subject 
for over a year and have had a few public meetings on it 
already. Mark Robinson of the Compact of Cape Cod 
Conservation Trusts is the consultation for the project. Public 
meetings will be scheduled this spring. 


As part of goals outlined in the Economic Development 
element of the plan, the EDC and Mrs. Creedon have devel- 
oped a promotional brochure for the Sandwich Industrial Park 
which profiles its attributes and invited businesses to consider 
our town for relocation or expansion. In a “phase 1” effort, the 
EDC has mailed this brochure to every commercial real estate 
broker in the Cape area. The brochure will also be our primary 
informational piece for any inquiry to the Department by 
potential developers/businesses. In addition, a website has 


been created which provides an excellent overview of the 
many things Sandwich has to offer potential businesses. We 
can now receive inquiries and respond via e-mail. There is 
tremendous potential for the Town to expand the website to 
include much more information relating to other departments, 
as well as to establish links with other websites, such as the 
CCEDC and the Chamber. We have just recently completed an 
updated inventory of two economic centers (South Sandwich 
Business District and the Sandwich Industrial Park) listing spe- 
cific businesses and locations, and attempting to assess avail- 
able space. By late Spring 1998, a much needed Guide to 
Commercial Permitting for the Town of Sandwich will be 
available. 


We continue to be the place where individuals/business- 
es can come to discuss land issues and what can and cannot be 
done in accordance with the Bylaws of Sandwich. We have met 
with dozens of people over the course of the year including res- 
idential as well as commercial developers. 


Along with the Planning Board, we are in the middle of 
a process that began last summer regarding Wireless 
Communication Facilities (“towers”). A moratorium on these 
facilities was put in place by Town Meeting vote in November. 
A Wireless Communications By-law will be ready for May 
1998 Town Meeting. Also at Town Meeting we put forth zon- 
ing that was approved so that recreational opportunities for 
Sandwich youth could be enhanced. It takes many meetings 
and discussions with all of the “players” to create zoning. We 
are in the process of many interesting proposals, including cre- 
ating a new Residential zone. It is important to remember that 
planning is really a public process. I encourage those of you 
out there who are interested to become a part of it. 


As always, I want to thank Town Departments and 
Boards who have assisted and continue to assist us. Special 
thanks to Jo Anne Buntich, chair for the Planning Board and 
Local Planning Committee as well as Steve Schilling, Chair 
EDC.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Nineteen ninety seven (1997) was again a busy year for 
the Conservation Commission. Twenty three (23) regular meet- 
ings were held to review thirty seven (37) Requests for 
Determination, forty eight (48) Notices of Intent, and six (6) 
Requests to Amend under the Sandwich Wetlands Bylaw and 
the Wetlands Protection Act. Permits were issued for all of the 
Notices of Intent. Most of the Requests for Determination of 
Applicability were found negative (to have minimal or no 
impact) under the Sandwich Wetlands Bylaw and the Wetlands 
Protection Act while a small percentage were found positive 
and required additional review by the Commission. Twenty 
three (23) pre-review meetings were held to allow members to 
study many details of each filings prior to its public hearing. In 
addition, many on site reviews, work meetings, and consulta- 
tions with town officials also took place. 


Commission members and the Conservation Officer 
attended the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Association 
of Conservation Commissions (MACC) in March. We also 
attended other instructional workshops hosted by the 
Massachusetts Coastal Zone Management (MCZM), the 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP) and the 
MACC. David DeConto and Steven Tucker continued to rep- 
resent the Town of Sandwich on the Barnstable County Mass 
Bays Committee 


Walter Slepchuk of Sandwich a longtime member and 
past chairman resigned in 1997 due to relocation. His good 
humor and evenhandedness often helped difficult meetings go 
smoothly. The Commission was saddened by the death of 
member Charles Desaulniers. Charlie’s years of experience as 
a professional scientist, a twenty seven (27) year member of 
the Franklin, Massachusetts Conservation Commission, and 
his wealth of commonsense were great assets to the Board. He 
will be deeply missed. 


The appointment of Janet Garnier, a former member who 
found time in her busy schedule to return to the Commission, 
filled one of the vacancies. Steven Silva of Forestdale, a civil 
engineer, joined the Commission as an Associate Member. 


Dianne Nickerson began her tenure as the Conservation 
Commission’s and department’s secretary in April. She was 
hired to fill the vacancy that was created with the departure of 
the hard working Michelle Sands who was hired as the 
Administrative Assistant at the Sandwich Water District. 
Lastly, the technical expertise and organizational skill of 
Conservation Officer, Mark S. Galkowski contributed to all 
that the Commission accomplished during this year. 


Priorities for 1998 will include the completion and adop- 
tion of the remaining local wetlands regulations which are in 
their final draft stage and the pursuit of every opportunity for 
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better management of the town Conservation lands.

Report of the 
CONSERVATION DEPARTMENT 


Dianne Nickerson was hired as the Conservation 
Department’s and Conservation Commission’s secretary in 
April. Dianne has extensive experience with conservation, nat- 
ural resources and shellfish related issues. She previously was 
the Natural Resources/Harbormaster secretary for the Town of 
Barnstable. Dianne replaces Michelle Sands who was hired as 
the Administrative Assistant at the Sandwich Water District. 
Michelle’s hard work over the last seven years is greatly appre- 
ciated. 


Eugene Morrow of Sandwich retired from his duties as 
Shellfish Constable in June. Mr. Morrow served the Town for 
twenty five (25) years. Most of those years were spent aug- 
menting the town’s native shellfish resources with relayed 
shellfish stock. These relays required the expenditure of many 
man hours with little compensation. I hope to rely on Gene’s 
knowledge of Sandwich shellfish areas, as issues arise. 


I was fortunate to attend the first ever, Shellfish 
Constable’s Training Course held at the Massachusetts 
Maritime Academy in February. This intensive eighty (80) 
hour course covered subjects from shellfish management to 
court procedures and laws pertaining to marine resources. 


The Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMEF), 
the Sandwich Health Agent and I have concentrated our efforts 
towards Scorton Creek in an effort to re-open that estuary to 
shellfishing. The recent allegation that the Cape Cod Scenic 
Railroad may have released contaminated effluent along its 
right of way may attribute to the high coliform counts that con- 
tinue to appear in the uninhabited portions of the Scorton 
Creek estuary. We expect to work with other state agencies 
investigating those allegations while continuing to monitor the 
entire system during 1998. 


Due to ownership complications, the Town returned its 
grant award from the Natural Resources Conservation Service 
for the repair of the Upper Shawme Pond/Lower Shawme Pond 
anadromous/catadromous fish ladder. When all outstandins 


issues are resolved we will re-apply for funding. 


The Upper and Lower Shawme Pond Diagnostic 
Feasibility Study was awarded to Lycott Environmental of 
Southbridge, MA. in August. Lycott’s experience with a num- 
ber of similar investigations was a significant contributing fac- 
tor. The draft report was presented to the Town in December 
and the final report and recommendations are due in February 
(1998). 


At this writing, the Town is awaiting a proposal from 
Aubrey Consultants Inc. of Falmouth, MA. concerning the 
development of a long term shoreline management program for 
the westerly portion of the Sandwich coastline. Included in this 
proposal is the formulation of a strategy to restore the entrance 
of the Old Harbor estuary to its pre-Halloween Storm (1991) 
configuration. These studies are a crucial first step to restoring 
Sandwich’s degraded shoreline. 


Conservation lands trail maintenance has continued with 
the ongoing assistance of the Sandwich Parks/Grounds year- 
round and seasonal crews. Their efforts are much appreciated 
by the Conservation Commission and myself, especially when 
they enter their busiest seasons. To complement their efforts 
the Commission and I are working towards forming volunteer 
crews to assist in the maintenance of the walking trail systems 
in 1998. Since adequate funding is a key component to improv- 
ing the management of the Conservation Lands, an increase in 
the Conservation Engineering & Land Management line item 
in the Commission’s/Department’s budget has been requested 
in FY ’99,. Also, the department will re-apply to the 
Department of Environmental Management through the 
National Recreational Trails Act Grant Program to fund the 
purchase of a Kubota B series tractor to improve approximate- 
ly twenty six (26) miles trails, roadways and parking facilities 
in the Town’s conservation lands. I have requested a fifty (50) 
percent match from the Town’s FY’99 capital budget as 
required by the program. 


If any citizen has questions regarding conservation, 
shellfish, natural resource related, or other environmentally 
related issues, please feel free to contact the Conservation 
Department at any time. We will endeavor to answer your 
questions or direct you to agencies or organizations that are 
adequately prepared to respond to your questions.

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Report of the 
HARBOR MASTER 


The Sandwich Marina is proud to report a banner year 
for the 1997 season. Both our fuel sales, as well as our transient 
slip rentals, increased significantly from the previous year. As 
always our permanent slips are occupied to capacity. We are 
forecasting another successful year for the 1998 season. 


Fortunately, the marina was able to accomplish the goals 
we had set for ourselves in the 1997 year. We re-designed four 
sections on Dock E which is one of our heavily used commer- 
cial docks. Due to this dock’s exposure to the canal, and strong 
winds in the winter, we had to significantly strengthen these 
docks to ensure the safety of our commercial fleet and their 


property. 


We also continued to press forward on upgrading our 
existing structures. The ramp building had been re-shingled 
and internal renovations were made to our existing office 
building to better utilize the small amount of space we have. 


Landscaping around the marina continues as we strive to 
enhance the marinas appearance for both town residents as 
well as the numerous tourists that visit the marina and the sur- 
rounding areas in the summer months. 


A number of measures were taken to improve safety 
around the marina. Two fire extinguishers were placed on each 
dock in the basin to ensure the safety of our boaters and 
employees. The marina has also completed an environmental 
report which clearly spells out the procedures to be undertaken 
by our employees in case of a fuel spill or any other problem 
which could adversely affect the environment. We have re- 
designed the fuel piping system leading to our fuel dock to be 
more efficient and safer than past years. 


As we look forward to the upcoming year, we anxiously 
await positive news concerning the proposed new marina 
office. Site and land survey work done by an enginerering firm 
has been forwarded to the Army Corp of Engineers for their 
approval. 


We are also looking at the possibility of replacing our 
four underground fuel tanks with a much more efficient and 
environmentally safe above ground tank, which would be 
located in our outside storage area across the street from our 
existing office. At the present time we are trying to determine 
the exact placement of the tank to coincide with the eventual 
new office building, which would be located on that same par- 
cel of land. 


I would like to thank the Army Corp of Engineers, Board 
of Selectmen, and the town departments for their help and 
guidance over the last year. Finally, I would like to thank my 


staff members, Ass’t Harbor Master David Whearty, David 
Wall, Brenda Manley, and Anne Arnold.

This year the Committee established the Sandwich Town 
website.

The for- 
mat of the site allows all other town departments link-up capa- 
bilities with the site, which we greatly encourage. 


This year’s Committee hopes that the efforts put forth 
will be constructive in developing a balanced community, one 
that offers employment opportunities, lifestyle conveniences 
and tax revenues while maintaining a high residential quality 
of life unique to Sandwich.

Report of the 
OLD KING’S HIGHWAY REGIONAL 
HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


The Sandwich Historic District Committee elected offi- 
cers for the year at their first meeting in January of 1997. 
Marian Reilly was elected to serve as Chair, Michael Hart as 
Vice-Chair and Kaethe Maguire as Corresponding Secretary. 


The Historic District Committee heard two hundred and 
thirty one applications for Certificates of Appropriateness in 
1997. The fact that there was only one application denied 
speaks well for the ability of the Committee to work with the 
applicants. The Committee consistently gave each applicant 
sufficient time to present his or her project. Application hear- 
ings are scheduled for the second and fourth Wednesday of 
each month. 


Members of the Sandwich Committee also participated 
in the monthly Saturday morning meetings of the Regional 
Historic District Commission in Barnstable. These meetings 
proved to be a good learning process and a forum to discuss 
correct procedure and interpretation of the Historic District Act 
and Guidelines. In addition, Chair, Marian Reilly, and other 
members of the Committee, attended the monthly Tuesday 
evening Regional Appeals hearing in Dennis. The Commission 
is an all inclusive term which refers to the Historic District 
Committees in the towns of Sandwich, Barnstable, Yarmouth, 
Dennis, Brewster and Orleans. 


The on-going issue of jurisdiction over the Old King’s 
Highway, or Route 6A, continued between the Massachusetts 
Highway Department, the Sandwich Selectmen and Regional 
Historic District Commission. Massachusetts Highway 
Department refused to make application with the Sandwich 
Old King’s Highway Historic District Committee with regard 
to planned changes along Route 6A. The Sandwich Selectmen 
supported the position of Mass Highway. 


The Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District 
Commission brought the matter to court for a Summary 
Judgement with regard to jurisdiction on July 8, 1997 in 
Barnstable District Court. Judge Gerald F. O’Neill found in 
favor of the Massachusetts Highway Department. The 
Commission has appealed this decision and fully intends to 
continue this appeal right through the Supreme Judicial Court 
if necessary. The Old King’s Highway is the very heart of the 
Historic District. 


All member towns of the Historic District support the 
Old King’s Highway Regional Historic District Act of 1973 
which clearly states that: 


“. .. any person, including the member town, state, coun- 
ty, and federal governmental bodies, who desires to 
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erect, move or demolish or remove or change the exte 
or architectural features of any building or structure wi 
the District, or to erect or display with the District 
sign or billboard for which a Certificate 
Appropriateness is required, shall file with t 
Committee an application together with such plans, el 
vations, specifications, material and other information 
shall be deemed necessary by the Committee to enable 
to make a determination, must appear for a hearing i 
each member town for a Certificate of Appropriatene 
before any changes are made within the District.” 


The annual election of new members to the Sandwic 
Historic District Committee was held on November 25, 1997 
Richard Connor was re-elected to a four year term. Betty Alle 
was appointed by the Selectmen to fulfill the unexpired term 
Michael Hart who is now serving as an alternate member. Je 
Barnaby was appointed to serve as architectural consultant. —

Report of the 
DEXTER GRIST MILL 


The DEXTER GRIST MILL attracted the attention of 
the media. Television station WGBH called on the resources of 
the mill to prepare a children’s educational program. PTV 
FAMILIES magazine focused an issue on the subject of water- 
power and included a picture of our mill. A camera crew from 
the BRITISH BROADCASTING CORPORATION video- 
taped a tour of the mill for telecast in the United Kingdom. And 
word of our mill reached the MAINE FOREST AND LOG- 
GING MUSEUM which expressed great interest in the design 
of the DEXTER GRIST MILL because they planned to build a 
reproduction. 


Robert M. Frank, Jr., chairman of the museum’s Sites 
Development Committee was invited to take a tour and given 
blueprints of the mill. In a letter that followed his visit he 
referred to our mill as a “gem” and indicated that the Maine 
Museum had made the decision to build a mill “very similar” 
to the DEXTER MILL and that it would be located at 
LEONARD’S MILLS LIVING HISTORY SITE in Bradley, 
Maine. In conclusion, the mill has received a lot of nice pub- 
licity. 


Nearly every summer SHAME POND produces a large 
field of weeds which is unsightly, threatens aquatic life and 
chokes the sluiceway to a stand-still. Although the vegetation 
was less of a problem this year, it was recognized that measures 
had to be taken to safeguard the health and appearance of the 
pond which is located in the center of the historic district and 
essential to the operation of the mill. A state grant of $7500 
enabled the town to hire LYCOTT ENVIRONMENTAL INC., 
to study the problem. Their proposal for environmental man- 
agement of the pond has been submitted to the town. 
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Student from the HENRY T. WING, FORESTDALE and 
OAK RIDGE schools made their traditional field trip to the 
mill. Their enthusiasm, interest and deportment were most 
commendable. We look forward to their visits each year. 


Several repairs were made at the mill site. Masonry work 
was done to the stone walls, sluiceway and walkway; the main 
shaft of the waterwheel was painted; the fulcrum to the water- 
gate was repaired and the main stairs and railings were 
replaced. The most critical repair was replacing the bridge at 
the entrance to the mill. Unforeseen delays in construction 
made it necessary to close the main entrance and resort to using 
the back gateway. The inconvenience of walking around the 
town hall which itself was undergoing major repairs, presented 
an obstacle course to those who wanted to get to the mill. The 
end result was that gate receipts and cornmeal sales declined. 
Cornmeal sales totaled 10,994 pounds. 


Paid Admissions 4,612 
1997 total income $21,896.25 
1996 total income $25,123.60 


The mill began its season on a weekend basis May 24. 
The last day of business was October 19, 1997. 


For those citizens who are of the town of Sandwich you 
are reminded that admission to the mill is free. It is one of the 
most photographed sites on Cape Cod, admired for its pastoral 
charm and explored for the many historic interests near by. 
Last, but not least, visitors and patrons return to purchase our 
cornmeal which is freshly ground each day. It is sold in old 
fashion cloth bags and includes a brochure of cornmeal recipes. 
Mail orders are also available. So come and visit us.

On a cold Sunday afternoon 
there was a steady stream of visitors who stepped back into the 
17th century. In spite of the blazing logs in the fireplace it was 
still far from the comfort we are used to in the 20th century.

Join the visitors 
from all around the world who visit the house. Especially in the 
fall, we have tour groups from Canada and the mid-Atlantic 
states, which increase the “off-season” attendance.

Report of the 
POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As the Acting Chief of Police, I respectfully submit my 
annual report for 1997: 


Most notable for the Sandwich Police Department in 
1997 was the retirement of long time Police Chief Robert D. 
Whearty after 27 years at the helm of the Department. The 
Town and the Department was certainly served well by Chief 
Whearty. Also retiring were Sergeants Haskell Hawkins and 
James Swift after long and distinguished careers. During 1997, 
the Department also saw the promotion of two officers to the 
rank of sergeant; David Guillemette and Daniel O’Connell. On 
January 4, 1998, Detectives Michael Miller and Terrance 
O’Connell were also promoted to the rank of Sergeant. 


1997 was also a year in which the Town continued to 
experience an unprecedented series of tragic, fatal motor vehi- 
cle accidents. The Police Department has initiated a two fold 
educational and enforcement strategy in an effort to prevent 
these tragic incidents from occurring in the future. 


1997 was a busy year for the Sandwich Police 
Department with a total of 8,544 complaints investigated. 
Breaking and entering, one of our more serious problems, 
decreased to 109 from 131 in 1996. One hundred seventy lar- 
cenies were investigated, down from 208 in 1996. Two rapes 
were investigated in both 1996 and 1997. Two hundred eleven 
cases of malicious destruction, a continuing problem, were 
investigated, down from 241 in 1996. Other criminal investi- 
gations included assault 31 down from 49 in 1996, and auto 
theft 8 down from 13 in 1996. Twenty-one drug violations 
were investigated. The remaining complaints were of less seri- 
ous criminal or service nature. 


Of the 8,554 complaints Sandwich village accounted for 
2,333, South Sandwich 3,925 (including Forestdale), East 
Sandwich 2,273. Three thousand nine hundred twenty-three 
complaints were received between 8 AM and 4 PM, 3,150 were 
recorded between 4 PM and 12 Midnight, and 1,481 between 
12 Midnight and 8 AM. 


July was our busiest month with 949 complaints fol- 
lowed by: 


August 841, June 836, October 729, April 708, 
September 695, May 677, January 674, March 640, 
November 636, December 626, May 743, and February 
543. 


Saturday was the busiest day with 1,371 complaints, fol- 
lowed by: 
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Friday 1,330, Tuesday 1,192, Monday 1,185, Wednesday 
1,180, Thursday 1,158 and Sunday with 1,138. 


A total of 417 arrests were made by members of the 
department in 1997. Two hundred eight inebriated persons 
were taken into protective custody and later released or trans- 
ported to a detoxification center. 


One thousand three hundred eighteen motor vehicle cita- 
tions were issued, which required either court action or were 
written warnings. Three hundred seven accidents were investi- 
gated, down from 323 in 1996. Eighty nine people were injured 
and, two resulted in fatal injuries to either drivers or occupants 
of the vehicle(s). There were six fatalities in 1996. 


In service complaints, officers investigated 870 citizen 
reports of suspicious persons, vehicles and incidents, respond- 
ed to 442 requests to see a police officer, answered 1,047 bur- 
glar and holdup alarms, and served 257 summons and 
restraining orders. 


The Department, as the designated E911 Public Safety 
Answering Point for the town, received 2,853 calls on our 911 
lines. 1,073 calls were transferred to the Fire Department as the 
callers were requesting emergency medical services or report- 
ing Fires. 266 of the calls were hang ups, all requiring a Police 
response, and many other non-emergency calls were due to 
misdial or problems programming phones or just plain nui- 
sance types, requiring a police officer to confirm them. Our 
policy mandates that officers respond to all 911 calls received, 
including those where the caller reports an error on their part. 


Police assistance rendered numbered 2,142 times, with 
1,355 assistance to the Fire Department and Ambulance. 
Another 259 calls to other law enforcement agencies and town 
departments, 27 to mentally disturbed persons, 175 to disabled 
motorists, with one escort, 176 civil matters, and 149 animal 
related calls all handled by the police. 


$46,551.52 was turned over to the Town Treasurer from 
the sale of gun licenses, copies of police reports sold to attor- 
neys and insurance companies, rentals on the police alarm 
board, alarm service fees, parking violations, civil motor vehi- 
cle citations and court fees. Sixty-one Firearms ID Cards were 
issued, along with 121 Pistol Permits. 


The Sandwich Police Department received three major 
grant awards in 1997: 


A “Community Policing” Grant in the amount of 
$23,000 which will allow the Department to expand its 


Community Policing efforts. 


A $13,000 D.A.R.E. grant which will assist Officer 


Patrick Healey with his program educating our youth in 
the resistance of drugs, alcohol and tobacco products. 


An $11,577 Federal Grant for Equipment will assist the 
department in many areas including the recent purchase 
of a new Breathalyzer unit. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the citizens 
of Sandwich, the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee, 
and other Town Departments and Boards, other Law 
Enforcement agencies, for the assistance and cooperation they 
have shown me during the year. A special thanks to my own 
officers for the assistance and cooperation they have given to 
me during this period of transition in the Department. The very 
high level of dedication and professionalism they have demon- 
strated throughout the year makes me very proud to work along 
side each and every one of them.

Report of the 
FIRE DEPARTMENT 


As Fire Chief, I respectfully submit my annual report for 
the year 1997 for the Sandwich Fire Department. This was a 
year marked by transition and challenge for us. 


Fire Prevention conducted 890 inspections, reviewed 
commercial and residential plans, visited numerous homes and 
businesses to answer questions, etc., performed public and 
school safety programs and was involved in CPR training for 
the public. This allowed the other officers, who are all para- 
medics, to concentrate on staff and emergency operations. 


Department personnel trained 395 residents in CPR. Our 
goal for 1998 is to train 600 students plus 200 residents in 
CPR. Quick intervention by a trained CPR person can make a 
dramatic difference in patient survival of a heart attack or when 
loss of breathing has occurred. 


The Sandwich Fire Department responded to 2,675 
emergencies (up 9.63% over 1996). The largest increase was in 
fire related calls which totaled 1,124 in 1997, this is a 25% 
increase over 1996. A total dollar loss of $188,275.00 was 
associated with the following: 22 motor vehicle fires, 32 brush 
fires and 81 structure fires. Of special concern is that 19 of 
these fires were arson related. 


Emergency ambulance calls numbered 1,551 last year 
with 2,215 patients evaluated and 1,588 transported to area 
hospitals (# of patients evaluated up 30% over 1996). The 
increase is in the number of patients treated and released or that 
required no treatment at all. Advanced Life Support interven- 
tion was needed for 48% of those patients transported. Motor 
vehicle accidents accounted for 354 injured and 2 fatalities, 
with several of these patients requiring the Jaws of Life or 
other heavy-rescue equipment to extricate them. 


Our activity is recorded within areas called districts. The 
7 districts below were developed because of mutual aid con- 
siderations relative to nearest available assistance or special 
hazards. 


District 1 from Quaker Meetinghouse Road west to the 
Bourne town line and from Route 6 north, accounted for 1,094 
calls. Broken down as follows: 767 were for EMS, 71 motor 
vehicle accidents, 17 structure fires, 11 vehicle fires and 11 
brush and other fires and 103 automatic alarms. Fire losses 
totaled $65,510.00. 


District 2 from Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the 
Barnstable town line and from Route 6 north, accounted for 
501 calls. Broken down as follows: 288 EMS, 33 motor vehi- 
cle accidents,25 structural fires, 2 vehicle fires, 22 brush and 
other fires and 74 automatic alarms. Fires losses totaled 
$31,960.00. 


District 3 from Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and 
east from the Military boundary to Farmersville Road, 
accounted for 910 calls. Broken down as follows: 588 EMS, 
61 motor vehicle accidents, 32 structure fires, 6 vehicle fires 
and 26 brush and other fires. Fires losses totaled $67,295.00. 
This district was the busiest for structure fires, motor vehicle 
fires, brush fires and motor vehicle accidents in the town. 


District 4 from Route 6 south to the Mashpee line and 
from Quaker Meetinghouse Road east to the Barnstable town 
line, accounted for 75 calls. Broken down as follows: 49 EMS, 
5 motor vehicle accidents, 4 structure fires, and 1 brush fires 
and 8 automatic alarms. Fires losses totaled $6,010.00. 


District 5 is all areas north of the Cape Cod Canal and 
accounted for 15 calls. Broken down as follows: 12 EMS, 1 
motor vehicle accident, 1 structure fire. Fires losses totaled 
$17,500.00. 


District 6 is for potentially high life or fire loss hazards 
and includes the nursing and rest homes, hospital, elderly hous- 
ing, lumber yard and power plant. Its purpose is only for addi- 
tional equipment and personnel needs. Incidents are accounted 
for in the above district numbers. 


District 7 is for Lake Shore Drive, Newtown Road and 
Race Lane. It is singled out due to mutual aid considerations. 
This area had 3 EMS calls. 


Mutual Aid, assistance to other communities occurred 75 
times to other towns as part of the county mutual aid agree- 
ment. Broken down as follows: 51 EMS, 15 motor vehicle 
accidents, 2 structure, 1 vehicle and 3 brush fires. 


Emergency calls were received in the following manner: 

Persons using our old emergency number 804 or 30 %. 

Police 911 transfers 1,018 or 38%. 

Police intercom 403 or 15%. 

Walk in medical emergencies 184 or 6.9%. 

Automatic alarms either phoned in or received directly in 
the station 175 or 6.5 %. 

Radio from other departments or the mutual aid center 
91 or 3.4 %. 


We responded to 4 Carbon monoxide alarms involving 
serious levels of carbon monoxide in the building. Residents 
should not take chances with carbon monoxide, it is odorless, 
tasteless and colorless and is easily overlooked. We have the 
necessary equipment to test for its presence. 


Response times are still 9 to 12 minutes in East 
Sandwich and parts of South Sandwich. These areas suffer 
because of poor station placement and the increased number of 
emergencies in the other areas of town which tie up personnel. 
With the ever increasing volume of emergencies being handled 


96 


by this department it is becoming more and more difficult to 
respond in an acceptable time frame with a sufficient number 
of personnel to get the job done. 


To deal with the 2,675 emergencies required 4,992 appa- 
ratus responses. Transports needed to send additional person- 
nel to the scene to achieve proper patient care or to mitigate an 
incident were 604 times. Multiple calls (two, three or four 
calls in a 60 minute time frame) happened 715 times or 27% 
of all calls. This is important when you consider that to meet 
these needs, we rely heavily on calling in off duty career and 
call personnel. When they are are out of town, etc. we must 
rely on mutual aid assistance, which is often 15 to 20 minutes 
from the incident. In 1997 1,952 personnel were requested for 
coverage 1,420 responded, leaving us with insufficient or NO 
personnel 27% of the time. It is not uncommon to have only 
one responder at headquarters covering the entire town. 
Virtually every task we perform is labor intensive whether it be 
lifting an injured person on to a stretcher and carrying that 
stretcher and patient down stairs and across yards or stretching 
fire hose into structures to extinguish a fire. This can only be 
dealt with by adding additional personnel to these stations. 
The safety of our citizens and our personnel are put in jeopardy 
when we arrive with only one or two members in a vehicle to 
deal with a fire or medical call. 


The Fire Stations are bursting at the seams from both age 
and function. Drafty windows and non insulated walls and 
doors cause high energy costs. Vehicle exhaust fumes enter all 
offices and personnel quarters due to improper separation of 
functions and the lack of proper ventilation systems. There is 
a serious lack of space for every facet of our operation from 
office and medical supplies to vehicles and equipment. Closets 
have been turned into offices with files and supplies placed in 
the attics, hallways and in the apparatus bays. Vehicles must 
be specially ordered to fit in the buildings adding to their cost. 


Equipment maintenance is becoming a serious concern. 
While we are fortunate to have a Firefighter/EMT who is 
knowledgeable and capable of doing the work, he is hampered 
by interruptions requiring his response on calls while trying to 
complete repairs at the same time. Maintenance and repair is 
very time consuming on the larger specialized fire and rescue 
equipment, making it difficult, at best, to handle with a mem-. 
ber on shift who must also respond on emergency calls, after 
removing heavy grease, etc. Without proactive maintenance, 
higher out of town repair costs and longer down times will be 
inevitable. 


While EMS training is being met as best we can, Fire and 
other specialized training is limited at best or in most cases 
nonexistent. This must be dealt with before some one is hurt.

We are in the process of building a Brush-Breaker in 
house to replace the 1965 vehicle. Within the last 12 months, 
we were fortunate to obtain the two remaining Military chassis 
to replace the 1953 and 1967 chassis Brush-Breakers and a 
Tanker chassis to replace our 1973 GMC that was put out of 
service due to excessive weight problems and a leaking tank. 
When the first Brush-Breaker is finished, plans will be made to 
replace the other vehicles with these newer chassis. All of these 
replacement trucks will be fitted with noncorrosive water tanks 
that are warranted for the life of the vehicle. Corrosion has 
been a severe problem in the past, with rust plugging up noz- 
zles during fires, tank leaks, etc.

Report of the 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health continued efforts to address con- 
cerns relative to public health and environmental issues during 
1997. As the population of the Town of Sandwich continues to 
grow, as due the number of complaints, building permits, 
inspections, citizen concerns and the priorities of the Board. 
The need to expand the Board of Health office based on health 
and environmental issues foreseen in the future is imminent. 


The Board continues to be concerned with the air quali- 
ty at the Sandwich Public School buildings. The Board has 
been working cooperatively with the State Division of 
Occupational Safety and the County Board of Health to moni- 
tor the air quality at the high school. The Board will continue 


to work cooperatively with the Sandwich School Committee to 
rectify air quality issues as those arise. At the request of the 
School Committee, the Board assisted the committee by initi- 
ating review of the removal of discarded munitions in the prox- 
imity of the Forestdale School. Review of this issue will 
continue into 1998. 


The Board eagerly anticipates the review and cleanup 
initiation of the J. Braden Thompson Plume. To address con- 
cerns of the plume migrating into Wakeby Pond, the Board will 
continually monitor this precious recreational waterbody. 


The Board has fulfilled the requirements of the Septic 
Grant Program in cooperation with the Barnstable County 
Department of Health and Environment initiated in 1996 to 
alleviate cost concerns for septic upgrades. The Board 
received a grant for $100,000.00 to assist low income home 
owners upgrade failed septic systems. The program has been a 
great success with the assistance of Kendall Ayers of the 
County Health Department, the Town Accounting Department 
and the Town Clerk. Additional funding sources are continu- 
ally being sought. Those who have upgraded their septic sys- 
tem are advised to take advantage of the Massachusetts State 
Tax Credit for Septic Upgrades. 


The Board appointed Animal Inspector Christine Eddy 
who has the statutory responsibility for documenting the 
amount and condition of livestock and poultry in the town. 
Regulating of livestock is important to insure the protection of 
public health and resources. Efforts to monitor and regulate 
stables/farm animals increased during 1997. Such efforts by 
this office and Chris Eddy have resulted in an increase in the 
number of stable permits issued and a reliable inventory of 
farm animals in town. 


The Board received funding for a part-time Assistant 
Health Inspector one day a week to assist in the daily activities 
of the Board of Health. Through a bidding process the Board 
was able to sub-contract the position. The Barnstable County 
Health and Environmental Department was the low bidder 
offering the technical experience determined necessary by the 
Board. The part-time position has proven invaluable as the 
activity statistics supplied by the Board indicate a drastic 
increase in activities performed compared to previous years. 
The Assistant has been utilized for food service establishment 
inspections, public pool inspections, percolation tests, and 
other activities deemed appropriate by the Health Agent. The 
Assistant will be utilized in the coming year to continue with 
inspections and to set up a pool operator training seminar for 
those public pool owners in Sandwich. 


The Board witnessed the re-election of Richard Loring in 
May. Mr. Loring was voted Chairman by the Board for his sec- 
ond term. Additionally, Kathy Hardy was voted Clerk by the 
Board for her second term. Sandra Thompkins, the senior in 
years served, offers knowledge on _ historical perspective to the 
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Board. 


The Board and Agent thanks the Boards secretary 
Katherine Walter for her patience, professionalism and orga 
nizing the office on a daily basis.

Report of the 
DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC WORKS 


1997 was a year of significant accomplishments in the 
Public Works Department. 


The capping of the landfill and improvements at the site 
were started. We plan to hold informal public meetings to pro- 
vide information to the public, as well as to gather input. One 
of the major issues about which we need input is how to inte- 
grate the needs of the Public Works Department with other 
public uses. 


We also kicked off improving two sections of Route 130. 
Issues to be brought before the public are traffic signals, side- 
walks, and road widening. 


Service Road improvement project was also started. The 
plan is to improve the entire length from exit 2 to the 
Barnstable town line. Consideration will be given to widening 
as well as bike facilities. 


Both projects have been approved by the Massachusetts 
Highway Department, provided the funds are available. 


Significant work was done on many roads including 
reconstruction and drainage repairs. The majority of this work 
was paid for with bond funds that were authorized by Town 
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residents. The program has been very successful, residents are 
very pleased with the improvements, and the program must be 
continued by the Town. 


As usual, our Park crews produced excellent results in 
maintaining Town facilities. 


The Town Hall renovation was started and proceeded as 
smoothly as could be expected given the age of the structure. 


The work will be finished in 1998, and we expect to sub- 
mit a grant application to assist in renovating the second floor. 
Thanks to Alan MacKay for his work on this project. 


Last, but not least, the DPW reorganized to provide more 
efficient service to the Town. The Superintendent of Public 
Works and the Town Engineer positions were combined into 
one position called Director of Public Works. We also created 
a General Foreman position that is being filled by Paul 
Lamarre. The Engineering Department is now a part of the 
Public Works Department. 


I want to thank all DPW employees, especially because 
they are working with fewer staff than is required to accom- 
plish all tasks and services, for making 1997 a successful and 
rewarding one.

Clinics are held: January, March, 
June, September and November. A 
$3.00 charge is requested. This 
includes a physical examination 
and the administration of any shots 
required to bring the children up to 
date on their immunization. Dr. 
Charles Gleason is the attending 
physician. 


When children register for kinder- 
garten they become eligible to 
attend the Sandwich Nursing 
Department, Kindergarten Clinic. 
An average of two clincs are held 
yearly, in May, at which each child 
receives a physical examination, 
immunization updates, lead and 
urine screening, and a dental exam- 
ination. Dates to be announced. 


A physical examination is man- 
dated by law for every child enter- 
ing school. Dr. Charles Gleason, a 
School Nurse, and Town of Sand- 
wich Nurse Fran Silva, RN presides 
at these clinics. 


Measles, Mumps and Rubella 
immunization. This clinic is held 
every May and is given to sixth 
grade students for their 2nd MMR 
immunization. This clinic is coordi- 
nated with the school nurses. Dr. 
Bowers immunizes the children. 


Over one thousand people received 
a Flu shot at the three clinics which 
were held at the Nursing Depart- 
ment. There were about twenty-five 
volunteers helping out. Most of 
whom are registered nurses. Doc- 
tors Lornell, Espinosa, and Franklin 
were the attending physicians. 


Notice of a reportable communica- 
ble Massachusetts disease is sent to 
the Town Nurse and an investiga- 
tion is conducted. A report is then 
forwarded to the state of Massachu- 
setts. 


Durable medical equipment, such 
as; wheelchairs, walkers, canes, 


crutches, bath seats, etc., is avail- 
able for use by all Sandwich resi- 
dents upon request. 


(Women, Infants, and Children) A 
nutritional program for qualifying 
women, infants and children under 
five. Program representatives are 
available all day on the third 
Wednesday of each month at the 
Sandwich Nursing Dept. 


The Sandwich Nurse continues to make home visits in 

order to assess the needs of the elderly in Town. Referrals are 
made from various sources, including doctors, hospitals, visit- 
ing nurses of Upper Cape Cod and the Council on Aging. 


The Sandwich Health Association continues to finance 
clinics. This allows the Nursing Department to offer many 
health preventative screenings and clinics for the residents at a 
minimal fee. 


The Nursing Department (using some money from the 
Eaton Fund, which is money left in trust to fund the purchase 
of food baskets during the holidays for needy people in Town) 
helps other charitable organizations to purchase and prepare 
these baskets which are distributed by the Highway Depart- 
ment. This year twenty baskets were distributed throughout 
Town. The Food Pantry and the Salvation Army take part in the 
project. Volunteers fill the baskets at the Human Services 
Department under the direction of the Nursing Department. 


The Nursing Department continues to work with the Vis- 
iting Nurse Association of Upper Cape Cod providing space 
for the mobile mammography van, which is part of the MA 
Department of Public Health’s “Well Women’s Program” 
Grant for uninsured or underinsured women. 


VOLUNTEERS: 


This is one of the most important words in our dictionar- 
ies. When we schedule a clinic the first thing we do is call on 
our wonderful volunteers.

Report of the 
COUNCIL ON AGING 


The purpose of the Sandwich Council On Aging is to act 
as a community resource and advocate to create and promote 
opportunities for the optimum in health, independence and 
well-being for senior citizens in Sandwich. 


The goal of the Council On Aging is to identify the needs 
of the elder population and provide facilities, programs and 
services to meet these needs directly or through coordination 
with other agencies. 


Our Outreach Program is vital to the safety, security and 
well-being of our senior citizens and their families. Living 
independently in one’s own home as long as possible is impor- 
tant to most senior citizens and our Outreach Program is vital 
to that goal. We work closely with many agencies such as Elder 
Services of Cape Cod and the Islands, Social Security Office, 
Medicaid Office, local doctors, hospital social service depart- 
ments, Sight Loss Services, Elder Law Project, local housing 
authorities, the Sandwich Fire and Police Departments and 
Assessors. We continue to try and meet the challenge to sup- 
plement funding cuts to programs that are important to senior 
citizens. Much of the help we receive comes from donations 
and the willingness of Sandwich people of all ages to help in 
sO many ways. 


The demands on our Outreach Program continue to mul- 
tiply. We are currently researching Grants to enable us to meet 
the most urgent needs of our Senior population. We are 
researching/applying for grants to help provide Caregiver 
Information Sessions as well as a Grant to help pay for short 
term Chore services for ill senior citizens. 


Our talented and dedicated volunteers deserve most of 
the credit for the success of the work of the Council On Aging. 
They make possible many programs such as: 


FRIENDLY VISITORS: This group of men and women 
visit approximately 15 people each month. This group provides 
much needed social contact to seniors who are somewhat iso- 
lated and frail. We are always seeking new members to contin- 
ue to expand this program. 


HANDYMAN REPAIR PROGRAM: Five volunteers 
provide minor repairs to homes of Sandwich Seniors to protect 
the safety and security of that person. There is no cost for the 
labor — just for the parts needed. Funds are available to pay the 
costs if there is a financial problem. 


TELEPHONE REASSURANCE CALLS: Telephone 
calls are made daily to seniors who live alone and would like 
the reassurance of regular contact. Our afternoon Front Desk 
Volunteers make the calls during the week and during the 
weekend a volunteer makes these calls from home. 
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KNOX BOX PROGRAM: In cooperation with th 
Sandwich Fire Department, the C.O.A. has 25 Knox Boxes 
These boxes are affixed to a frail senior’s door and allows 
access in an emergency to the Fire Department. ) 


TRANSPORTATION: We operate our passenger vans 
to transport seniors to grocery shopping, pharmacy, and bank 
on Thursdays and Fridays. Twice a month, the second and 
fourth Wednesdays, the van transports seniors to shopping at 
area Malls. 


We also have volunteer drivers (15) who are available tc 
drive seniors to doctor appointments and hospital appoint- 
ments. This program is critical as many seniors can no longe! 
drive. 


FRONT DESK VOLUNTEERS: These volunteers 
man the reception desk at the Council on Aging each morning 
and afternoon and answer the telephone, handle routine tasks 
such as reservations for activities and programs, van reserva: 
tions, and newsletter addressing. They provide a friendly greet- 
ing and capable service to anyone who calls or visits. 


THE NEWSLETTER: is made possible because of the 
support of local merchants who advertise in our newsletter 
They make possible the in-house printing and mailing of ow 
Newsletter to 2,000 businesses and people. This Newslette: 
communicates the programs and services being offered at the 
Council On Aging as well as information of health, legal 
financial issues. At least fifteen volunteers address and collate 
the Newsletter each month. 


THE NUTRITION PROGRAM: is administered by 
Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and the Senio: 
Center serves as the Sandwich site. Volunteers deliver Meal: 
On Wheels and help prepare and set up for the Dining cente: 
meal program four days a week. These volunteers are ou 
“front line of defense” in identifying concerns about someone 
on their route. The COA van transports seniors to Monday 
meals. The Monday lunch program is made possible because o: 
a $4,000.00 donation to the Town in lieu of taxes. The Boarc 
of Selectmen have designated the funds be used to provide < 
nutritious lunch on Mondays. 


The Council On Aging continues to serve as a FUEL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM INTAKE SITE for any Sandwict 
resident. 


In Fiscal Year 96, our 174 volunteers gave 8,000 hour: 
valued at $75,126.00. Our volunteers are vital not only to the 
Council On Aging but to all Sandwich residents. We hono. 
them each year with a recognition luncheon made possible 
through a Grant and donation from the Rotary Club of 
Bourne/Sandwich. Our heartfelt thanks goes to each one. 


Telephone calls logged for Fiscal Year 1997 were 
13,833. These are for general information and referral, trans- 
portation, social programs, Outreach requests, fuel assistance, 
financial assistance, health issues/screenings, insurance coun- 
seling — SHINE (Serving the Health Information Needs of 
Elders). 


Financial support comes from many sources — through a 
grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs, our Outreach 
Assistant is funded for 19 hours. AARP administers a program 
to provide free tax preparation to Sandwich Seniors at the 
Senior Center. The Town budget funds the salaries of the full 
time Director and 35 hour/week Secretary as well as 19 hours 
for our Outreach Coordinator. 


Many organizations provide support and assistance to the 
programs and services at the Council On Aging. They are: 
Friends of Sandwich Seniors, Sandwich Senior Citizens Club, 
American Legion, Rotary Club of Bourne/Sandwich, Lions 
Club, Kiwanis Club, Sandwich Women’s Club, Sandwich 
Junior Women’s Club, Doll Museum Study Group, Shawme 
Heights Management, Inc. We thank them and ask you to sup- 
port their fundraising efforts. We thank also private citizens 

who support us through their donations. 


We continue to work closely with other Town Depart- 
ments especially Nursing Department, Recreation Department, 
Park Department, Town Assessor, Board of Health, School 
Department, Fire and Police Departments. These men and 
women are always ready to assist the Council on Aging and 
Sandwich Senior Citizens. We thank them and sincerely appre- 
ciate their support. 


Eleven members comprise the policy making Board of 
the Council On Aging. They each have added responsibilities 
of expertise in various senior issues and activities. The Board 
would like to thank the citizens of Sandwich and officials for 
their assistance and support during the year.

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Report of the 
VETERANS’ GRAVES OFFICER 


We have over five hundred veterans buried within our 
town cemeteries. Flag markers are placed denoting the era in 
which the veteran served. As soon as possible after interment, 
our maps are updated as to location of each grave site. Flags 
are placed before Memorial Day and removed at the discretion 
of the Veterans’ Grave Officer. This could be done at anytime 
and is based on condition of flags, or weather condition 


Information as to burial locations can be obtained from 
the Town Hall or the Veterans’ Grave Officer. Information as to 
burial locations comes mostly from the newspapers. If you list 
the burial private or the veteran is from out of town, we have 
no way to update our records, and only makes our duty twice 
as hard. If you have a loved one, or know of someone that does 
not have a marker please contact the Town Hall or the Veter- 
ans’ Grave Officer. 


We are especially concerned about the fact that several 
markers have been destroyed or moved or completely mssing. 
With the rising cost we need to keep these to a minimum. 


Many thanks to all the volunteers that helped again this 
year, especially to the members of the American Legion and 
Auxiliary. Thanks to the Parks Department which maintains 
our cemeteries in excellent condition.

The purpose is to advise the Board of Selectmen regard- 
ing the license which is presently held by Harron Communica- 
tions. This includes information in connection with contract 
renewal due in September 1999. Emphasis is on Advisory, for 
only the Selectmen may actually negotiate with a cable suppli- 
er. 


Public input to this Committee is vital either by atten- 
dance at the Cable Advisory meetings or by letter addressed to 
the Cable Advisory Committee, C/O Sandwich Town Hall. 


Meetings are held at 5:15 p.m. on the third Tuesday of 
the month, 16 Jan Sebastian Drive. Please check Channel 65 or 
the Town Hall Bulletin Board for variations. 


During 1997, eight meetings were held. Laurie 
O’Connell was elected Chairperson, and Richard Bradley was 
appointed following the withdrawal of Hal Spurney. 


Priority has been given to preparations for upcoming 
cable contract discussions. Federal Regulations determine 
much that can be addressed. Individual towns cannot set price 
or specific programs. Cable operators are obligated to the 
demands of broadcasters within 50 miles. Harron representa- 
tives have often stated that the existing system is maxed out, 
and cannot be expanded. Efforts are underway to promote 
additional programming through the local access channel. 


A productive year lies ahead with hopes for continued 
input from Sandwich cable subscribers, informed speakers 
from other Cape towns and at the State Level.

Director and a part-time Teen Programmer. A part-time Sum- 
mer staff of 26 employees instructed the various Summer 
activities.

Report of the 
SANDWICH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


1997 was another banner year for the Library. Circulation of 
all materials, both children’s and adult, was as robust as ever. 
More people are coming into the Library and using the services 
than at any previous time in the Town’s history. Sunday hours con- 
tinue to be one of the most popular opening times in the Library’s 
schedule. The public computer room is the hot spot on Sunday 
afternoons with people upgrading their resumes, and students 
completing assignments. 


More children’s programs were offered during the year than 
in any previous year, and more children attended these programs 
than ever before. Building space for children’s materials has 
become tighter than ever. With each passing year it becomes 
increasingly difficult to find adequate space to store children’s 
materials and provide space for seating, programming and circu- 
lation in the children’s department. 


Demand for computer access to the internet continues to 
grow by leaps and bounds. Currently the Library has 13 textual 
connections to the internet through its CLAMS terminals, but it is 
the graphical aspects of the internet that the public is mostly inter- 
ested in. The Library currently has two graphical connections with 
_ plans to increase that number in the near future. 


The Friends of the Library again played a significant role in 
the provision of Library services. Additional computers, copying 
services, volunteer work and museum passes are just a few of the 
many ways the Friends aid in the Library’s mission. Indeed, it is 
difficult to imagine what the Library would be like without the 
help of the Friends. 


The Trustees continue to work with the various Town 
Boards to find a solution to the parking problem at the Library. 
The lot behind the annex remains a possible solution, and hope- 


fully next year will bring some sort of resolution. 


The Board of Trustees, myself and the entire staff of the 
Library extend our thanks and deep appreciation to all our volun- 
teers for the innumerable hours they put in to help us deliver the 
kind of service the Town has come to expect from its Libray. 


As the Trustees of the Library look to the future, it is clear 
that additional library building space will soon be necessary. The 
Board is working closely with the Selectmen to try and come up 
with a location on Town owned land for future branch library.

Report of the 


SANDWICH HOUSING AUTHORITY 
History 


Sandwich Housing Authority was first incorporated in 
1960. In 1974, we purchased our first property, a single family 
home located in Forestdale. In 1989, our Family Housing 
(Chapter 705) Development at George Fernandes Way was 
opened. This site consists of 12 two and three bedroom apart- 
ments. In 1995, we occupied the development at Hansen Vil- 
lage. Hansen Village, located behind Canterbury Plaza in 
South Sandwich, is an innovative housing development which 
encompasses units for elders and special needs individuals 
under a Pilot Program funded by the Department of Housing 
and Community Development of the Commonwealth of Mass- 
achusetts. This pilot program integrates 8 Department of Men- 
tal Health (DMH) consumers, living in single bedroom 
apartments within the elderly 36 unit apartment building for 
the first time in Massachusetts. DMH has residential staff on 
site 24 hours per day. Also on the site is a Congregate House 
for 8 elderly frail which is overseen by the Department of Elder 
Affairs as well as a group home for 4 Department of Mental 
Retardation (DMR) consumers, also staffed 24 hours per day. 


Hansen Village is a study in interagency cooperation 
between and amongst four state agencies working together to 
bring a mixed needs population together as a community living 
together. 


Sandwich Housing Authority is a public body, politic and 
corporate, organized and existing under Massachusetts Gener- 
al Laws, Chapter 121B, Section 3. The Board of Commission- 
ers, four of whom are elected and the fifth appointed by the 
Commonwealth, are legally responsible for the overall opera- 
tion of the Authority. The day to day activities of the Authori- 


ty are administered by the Executive Director and the Author- 
ity staff. Sandwich Housing receives subsidies for its conven- 
tional housing programs and rental assistance programs from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of Housing 
and Community Development and the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 


Programs 


In addition to conventional (state-aided) housing pro- 
grams for families and elders, we also administer the Massa- 
chusetts Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) and the Alternative 
Housing Voucher Program (AHVP) which is a transitional 
housing program for non-elderly disabled persons who might 
_ not otherwise find housing while they are on the waiting list for 
admission to elderly housing. These programs are rental assis- 
_ tance programs as they subsidize the rent for units rented pri- 
vately. We also administer Section 8 (Federal) rental assistance 
_ as both an initiating agency as well as a host agency for cer- 
tificate and voucher holders. 


Through our conventional and rental assistance housing 
programs, we are able to provide affordable housing to 95 
Sandwich families who comprise over 160 residents. Our 
lengthy waiting lists for all programs demonstrates the need for 
many more units of affordable housing for all ages and popu- 
lation.

Modernization 


One modernization project was completed in 1997. This 
project included upgrading the septic systems at George Fer- 
nandes Way and remedial site drainage work, two problems 
which have plagued us for many years. R.J. Ragone Company 
of Bourne was the low bidder and did an excellent job. 


Development 


Our long standing application with the Farmer’s Home 
Loan Administration (FHMA) to develop 24 units of mixed 
family housing adjacent to George Fernandes Way fell through 
due to changes at the Federal level. However, we have applied 
for and received a Technical Assistance Grant from the Cape 
Cod Commission. Laura Shufelt has been assisting us in deter- 
mining the viability and availability of private/public financing 
to develop additional housing units either through our own 
non-profit agency or in conjunction and partnership with an 
existing non-profit agency. 
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We fully support the efforts of Shawme Heights to devel- 
op an additional 50 units of elderly housing on their site. They 
have applied to the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development for funding under Section 202 Supportive Hous- 
ing. Our lengthy elderly waiting list, which now has aproxi- 
mately 63 Sandwich Residents and 136 non-Sandwich 
residents, demonstrates there is certainly a need for more units 
of elderly housing in Sandwich. 


We will be working closely with Tom Tsakalos, owner 
and developer of the planned Heritage Park retail and shopping 
development, which will be adjacent to our property. As we 
understand it, the plans call for access into this development 
from Tom’s Way. Our residents are excited about having more 
shopping conveniences nearby which will be easily accessible. 


Board Member Changes 


1997 saw several changes to the Board of Sandwich 
Housing Authority. Our long standing Treasurer, Herb Nelson, 
chose not to seek re-election in May. Herb had been a Com- 
missioner since 1981. Elected to replace Herb was Kristi L. 
Perry who had been serving on the Board as the Governor’s 
State Appointee. In July, our Vice Chairman, John H. Thomas, 
resigned from the Board after having served since 1985. To 
honor both of these fine individuals for their many years of 
dedicated service, we held a “Retirement” party in July and 
planted two new flower-blooming trees at Hansen Village. We 
wish both Herb and John the best in their “retirement” from 
Sandwich Housing Authority. In August, the Board of Select- 
men in joint meeting with the Commissioners of the Sandwich 
Housing Authority, appointed the Reverend John McGinn to 
fill the unexpired term of John Thomas until the next Town 
Election in May 1998. We have submitted to the Governor’s 
Office the name of an individual who is willing to serve as the 
State Appointee. At this time, this position remains unfilled. 


Local Housing Partnership 


Sandwich Housing Authority anxiously awaits the cre- 
ation of the Local Housing Partnership which is a provision of 
the Local Comprehensive Plan adopted by Town Meeting in 
1996. We wish to be well represented on this committee and 
are committed to an important role in the on-going effort to 
build and promote affordable housing in Sandwich. 


The Sandwich Housing Authority Office at 20 Tom’s 
Way is open five days a week from 8:00 a.m. to 12:00 noon and 
at other times by appointment. We look forward to meeting 
with anyone needing low-income housing to assist them in get- 
ting on our waiting lists. 


We are grateful for the ongoing support of the Friends of 
Sandwich Seniors, the Council on Aging, the Board of Select- 
men and Town Administrator and other Town personnel. We 
are also grateful for the cooperation and assistance of Steve 


Connelly, Coordinator of the Congregate House and to 
Beverly Pires, Director of Residential Services for the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health as well as to Jeanne Campbell, House 
Manager for the Department of Mental Retardation. These 
individuals are true advocates for the constituents in their pro- 
fessions and have made the integration of the mixed needs 
population into Hansen Village a very successful effort.

Report of the 
SANDWICH COMMISSION ON 
DISABILITY 


The Sandwich Commission on Disability (SCOD), was 
established at Town Meeting in May 1997. The main purpose 
of the Sandwich Commission on Disability is to assist in the 
inclusion and integration of people with disabilities in the 
activities, services and employment opportunities of the com- 
munity, in accordance with Federal and state disability laws. 


The first meeting of SCOD was held on September 8, 
1997, and in the three months remaining in 1997, SCOD 
accomplished many of the goals set for the first year. 


To research local problems of people with disabilities, 
SCOD created and distributed a Residents Needs Survey, 
which was published in the Sandwich Enterprise, and distrib- 
uted at Town offices. 


SCOD coordinated the activities of other local groups 
organized to meet the needs of people with disabilities, by 
assisting the Wareham Commission on Disability to become 
more active. 


SCOD has created a sub-committee to gather informa- 
tion needed to create a brochure listing the services Sandwich 
has to offer to its physically and mentally challenged residents, 
and met with all the Sandwich department heads to review 
each service, program and activity for physical and communi- 
cation accessibility. The publication of this brochure is set for 
Spring 1998. 


Educating the public about disability issues has also 
commenced. Newspapers have been contacted and outreach 
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has been established. Through SCOD and the Sandwich Enter: 
prise, a disabled man was able to find transportation to an 
from work. 


One very important part of our overall goal is helping the 
business people in Town to open their businesses to thei 
neighbors with many and varied disabilities. Disabilities are 
not always immediately evident. One goal is to insure busi- 
nesses, agencies and organizations are accessible to persons 
with disabilities. We are here to educate owners and managers 
about the needs of persons with mobility, hearing, visual, cog- 
nitive and other disabilities. 


Our aim to speak to civic groups was introduced when, 
in November, Karen Henkel-Reeves spoke to the Sandwich 
Chamber of Commerce, and wrote an article for the Chamber’s 
newsletter. Any other organizations interested in featuring a 
speaker from SCOD are encouraged to contact them through 
the Town Hall. 


Members of the Commission have attended disability 
awareness workshops offered by the Massachusetts Office on 
Disability concerning the ADA and the Regulations of the 
Massachusetts Architectural Access Board. The Commission 
sponsored one of these workshops at the Sandwich Housing 
Authority in October, and several Town employees attended 
along with the SCOD Commissioners. Among others, these 
sessions trained the Commissioners to become Community 
Access Monitors. 


We are very grateful for all the positive feedback we 
have received over the past year, and all the help we have been 
given by several members of the community in establishing 
SCOD. Special thanks to Selectman Jan Teehan, without 
whom we would not hae had the first meeting; to Finance 
Committee Chairman Steve Marshall, whose strong support 
helped us along the way; to Assistant Town Administrator and 
ADA Compliance Officer Burke LeClair, for his willingness 
and help in rectifying some of the access impediments to Town 
offices; and to the faithful volunteers who have offered invalu- 
able assistance to the Commissioners. 


We are all very excited about the coming year, and hope 
to have the brochure completed and distributed before Sum- 
mer.

Report of the 
SUPERINTENDENT 


The process of creatively providing classroom space 
began in earnest in 1997 for the K-8 schools, with every space 
utilized for classrooms, including areas not originally intended 
for student instruction. 


Teachers and instructional staff are in their second year 
of developing and refining school curriculums to match the 
State Framework curriculums. Teachers systemwide are work- 
ing to build knowledge of the curriculum across the district and 
to present lessons in the classrooms which adhere to the cur- 
riculum plan. 


A new K-8 Math program is being implemented contain- 
ing texts, workbooks and math manipulatives. Emphasis is on 
computation, problem solving, applications in real life, vocab- 
ulary and using manipulatives for math exploration. 


Special educational experiences beyond the classroom 
continue to be offered to the children. At Oak Ridge grade 6 
students went to Mt. Monadnock to complete the class study of 
geology, grade 4 continued their visits to Cape Heritage Nurs- 
ing Home, and kindergarten and other grades connected with 
the naturalists and other by visiting Green Briar Nature Center. 
Eighth graders traveled to Attleboro to attend a dramatic pre- 
sentation based on the experiences of Anne Frank. Forestdale 
School grades 1-4 parents were offered evening workshops on 
How Children Learn to Read by Reading Specialist Cynthia 
Rizzo. All first graders participated in a federal reading incen- 
tive program called Running Start. Grades 6-8 participated in 
a special science event, culminating in the engineering of a 12 
ounce spaghetti bridge that would be strong — the winning 
entry held more than 500 pounds. The Wing School reached 
out to the community with the enlistment of senior citizen vol- 
unteers. The year concluded with the Learning Fair at Wing 
which celebrated curriculum highlights. 


We all say thank you to the community for authorizing 
the addition and renovation of Sandwich High School. The 
High School Council continues to target focus groups to inter- 
view students at a weekly round table. Parent round table dis- 
cussions have been added. Because of the tragedies 
experienced during 1997, Mrs. Suzanne Pearson, a member of 
the English Department faculty at the high school, arranged for 
the building of an SHS Memory Garden. SAT scores for the 
class of 1998 averaged 534 in both the Math and Verbal sec- 
tion. State testing results reflect some of the highest scores in 
Massachusetts. 


For the second consecutive year, the Sandwich Public 
Schools in collaboration with the Center for Policy Analysis at 
the University of Massachusetts Dartmouth prepared a Com- 
munity Report Card. This document measures the school sys-

tem’s progress from year to year and compares its performan 
to similar or peer communities in Massachusetts. Sandwich 
among the first school systems nationwide to adopt this inno 
ative approach. Copies of the Community Report Card 
available at the Superintendent’s office. 


Parents, students, staff and members of the communi 
continue to work together in the Sandwich Public Schools. 
strive to raise our standards and to help each student reach 
or her full potential.

School Entrance Ages: 
School Committee Policy states: “Children must be five (5) 


years of age by September Ist to be eligible for Kindergarten, 
and six (6) years of age by September Ist to be eligible for first 
grade. 


Birth Certificate: 
A birth certificate is required for all children entering either 
Kindergarten or Grade 1. 


Medical Requirements: 
Medical requirements for school entrance are immunizations 


according to the General Laws of Massachusetts, certified by a 
doctor. 


State Regulations: 


The School Committee or Board of Health shall cause every 
child in the public schools to be separately and carefully exam- 
ined by a physician duly registered in Massachusetts within six 
months before entrance to school or during the first year after 
entrance and at intervals of either three or four years thereafter. 


No School Information: 

Every effort will be made to have school whenever feasible. If 
the conditions are severe, school will be canceled. If condi- 
tions are almost safe but the Highway Department needs extra 
time to plow, the school day will be shortened. Under this 
alternative plan the opening of all schools and all bus pickups 
will be delayed two hours. When the schools are on a two hour 
delay, there will be no morning kindergarten. The No School 
Announcement or the Two Hour Delayed Opening will be car- 
ried, starting at or before 6:00 AM, by radio stations WQRC, 
CAPE 104, WCOD, WXTK, WPL, as well as television sta- 
tions WBZ Channel 4, WCVB Channel 5, and WHDH Chan- 
nel 7.

Report of the 
SANDWICH SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


The current Sandwich School Building Committee was 
established by action of Town Meeting in the spring of 1996. 
The five member committee is made up of three members 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen and two members 
appointed by the School Committee.

The Committee was charged with the responsibility of 
developing a plan to provide space for the additional students 
expected in the Sandwich Public Schools through 2010 (esti- 
mated Town build out.) The Committee determined there 
would be a need for approximately 1400 students in grade 9- 
12, and 3000 students in grades K-8. 


The first recommendation of the Committee (Article 12), 
_ was to add on to the existing High School to accommodate 
1400 students and make major renovations and repairs to the 
21 year old building. The roof system, windows and siding 
were causing major leaks in the building. Upgrades to the 
HVAC, Fire protection, Plumbing, Electrical and Technology 
systems were essential. The estimated cost for the 53,373 SF 
addition and total renovation of the existing High School was 
estimated to be $25,880,000. Sixty percent (60%) of the cost 
was to be reimbursed through the State of Massachusetts 
Department of Education’s School Building Assistance Bureau 
(SBAB). The Town would therefore be responsible for 
$10,352,000 of the construction and project costs. 


The second recommendation of the Committee (Article 
13), was to build a 12,200 SF addition at each of the Forestdale 
and Oakridge K-8 schools, increasing their capacities from 780 
to 1075 students. Along with the Henry T. Wings current 
capacity of 850 students, the three K-8 schools would provide 
for 3000 students. Included in the project would be a technol- 
ogy upgrade at all three K-8 schools. The estimated cost of this 
work was $7,161,000. All but $1,243,000 (the technology 
upgrade at the Wing School) was to be reimbursed through 
SBAB. The Town’s share of project costs would therefore be 
$4,202,000. 


Twenty-two presentations were made to various groups 
throughout the Town. A direct mailing was also sent to each 
resident of the Town explaining the need for more space and 
repairs to the High School, the scope of the projects, and the 
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financial implications to the taxpayer. 


Those attending the Special Town Meeting November 
20, 1997, supported both Articles with the required 2/3 major- 
ity vote. 3,781 voters turned out at the November 23 Town- 
wide debt exclusion vote. Article 12 passed by 379 votes. 
Article 13 failed by 309 votes. 


The Building Committee wishes to thank the citizens of 
the Town of Sandwich for their participation in helping resolve 
these critical issues facing our Town and Sandwich Public Edu- 
cation in particular. Construction at the High School should 
begin in November, 1998 and be completed by January 2001. 


Report of the 
SANDWICH COMMUNITY SCHOOL 


Since the early 1970’s, the Sandwich Community School 
has served the Life Long Learning needs of the Community. 
Back then, the enrollment of approximately 600 area families 
enjoyed a curriculum that ranged from Shakespeare to Water- 
polo. Today, the Community School services the “Life Long 
Learning” needs of nearly 20,000 area families ages three 
months through senior citizen. Our program offerings include:

Child Care (3 months through Kindergarten) 
Before and After School Care 

Children’s Dance 

Nursery School 

Adult Enrichment 

Driver Education 

Summer School 

Summer Camp 

Family oriented Community Productions 


We are also responsible for all school building and 
grounds scheduling. Further, we sponsor a summer jobs pro- 
gram, an annual college scholarship, and we fund the opening 
of the High School Library during the week. 


The future holds many opportunities for the entire com- 
munity in “Life Long Learning.” My vision includes a com- 
prehensive Community center. It would house our child care 
center, an activity building enabling us to continue to offer 
dance and gymnastics programs for children, part of our adult 
education program, leisure time activities for all ages, and 
lease space to related service providers such as pediatric doc- 
tors and dentists. This complex would serve as a “one stop” 
service center for parents. Parents could utilize the child care 
center, enroll their children in enrichment programs such as 
dance or theater and schedule doctors and dental appointments 


all in the same location. As we head into the next millennium, 
I believe this will be a model that all communities interested in 
enhancing the quality of life for their citizens will be follow- 


ing. 


I would like to extend my sincere appreciation to the cit- 
izens of Sandwich who continually reaffirm their support of 
“Life Long Learning” by registering for our programs. I would

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, 
as of October 1, 1996 consisted of seventy-one (71) students 
from Bourne, one hundred thirty-three (133) from Falmouth, 
twenty (20) from Marion, seventy-four (74) from Sandwich, 
and one hundred seventy-nine (179) from Wareham. Thirty 
(30) students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing © 
Program. Seventeen (17) students were tuitioned from other 
towns. Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon and 
evening occupational programs, and summer programs are 
additional to these enrollments. 


The school’s Extended Day Program provided career 
preparation to over one hundred twenty (120) adults. These 
programs, funded by over $200,000 in state, federal, and pri- 
vate funds, provided Nursing Assistant, Information Technolo- 
gy, and Environmental Studies training to unemployed and 
dislocated adults, learning disabled young adults, older work- 
ers, and youth affiliated with the Department of Youth Ser- 
vices. In addition, the Summer Youth Employment Program 
serviced thirty-six (36) economically disadvantaged and learn- 
ing disabled youths. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School has made a‘ 
major commitment to providing students with instruction in 
computer technology. Local funding and grant resources have 
been used to provide wiring and equipment to enable all staff 
and students to utilize current technology in academic and 
occupational programs. Presently, each classroom is equipped 
with at least three student computer stations in addition to a 
computer for the teacher. 


In this fiscal year, the school was. re-evaluated by the 
New England Association of Schools and Colleges and full 
accreditation was extended by the Association’s Commission 
on Industrial and Technical Education. 


All district communities voted to approve a request by 
the school district for permission to borrow $1.4 million to 
replace the school’s roof, to replace heating and ventilating 
equipment, and to expand and improve the Culinary Arts Din- 
ing facility. Replacement of the roof and associated repairs are 
scheduled for completion by September of 1997. 


Additional excavation to improve visibility and safety at 
the Sandwich Road entrance to the school driveway has been 
completed, and asphalt driveways and parking areas have been 
repaved. Exterior lighting has been improved to increase build- 
ing security and safety. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America had seventy-one (71) members during the 1996-1997 
school year, twenty-five (25) of which earned the right to rep- 
resent the school at state competition. 


The school committee continues it’s commitment to 
make the school a valuable community resource by making the 
building and facilities available. Educational programs spon- 
sored by Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School’s Exten- 
sion Office, Cape Cod Community College, Western New 
England College, Northeastern University, Fitchburg State 
College, and various community organizations are offered 
throughout the year. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its 
appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us in 
developing and maintaining educational programs, various 
town and school officials who support our efforts, and the 
administration and other school employees who continue to 
contribute to the success of Upper Cape Cod Regional Techni- 
cal School.
